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Experimental Program 
Explores New 
Approaches to Funding 


How can the SSHRC help to build 
bridges between the research 
community and society at large? 
How can the Council promote the 
results, both tangible and intangible, 
of research undertaken in the social 
sciences and humanities, and make 
the value of this work clearer to 
opinion leaders and decision- 
makers? Are SSHRC funding 
mechanisms adequate for stimulating 
research in priority areas, or could 
new approaches be developed? Could 
the SSHRC play a more active role in 
fostering collaborative projects 
between the university research 
community and the public and 
private sectors? 

SSHRC Council members and staff 
have been asking themselves these 
questions for some time. A new 
experimental program, now 
underway, may provide some of the 
answers. The results of the program 
will help to demonstrate the actual 
and potential contribution of research 
in the humanities and social sciences 
to the resolution of national policy 
issues. The program will also assist 
in the evaluation of possible new 
program delivery mechanisms for 
supporting research in Strategic 
areas, as well as the Council's 
existing Strategic theme programs. 

The experimental program, which 
was suggested by the Second Task 


Force on Priorities, chaired by Gilles 
Paquet of the University of Ottawa, 
will provide support for up to five 
projects. In mid-March, eligible 
organizations were invited to submit 
proposals. Applications are 
considered from organizations which 
are national in scope, research- 
oriented, non-profit, multi- 
disciplinary, and have a sound 
administrative capacity. 

Each successful candidate will 
receive an award of up to $54,000 to 
develop a fully-costed plan for a new 
funding program which could be 
created if new resources become 
available to the SSHRC in the future. 

Successful candidates will explore 
a research theme or area relevant to 
national needs and priorities and 
prepare a report outlining what 
research capacity exists in that area, 
what first-class researchers are 
available to work on the topic, and 
what needs to be done to develop an 
effective research effort. They will 
also evaluate existing and proposed 
new funding mechanisms against 
research needs, and will develop a 
detailed workplan for implementing 
the program which they design. 

An Ad Hoc Committee consisting 
of Council members and external 
scholarly advisors is evaluating the 
proposals. Awards will be announced 
in May. Successful candidates will be 
expected to produce a final report in 
October.

scholars to complete their studies at 
the Master's, Doctoral, and 
Postdoctoral levels, and assisting 
hundreds of scholarly associations 
and journals. 
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At the same time, over its 10-year 
life, the SSHRC has experienced a 
growing workload, while its budget 
has remained in steady state, when 
adjusted for inflation. Since 1978, 
there has been a 48 per cent increase 
in applications handled by the 
SSHRC, with no real increase in 
budget. As a consequence, an 
increasing number of high-quality 
research projects have had to be 
refused funding. At the same time, a 
staff cut from 107 full-time positions 
to 97, has made it difficult for the 
SSHRC to handle the steadily 
increasing workload. 

This trend had been the subject of 
discussion among Council members 
and staff since the Council began 
operations. In early 1987, Council 
decided to take steps to deal with the 
situation in a positive manner. 

A Task Force on Priorities was 
formed to review all of the SSHRC 
programs with a view to defining 
those which could be considered 
‘core’ activities, to be maintained at 
all costs, and which would be 
financed, if necessary, by cuts in 
other areas. 

The Task Force, under the 
chairmanship of Keith Banting of 
Queen’s University, proceeded to 
define Council’s core programs as 
follows: Doctoral, Postdoctoral and 
Canada Research Fellowships 
programs, the Research Grants and 
General Research Grants programs, 
Aid to Learned Journals, Aid to 
Scholarly Publications, and the Aid to 
Small Universities program. 

In order to free up funds to 
support the core activities, Council 
voted to cancel several programs, 
including Special MA Scholarships, 
International Collaborative Research 
and Bilateral Exchanges with Japan, 
France, Hungary and China. The 
Population Aging theme in the 
Strategic Grants Division was also 
concluded, as the program had 
achieved its objective of stimulating 
the creation of a “‘critical mass”’ of 
research capability in that area of 
study. 

In May 1987, the Task Force 
prepared a discussion paper entitled 
“SSHRC: Focus on Priorities”, which 
was mailed to presidents of Canadian 


universities, presidents of learned 
societies and other relevant academic 
organizations. The purpose of the 
paper was to inform the academic 
community of the events which had 
led to the budget cuts, to explain the 
rationale for cutting certain programs 
in order to maintain others, and to 
seek advice on whether Council was, 
in fact, on the right track in defining 
its priorities in this manner. At that 
time it was feared that further 
program cancellations might be 
necessary if the matching funds 
program did not meet expectations. 

By July 31, responses had been 
received from 89 per cent of large 
universities, 60 per cent of medium- 
sized universities, and 23 per cent of 
small universities. In addition, 21 per 
cent of learned societies, 44 per cent 
of SSHRC liaison committee 
members, and 18 per cent of former 
Council members had responded. The 
replies indicated widespread 
agreement with Council’s approach to 
the protection of core activities, 
although there was some questioning 
of the concept of targeted research 
under the Strategic programs. There 
were also some differences of opinion 
on whether or not the Council should 
introduce a new research centres 
program. 

Fortunately, the pressure for 
another round of program 
cancellations was eased by the 
government’s decision over the 
summer to increase the ceiling for 
matching funds and by the 
overwhelming response to the 
matching funds program. In 
September, Council also re-affirmed 
its role in encouraging targeted 
research, but the ambivalent 
response from the research 
community suggested that Council 
should review the way in which it 
fulfils this role. 

Once the review of existing 
activities and the affirmation of basic 
priorities was completed, the Council 
decided that it now needed to look 
toward the future, in order to achieve 
a consensus on what the SSHRC 
wished to be in several years. A new 
Task Force was created, in order to 
explore new directions the Council 
could take. 
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Introducing Paule Leduc 


When Dr. Paule Leduc, the third 
president of the SSHRC, took office at 
the beginning of June 1988, she knew 
she was facing a major challenge. ‘’] 
arrived just as the Council is embarking 
on a major review of its priorities,’”’ 
she says, with an enthusiastic smile. 
“This kind of assignment suits me

perfectly; I couldn’t have chosen a 
better time to join the Council.”’ 

This remark is not surprising, coming 
from a woman whose entire career has 
been built on challenges. Paule Leduc 
has steered her course through the 
great cultural, educational, and social 
debates of the past two decades, on a 
professional and intellectual journey 
which has led her to the SSHRC 
today.

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First Major Challenge: Paris in 
the 1960s 


The first major challenge was her 
doctoral thesis, written in 1965 at the 
Sorbonne in Paris. Her topic was 
Georges Bataille, the controversial 
founder of the journal Critique and 
author of several works which prepared 
the way for the student protests of 
May 1968 in France. Twenty years later, 
Bataille still raises the eyebrows of 
Quebec’s more traditional 
intelligentsia. 

‘My doctoral thesis brought me into 
contact with fascinating intellectuals 
just before the student revolts broke 
out in May 1968,’’ she recalls. ‘’In 
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Bataille’s work, art and political 
thought were closely linked. Those 
who were interested in Bataille were 
part of the youth movement which was 
questioning everything vigourously.”’ 
A close friend of Bataille’s wife, Leduc 
had access to his personal papers, 
which she catalogued for the French 
publisher Gallimard. ‘’At the time, | 
thought I was preparing for a research 
and academic career,’’ she says. But 
the wind took her off on a slightly 
different course. 


Career at UQAM 


When she returned to Canada in the 
early 1970s, she began her career as a 
university professor, and took part in 
a movement that is now a legend in 
the Quebec academic community: the 
unionization of professors and 
administrators at the Université du 
Québec a Montréal. At the same time, 
she chaired the Department of Literary 
Studies in those heady days of 
“anything goes,’’ when faculty and 
students alike, ideological banners 
waving, debated what the university 
of the future would be. 

Paule Leduc is fascinated by 
universities. She has been involved 
with the academic community in 
many different ways and on many 
different levels. In her professional 
life, she has gone from the cultural to 
the social fields, from teaching to 
administration, from academia to 
government, from theory to practice. 
She is justifiably proud of her rich 
diversity of experience. 

Immersed as she was in the veritable 
laboratory of university management 
that existed at the Université du Québec 
in the 1970s, Leduc was quick to 
accept the administrative positions 
that were offered to her. She was 
successively Chairman of the 
Department of Literary Studies; 
Assistant Vice-rector (Academic and 
Research); Dean, Graduate Studies 
and Research; and Executive Vice- 
rector. 


Leaves University for 
Provincial Government 


In 1975, she had just barely settled 
into her position as Executive Vice- 
rector, when she received a telegram 
from the Quebec Minister of Social 
Affairs, offering her the position of 
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Assistant Deputy Minister, 
Administration. ‘‘I hesitated,’’ she 
admits. ‘It was a new area for me in 
a very important department, the 
largest in the government of Quebec, 
as a matter of fact, with 3,600 
employees. But I was young and 
adventurous — | accepted.”’ 

She was not only young and 
adventurous — she was extremely 
talented, and many other challenges 
lay ahead, such as a five-year 
mandate to head the Conseil des 
universités. ‘“This experience gave me 
a good overview of university issues 
and requirements, and an appreciation 
of the need for developing research 
networks and partnerships."’ 


Distinguished Public Career 


She left the Conseil des universités to 
serve at the highest levels of the 
provincial government, as Deputy 
Secretary General for Social 
Development; Deputy Secretary 
General for Cultural and Scientific 
Development; Deputy Minister of 
Intergovernmental Relations, Deputy 
Minister of International Relations 
(which included responsibility for 
international inter-university 
cooperation) and Deputy Minister of 
Cultural Affairs. 

Immediately prior to her 
appointment as President of the 
SSHRC, she had returned to the 
Université du Québec, as Head of the 
Quebec Government delegation and 
Director of the Centre d'études 
politiques et administratives du 
Québec (CEPAQ) at the Ecole 
nationale d’administration publique 
(ENAP). 

‘My appointment as President of 
the SSHRC marks the beginning of a 
third career, which will allow me to 
build on my experience in the academic 
and provincial government spheres,”’ 
she says. ‘‘I have worked with this 
community as an insider and as an 
outsider. I can see the issues in an 
administrative context, as well as in 
the context of the major issues which 
have surfaced over the past few 
years.’ 


First Priority: Raise Profile of 
SS & H Research 


Like her predecessors, the new president 
feels that the SSHRC’s first priority is 


to see that the social sciences and 
humanities resume their rightful place 
in the scientific community and in 
society as a whole. She intends to put 
a great deal of effort into raising the 
profile of our disciplines, and counts 
on both the prestige of the SSHRC, 
which celebrates its 10th anniversary 
in 1988, and on the collaboration of 
researchers in the social sciences and 
humanities. 

‘Over the past few years, western 
culture has been moving towards a 
technological world in which the 
social sciences and humanities seem 
to be marginal. For all intents and 
purposes, we have been excluded 
from the scientific community. It is a 
continuing challenge for us to 
demonstrate that the social sciences 
and humanities are part of the 
scientific endeavour.”’ 


Technology Without a 
Conscience is Dangerous 


“It seems to me that technology 
without a conscience is dangerous. 
Social science and humanities research 
is absolutely essential in an increasingly 
materialistic world, because it helps us 
to refocus on what is truly important 
to us as human beings. Civilization is 
more than mere technical progress, 
and we must say this loudly and 
clearly.’’ 

The social sciences and humanities 
must be promoted consistently and 
often, not only to government officials, 
but also to the private sector who 
must be convinced of our role. She 
feels that the latest budget increases 
which the government has granted to 
the SSHRC prove that the strategy of 
increasing Council visibility has 
produced results. The strategic programs 
have been particularly useful in 
demonstrating that the SSHRC is an 
integral part of the socio-economic 
fabric of the country, and that it 
shares the major concerns of 
Canadians. 


More Links with Private Sector: 


As far as the private sector is concerned, 
Leduc feels that there is still a great 
deal to be done. ‘‘Researchers in the 
social sciences and humanities must 
be prepared to examine social 
development in a more concrete 
fashion, and to find ways to participate! 


n that development, without 
enouncing their commitment to basic 
esearch,’’ she asserts. ‘’We must 

ake an effort to reach out to the 
private sector. There is research being 
done in the social science and humanities 
ields which is of immediate interest 
0 the private sector. We must convince 
hem of this. The success of the 

atching funds program shows that 
his message has already gotten 
across." 

What are the most urgent priorities 
of the SSHRC? Paule Leduc foresees a 
heavy workload for the immediate 
future. The Council is preparing for a 
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national conference which will help 
determine its future directions. It 
must study the recommendations of 
the second Task Force on Priorities 
and the Research Grants Review 
Committee, and the results of the 
consultation exercise currently being 
conducted on the strategic programs. 
In addition, the SSHRC must play its 
role in the Networks of Centres of 
Excellence Program. In all, it looks 
like the coming academic year, with 
its promise of hard work, intense 
effort, and productive achievements, 
will be the kind of year that this 
former academic likes best. 


SSHRC’s Base Budget to Rise $36M over Five Years 


Last May, the SSHRC received some 
good news in the form of an increase 
0 its base budget of $36 million over 
the next five years. 

The increase was announced by Robert 
de Cotret, Minister of Regional Industrial 

xpansion, and Frank Oberle, Minister 
of State (Science and Technology). 
The funds are part of a $200 million 


Allocation of Funds 


At its June meeting, Council allocated 
the additional $3 million for the 
current fiscal year 1988-89. After 
carefully considering several options, 
Council decided to allocate more than 
half of the money for 1988-89 to the 
Research Grants program, so that

Council also voted to award 10 
additional Postdoctoral Fellowships. 
The remaining funds were allocated to 
the Strategic Thematic Research 
competition, the Canadian Studies 
Research Tools program, the operating 
budget, and the Presidential fund. 
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Focus on Strategics 


In the past ten years, the SSHRC has 
implemented a variety of strategic 
programs reflecting changing directions 
in society. With the tenth anniversary 
of the Council, and the federal 
government's strategy for science and 
technology (InnovAction), now is the 
time to consider how Council could 
play a more active role in addressing 
the challenges faced by contemporary 
society. Therefore, the SSHRC has 
launched a public consultation on its 
role in funding and encouraging 
research on issues of national 
importance. 

The Council has created a new task 
force to follow up on the findings of 
an earlier task force whose work to 
review SSHRC activities was initiated 
by the Council in the Spring of 1987. 
At that time, a document entitled The 
SSHRC: Focus on Priorities was sent to 
the presidents and other members of 
85 universities and 77 learned societies 
whose advice and reaction was sought 
on Council priorities, future 
directions, and possible program cuts, 
should these become necessary. 


Results of First Consultation 


When Council considered the report 
of the first task force and results of 
the consultation, in September 1987, it 
confirmed its commitment to support 
basic research and training as its first 
priority. At the same time it reaffirmed 
its commitment to support research 
which addresses issues of national 
concern and reflects broad community 
views on research needs. Council 
upholds the principle that, as society 
provides the necessary financial 
support for basic research, a portion 
of those funds should be devoted to 
areas which it regards as essential to 
the future of the country. 

The job of the second task force has 
been to examine the Council's 
strategic programs, and the Council’s 
own link between the traditional 
priorities of the research community 
and the broader priorities of Canadian 
society as a whole. Among the task 
force’s interim recommendations, 
presented to and approved by the 
Council in January 1988, was the 
creation of a one-time experimental 
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program designed to help identify 
priority areas for research and to 
explore ways of enhancing the 
national contribution of the social 
sciences and humanities. (Details of 
this program are described elsewhere 
in this issue.) 


Broad Consultation on 
Strategics Program 


While these reports are being prepared, 
the Council is canvassing the 
government, the private sector, non- 
governmental groups, and the research 
community on the Council’s role in 
aiding strategic research. A document, 
entitled SSHRC: Focus on Strategics, 
has been sent to approximately 700 
individuals and organizations. The 
Council is looking for comments on its 
current activities, namely the budgetary 
allocation to strategic programs, the 
definition and duration of themes, the 
adjudication process, and the 
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dissemination of research results. A 
list of topical research areas which 
could be considered for future 
strategic programs was appended to 
the document. Topics include: the 
management of technology (for 
example, technological change and 
labour), trade policy, health (a 
researcher might consider legal and 
ethical implications of new technologies 
in human reproduction), and culture 
and quality of life (for instance, 
Canadian culture in a borderless 
economy). The Council is also 
interested in views on possible future 
strategic directions, ways of funding 
research, the matching funds 
approach, the mission statement of 
the SSHRC, and support for private 
scholars. 

Tabulation and analysis of the views 
is underway. Results will be presented 
to the Council later this year, and 
described in our next issue of SSHRC 
News. 


SSHRC to Participate in Centres of Excellence Program 


The first phase of the national Networks 
of Centres of Excellence Program is 
underway. Thanks to vigorous 
representations from the three granting 
councils, the $240 million federal 
initiative, announced last May, will be 
administered by an Inter-Council 
Program Directorate, staffed by 
officers of the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC), the Medical Research 
Council (MRC), and the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council (SSHRC). 

The Inter-Council Program Directorate 
sent copies of the competition 
announcement to universities and 
other research organizations in July. 
Research groups from all disciplines 
have been asked to submit letters of 
intent to enter the competition by 
September 30. Final applications are 
due on November 30, and decisions 
are expected by the Spring of 1989. 

The Inter-Council Management 
Committee consists of the three 
Council presidents, Arthur May 
(NSERC), Pierre Bois (MRC), and 
Paule Leduc (SSHRC). An advisory 
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committee has been formed, with 
representatives from the government, 
university, and private sectors. The 
granting councils will soon appoint a 
distinguished international jury to 
adjudicate the competition.

Nag Hammadi: Laval 


Project Sheds New Light 


on Gnostic Movement 


The Canadian project to translate into 
French and publish the Nag Hammadi 
collection was initiated in 1972 by the 


Faculty of Theology at Laval University. 


This prestigious project, unique in the 
history of humanities research in 
Canada, has already made a significant 
contribution to our understanding of 
the development of religious thought. 
It has all the ingredients of an 
exceptional intellectual adventure that 
many researchers can only dream 
about. 


The Nag Hammadi codices consist of papyrus 
sheets bound in leather wallets. The inside of 
one of the bindings is shown here. 


It all started with one of the greatesi 
archaeological discoveries of the 
century. In 1945, peasants in the Nag | 
Hammadi region of Upper Egypt : 
accidentally dug up a large earthenware 
jar containing some bound papyrus 
sheets. These turned out to be 
Gnostic treatises written in Coptic anc 
assembled into 13 codices. The 
discovery of these texts was a major 
windfall for the study of Gnosticism, 
a great religious ideology of the 
second and third centuries A.D. The 
central belief of the Gnostics was that! 
each individual contains a part of the | 
godhead, and that salvation is gained. 
through self-knowledge. 

Scholars working on the project at 


| 


Laval University note that the Coptic 
library found at Nag Hammadi is 
“one of the best sources available for 
the study of Gnosticism.’’ Prior to this 
discovery, researchers based their 
work primarily on indirect and 
polemic sources such as the writings 
of the Church Fathers, who denounced 
the Gnostic ‘‘heresy’’ by quoting 
Gnostic texts that roused their ire. 

Almost 30 years would pass before 
these precious manuscripts could 
become accessible to the research 
community or the general public. First 
sold to dealers, the various codices 
finally wound up in the Coptic 
Museum in Old Cairo, following 
enough adventures and misadventures 
to fill a novel. Political unrest in Egypt 
prevented researchers from working 
on the Nag Hammadi Coptic treatises. 
Finally, in 1972, UNESCO published 
the first volume of photographic 
plates of the codices. 

From the very beginning, the Laval 
project has been part of an international 
collaborative research network. 
Initiated by Professor Hervé Gagné as 
part of the Laboratory for Religious 
History which he founded in 1972, the 
work has been conducted in cooperation 
with the well-known expert on 
Gnosticism, Dr. Jacques E.-Ménard of 
the University of the Humanities in 
Strasbourg. A group of Europeans 
joined with a group of Canadians, 
initially under the direction of Dr. 
Ménard. Canadian scholars Paul- 
Hubert Poirier and Michel Roberge are 
the current directors of the group, 
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which consists of ten research 
assistants and guest workers from 
France, Switzerland, and Germany. 

The Laval project is not the only 
one of its kind. The Nag Hammadi 
manuscripts are also being translated 
and interpreted by research teams in 
France, Germany, and the United 
States. However, the importance of 
the introduction and commentaries for 
each text gives the Canadian project 
unique scope and scholarly interest. 

To date, 18 volumes have been 
published in the ‘‘text’’ series, and 
two volumes have been published in 
the ‘‘studies’’ series. The collection 
has already acquired an enviable 
scholarly reputation. In September 
1985, Dr. D.W. Johnson of the 
Catholic University of America stated 
in the magazine Theological Studies that 
the Laval version of the Nag Hammadi 
texts ‘‘are, in general, the best now 
available in any language.”’ 

The collection will comprise a 
comprehensive edition of the 52 
treatises in the 13 codices found at 
Nag Hammadi and the four treatises 
in the Berlin 8502 Codex, one of the 
rare Gnostic codices extant in a 
European library before the discovery 
at Nag Hammadi. Each treatise is 
published as a separate booklet, to 
permit rapid distribution, and contains 
the following elements: the French 
translation of each treatise; the Coptic 
text; a critical apparatus of the Coptic 
text; an introduction to each treatise 
giving background information on the 
environment in which it was written; 
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the history and outline of its composition; 
a commentary which explains the 
treatise through references in the text 
itself and in light of related Gnostic 
texts; and an index of Greek and 
Coptic words for each treatise. 

The Canadian team’s methodology 
and expertise are particularly 
noteworthy for their adherence to the 
highest academic standards. The 
researchers involved in the project 
have received specialized training in 
methodology. Their research is based 
on principles of editing and hermeneutics 
that aim at a holistic interpretation of 
the texts, taking into account all 
aspects of the classical sciences of 
antiquity; Jewish and Oriental studies; 
and Old and New Testament, 
patristic, and historical sources. Each 
researcher must have a working 
knowledge of the Coptic, Greek and 
German languages. Individual research 
is complemented by intensive 
brainstorming sessions and seminars 
that allow the best experts in the field 
to contribute their knowledge and 
provide ongoing liaison with the 
European team. 

The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council has provided most 
of the funding for this important 
project. Once the Nag Hammadi 
collection, consisting of 40 volumes, 
has been completed in 1994, it will 
provide researchers in the humanities 
with an unprecedented wealth of 
information on Gnosticism.

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Experimental Program Reports to Propose New Initiatives 


The one-time experimental program to 
explore possible new research 
initiatives in areas of national concern 
will conclude soon, as the five award 
winners announced last May submit 
their reports to Council in October. 
The special program, created 
following an interim recommendation 
of the Task Force on Priorities chaired 
by Gilles Paquet of the University of 
Ottawa, was intended to assist in 
identifying new research areas of 
strategic importance to the country, to 
map the networks of first-class 
researchers available to work in these 
areas, and to design possible new 
research programs that would assist in 
solving major national policy issues. 


Five groups chosen 


The five groups, chosen out of 23 
applicants by an ad hoc committee of 
Council members and outside scholars, 
will describe the state of the art in 
research on key issues, and propose 
future directions. They will also 
advise the Council on potential new 
program mechanisms to link researchers 
with needs and priorities in the public 
and private sectors. 

Since one of the key goals of the 
experimental program is to map the 
networks of first-class researchers 
available to work in the various fields 
of study, the projects are considered 
to be open networks. Scholars working 
in the fields covered by the experimental 
projects are encouraged to contact the 
coordinating organizations in order to 
include themselves and their work in 
the projected inventories of research 
capacity and potential. 

The five studies currently being 
conducted are: 

The Management of Technology, by the 
Social Science Federation of Canada. 
Greater investment in technical 
innovation will not fulfil its promise of 
making Canadian firms more competitive 
unless its introduction is properly 
managed. The SSFC will study ways 
to improve Canada’s research effort in 
the critical areas of organizational 
transformation, workplace organization, 
risk assessment and management, and 
science policy development.

The Social Challenge of Global Change, 
by the Institute for Research on Public 
Policy, in cooperation with the Royal 
Society of Canada. The collapse of the 
natural environment which sustains 
life on this planet is an urgent matter 
which must be addressed by public 
policy makers on both the technical 
and the social levels. This program 
will ensure adequate coordination 
between natural scientists and social 
scientists on issues such as population 
growth, global climate change, and 
ozone layer depletion.

Applied Ethics, by the Canadian 
Federation for the Humanities. Due to 
rapid technological development and 
structural changes in Canadian society, 
Canadians now face a bewildering 
array of ethical choices, at a time 
when a broad moral consensus either 
seems to be disintegrating or is 
inadequate to deal with these new 
circumstances. The Federation will 
explore ways to coordinate the ethics 
research effort in this country, 
particularly in the areas of biomedical 
ethics, professional and business 
ethics, and environmental ethics.

Question Box 


Question Box will be a regular feature 
of SSHRC News, where we will print 
frequently asked questions about 
SSHRC programs, along with their 
answers. Readers are invited to 
submit questions which they would 
like answered in this column to the 
Editor. 


Question: What is the maximum 
subsistence rate allowable for the 
various SSHRC travel grants 

programs? 


Answer: There are no fixed rates for 
SSHRC travel grants programs. The 
Travel Grants for International 
Conferences program is block-funded. 
Each university receives a lump sum 
each year which it distributes according 
to its own criteria, which may, in 
some cases, include a daily rate imposed 
by the university administration. In 
other programs, such as Aid to 
Occasional Scholarly Conferences, and 
Aid and Attendance Grants to 
Scholarly Associations, successful 
applicants are awarded amounts based 
on budget submissions which they 
themselves have calculated. The same 
applies for the Research Grants and 
Strategic Grants programs. 
The only fixed rate remaining for a 
Council travel program is in the 
process of being phased out as that 
program is put on a competitive basis. 
The $70 per diem for the Travel Grants 
for International Representation 
program, which assists scholars 
serving on boards of international 
scholarly associations, will remain in 
effect for all grants awarded under the 
“old’’ structure, that is, for all travel 
occurring before April 15, 1989. Under 
the ‘‘new”’ structure, there will be 
three competitions per year for travel 
funds. The per diem will be abolished, 
with grants based on amounts 
estimated by the applicants. As noted 
elsewhere in this issue, October 30 is 
the deadline for International 
Representation grants to cover travel 
occurring after April 15, 1989. 


Question: I am currently holding a 
Research Grant for a project which 
will not be completed until March 
1989. I want to apply for funding for 
another project, which | would like to 
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begin in September 1989, but your 
application deadline for 1989-1990 
grants is in October of 1988, when | 
will still be holding my previous 
grant. I have been told that, as | 
cannot hold more than one SSHRC 
Research Grant at a time, I cannot 
apply for SSHRC funding in the 
October 1988 competition, which 
means that I would have to defer the 
start of my second project to 1990. Is 
this true? 


Answer: No. As long as you are in 
your final year of holding a Research 
Grant, you may apply for another 
one. If you were in the second year of 
a three-year grant, you would not be 
eligible to apply until you were in 
your third year. 


Question: In your Research Grants 
and Strategic Grants programs, what 
are the maximum salary rates which 
you will pay for hiring research 
assistants? 


Answer: The SSHRC does not set 
maximum salary rates for research 
assistants. We pay the rates which 
have been set by the university. 

For principal researchers and co- 
investigators, however, the rules are 
slightly different. In all programs, the 
research time stipend is $27,000 for 
private scholars. For faculty members 
who are away from their normal 
teaching duties, the SSHRC pays the 
salary of the researcher in the 
Strategic Thematic Research program, 
and teaching replacement rates to a 
maximum otf $27,000 per year in the 
Research Grants program. 


Question: In order to be eligible for 
the Aid to Learned Journals Program, 
a journal must have the dissemination 
of the work of Canadian scholars, as 
one of its main objectives. How is this 
criterion applied? 


— Answer: It is well known that the 


number of Canadian scholars varies 
from one discipline to another 
depending on the level of development 
of the discipline or field of study. For 
an emerging discipline or field of 
study which is underdeveloped in 
Canada, it is expected that the 
Canadian content of a journal will be 
representative of the number of 
scholars working in that field. Such a 
journal will often publish the work of 


foreign authors in order to promote 
international scholarly exchange. On 
the other hand, a journal publishing 
in a well-established field will be able 
to publish more texts by Canadian 
scholars, while continuing to include 
articles by foreign scholars. The 
Council has avoided establishing a 
Canadian content quota, as each field 
has its own needs. 

A journal should be able to reflect 
the development of a discipline or 
field of study in terms of the quality 
of its content as well as in the 
equitable representation of Canadian 
scholars. 


Research Grants ’88: 
Funding Increase Helps 
Meet Rise in Demand 


The Research Grants adjudication in 
late March was accompanied by a 
now-familiar theme: the number of 
high-quality research projects 
submitted had grown, stepping up 
the competition for a budget which 
had remained stable. Fortunately, the 
$3 million increase to the base budget 
for 1988-89, more than half of which 
has been allocated to the Research 
Grants program’, has permitted a 
greater number of qualified projects to 
receive funding. . 

In the Standard Research Grants 
competition, the disciplinary committees 
considered 1,455 projects with a total 
dollar demand of $42.6 million. This is 
an increase over the 1,382 projects 
submitted and $39.2 million demanded 
in the 1987 adjudication. After 
commitments from previous 
competitions were deducted from this 
year’s budget, slightly more than $14 
million were available for new projects. 
Only 84 per cent of the awards 
recommended by the committees 
could be funded in March, and 165 
applicants were placed on waiting 
lists. With an additional $1,727,000 
allocated to the program, 91 more 
have now been funded. 

Thanks to the new funds, success 
rates, which would have been 
significantly lower than they were last 
year, have been maintained at almost 
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the same level. Without the new funds, 
43.8 per cent of those applying would 
have received grants, compared with 
56.1 per cent last year; and 32.9 per 
cent of the amounts requested would 
have been awarded, compared with 
39.8 per cent last year. We are happy 
to report that the success rates have 
risen to 50 per cent for projects, and 
almost 37 per cent for funds. 

In the Major Research Grants 
competition, 10 new awards were 
made, totalling $1.3 million. Previous 
commitments to multi-year projects in 
the Major Research Grants program 
add up to slightly more than $1.25 
million.

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Eligibility Restrictions Dropped from CSRT Program 


In response to concerns expressed by 
the archival community, Council 
decided, at its March meeting, to 
remove the eligibility restrictions from 
the Canadian Studies Research Tools 
Program. The next competition, which 
closes on April 1, 1989, will be open 
to all except federal archives. Only 
projects which are outside the usual 
activities of these institutions will be 
eligible. 

Prior to this decision, provincial and 
territorial archives were excluded from 
support, and the status of municipal 
archives, county records offices, public 
libraries and school boards was 
ambiguous. The rationale for limiting 
the competition in previous years 
included the question of federal- 
provincial responsibility, and the 
difficulty of administering a broader 
program without additional financial 
and administrative resources. 

The archival community, through its 


various organizations, the SSHRC Ad 
Hoc Committee on Archives, the 
CSRT selection committee members, 
and the Public Archives of Canada, 
had made several representations to 
the SSHRC over the past few years, 
asking that the competition be open to 
all archives in Canada. The community 
felt strongly that funding for the 
establishment and maintenance of 
archives which preserve important 
Canadian documents should be 
granted to the best projects through 
the peer review process. Representatives 
of this community had pointed out 
that local libraries and archives are 
very often in the best position to 
collect local materials which constitute 
an important source of information. 
They had urged that the principle of 
funding the best collections be 
considered independently of the 
resource question. 


Casgrain Award: More Money, Less Often 


Following the current competition, the 
Therese F.-Casgrain Fellowship for 
Research on Women and Social 


Change in Canada will be increased 


from $25,000 to $40,000, and awarded 
every two years instead of annually. 
Consequently, the deadline for the 
next competition will be June 15, 1990. 
The award was initiated in 1986-87 
by the Thérese F.-Casgrain Foundation. 


The Foundation wishes to perpetuate 


the memory of women’s rights activist 
Thérese F.-Casgrain by encouraging 


others to carry on her work in 
promoting the human rights, as well 
~as the economic and social interests, 


of Canadian women. 

The Fellowship is funded from 
interest on a $300,000 trust, which the 
Foundation raised through donations, 


mainly from women in the province 
of Quebec. The decline in interest 


rates over the past few years has 
made it difficult for the Foundation to 


maintain the $25,000 annual award. 
Rather than reduce the amount of the 
award, the Foundation’s executive 
preferred to increase the amount and 
offer it every two years. 

The current award holder is 
Carolyne A. Gorlick, of the University 
of Western Ontario, for a study 
entitled ‘The Impact of Economic 
Stress and Social Support on Low- 
Income Single Mothers.’’ The first 
Casgrain Fellowship was awarded to 
Susan McDaniel of the University of 
Waterloo.

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Queen’s Fellows Study 
African Women, Water 
Resources 


Each year, Queen’s Fellowships are 
offered to the two or three most 
outstanding Doctoral Fellowship 
candidates who plan to undertake a 
program in Canadian studies at a 
Canadian university. The Queen’s 
Fellowships for 1988-89 have been 
awarded to Susan Ship, a political 
science student at Carleton University, 
and Steven Kennett, who is studying 
law at Queen's University. The 
Queen’s Fellowships consist of a 
$12,240 award, plus an allowance to 
cover tuition fees, travel to the main 
place of tenure, and travel for 
research purposes. 


Problems of African Women in 
Canada: Ship 


‘Feminism and Immigrant Women of 
Colour in Canada’’ is the title of the 
thesis which Susan Ship will undertake 
in the Department of Political Science 
at Carleton. According to Ship, ‘‘The 
experience of black women in general 
challenges the assumptions of 
mainstream feminist theory,’’ because 
black women’s preoccupations and 
concerns are very different from those 
of white women. ‘’To date,’” she 
adds, ‘’black feminist research has 
focused on the concerns of women 
from the Caribbean and the Far East. 
Research on women of African origin, 
who constitute a small but growing 
minority, is almost non-existent.” 

‘There may exist significant 
differences between female immigrants 
of African origin and female immigrants 
of Caribbean origin,’’ she explains. 
‘These differences may be related to 
their diverse experiences in their 
respective countries of origin and to 
the way in which Canadian immigration 
policies are applied.’’ She would like 
to study the dynamics of race, gender, 
and class, as they pertain to the 
experiences of African women. | 

She intends to interview 40 African 
women from Ghana, Nigeria, Tanzania, 
Sudan, Burundi, Senegal, the Ivory 
Coast, Zaire, and Chad, living in the 
Montreal and Toronto regions. 

Ship hopes that her research will 
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influence feminist organizations, 
which, in her view, have not given 
sufficient support to the struggles of 
immigrant women. She also hopes 
that her research will assist policy 
makers in developing strategies to 
redress the political, economic, and 
social inequalities which these women 
face. 

Ship holds a BA and an MA from 
the Université du Québec a Montréal. 
In 1986, she edited the final report of 
the Native Friendship Centre of 
Montreal on ‘’Native Women who are 
or may be in Conflict with the Law in 
the Region of Montreal.’’ She founded 
the Children of the Rainbow Community 
Theatre, a multi-cultural, multi-media 
children’s project designed to help 
break down racial and sexual 
stereotypes.

‘Water has numerous domestic, 
industrial, agricultural and recreational 
uses. It is a significant source of 
electric power and may well become 
an important trading commodity,”’ 
says Kennett. ‘It also plays a central 
role in our eco-system. Like other 
natural resources, it is of great 
economic importance to Canada and 


has given rise to significant tensions 
within our federal system, but water 
has certain characteristics which 
complicate and accentuate the 
seriousness of jurisdictional 
uncertainty.’ 

‘‘Water flows across provincial and 
national boundaries with the result 
that regulations, or lack thereof, 
governing its use in one jurisdiction 
may have serious consequences for 
users in another. As a common 
property resource, it is vulnerable to 
over-exploitation. As individual 
interests attempt to maximize their 
use of this resource, all invariably 
suffer. Water therefore gives rise to 
unique constitutional problems which 
will have to be resolved.”’ 

Kennett hopes that his examination 
of selected constitutional problems 
related to water resource management 
will provide a framework for studying 
broader constitutional issues regarding 
the division of powers and the 
operation of our federal system. 

Steven Kennett holds a BA in 
Politics and Economics from Queen's 
University, an M.Phil. in Politics from 
Oxford University, and an LL.B. in 
Law from the University of Toronto.

Fellowships 


The Fellowships Division of the 
Council is now accepting applications 
for the Bora Laskin National 
Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research, Postdoctoral Fellowships, 
and Canada Research Fellowships. 
The deadline for all of these 
competitions is October 1. 


Bora Laskin 

The Bora Laskin National Fellowship 
in Human Rights Research was 
established to encourage interdisciplinary 
or multidisciplinary research and the 
development of expertise in the field 
of human rights. The award was 
jointly administered by the Secretary 
of State and the SSHRC until 1987, 
when full responsibility for the 
program was transferred to the 
SSHRC. The value of the award is 
$45,000 plus a $10,000 allowance for 
research and travel costs. 

As reported in the last issue of 
SSHRC News, the current award 
holder is Patrick Glenn of McGill 
University, for a study entitled 
“Technology, Privacy, and Human 
Rights.”’ Previous award holders 
include Joy Cohnstaedt, of Winnipeg, 
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for ‘Human Rights and Cultural 
Activities in Canada,’’ Peter Cumming 
of Osgoode Hall Law School for 
“Equality Rights and the Disabled,’ 
and Douglas Sanders of the 
University of British Columbia for 
“The Development of Standards for 
the Treatment of Indigenous 
Populations — in Canada and 
Internationally.”’ 


Canada Research Fellowships 

The Canada Research Fellowships 
were established in 1986-87 as a new 
program under the matching funds 
policy. They are intended to assist in 
maintaining a national capacity for 
research and to expand career 
opportunities for promising 
researchers. 

Council offered awards to 96 
scholars in the first competition in 
1987, and 57 in the second competition 
in 1988. The third competition will 
support up to 40 scholars. 

In accordance with the matching 
funds policy, one half of the fellowship 
is paid by the Council, and the other, 
by the sponsoring university with 
funds collected from the private 
sector. The fellowship is tenable only 
at a Canadian university. The annual 
value of the award is $35,000, plus a 
$4,000 research allowance. 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 
Postdoctoral fellowships are available 
for persons who have recently 
obtained a doctoral degree and who 
intend to pursue postdoctoral study or 
research while affiliated with a 
university or research institution. The 
value of the award in 1988-89 will be 
$23,700. 

Postdoctoral fellowships may be 
renewed once for one year. 


October 15: Standard Research 
Grants and Major Research 
Grants 


October 15 is the deadline for 
standard research grants and major 
research grants applications. 
Standard research grants from 
$5,000 to $99,999 are awarded through 
a competition adjudicated by peer 
review. Expenses covered are the 
costs of hiring research assistants and 
of travel, equipment and supplies. A 
research time stipend is available if 
justified by the needs of the project. 
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Major research grants are awarded, 
also through the peer review process, 
to scholars undertaking a large-scale 
research or editorial project with an 
annual budget of $100,000 or more, a 
three-year budget of $250,000 or more, 
or $400,000 or more over a five-year 
period. 

Applications dispatched to the 
Council after October 15 will not be 
considered. 

The applicants’ guide and application 
forms are available from the Research 
Grants Division, (613) 992-3145. 


October 30: International 
Representation 


The Program of Travel Grants for 
International Representation supports 
travel by scholars serving on boards of 
international scholarly associations, to 
attend business meetings of such 
associations. The SSHRC is in the 
process of putting this program on a 
competitive basis. For travel taking 
place after April 15, 1989, the deadline 
for application is October 30, 1988. 
Decisions will be announced on 
February 28, 1989. Applications 
received after October 30 will be 
considered in the next competition, 
which closes on March 30. Decisions 
for the March competition will be 
announced June 30. 


November 15: Doctoral 
Fellowships 


Applicants registered full time at a 
Canadian university must submit their 
applications and all supporting 
documents to the Head of the 
Department on the date set by the 
university. The Council’s deadline for 
receipt of these applications is 
November 20. 

Applicants not registered full time 
at a Canadian university must send 
the application and all supporting 
documents to the Council, postmarked 
no later than November 15. 

The amount of the fellowship is 
currently $12,240 per year. 

Doctoral Fellowships may be 
renewed for a second or third year of 
study. Students wishing support for 
their fourth year in a doctoral 
program must re-enter the 
competition. 
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Technology and Research Communication Report: 
Increase Collaboration, Access to Research Results 


The SSHRC will take steps to increase 
collaboration among federal bodies 
and to make information on research 
results more widely accessible, in 
response to recommendations made 
by the Task Force on Technology and 
Research Communication and adopted 
by Council at its June meeting. 

The Task Force, chaired by Terrence 
P. Hogan, Associate Vice-president of 
the University of Manitoba, was 
created in September 1984, to ‘’advise 
the Council on the use of new 
technology to enhance the wider, 
thriftier, and more rapid dissemination 
of the results of research and greater 
accessibility of such results to users.”’ 


Comments Solicited from 
Community 


The group’s working report, submitted 
to Council in March 1987, was sent 
for comment to learned societies and 
journals; university, government, and 
research institute libraries; university 
presses, the Social Science Federation 
of Canada, the Canadian Federation 
for the Humanities, and other interested 
groups, the following September. The 
report was discussed by participants 
at the Conference on Scholarly 
Publishing in Canada, held in Edmonton 
in March 1988. 

At its June 1988 meeting, Council 
studied the working report of the 
Task Force, along with the comments 
received from the scholarly publishing 
community. Council adopted the 
principles underlying the report's 
recommendations, as well as several 
specific recommendations made in the 
report which aimed to increase contact 
and cooperation between federal 
organizations involved in scholarly 
communication, and to improve access 
to the results of scholarly research. 


Research Reports Should be 
Sent to the National Library 

As a result, the SSHRC will emphasize 
to government and other relevant 


bodies the importance of ensuring 
that the reports of all research 
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undertaken by or through the federal 
government be available, disseminated 
and deposited at the National Library 
or, if in electronic form, be made 
available in an equivalent manner. 
The Council will take steps to encourage 
successful applicants in all of its 
programs to deposit the reports of 
their research with the National 
Library. 

The Task Force had further 
recommended that the SSHRC take a 
leadership role in encouraging 
adoption of technology in scholarly 
publication by forming a standing 
advisory group of experts to provide 
continuing information exchange, 
assessment and advice to Council and 
to its associated constituencies. 
Comments received from the community 
indicated that it would be more 
appropriate for learned societies or 
umbrella groups to undertake this 
leadership role. Council therefore did 
not adopt this recommendation. 

The group had also proposed the 
creation of a special program for the 
support of applied and policy-oriented 
research concerning the use and 
impact of technology on research 
communication. Such a program was 
expected to require $500,000 annually. 
As Council felt that such an initiative 
would best be considered in the 
context of the current review of its 
strategic role, it referred this matter to 
its Second Task Force on Priorities.

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Committee Formed to | 
Review Research Grants 
Procedures 


In July 1985, the Council approved 
new policies and procedures for its 
Research Grants program. The 
changes were recommended in a 
report prepared by a committee 
headed by Robert Crocker, following a 
broad consultation of the research 
community. Council subsequently 
committed itself to evaluate the 
effectiveness of the new procedures 
after two annual adjudications had 
taken place. 

A committee has been formed to 
review the impact of the procedures 
which were implemented as a result 
of the Crocker report, and to recommend 
to Council any modifications which 
may be necessary in order to improve 
the operation of the Research Grants 
program. 

The review committee, which was 
established in May, is now preparing 
its draft report, for submission to the 
Council in October. The committee 
hopes to present a final report to the 
Council in December for approval.

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Committee to Review Canada Research Fellowships 


A committee has been established to 
review the Canada Research 
Fellowships program. The relatively 
new program, which was proposed in 
the Five-Year Plan, was launched in 
May 1986 as the Council's first 
initiative under the federal government's 
matching funds policy. Since this 
policy is subject to government review 
in 1989-90 and the current financial 
plan will terminate in 1990-91, the 
Council intends, as part of its review 
of its funding priorities, to assess the 
appropriateness and feasibility of 
continuing the program beyond the 
third competition, which will take 
place this Fall. 

The review committee, which is 
chaired by Geoffrey Lambert of the 
University of Manitoba, is contacting 
university administrators to determine 
what the university experience with 
the program has been, and how well 
the program is fulfilling its objective 
of ensuring that a pool of qualified 
people will be available to fill 
projected staff vacancies during the 
coming decade. 


Recommendations for Future 


The committee will make 
recommendations to Council on 
whether the program should be 
maintained beyond the third cohort, 
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the future of the ‘’matching”’ 
component of the program, the size of 
cohorts if future competitions are 
held, the relationship of the CRF 
program to other Council programs 
which offer support to private 
scholars, and the program’s role in 
relation to future academic hiring 
needs. The committee will also look at 
the current eligibility and adjudication 
criteria to determine if any 
adjustments should be made.

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New Philosophy for the 
Research Grants 
Program 


As the SSHRC begins its second 
decade, important changes are afoot. 
After much study and a 
consultation with the scholarly 
community, the Council has decided 
to change the orientation of the 
SSHRC’s Research Grants program. 
The two most important modifica- 
tions are: the shift to place greater 
emphasis on the previous research 
achievements of an applicant; and 
the awarding of grants for broad, 
ongoing, well-planned programs of 
research rather than specific, short- 
term research projets. 

This new direction results from 
Council discussions on the 
recommendations contained in the 
final report to Council of the Research 
Grants Review Committee, also 
known as the Courtney Committee. 
These changes will help ensure that 
Canada’s social scientists and 
humanists continue to contribute to 
world scholarship - by recognizing 
achievement and providing stable 
funding to the best. 


Changes Effective in 1990 

The Review Committee was 
appointed by Council in March 1988 
to study the Crocker Committee’s 
1985 recommendations concerning 
the Research Grants program, and to 
suggest any modifications to 
procedures. At its April 1989 
meeting, Council adopted the general 
thrust of the Committee’s report, 
including a re-casting of the objective 
of the program. The changes will 
take effect in time for the Autumn 
1990 competition. Details on 
implementation will be released in 
the future. 
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The Council will introduce a new 
system in which person- and 
program-based evaluation and 
program-based funding will be the 
guiding principles for submitting, 
evaluating and funding proposals. 
Under this system, an applicant’s 
record of previous research 
achievement and their capacity to 
advance knowledge will be carefully 
considered. In ranking applications 
from established researchers, a 
weight of 70 per cent will be 
accorded to the record of research 
achievement and 30 per cent to the 
proposed research program. In 
adopting this recommendation, the 
Council has recognized that the 
Research Grants program must be 
flexible in its treatment of beginning 
scholars without a research record. In 
their case, the weighting will be 
reversed. 

The Council has made another 
provision for new scholars in 
accepting the recommendation that a 
minimum of 10 per cent of the annual 
Research Grants budget be reserved 
for them. This minimum percentage 
will be reviewed after the first 
competition to ensure that it is 
enough. 


Shift to Program Funding 

The other major change will be the 
shift to program, rather than project 
funding. A research program is 
defined as an enterprise shaped by 
broadly stated objectives, goals and 
approaches. A program of research 
might well contain several research 
projects. Program funding should 
give researchers the kind of 
flexibility and encouragement that 
will allow them to build up a body of 
scholarship on a subject or on related 
topics. 

The Council considered another 
aspect of the evaluation process - 
peer review. After a careful study of 
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the SSHRC’s adjudication methods 
and the role of selection committees, 
it was concluded that the external 
assessment of applications is an 
essential component of the peer 
review system. With the number and 
breadth of disciplines supported by 
the SSHRC, selection committees can 
provide only a limited range of 
expertise in judging proposals; 
therefore, external assessments are 
of much assistance. 

At the same time, because applica- 
tions must be ranked by relative 
merit, adjudication committees will 
make their own decisions on the 
ranking of proposals after reviewing 
external assessments. 
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Canada 


Council Decisive on 
Priorities and Future 
Initiatives 


The Second Task Force on Priorities 
has presented its final report on the 
SSHRC’s strategic programs priorities 
and future orientations at the April 
1989 meeting of Council. All of the 
recommendations have been 
approved by Council, promising 
important changes for the SSHRC in 
its second decade, and some 
invigorating opportunities for 
Canadian researchers in the years 
ahead.

Reformulated Program 
Objective 

The objective of the Research 
Grants program was also examined. 
It was decided that the basic 
objective would remain the same, but 
that Council should enunciate its 
support of training for young 
scholars in our disciplines. Thus, the 
objective of the program has been 
refined to include not only the 
support of high quality independent 
research, as proposed by scholars 
and judged by their peers, but also, 
in the context of university-based 
research and while contributing to 
the advancement of knowledge, to 
provide for the training of future 
social scientists and humanists. 

The Council is optimistic that 
these changes to the Research Grants 
program will be very beneficial to 
both new and established scholars. 

The Council expressed its thanks 
to the Committee reviewing the 
Research Grants program. The 
Committee consisted of: John 
Courtney (Chair, University of 
Saskatchewan), André C. Cété 
(Université Laval), Francois 
Duchesneau (Université de 
Montréal), Marketa Goetz- 
Stankiewicz (University of British 
Columbia), Alice Nakamura 
(University of Alberta) and, until his 
death last Fall, Bernard Vigod 
(University of New Brunswick). 
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in Autumn 1987, was given the job of 
examining the Council’s strategic 
programs and suggesting new initia- 
tives for fostering research in priority 
areas. In assessing the effectiveness 
of the Council’s strategic thrust 
during the last 10 years and recom- 
mending new directions for the 
future, the Task Force used 
information generated from three 
activities: a broad consultation on 
the Council's strategic mission, the 
reports on the One-Time Experi- 
mental program, and an in-depth 
evaluation of the current thematic 
programs. 

The key decisions taken by 
Council concern a new program of 
joint initiatives with the public and 
private sectors, the creation of a new 
strategic thematic program, the 
refocusing of two themes and the 
cancellation of another, and the 
termination of Seed Money grants. 


Joint Initiatives 

Under the joint initiatives 
program, which will commence in 
1989-90 on an exploratory basis, the 
Council will seek collaborators in the 
public and private sectors for the 
purpose of launching new programs. 
The collaboration will represent not 
only a financial contribution to the 
budgetary envelope of a specific 
research program, but also a vital 
coordination of efforts between 
interested groups. Partnerships of 
this sort will demonstrate to the 
public and private sectors the 
important contribution of social 
scientists and humanists in 
responding to major societal 
problems. In addition to encouraging 
research in areas of national priority, 
it is hoped that joint initiatives will 
promote the development of multi- 
disciplinary approaches to the study 
of contemporary issues; encourage 
communication among researchers 
and users of research; and ensure 
rapid and effective dissemination of 
new knowledge to users, particularly 
for the purpose of policy making. 


New Theme: Applied Ethics 

A new Strategic thematic program, 
to be launched in 1990-91, will 
stimulate research in the area of 


Applied Ethics. This theme was 
explored by the Canadian Federation 
for the Humanities under the aegis of 
the Council’s One-Time Experimental 
program. (Under the latter, the 
Federation received one of five grants 
to plan a new Strategic research 
program, should funds become 
available; see a related story in this 
issue.) Council believes that it is 
urgent to address the multitude of 
ethical questions confronting today’s 
society, such as those imposed by the 
introduction of new technology in 
medicine or the proliferation of 
chemical waste and its consequences 
for the environment. Council staff 
have begun a consultation with 
interested parties, for the purpose of 
formulating the objectives for the 
new Applied Ethics program. More 
details will be available soon. 


Last Year for Family Theme, 
Seed Grants; Themes Refocused 

The Family and the Socialization 
of Children program, which has 
supported researchers since 1981-82, 
shall be discontinued after the 
1989-90 competition. Thematic 
programs were originally designed to 
support research in a particular area 
for a period of five years. It is clear 
that this program has successfully 
met its objective of stimulating the 
creation of a ‘‘critical mass’’ of 
research and an important research 
capability in the subject. Scholars 
working in this area will now 
compete in the regular Research 
Grants program. 

Seed Money Grants, which have 
been available through the Strategic 
thematic programs, will not be 
offered after the 1989-90 
competitions. An evaluation has 
shown that they have not achieved 
their objective of encouraging the 
development of mature proposals for 
Strategic Research Grants. Only 
41 per cent of Seed Money recipients 
have subsequently applied for a 
Strategic Research Grant, and the 
success rate for these applicants is 
lower than that for applicants who 
had not received a Seed Money 
Grant. 

Two existing thematic programs 
will be refocused sharply. The 


uman Context of Science and 
fechnology theme will be redesigned 
0 give it more structured and precise 
ybjectives. The Managing the 
Irganization in Canada theme will be 
‘eformulated with the aim of 
yenerating new and more useable 
corms of knowledge. Council has also 
lecided that themes will be estab- 
ished for an initial period of five 
ears and, after three years, will be 
subject fo a thorough review includ- 
ng a symposium with researchers 
tom the public, private and 
community sectors. 

| The Task Force also looked at the 
adjudication of applications to the 
Strategic Grants Division, and the 
subsequent dissemination of research 
‘esults. It is recommended that 
selection committees be more broadly 
yased to include experts from 
‘elevant socio-economic sectors 
‘public, private or community), 
according to the theme of the 
applications being adjudicated. As 
“or the dissemination of research 
‘esults, which is considered 
daramount by both Council and the 
Task Force, applicants will be 
expected to state their plans for 
publicizing their findings to other 
researchers, policy makers, prac- 
titioners, and the public. To aid them 
in this endeavour, the $400 ceiling 
for dissemination costs will be 
removed, and applicants will be 
allowed to allot a maximum of 10 per 
cent of their total grants budget to 
this task. The Council will also 
examine the question of eligibility in 
its Research Communication pro- 
grams, in particular the Learned 
journals program, in order to 
encourage broader dissemination of 
tesearch findings. 

The Council thanked the members 
of the Second Task Force on Priorities 
for their hard work over the last 
year-and-a-half. Members of the 
Task Force were: Gilles Paquet (Chair, 
University of Ottawa), Keith Banting 
(Queen's University), Michel Gervais 
(Université Laval), Joanne O'Connell 
(Francis, William & Johnson Ltd., 
Calgary) and, until February 1989, 
Frank Ledwell (University of Prince 
Edward Island).

Dr. John C. Courtney, professor of 
political science at the University of 
Saskatchewan, has been elected 
Vice-President of the SSHRC. A 
member of the Council since 1985, 
Courtney chaired the committee to 
review the Research Grants program. 
He has been active in SSHRC affairs 
for many years and has served on the 
Executive of Council and ona 
number of committees, including the 
Publications Committee, the 
Consultative Group on Teaching and 
Research in Law in Canada, and the 
Special MA Fellowships selection 
committee. Prior to the creation of 
the SSHRC, he served on the 
Advisory Academic Panel of the 


Canada Council. Courtney holds a BA 
from the University of Manitoba, an 
MBA from the University of Western 
Ontario, and an MA and a PhD from 
Duke University. He has taught at 
the University of Saskatchewan since 
1965, where he became a full 
professor of political studies in 1974. 


He has published extensively. He 
was Academic Visitor at Nuffield 
College, Oxford, in 1972-73 and 
1979-80, and Visiting Scholar, Center 
for International Affairs at Harvard 
University in 1986-87.

Jacques Girard is currently the Vice- 
President of the French dailies of 
Quebecor and an editor of Le Journal 
de Montréal. He is a former Deputy 
Minister of Education in the Quebec 
Government.

Joseph George Jabbra is a professor

1971. Born in Beirut, Jabbra attended 
the Université Saint-Joseph in Beirut, 
where he received his Licence in law 
and political science, and the Catholic 
University of America in Washing- 
ton, D.C., where he received his PhD 
in political science and economics. 

A member of many professional 
societies, Jabbra is the author or co- 
author of five books and some 20 
articles on political studies, as well 
as numerous book reviews and 
papers. 


Monique Lefebvre is Vice-Rector for 
Teaching and Research at the 
University of Quebec at Montreal. 
Born in Montreal, Lefebvre obtained 
her BSc, MA and PhD in psychology 
from the University of Montreal. 
During 1973-74, she taught at the 
University of Montreal. She has been 
at UOAM since 1974, first as a 
professor in the Department of 
Psychology, and later serving as 
Dean of Graduate Studies and 
Research, from 1983 until 1986. 
Lefebvre was appointed Vice-Rector 
in 1986. She has published numerous 
research papers and articles. 


Keith Banting is a professor of 
political studies and public 
administration at Queen’s University. 
He has been a member of Council 
since April 1986 and has served on 
the Executive Committee of Council. 
Banting chaired the Special Task 
Force on Program Priorities, and was 
a member of the Second Task Force 
on Priorities. 


Frank Ledwell is a professor of 
English literature at the University of 
Prince Edward Island.

The SSHRC is governed by a 
Council of appointed members 
chosen from the academic 
community and the public and 
private sectors. The SSHRC welcomes 
these new and returning Council 
members. 
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Centres of Excellence: 
Decisions Likely 
This Summer 


Adjudication of applications for the 
establishment of networks of centres 
of excellence began in December 
1988 and is progressing. The final 
recommendations of the international 
peer committee are expected by late 
June, and the Minister of State for 
Science and Technology, William 
Winegard, should announce 
Cabinet's decisions during the 
summer. 

In May 1988, the federal govern- 
ment released details of a $240 
million national program for the 
establishment of networks of centres 
of excellence. The program is an 
essential component of InnovAction: 
The Canadian Strategy for Science 
and Technology. 

The purpose of the program is to 
support long-term basic and applied 
research considered to have major 
significance for Canada. Although 
emphasis is placed on the future 
competitiveness of Canadian 
industry, the primary goal of the 
program is to promote excellence in 
terms of international standards. 

The three granting councils 
(SSHRC, MRC and NSERC) are jointly 
administering the program through 
an inter-council directorate. 
Researchers in all areas of the 
natural, medical, social and human 
sciences, and engineering, were 
invited to apply. Two hundred and 
thirty-eight letters of intent were 
received and, by November 30, 1988, 
the deadline for final proposals, 

158 formal applications had been 
submitted to the inter-council 
directorate. 

The International Peer Review 
Committee (IPRC) is currently 
examining the 158 proposals. The 
process involves written evaluations 
by selected adjudicators, assess- 
ments by visiting committees, if 
necessary, as well as review by the 
IPRC. 

It is expected that about 10 per 
cent of the applications will be 
approved, leading to the establish- 


ment of some 10 to 20 networks of 
centres of excellence. As soon as the 
decisions have been announced, the 
presidents of the three granting 
councils will draw up agreements 
with the selected networks of centres 
of excellence under their jurisdiction. 
Funding will be awarded for a period 
of four years, and projects will be 
subject to evaluation before the end 
of the third year, that is, in 1991-92. 


Strategic Grants ’88: 
Success Rates Up 


Following last year’s Strategic grants 
competitions, we reported that 
applications were up and success 
rates were down. This year, success 
rates are actually higher in the 
thematic programs than they were 
last year, partly because of a slight 
increase in the budget, partly because 
of a decrease in the number of 
applications. 

The 358 applications received in 
the thematic and Canadian Studies 
Research Tools programs represent a 
decrease of about 16 per cent from 
1987-88. The total amount requested 
was $12,395,919, or 17.2 per cent 
less than last year. The Strategic 
Grants Division had a total budget of 
$9,747,000, thanks to the additional 
funds received from the InnovAction 
program in May 1988. This budget 
covers the Strategic themes, 
Canadian Studies Research Tools, Aid 
to Small Universities, and Support to 
Specialized Collections programs. Of 
that amount, $4,332,512 was spent 
on 175 new projects in the-thematic 
and Canadian Studies Research Tools 
competitions. That represents an 
overall success rate, for new grants 
in those categories, of 52.8 and 
37.9 per cent, respectively. The 
remainder went to continuing grants 
(adjudicated in previous competi- 
tions) in the thematic and Canadian 
Studies Research Tools programs; 
and to the Aid to Small Universities 
and Support to Specialized 
Collections programs.

The fourth and final competition for 
Canada Research Fellowships (CRF) 
will be held in 1989. A maximum of 
40 fellowships will be awarded. 
These decisions were made by the 
Council at its December 1988 
meeting, as a result of a review of the 
CRF program. The Council believes 
that, by the time this cohort has 
finished its period of tenure, the CRF 
program will have met its objective. 

The CRF program was created by 
the Council in 1986 in response to the 
federal government’s matching funds 
policy. It was designed to promote 
excellence in research, to improve 
career opportunities for promising 
researchers in the social sciences and 
humanities, and to ensure an 
adequate supply of highly qualified 
personnel for faculty and research 
appointments in Canada in the next 
decade. 

Since the creation of the program, 
the SSHRC has awarded nearly 200 
fellowships. To find out the

effectiveness of the program, in 
August 1988 the Council struck a 
committee of four Councillors to 
review the program and to make 
recommendations for the future. The 
committee members were: Geoffrey 
Lambert (Chair, University of 
Manitoba), Francois Duchesneau 
(Université de Montréal), Teresa 
Kirschner (Simon Fraser University), 
and John Leyerle (University of 
Toronto). Their mandate was to 
review all aspects of the program, in 
particular its role in relation to the 
hiring needs of universities and the 
career prospects of scholars in the 
humanities and social sciences. 

The committee consulted univer- 
sities, fellows, the Social Science 
Federation of Canada and the 
Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities on the success of the 
program and future faculty needs. 
Most universities reported an 
expected demand for new staff in the 
next decade, while one-sixth of the 
first group of 96 fellows responded 
that they had already obtained 
tenure-track positions. 

The committee also studied 
Statistics Canada data which suggest

that there will be a substantial 
turnover in the social sciences and 
humanities ranks in the next several 
years: between 1986 and 2000, 
nearly one-third of social sciences 
and humanities professors who had 
full-time positions in 1985 will have 
reached the age of 65; by 2005, 52 
per cent will be at retirement age. 

The first three groups of Canada 
Research fellows are eligible for 
support up to 1992. Those from the 
final competition will complete the 
program in 1993. The review 
committee believes that, by 1993, job 
opportunities will have increased, 
and there will no longer be a need to 
offer scholars special encouragement 
to remain in their fields. Therefore, 
Council concluded that a fourth CRF 
competition would provide a bridge 
between a time of relative scarcity of 
employment opportunities anda 
period of demand for trained faculty. 

Council also decided that, in 
future, universities will be permitted 
to meet their share of the cost of the 
fellowships from whatever sources 
they choose (at present there are 
restrictions on eligible sources for 
matching funds). 

Each fellowship is valued at 
$35,000 plus a $4,000 research 
allowance per annum, and is tenable 
for at least three years. The costs of 
the fellowship are shared equally by 
the SSHRC and the nominating uni- 
versity. To be eligible, an applicant 
must be a Canadian citizen or perma- 
nent resident of Canada and must 
hold a doctoral degree in one of the 
social sciences or humanities 
disciplines.

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The One-Time 
Experimental Program: 
Final Reports Available 


Last November the five organizations 
which had received grants under the 
one-time experimental program, 
launched by the Council in March 
1988, submitted their five reports. 
The reports provide an inventory of 
the strengths, weaknesses and 
research needs in the following five 
areas: applied ethics; the social 
challenge of global change; 
management of technology; logistics 
management; and the impact of 
socio-economic changes and public 
policies on the coping strategies of 
individuals and their families. 

The experimental program was 
designed to identify new research 
areas of strategic importance to 
Canada, map the networks of first- 
class researchers available to work in 
these areas, and suggest new 
research programs which would 
address major national policy issues. 

As a result of the competition 
which closed on April 15, 1988, the 
five groups chosen were awarded 
grants totalling $270,000. The 
Paquet committee examined the re- 
ports as part of its deliberations on 
the Council's new strategic 
directions.

Joint NSERC/SSHRC 
Master’s Scholarships 
Program in Science 
Policy 


The Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council have decided to 
combine their expertise and interests 
to establish a new master’s scholar- 
ships program in science policy. 

The two councils firmly believe 
that interaction between the social 
sciences, the natural sciences, and 
engineering must provide the founda- 
tion for Canadian science policy in 
the future. In today’s world, scientific 
and technological issues affect 
people’s everyday lives, and Canada 
urgently needs experienced people 
who can support, direct and 
supervise the scientific decision- 
making process. Future decision 
makers in the area of science and 
technology must be fully aware of 
the complementary role of the 
natural, engineering, and social 
sciences. They must understand the 


how and why of scientific develop- 
ment and the impact of science on 
individuals, communities and the 
environment. 
The first competition will be held 
in 1989-90. It is expected that six 
scholarships will be offered, estab- 
ished at the value of the SSHRC 
doctoral fellowship ($12,720 in 1989- 
0). Students from all disciplines 
who have completed or are about to 
-omplete their undergraduate studies 
nay apply for the scholarship. 
The NSERC will fund the program, 
while the SSHRC will be responsible 
‘or the adjudication process. A joint 
nultidisciplinary selection committee 
Jonsisting of representatives of 
/arious scientific and engineering 
lisciplines, as well as representatives 
of the social sciences and humanities 
‘ommunity, will be established. The 
wo councils will issue detailed

Equality Rights and 
Physical Disability 
Project Wins 

Bora Laskin Award 


Dr. Jerome E. Bickenbach is the 
winner of the 1989-90 Bora Laskin 
National Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research. He will use his award to 
undertake a study entitled, ‘Equality 
Rights and Physical Disability’. 

Professor Bickenbach will investi- 
gate the philosophical and legal 
issues pertaining to the rights and 
special entitlements of the physically 
disabled. The three main issues to be 
studied are: the definition of 
disability, the consequences of a 
social commitment to equality, and 
the range and scope of legal rights 
and other practical entitlements that 
are owed to individuals with 
disabilities. 

“The issue of the definition of 
disability raises surprisingly complex 
and difficult questions of both theory 
and practice. To begin with, the 
distinction between mental and 
physical disability is crucial, given 
our common understanding of what 
it means to be a person, a bearer of 
rights. Secondly, and in terms of the 
law, the issue of rights for the 
disabled raises questions about the 
legal characterizations of disability.” 

Professor Bickenbach notes that 
‘although national and international 


human rights documents have recog- 
nized the legitimacy of claims to 
equality founded on physical dis- 
ability, what this commitment to 
equality actually requires in practice 
must yet be determined.” 

When asked why he had chosen to 
study this issue, Bickenbach 
explained that he is interested in the 
difference between racial, sexual or 
religious discrimination, which he 
feels is xenophobic, and the kind of 
discrimination levelled against 
handicapped people. The latter, he 
says, is “‘almost always paternalistic 
discrimination. I mean, we don’t 
allow blind people to go to regular 
schools for their own good.” 
Bickenbach concludes that it is very 
difficult to fight against discrimina- 
tion in the form of paternalism. 


Bickenbach's experience in the 
field will be advantageous in tackling 
his topic: he has a doctorate in 
philosophy from the University of 
Alberta, a law degree from the 
University of Toronto, and has been 
teaching the philosophy of law and 
biomedical ethics at Queen's 
University since 1983. As well, he is 
a legal consultant on the rights of 
developmentally handicapped people 
for the Developmental Consulting 
Program of Queen’s University. He 
has written numerous articles and 
book chapters, including ‘Physical 
Disability and Equality Rights” in 
Equality Rights and the Canadian 
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Charter of Rights and Freedoms 
(Carswell, 1985), and has completed 
three books on the subject of law. 
The Bora Laskin National Fellow- 
ship in Human Rights Research was 
established to encourage multi- 
disciplinary research and the 
development of expertise in the field 
of human rights. The value of the 
award is $45,000 plus a $10,000 
allowance for research and travel 
costs, and is tenable for 12 months.

Thérése F.-Casgrain 
Fellow Studies 
Immigrant Women 


Dr. Micheline Labelle, module 
director and professor of sociology at 
the University of Quebec at Montreal, 
is the 1988 recipient of the Thérése 
F.-Casgrain Fellowship. This $25,000 
fellowship is administered by the 
SSHRC with funds from the Thérése 
F.-Casgrain Foundation. 

The proposed study by Micheline 
Labelle deals with the integration of 
female immigrants and refugee claim- 
ants in the Montreal region. ‘‘This is 
a relatively new topic in the sociol- 
ogy of interethnic and interracial 
relations,” she says. ‘‘While many 
studies and surveys have attempted 
to determine the perceptions of 
Francophone and Anglophone 
Quebeckers regarding immigration, 
little research has focused on the 
perceptions and attitudes of the 
ethnic intelligentsia, especially the 
women, with respect to pluralism in 
Quebec society. Yet this issue is at 
the heart of an important debate in 
Quebec.” 

Labelle will conduct in-depth 
interviews of about a hundred 
allophone women who hold high- 
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profile and influential positions in 
their respective ethnic communities 
and occupy key positions in various 
areas of activity. She intends to draw 
a demographic and socio-economic 
profile of women who are officially 
involved with ethnic communities 
and to analyse what the female 
ethnic elite have to say about ethnic 
and cultural pluralism in Quebec 
society. 

There were several reasons for 
choosing Montreal as the site of the 
study. Over 85 per cent of all 
immigrants in Quebec live in =x 
Montreal, giving it a higher 
concentration of immigrants than 
any other city in Canada, including 
Toronto and Vancouver. Furthermore, 
because of the strong attraction of 
English, Montreal provides a highly 
distinctive context for examination of 
the linguistic integration of 
immigrants into the Francophone 
majority. 


Labelle feels that the three-year 
study will have significant practical 
value. ‘‘We believe that the general 
public and those active in public 
affairs should be familiar with the 
diverse ideological views held by the 
ethnic intelligentsia with respect to 
cultural pluralism in the specific 
context of Quebec society,’ she 
states. ‘‘These perspectives and 
views of the world have an impact on 
the integration of female immigrants, 


refugees and members of ethnic 
communities in Quebec and on the 
dynamics of the relations developed 
between these communities and 
Quebec’s Francophone majority and 
Anglophone rninority. We therefore 
feel that our study has socio-cultural 
and political relevance and that it will 
meet clearly identified information 
needs.” 

She also hopes to contribute to the 
broader debate on immigration in 
developed capitalist countries by 
paying particular attention to 
interculturalism, ethnic renewal, the 
right to be different, and the 
emergence of new identities at a time 
of economic malaise and increasingly 
restrictive immigration policies. 

Micheline Labelle has published a 
number of studies relating to immi- 
gration and interethnic relations, 
dealing with such topics as living 
conditions of immigrant workers in 
Quebec, Haitian immigration to 
Quebec, the place of female immi- 
grant workers in the Montreal job 
market and Canadian immigration 
policies. She will conduct her 
research in cooperation with Maria 
Vaccaro, a specialist in research 
methodology, and Francine Tardif, a 
writer for the publication Relation, as 
well as a number of students who 
will prepare MA or doctoral theses 
relating to the study. 

The Thérése F.-Casgrain 
Foundation was established in 1982 
to perpetuate the memory of Senator 
Thérése F.-Casgrain and to continue 
her work in the areas of social justice 
and the advancement of women. To 
date, the Foundation has awarded 
three fellowships through annual 
competitions on subjects relating to 
women in Canada. In 1986, the first 
recipient was Susan McDaniel of the 
University of Waterloo for a study on 
motherhood in contemporary society. 
The second fellowship was awarded 
in 1987 to Carolyne Gorlick of the 
University of Western Ontario for her 
study on low-income single mothers. 
Henceforth, the fellowship will be 
awarded every two years. The next 
competition will be held in 1990 and 
the fellowship will be worth $40,000.

{oint Initiative program is intended to

To be eligible for consideration 
under the Joint Initiative, students 
must meet the general criteria of both 
the Fonds FCAR and the SSHRC 
Doctoral Fellowships programs. The 
proposed program of study and the 
university of affiliation must involve 
a change in the language of study 
from that of the undergraduate 
drogram and a move from a Quebec 
university to a university outside 
Quebec or vice versa. Only successful 
SSHRC applicants will be considered 
‘or the Joint Initiative program. 
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SSHRC, launched the debate on the 
future of the social sciences at a 
conference held in Ottawa on 
January 12, 1989. 

Organized by the Institute for 
Research on Public Policy and jointly 
sponsored by the Department of the 
Secretary of State and the SSHRC, the 
conference was attended by over 250 
delegates from government, busi- 
ness, universities, non-profit 
organizations, and media. The 
conference theme, inspired by the 
tenth anniversary of the SSHRC, 
‘Taking the Pulse: Human Sciences 
Research for the Third Millenium’’, 
stimulated fruitful workshop 
discussions and well-received talks 
by guest speakers. The participants 
agreed that in the final analysis, the 
debate hinges on one basic question: 
what relevance does social sciences 
and humanities research have at the 


The Fonds FCAR award, valued at 
$4,000 per year, is in the form of a 
supplement to the SSHRC Doctoral 
Fellowship. It is renewable for as 
long as the student holds a Doctoral 
Fellowship. Tuition fees in excess of 
$850 are also paid by the Fonds 
FCAR. 

Interested students in the human- 
ities and social sciences must first 
apply for a SSHRC Doctoral Fellow- 
ship, indicating their desire to be 
considered for the Joint Initiative as 
well. Applications from successful 
candidates in the SSHRC competition 
are Submitted by the Council to the 
Fonds FCAR.

dawn of a century in which techno- 
logical innovation is presented as the 
key to the survival of civilization in 
the ‘‘global village’? 


A Lesson in Humility 

For Marcel Cété, President of SECOR, 
a Montreal consulting firm, the 
answer to this fundamental question 
is to be found in a very pragmatic 
analysis of the significant political 
issues and reforms that have shaken 
the last half of the twentieth century. 
In this context, the social sciences 
must accept, however reluctantly, ‘‘a 
lesson in humility”. Rooted in the 
ideals of the Enlightenment, social 
science theories are out of touch with 
the ethics, values and ideas that 
prevail on the eve of a new century 
and form the basis of today’s 
political decisions. The challenge of 
relevance for the social sciences and 
humanities has two aspects, there- 
fore: competition in the international 
market of ideas and a more practical 
consideration of today’s social 
reality. 


The Primacy of the 

Human Being 

In his very classical and humorous 
style, the President of the University 
of Prince Edward Island, Dr. William 
Eliot, pointed out that the relevance 
and usefulness of social sciences and 
humanities research lies in its 
subject: the human being, whose 
welfare is still the most legitimate 
justification for any scientific 
activity. The primary function of the 
university is not to ‘‘run the show”’, 
but to transmit knowledge and 
advance learning. For the past ten 
years, the SSHRC has played a major 
role in this respect by establishing 
programs for research, training and 
communication of research. Accord- 
ing to Eliot, these programs form a 
‘‘sacred triad” on which the Council 
must continue to build in future. 


Defining Roles 

Does this mean that the university 
must remain an ivory tower, a 
sanctuary for pure and independent 
research? It is important, according 
to Rosalie Abella, Chair of the 
Ontario Labour Relations Board, to 
clearly define the limits between the 
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role of the politician and that of the 
researcher, between the needs of the 
political market and the intrinsic 
needs of research. As long as the 
state sees the university as a source 
of expertise on which it may draw at 
all times and universities believe that 
the state must finance their intel- 
lectual activity, there will be a certain 
amount of confusion. The problem is 
one of misplaced expectations and 
ambiguous definitions of inde- 
pendence and accountability on both 
sides. Universities are not required to 
meet social needs but to generate, in 
complete independence, the ideas, 
thought and expertise that will 
enable politicians to make the 
political choices for which they are 
fully accountable and which are 
ultimately judged by public opinion. 
The intrinsic relevance of research 
therefore lies, first and foremost, in 
its quality, and this excellence in 
research, Dr. Abella concluded, is 
achieved in a stimulating university 
environment where the integrity and 
limits of the researcher’s role are 
clearly understood and respected. 


The Necessary Co-existence of 
Research Styles 

Upon completion of the workshops, 
Rod Dobell, President of the Institute 
for Research on Public Policy, gave a 
concise summary of the day’s discus- 
sions. He acknowledged that the 
question of relevance is an important 
one, but added that the social 
sciences and humanities must strive 
to ensure that all are aware of their 
contribution to the development of 
Canadian society and to all world- 
class research. This represents a 
major challenge for the SSHRC in the 
years to come. To have greater 
influence, Canadian researchers must 
find more tangible means of 
becoming involved in major national 
issues. The workshop discussions 
identified several approaches: joint 
initiatives between the granting 
councils and government depart- 
ments, government commissions to 
define strategic research require- 
ments, greater emphasis on dis- 
semination of research, access to 
data banks, and interdisciplinary 
research. The participants in the 
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conference made three main points, 
according to Dobell: the case for 
more substantial funding for the 
social sciences and humanities is a 
solid one and the research com- 
munity must continue to make it 
forcefully; it is important to 
acknowledge the growing signifi- 
cance of applied and interdisciplinary 
research; and it is also necessary to 
recognize the co-existence of 
different research styles and the 
consequent need for a diverse mix of 
structures within the Council and the 
research community. 


The Essential Contribution of 
Basic Research 

In his closing remarks, former 
Secretary of State Lucien Bouchard 
emphasized the essential nature of 
the social sciences and humanities in 
light of the great challenges facing 
our planet. ‘‘We do not want a 
society with no soul,’ he declared. 
Social scientists and creators are 
bound, more than ever, to place the 
great technological, ethical and 
environmental problems of today in 
their ‘‘human context’. This is a task 
that must be performed in the short 
and long term. There is room for the 
vital contribution made by basic 
research and for the ‘‘necessary 
dialogue’’ between politicians and 
scientists in order to enlighten those 
who are at the centre of the action. 


Where to Get Info on 
SSHRC-funded Research 


What type of project will SSHRC 
fund? Who gets the money? What 
was the total amount awarded to 
Western Canadian universities in 
1982 for research in anthropology? 
Which Quebec university has 
received the most funds for research 
in management studies? Who sits on 
selection committees? Where can you 
get a list of all SSHRC-funded 
projects on Canadian novelists? 

In short, where can you go for 
information on SSHRC-funded 
projects? There are two major 
sources of information on SSHRC- 
funded projects, which are probably 
available to you on your own 
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university campus. 

Annual Report: The SSHRC annual 
report contains lists of all awards 
made during the year, with the name 
of the individual or organization 
funded, the name of the university, 
the amount of the award, and the 
title of the project. The names of all 
selection committee members, task 
force members, Council members, 
senior and middle managers, etc., are 
also included in the annual report. 
Annual reports are available for the 
years 1978-79 to the present. Each 
year they are mailed to a list of 
people and organizations, including 
university Presidents, Vice- 
presidents, research administrators, 
and university libraries. If your 
library or research administration 
office is not able to provide you with 
a copy for consultation, copies of 
recent annual reports are available 
from the Information Division of 
SSHRC. 

The Directory of Federally 
Supported Research in Canadian 
Universities, published annually by 
the National Research Council of 
Canada, contains information on all 
university researchers currently 
funded by the Government of 
Canada, including those funded 
under the Research and Strategic 
Grants programs of the SSHRC. The 
directory is available in print and on- 
line form in the Reference 
Department of most university, 
municipal, and government libraries. 
The computerized version on NRC's 
CAN/OLE on-line information system 
is particularly interesting for those 
who would like lists of research 
which has been funded in a particular 
discipline, or performed by a 
particular scholar, or who wish to 
compare funding at various 
universities or provinces over a 
period of time. University 
administrators would find the 
database useful for producing lists of 
SSHRC-funded research at their 
university. The database includes 
SSHRC data from 1978-79 to the 
present and can be searched by 
subject, name of principal investi- 
gator, university, province, and date. 
Most university libraries have access 
to the CAN/OLE system and can 


Aboriginal Affairs and 
Canadian Public Opinion 


“Canadians know very little about 
aboriginal affairs, pay little attention 
to most aboriginal matters in the 
mass media, and attach a low 
priority to aboriginal issues. At the 
same time, Canadians are remarkably 
sympathetic to natives on such 
questions as the conflict between 
native land claims and natural 
resource development.” 

These were just some of the 
conclusions of Dr. J. Rick Ponting in 
his two-year study of public opinion 
on natives and native issues, which 
was funded under the SSHRC’s 
Research Grants program. Ponting, a 
professor of sociology at the 
University of Calgary, has presented 
his findings in five research reports 
entitled: Constitutional Issues; 
Special Status and Self-government; 
Indians: Knowledge, Perceptions, 
and Attitudinal Support; Native 
People, Finances, and Services; and 
Land, Land Claims, and Treaties. 

The first two reports have already 
been helpful to those involved with 
the 1987 First Ministers’ and 
Aboriginal Leaders’ Constitutional 
Conference. Georges Erasmus, 
National Chief of the Assembly of 
First Nations, found Ponting’s

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research useful in a public education 
campaign leading up to the Confer- 
ence: “The initial findings from 
Professor Ponting’s research were 
available to us prior to the 1987 First 
Ministers’ Conference, and we were 
able to put some of the numbers to 
very good use in national advertis- 
ing.”’ An excerpt from an ad placed in 
the Globe and Mail, March 14, 1987, 
reads, ‘‘A Decima poll this week 
(conducted on behalf of Ponting) 
established that 84 per cent of 
Canadians believe it was either 
important or very important for 
Canada to reach an agreement on 
aboriginal self-government. The 
same poll showed that 77 per cent of 
Canadians support the right of 
aboriginal peoples to self- 
government. This right, Canadians 
said, should be explicitly entrenched 
in the Constitution.”’ 

In addition to the practical value 
of the survey for the 1987 
Conference, in the years to come, 
governments will be able to draw an 
overview of the perceptions of non- 
native Canadians from this study. 
The reports will also aid native 
leaders to understand how they are 
seen by non-native Canadians, so 
that they can devise strategies to 
correct misconceptions. 


How do Canadians view abori- 
ginal peoples in this nation? 
“Canadians do not tend to think in 
terms of the constitutionally 
identified categories of ‘Indians’, 
‘Inuit’, and ‘Metis’ when they hear 
the term ‘aboriginal people’,”’ says 
Ponting. ‘‘Asked to define the term, 
about one-sixth of the respondents 
admitted that they could not. Some 
others gave evasive or inaccurate 
answers; yet others referred to 
foreign indigenous people (for 
instance, the Maoris in New 
Zealand). Without prompting from — 
the interviewer, only two per cent of 
respondents named all three groups, 


the Indians, Inuit, and Metis, in their 
answers. When questioned about 
what percentage of the Canadian 
population is native, over one-third 
of the sample would not even 
attempt to guess, while over 40 per 
cent of the respondents estimated 
that natives comprise more than 
eight per cent of the national 
population. The correct answer is 
around three per cent.”’ 

The questionnaire also revealed 
that most people have never heard of 
the Indian Act (56 per cent), are 
unaware of the existence of 
aboriginal rights in the Constitution 
(52 per cent), are unaware of any 
difference between status and non- 
Status Indians (over 55 per cent), and 
have no familiarity with the Lyell 
Island controversy in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands (61 per cent) or the 
Assembly of First Nations (60 per 
cent). In addition, 40 per cent 
classified themselves as not at all 
familiar with ‘‘a Constitutional 
conference involving the Prime 
Minister, provincial ministers, and 
native leaders.” From evidence such 
as this, Ponting has concluded that 
approximately 30 to 40 per cent of 
the Canadian public is virtually 
oblivious to aboriginal matters. 

Despite this, the survey shows 
that non-native Canadians tend to be 
sympathetic toward natives. For 
instance, the concept of native self- 
government is supported by a 
majority who view native 
administrations as better able to 
meet the needs of native individuals 
than is the federal government. On 
the other hand, Canadians lack faith 
in natives’ ability to manage money 
and find it unsatisfactory that native 
governments might be accountable to 
native politicians, rather than to 
Parliament, for the money they 
receive from the federal government. 

As for native rights, when asked 
which of three items on a list is 
needed most by Canadian Indians, 
44 per cent chose ‘‘more rights in the 
Constitution”’ over ‘‘less control by 
government”’ (33 per cent) and 
“more money from government”’ 
(seven per cent). 

Respondents were highly support- 
ive of natives on matters related to 
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land and land-use conflicts. Most 
agreed with the statement, ‘‘Where 
natives’ use of land conflicts with 
natural resource development, native 
use should be given priority.’’ Forty- 
eight per cent of those interviewed 
supported special native harvesting 
rights although, on a question 
pertaining to the fishing dispute 
between Indians and the Department 
of Fisheries and Oceans, a near 
majority (47 per cent) felt that the 
Department should have authority to 
manage the fishery on that part of a 
river which passes through an Indian 
reserve. 

A question concerning the 
suggestion that natives should be 
encouraged to leave reserves and 
rural settlements and move to urban 
areas brought a rejection of that 
assimilationist idea. At the same 
time, Canadians disapproved of 
offering special services catering to 
the needs of natives who had settled 
in Cities. 

After tallying up the results of his 
survey and comparing them to a 
similar investigation conducted in 
1976, Ponting is encouraged by 
certain findings and disappointed by 
others. ‘‘The low priority given to 
native issues and the lack of know- 
ledge (or instability of opinion) about 
natives, on the part of Canadians, is 
appalling,’”’ he says. ‘‘Those surveyed 
sometimes displayed a surprising 
inconsistency in their views, when 
their responses to one question were 
compared to those given for 
another.”’ Ponting cites two 
examples: ‘‘Almost one-third of 
those strongly agreeing that the 
federal government should treat all 
Canadians alike regardless of their 
ethnic background also are of the 
opinion that special rights for native 
people should be spelled out in the 
Constitution. Ten per cent of those 
who say that the government should 
put much more effort into protecting 
the rights of native people also say 
that native people in Canada should 
receive no special treatment.”’ 

Now that he knows what the 
public is saying, Ponting intends to 
interview past and present First 
Ministers and their senior advisors to 
find out how public opinion from this 
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and other research is interpreted and 
used by them. Georges Erasmus, for 
one, believes that politicians can 
learn a lot from this kind of survey 
analysis: ‘‘Beyond the survey results 
themselves, Professor Ponting’s 
research has demonstrated conclu- 
sively that Canadian governments 
are behind, or out of touch with, 
Canadian public opinion in support 
of First Nations’ struggles for justice. 
His work has confirmed our faith in 
the Canadian public.”

Farm, Family and 
Community in 
Saskatchewan 


Life on the farm is not what it used 
to be. Technology and the market 
have forced farmers to change 
fundamentally the way they work. 
Competition has led to crop special- 
ization, while land speculation and 
the cost of borrowing money have 
altered the patterns of land 
ownership. 

Dr. James McCrorie, Executive 
Director of the Canadian Plains 
Research Centre and professor of 
sociology at the University of Regina, 
along with a team of sociologists, 
has undertaken a study of the 
changing nature of ‘‘family labour’ 
farming, especially in the last ten 
years, and its effect on farm 
households and communities in 
Saskatchewan. McCrorie hopes that 
his work will aid farmers, community 
residents and local leaders in their 
adjustment to these changes. He also 
wishes to advance the understanding 
of how communities function by 
learning the perceptions of 
individuals, and identifying major 
crises (drought, indebtedness) and 
how individuals and communities 
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respond to them. This will permit an 
assessment of the impact of the 
wider political economy on farmers, 
families and communities since the 
commencement of farming in 
Saskatchewan. 

How did organized farming start 
in the West? The origins of European 
agriculture in Western Canada were 
considerably different from those of 
farming communities elsewhere. As 
McCrorie puts it, ‘‘In just 20 years, 
between 1895 and 1915, massive 
immigration from Europe and the 
United States and migration from 
Eastern Canada brought over a 
million prairie land settlers who were 
granted free title to homestead lands. 
Starting from a roughly equal 
position of landholding, farmers 
began to compete for a share of the 
market. Two important factors set 
these early Western Canadian 
farmers apart from growers in other 
parts of Canada: frontier settlement 
over a concentrated period, and the 
fact that these farms were used for 
competitive commercial purposes 
rather than subsistence, from the 
very beginning.”’ 

Almost 100 years later, what 
changes are facing Saskatchewan 
farmers? Agricultural production has 
been greatly altered by the intro- 
duction of machine and chemical 
technology. Farmers have tended to 
specialize in the types of crops 
produced, eliminating secondary 
crops. Also, heavy capital 
requirements have put strains on the 
business of owning and operating a 
farm, leading to foreclosures for 
some. 

On the operations side, the 
number of persons employed in 
family labour farming has declined 
over the last 40 years, and the type 
of labour employed has changed 
significantly. For instance, much 
unpaid family labour is now giving 
way to paid family labour. At the 
same time, however, the availability 
of ‘‘labour-saving” devices, such as 
clotheswashing and dishwashing 
machines, food processors and 
freezers, has allowed farm women to 
take on additional unpaid farming 


the farm. 
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jobs and to seek paid employment off 


Another change, which has 
curred for commercial reasons, has 
yeen the centralization of lumber- 
yards, machinery and fuel distribu- 
ors, and retail stores in the last 20 
years. This has meant that some 
armers have had to travel further to 
btain goods. During the same 
yeriod, the provincial government 
as altered the locations of schools 
ind hospitals, and in this way has 
hanged the social patterns of rural 
askatchewan inhabitants. 

McCrorie and his team, consisting 
of Dr. Alicja Muzsynski, Don 
Mitchell, and Dr. Harry Diaz, are 
studying these changes in four 
‘arming communities. These loca- 
ions are suitable for the examination 
of a number of issues: rail abandon- 
nent (two have been abandoned 
while two retain their branch lines); 
sub-region and soil zone (two are in 
he Palliser Triangle, two are in the 
?arkland); type of farm production 
two are involved in large-scale grain 
or livestock production, two have 
smaller-scale mixed farms); and 
ethnic composition and period of 
settlement. 
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The researchers have begun their 
vork by examining data from popula- 
ion and employment censuses, as 
vell as from the Sample Survey and 
Jata Bank Unit which retains an 
nvaluable study by University of 
Xegina sociologists on the impact of 
he termination of railway branchline 
ervice to selected communities in 
975-76. Seminars with specialists 
ind meetings with local academics, 
arm and community leaders have 
ken place. The researchers have 
ilso completed a sample survey with 
ndividuals from the four 
ommunities. 

The final step, involving open- 
‘nded interviews and other types of 
‘thnographic field work, has had to 
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be re-scheduled for next year. 
According to McCrorie, ‘Field work 
for the study was delayed in the 
summer of 1988 due to the drought 
and depressed wheat prices at the 
beginning of the year. Both of these 
developments brought unprecedented 
hardships to many farm families in 
the communities being studied. It 
was felt that the burden of being 
interviewed concerning matters of a 
personal character was one that 
members of these communities 
should not be asked to bear.” 

When the work is finished, the 
results of this study should help the 
researchers to identify the different 
degrees to which contemporary 
farmers have the capacity to produce 
wealth, and how this affects rural 
communities. McCrorie sums it up in 
this way: ‘‘At the turn of the century 
farmers had access to the same 
amount of land and about the same 
amount of equipment. Considering 
that the early settlers began on a 
relatively equal footing, it will be 
very interesting to understand how 
internal and external factors have 
changed the farm, family and 
community in Saskatchewan.’’ 


What Happens When 
Applications Overlap 
the Disciplines of the 
Granting Councils? 


In 1984, the three federal granting 
agencies, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC), the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC), and the Medical Research 
Council (MRC), established a formal 
mechanism for the joint review and 
funding of research programs which 
overlap the individual jurisdictions of 
two or more of the councils. 

To be eligible for funding under 
this mechanism, the proposed 
research project must overlap 
significantly the discipline 
jurisdiction of more than one 
granting council, and must have a 
minimum annual budget of $50,000. 
In addition, the principal investigator 


of the project must hold an academic 
staff appointment at a Canadian 
university for at least one year 
following acceptance of the grant. 

Researchers wishing to apply for a 
grant under this inter-council 
funding mechanism should first 
identify the “‘lead agency”’, from 
among the councils, according to the 
dominant discipline interest of their 
project. It is suggested that potential 
applicants begin by writing a one-to- 
two page letter of intent to the 
appropriate councils, as early as 
possible. In making a formal 
application, researchers should 
follow the procedures, use the 
application forms, and adhere to the 
deadlines of the lead agency. 
Applicants are expected to explain 
why they believe that their proposal 
should be reviewed by more than one 
council, and how the budget should 
be shared by the granting bodies. 

The council to which the applica- 
tion has been submitted will carry 
out a preliminary screening to 
determine whether or not the 
application should be subject to an 
inter-council review, or would be best 
considered under the internal 
programs of that council. If the 
application is accepted for inter- 
council review, the lead council will 
use its normal assessment proce- 
dures where possible, inviting the 
participating councils to assist in the 
review. 

The final recommendation for 
funding will be made by the lead 
agency. In the case of successful 
applications, the councils involved 
will come to an agreement regarding 
the total level of funding and an 
appropriate funding split. The award 
notice will be issued by the lead 
agency.

Question Box is a regular feature of 
SSHRC News, where we print 
frequently asked questions about 
SSHRC programs, along with their 
answers.

Question: May I transfer funds from 
one budget item of my research grant 
to another? Do I need authorization 
from the university or from the 
SSHRC to do this? 


Answer: In order to simplify the 
rules regarding the expenditure of 
funds, and at the same time to 
streamline and speed up the adjudica- 
tion procedures, the Council has 
adopted a new budget allocation 
policy. Up until now, the Council sent 
grant recipients an itemized budget 
statement, indicating the amounts 
allocated for each budget item. 
Council has decided to abandon this 
practice and to move to a policy of 
global awards for some of the grants 
programs. 

From now on, the grant notice 
sent to recipients will indicate only 
the total amount of the grant 
awarded. However, the notice will 
specify the portion of the total budget 
to be allocated as a research time 
stipend. With the exception of the 
research time stipend, which cannot 
be converted into research costs or 
vice versa, grant holders will be free 
to adjust their budget according to 
project needs, as long as expendi- 
tures are in accordance with Council 
regulations. The new policy applies 
to the following programs: 


#410: Research Grants 

#498, #499, #494, #482, #484: 
Strategic Themes 

#491: Canadian Studies Research 
Tools 

#471: Travel Grants for International 
Representation 


Question: Do the selection 


committees have any hidden criteria 
in prioritizing grant applications? Do 
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they consider Canadian content, size 
of budget, regional distribution, 
when deciding priorities for funding? 


Answer: No, they do not. The only 
criterion which they apply is 
academic merit, as determined by the 
independent assessors and the 
committee members themselves. 


Question: Does the SSHRC have a 
policy of not considering first-year 
doctoral students for fellowships? 


Answer: Not exactly; it depends on 
whether or not a first-year doctoral 
student has an MA. Those who have 
already earned their MA, or who 
expect to have earned it by the time 
they take up their doctoral award, are 
eligible for support in their first year 
of doctoral studies. Those who enter 
a doctoral program directly from the 
BA are not eligible for support in 
their first year of graduate studies. 


Question: How do I know to which 
committee I should submit my 
research grant application? 


Answer: The choice of the most 
appropriate committee depends upon 
the main objective of the project and 
the discipline to which it primarily 
relates. Only one committee may be 
chosen. The list of adjudication 
committees is included in the ‘‘Appli- 
cation Form: Instructions to 
Applicants”’, issued by the Research 
Grants Division. If applicants are in 
doubt about the committee best 
qualified to assess their proposal, 
they should consult the staff of the 
Research Grants Division at the 
SSHRC. 


Question: Is it true that a researcher 
cannot hold a grant from more than 
one granting council at a time? 


Answer: The SSHRC does not 
provide research grants for projects 
already funded elsewhere. However, 
if the project is only partially funded 
by another source, the Council will 
consider giving a grant for those 
costs not covered. 


Question: Can humanists apply for 


grants under the Strategic thematic 
programs? 


Answer: They certainly can, and 
many do, successfully. In fact, more 
than 40 humanists have been 
awarded strategic grants since the 
program's inception. The SSHRC 
annual reports, which are available 
in university library collections, 
contain lists of strategic grants 
awarded. Lists of grants awarded by 
theme are also available from the 
Strategic Grants Division at the 
SSHRC. 


In Memoriam: 
Dr. Bernard Vigod 


The members and staff of the Council 
were deeply shocked and saddened to 
learn of the tragic death of 

Dr. Bernard Vigod, in an automobile 
accident last October. Since his 
appointment to Council in 1985, 

Dr. Vigod, who was Associate Dean 
of Graduate Studies at the University 
of New Brunswick, had been one of 
our most active councillors. He 
served on the Standing Committee on 
Audit and Evaluation, the Special 
Task Force on the Recommendations 
of the Task Force on Program Review 
(Nielsen Report), the Special Task 
Force on New Funding Policies for 
the Granting Councils, the Special 
Task Force on Program Priorities, and 
on the Courtney Committee to review 
the Research Grants program.

To honour his memory, the 
Council will make a substantial 
contribution to the endowment fund 
for the Dr. Bernard Vigod Memorial 
Scholarship in History at the 
University of New Brunswick.

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Social Sciences and 
Humanities: A Vital 
Contribution 


‘In our Autumn 1988 issue, we 
introduced the new president of the 
SSHRC, Dr. Paule Leduc. In that first 
interview, she stated that her number 
one challenge, while in office, would 
be to have the social sciences and 
humanities resume their rightful 
place in the scientific community and 
in society as a whole. Following a 
very active first year in office, 
Dr. Leduc agreed to give SSHRC 
News an initial progress report. 
__ News: In the last year, you stated 
more than once that the visibility of 
the social sciences and humanities as 
well as the relative weight given to 
their contribution to society have 
suffered because of the present 
predominance of technology. What 
has been the Council’s strategy in 
this regard? 
_ P.L.: We have always said that the 
social sciences and humanities must 
remain key components in solving 
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the challenges of ongoing . 
technological progress. In te 
transfers, it is most often this; 
realization that spells the différefde: 
between success and failure. A 
perfect example of this is the forest 
industry. Companies in the forest 
sector that have combined concepts 
of worker participation, training and 
interest with technological inno- 
vation have achieved obvious 
success. This approach stems directly 
from the humanities and social 
sciences. 

On the other hand the Council has 
raised its profile this year by 
committing itself firmly to partici- 
pation in joint initiatives with the 
private sector and with certain 
federal departments, and by 
adjusting its strategic programs so 
that the themes proposed to 
researchers in the social sciences and 
humanities are more closely related 
to the major problems facing Canada. 
For example, we have adopted 
Applied Ethics as a new theme, 
placing the social sciences and 
humanities squarely at the centre of 
a scientific crossroads where our 
researchers can play a vital role in 
solving a problem that goes far 
beyond strictly technological issues. 
This is why the government’s recent 
decisions on the Networks of Centres 
of Excellence program greatly 
concern us. Not a single human 
sciences project was funded. In this 
regard we believe that Canada is not 
keeping up with Japan, for instance, 
where the social sciences and 
humanities are an essential 
component of their science policy 
and, one could say, contribute to 
Japan’s being at the forefront of the 
world market. We must, therefore, 
remind the government even more

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On October 12, 1989, the Honourable 
Gerry Weiner, Secretary of State of 
Canada, addressed the Social Science 
Federation of Canada at a reception 
on Parliament Hill, held during the 
SSFC’s annual meeting. 

Here are excerpts from that 
speech. 

‘“We have gathered to honour the 
Social Science Federation of Canada 
for its strong leadership role in 
furthering the many and varied 
disciplines it encompasses. And as 
the Minister responsible for the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, I find it particularly 
fitting for this session to be held on 
Parliament Hill. After all, those of us

forcefully again in the coming year of 
the fundamental contribution of the 
human sciences to the international 
competitivity of Canada. 

News: The Matching Funds Policy 
which applies to the government’s 
three major granting councils is 
slated to expire in 1991-92. You have 
already voiced the SSHRC’s concern 
about this mutual financing 
arrangement. How could this policy, 
if it is renewed, better meet the 
specific needs of the SSHRC? 

P.L.: A distinction has to be made 
between the Matching Funds Policy 
and its objective of moving closer to 
the private sector. The Matching 
Funds Policy was initially conceived 
as a financing policy for the three 
granting councils. Bringing together 
the Council with the private sector, 
which in part motivated the 
development of this policy, is 
consistent with our own desire to 
achieve greater penetration by our 
researchers into the private sector. 
We deplore the unitary view of 
research which permeates this policy, 
however. The vast operational 
differences between research in the 
social sciences and humanities and 
research in medicine or engineering 
are simply not taken into account. 
Furthermore, the policy proposes a 
very restrictive approach to research: 
scientific research is defined 
primarily in utilitarian terms and, as 
a result, is identified too closely with 
industrial research. We consider this 
a dangerous shift in focus. It must be 
remembered that there can be no 
development in applied research 
without a solid base in fundamental 
research. The underlying objective of 
the Matching Funds Policy remains 
desirable for the SSHRC - and our 
scientific community is prepared to 
work within this broadened 
framework - but this policy, if it is 
extended, must take into account the 
different research methods of each 
scientific community, the particular 
profiles of our research users and the 
need to provide strong support for 
fundamental research, even though 
such research and aleatory funding 
policies are not wholly compatible. 

News: The past year has been a 
very active one, with the release of 
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four reports and an in-depth review 
of the Council’s administrative 

practices. How do you intend to put 
the results of all this work into use? 

P.L.: We released the Ledwell 
report on the funding of federations 
and national associations, the 
Lambert report on the Canada 
Research Fellowships program, the 
Paquet report on Strategic programs 
and the Courtney report on the 
Research Grants program. The next 
year will be intense and decisive in 
terms of the implementation of these 
reports and of new administrative 
practices within the SSHRC. The 
challenge will be an intellectual and 
practical one for both the Council and 
its scientific community. 

We are relying on our researchers 
to have the motivation and 
innovative talent necessary to adapt 
to the principal recommendations of 
the Courtney and Paquet reports. 
Both reports introduce major changes 
in Council program orientations. 
There are three major shifts: 
evaluation on the basis of research 
programs, recommended in the 
Courtney report; plus the joint 
initiatives and the adjustment of 
strategic themes recommended in the 
Paquet report. With regard to the 
Courtney report, we will concentrate 
essentially on maintaining a balance 
between experienced researchers and 
support for new scholars, and 
between small and large universities. 
I cannot overemphasize the 
importance of training new social 
scientists and humanists within the 
context of this reform. It is essential 
that young researchers participate 
more than ever in our activities, and 
it goes without saying, therefore, 
that we will continue consultations 
on this subject with our research 
community. As to applying the 
recommendations of the Paquet 
report, the process is already well 
under way. Three advisory 
committees met during the summer 
to redefine two strategic themes, 
‘Managing the Organization in 
Canada” and ‘‘The Human Context of 
Science and Technology”, and to 
define the new theme of ‘‘Applied 
Ethics’. The two reformulated 
themes are now entitled, ‘‘Managing 
for Global Competitiveness’”’ and 


‘‘Science and Technology Policy in 
Canada’’. Good progress has been 
made in our joint ventures with the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC): we have 
established a new Master’s 
Scholarships Program in Science 
Policy, and a program of university/ 
industry Chairs in the Management 
of Technological Change will be set 
up shortly. We have recently 
announced a joint initiative between 
the SSHRC and Multiculturalism and 
Citizenship Canada aimed at the 
establishment of a program of 
research on Canada’s multicultural 
society. A number of other joint 
projects are currently being 
negotiated with certain departments 
and with the private sector. 

Our community will also have to 
adjust to new administrative 
practices, and here again we are 
banking on its cooperation. The 
changes currently being made will 
lighten, simplify and improve the 
effectiveness of the entire administra- 
tive process. This spring, we 
announced a global funding policy 
for the Research Grants program. 
This new policy gives researchers 
considerable latitude in the arrange- 
ment of their research budgets. We 
are also developing a formula 
whereby universities would receive 
global payments. In the future, all 
grants to researchers at a given 
university, with the exception of 
doctoral fellowships, will be given in 
one payment to these universities, 
thereby simplifying considerably the 
work of research administrators. We 
have also undertaken a review of the 
various research program applicant 
guides, with a view to developing a 
single guide for all research 
programs. The consequent extensive 
changes in the SSHRC’s administra- 
tive environment over the coming 
year will be accompanied, on a 
priority basis, by a more exhaustive 
and harmonious computerization of 
the existing systems. 

News: In this context of change, 
how is the SSHRC keeping its 
scientific community up-to-date? 

P.L.: Feedback has been actively 
sought from our community 
throughout the program assessment 
and review exercise by means of 


consultations, staff visits to 
universities, information letters on 
specific topics, and so on. I have 
undertaken a tour of universities, 
which | intend to continue in the 
coming year. But there is no doubt 
that we must intensify contacts with 
our community, and identify new 
interchange mechanisms. We want 
not only a well-informed community, 
but a community that understands 
that its.ideas, comments and 
thoughts are the soundest 
component of the foundation upon 
which we have built and will 
continue to build our strategies for 
promoting the social sciences and 
humanities. Over the next year, we 
will be reviewing a number of issues 
in greater depth, in conjunction with 
our scientific community: the 
training of young social scientists 
and humanists, new knowledge 
production methods, and more 
effective dissemination of research 
results in our disciplines - all 
parameters which should be 
discussed creatively and realistically 
in order to provide a solid foundation 
for the future of the humanities and 
social sciences at the dawn of the 
third millennium.

in public office look to the social 
sciences for guidance. They help us 
understand our society, the economy 
that sustains it, and the cultures that 
give it meaning. 

"It has often been said, recently, 
that Canada’s competitive capacity 
will depend on avancements made in 
the natural sciences and engineering. 
The growth of our country is, in fact, 
closely tied to these two sectors of 
activity. The fact remains that, in 
order to bring about new techno- 
logical orientations, we need the 
social sciences. They are 
indispensible if we are to have a 
good understanding of human 
activities - and the repercussions of 
new technologies - as well as the 
establishment of social priorities and 
the realisation of the quality of life to 
which we aspire. 

“It’s clear that research today 
needs to forge links between the 
social sciences and other disciplines. 
What appears, at first glance, to be 
an environmental or economic issue 
almost always has very real cultural, 
social, and even ethical reper- 
cussions. In fact, none of the 
scholarly disciplines can operate in 
isolation. We face complex problems, 
and their solutions require that one 
take a multidisciplinary approach. 
Increasingly, the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council is 
reflecting this reality in its Strategic 
Grants program. 

"The coordination of research 
efforts - this multidisciplinary 
approach - also requires cooperation 
among the granting councils...a 
cooperation that we are indeed 
seeing, more and more. 

‘While some research in the social 
sciences must be pertinent to 
development in the technological 
fields, | am convinced that your 
disciplines can contribute directly to 
the competitiveness of the Canadian 
economy. No matter how up to date 
the technology may be, no enterprise 
can compete for long without 
training, organizing, managing, and 
marketing. These are all human 
activities which the social sciences 
can help us understand and improve. 

“A major theme of our 
government - a theme that was 


recently reiterated by the Prime 
Minister - is the need to ensure that 
our human resources are equal to the 
challenge of the 21st century. I think 
that, in facing this challenge, we 
need to draw on the insights that the 
social sciences community has to 
offer. The social sciences can make 
an important contribution to our 
understanding of our education 
system, which must embody high 
standards of excellence that will 
allow us to meet the rigorous 
demands of the international 
marketplace. 

“On the subject of education, | 
must mention an area of public 
policy that is especially close to my 
heart - multiculturalism. The social 
sciences help us appreciate our 
cultural diversity and celebrate the 
rich fabric of our heritages. They 
broaden our understanding as we 
Strive to eradicate all forms of racial 
discrimination, wherever they may 
appear. Social sciences clearly 
contribute immeasurably to the 
strengthening of our national 
identity. 

‘I see two aspects to the challenge 
which must be taken up by 
specialists in the social sciences: first 
of all, keeping in mind the human 
point of view, to help us to 
understand and to resolve the 
problems confronting Canada and the 
world. Secondly, to communicate the 
results of your research, not only to 
your colleagues, but also to the 
public and to those who, like us, 
have the mandate to serve the public. 

“Thus, as a government we ask 
you to contribute to our efforts. At 
the same time, we are interested in 
knowing how we can help you carry 
out your work successfully. Without 
a doubt, there must be a constant 
dialogue between the scientific and 
university communities, on one 
hand, and decision makers, on the 
other hand. 

‘In the months ahead, the govern- 
ment will be examining the issue of 
funding for the research granting 
councils. | am depending on SSHRC, 
on the Federation for the Humanities 
and, of course, on the Social Science 
Federation to help me make a strong 
case for the human sciences.”’ 
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Research Grants and the 
New Scholar 


Last year the Council took up the 
task of revamping its premiere 
funding mechanism, the Research 
Grants program. The Research Grants 
Review Committee, also known as 
the Courtney Committee, was 
appointed in March 1988 to follow up 
on the Council’s promise to study the 
changes that had been made to the 
Research Grants program as a result 
of the Crocker Committee’s recommen- 
dations in 1985. In turn, the Courtney 
Committee made an exhaustive study 
of the regulations and objectives of 
the program. They also carried out a 
wide consultation with the scholarly 
community on their opinion of the 
program and, later, on the changes 
that the committee was proposing. 

At its April 1989 meeting, Council 
adopted the general thrust of the 
Committee's final report and, in so 
doing, defined a new orientation for 
the program. Taking effect in time for 
the Autumn 1990 competition, the 
two most important modifications 
are: the shift to place greater 
emphasis on the previous research 
achievements of an applicant; and 
the awarding of grants for broad, 
ongoing, well-planned programs of 
research rather than specific, short- 
term research projects. 

Under the new regulations, 
applications for research grants 
normally will be ranked by according 
a weight of 70 per cent to the record 
of previous research achievement 
and 30 per cent to the proposed 
research program. In the case of new 
scholars, the weighting will be 
reversed. Initially these scholars were 
defined by Council, at its June 1989 
meeting, as being those who were 
within five years of having 
completed their highest degree, and 
who had not previously held a 
Council research grant for which they 
were the principal investigator. This 
definition has now been extended to 
include applicants who have held a 
tenure-track appointment in a 
university for less than five years or 
those university appointees who 
have never held a tenure-track 
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position before the competition 
deadline, and those whose careers 
have been interrupted or slowed 
down for family reasons. 

Council believes that it is very 
important to encourage new scholars 
and to ensure that they receive a fair 
share of the granting funds. Thus, an 
additional provision has been made 
for new scholars: a minimum of 
10 per cent of available funds will be 
earmarked specifically for their 
proposals. If need be, an upward 
adjustment will be instituted in 
future competitions. 

The objective of the Research 
Grants program was also modified. It 
was decided that the original 
objective would remain, but that an 
additional one should be added - 
support of training for young 
scholars in our disciplines. Thus, the 
objective has been refined to include 
not only the support of high-quality 
research, but also, in the context of 
university-based research, to provide 
for the training of future social 
scientists and humanists. 

Another important change 
involves the establishment of a new 
selection committee for the 
adjudication of interdisciplinary 
applications. 

A new Guide for Applicants and 
application forms will be issued in 
the new year, and Council will 
continue to keep researchers 
informed of any modifications to the 
regulations.

the private sector in the development 
of these activities. 

Grants will be offered for a five- 
year period, with the possibility of a

The Spring 1990 issue of

In late winter and early spring, 
1990, SSHRC grants officers will 
conduct regional workshops for 
university research administrators 
and faculty, for the purpose of 
explaining the new program 
regulations and answering questions. 
These meetings will be announced in 
the near future. 

SSHRC staff will attend the ACFAS 
and Learneds meetings again this 
year. During these conferences, they 
will be available at our booth to 
discuss the reforms and will be 
holding several public information 
sessions on campus. 
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First Deadline for 
SSHRC/NSERC Master’s 
Scholarships in 
Science Policy 


The first annual competition for the 
SSHRC/NSERC Master's Scholarships 
in Science Policy had a deadline of 
December 1, 1989. Students from all 
disciplines who have completed or 
are about to complete their under- 
graduate studies are eligible to apply 
in this program. Each scholarship, 
valid for up to two years, will be 
established at the value of the SSHRC 
doctoral fellowship ($12,720 in 
1989-90). It is expected that six 
scholarships will be offered in the 
first competition. 

What is science policy and why is 
it important? For the purpose of this 
program, science policy is defined as 
the group of public policies relating 
to the direction, funding, promotion 
and use of the scientific resources of 
a society. It also includes the sets of 
public policies which rely upon the 
contributions of science and 
technology for the development of 
these policies. With scientific and 
technological issues increasingly 
affecting people’s everyday lives, 
Canada requires experienced people 
who can support, direct, and 
supervise the scientific decision- 
making process. These specialists 
will need to understand the 
relationship between science issues 
and public policy, and be qualified to 
assess the social, economic, legal and 
ethical implications of scientific and 
technological development. 

The Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council have a joint interest 
in this field because of the 
complementary roles that the natural, 
engineering, and social sciences will 
play in the creation of good science 
policy. 

Funding for the scholarships is 
provided by the NSERC while the 
adjudication process is the 
responsibility of the SSHRC. The two 
councils will appoint a multi- 
disciplinary selection committee 
consisting of representatives of the 
scientific, engineering, social 
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sciences and humanities disciplines.

Networks of Centres of 
Excellence: 
Disappointing News 


The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council was very disap- 
pointed to learn that no research 
proposals in the human sciences had 
been funded through the govern- 
ment’s Networks of Centres of 
Excellence program, even though one 
had in fact been selected by the 
International Peer Review Committee. 
William Winegard, Minister of State 
(Science and Technology) announced 
the 14 selected networks on October 
26, 1989. A total of $240 million will 
be spent on the networks over the 
life of the program. 

The SSHRC was particularly 
concerned that, while the Networks 
program is considered to be an 
integral part of the national science 
and technology strategy and is 
designed to bring together Canada’s 
premier researchers for the 
improvement of the nation’s long- 
term industrial competitiveness, the 
essential and fundamental contri- 
bution of the social sciences and 
humanities to achieving success in 
such endeavours has been ignored. 

At a time when Canada needs an 
innovative and broadly conceived 
science and technology policy, and 
when researchers in the human 
sciences are creating new inter- 
disciplinary approaches to problem 
solving, the government’s decision 
appears to be counterproductive. The 
SSHRC hopes to have a positive 
dialogue with the government in the 
coming months on alternative 
funding mechanisms for research in 
the human sciences. We sincerely 
hope that our meetings with the 
government will prove to be fruitful 
in this regard. 


Update on Federation 


Funding 


When the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council was 
formed in 1978 one of the 
responsibilities it took over from the 
Canada Council was to provide 
sustaining administrative support to 
the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities (CFH) and the Social 
Science Federation of Canada (SSFC). 
By 1983 it was apparent that the 
complexity of the situation and the 
need for a coherent strategy required 
that this funding be examined. Thus 
an Ad Hoc Committee of Council was 
struck and its report was published 
in September 1984. 

In response to the report a five- 
year plan was implemented in order 
to consolidate the Council’s 
relationship with the Federations. It 
provided stable funding for the 
Ottawa secretariats (for salaries, 
staff, office, communications, etc.) 
of the Federations. In addition, the 
Council would grant an amount 
which matched the membership fees 
of the Federations. 

In December 1987 a Council 
committee chaired by Professor 
Frank Ledwell was given a mandate 
to examine the justification for 


continued funding of the Federations. 


{n response to the report of Professor 
Ledwell’s committee, the SSHRC has 
adopted a second five-year plan for 
Federation funding for the fiscal 
years 1990-91 through 1994-95. 

_ The new plan will stabilize the 
council’s relations with the 
Sederations. It puts more emphasis 
on matching grants by continuing to 
natch membership fees while 
introducing partial matching of 
-ederation income from other 
sources. This policy’s objectives 

are greater self-sufficiency and a 
nore diversified funding base for 
he Federations. 

__ The new plan has been well 
eceived by the Federations and the 
council is encouraged by the 
‘ooperative relationship which has 
een a part of the consultation. 
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The Atlantic Fishery: 
A Bouillabaisse of 
Research 


The fishery is an extremely 
important industry in Canada. 
Thousands of jobs are directly tied to 
fishing, while many others are 
related to processing and selling fish. 
It is essential that all aspects of the 
fishing industry are understood in 
order that governments make 
appropriate decisions and policies for 
its continued success. 

We present three research projects 
concerning the Atlantic fishery, 
funded through the regular Research 
Grants program, and one conference 
on related matters, also funded by 
the Council. 

Dr. Anthony Charles, who teaches 
finance and management studies at 
Saint Mary’s University, along with 
Drs. Melvin Cross and Leigh Mazany, 
both of the Economics Department of 
Dalhousie University, are analyzing 
the impact of fisheries regulations on 
investment behaviour of Nova 


Scotian fishermen. Previous studies 
have pointed out the need for 
controls on fishery investment and 
the avoidance of over-capitalization: 
but there is no theoretical model for 
examining the implications of the 
various regulatory approaches. 
Through interviews with a 
percentage of the 6,000 full-time 
fishermen of Nova Scotia, as well as 
government and banking officials, 
these researchers will develop a 
model that considers the institutional 
environment in which fishermen and 
fishery managers operate, and the 
process by which fishermen take into 
account economic, social and 
regulatory factors in their investment 
decision making. This kind of study 
could prevent a repeat of the 
problems that occurred with the 
Pacific salmon fishery in the 1960s 
when government regulations estab- 
lished to limit the number of fishing 
vessels also introduced an invest- 
ment incentive that brought about 
the opposite effect: instead of 
controlling the catching power and 
overall capacity of the fleet, the 
regulations inadvertently encouraged 
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fishermen to invest further in their 
capital stock, through vessel 
replacement and enhancement. Thus, 
this research will be of interest to the 
fishing industry as well as to the 
federal and Nova Scotia 
governments. 

Dr. Richard Apostle, who teaches 
sociology and anthropology at 
Dalhousie University, and Dr. Gene 
Barrett, of the Sociology Department 
of Saint Mary’s University, have 
recently completed a study of fish 
processing in Nova Scotia. Their 
objectives were to examine the 
persistence of small capital in the 
harvesting and processing of fish in 
Nova Scotia; the economic and social 
connections between processors and 
fishermen; the ways in which 
processing plants organize 
production and maintain a work- 
force; and the extent to which 
communities are dependent upon fish 
processing operations. 

By interviewing fish plant 
managers and employees, fish 
brokers and captains who sell fish, 
these researchers discovered, among 
other things, that mid-sized Nova 
Scotia processing plants are probably 
the most vital segment of the 
industry and successful for reasons 
very much related to their rural 
locations. There, complex levels of 
integration exist that tie managers to 
their communities, fishermen to 
processors, processors to each other, 
and fish companies to brokers. These 
bonds are particularly strong in 
small closely knit communities. In 
fact, 90 per cent of the industry 
operates in rural areas. Knowing this 
is very important at a time when 
major decisions are being made 
about the future of the fisheries. This 
research will help the government 
understand the socio-economic 
organization of Nova Scotia 
fisheries-dependent communities. It 
will also empower those in the 
industry who may wish to participate 
in future policy-making processes. 

Dr. Marian Binkley, from 
Dalhousie University’s Sociology and 
Social Anthropology Department, 
has been studying the social and 
economic factors affecting the health 
and safety of offshore fishermen in 
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Atlantic Canada. The offshore fishery 
is one of the most dangerous 
industries in Canada. Injuries related 
to its operations top even those in 
mining, construction and forestry. In 
looking for the causes of accidents 
and how injuries can be avoided 

Dr. Binkley is casting a wide net. 
Among her concerns are the 
economic and social issues which 
constrain the work experience and 
safety aboard vessels. She is also 
examining the relationship between 
everyday work and external 
economic pressures and family 
responsibilities. Dr. Binkley hopes 
that her research will lead 

to a better understanding of the 
occupational health and safety 
concerns of offshore fishermen, 

and will provide workers, unions, 
companies and governments 

with practical information for 
reducing accidents. 

With assistance from the SSHRC, 
the University of Quebec at Rimouski 
held an international symposium on 
Safety and Working Conditions 
Aboard Fishing Vessels, in August 
1989. The objective of the 
symposium was to bring together 
experts in fishing vessel safety, 
personnel from the Coast Guard, 
naval architects, and shipyard 
managers. Speakers came from 
Europe, the United Kingdom, Asia, 
Africa, South America, the USSR, as 
well as Canada and the United States, 
to debate topics related to 
occupational accidents aboard 
fishing vessels; fishing vessel safety 
and rescue operations; new 
technologies and improvement of 
on-board working conditions; and, 
safety training for fishermen: vessel 
safety and occupational safety. 


Health and Technology: 
A Matter of Ethics 


In January 1988 an interdisciplinary 
team headed by Professor Guy 
Rocher, of the University of 
Montreal's Centre de recherche en 
droit publique, began research on the 
use of new health technologies in 

16 Quebec hospitals. His project is 
being funded by the SSHRC under the 
Strategic theme, The Human Context 
of Science and Technology. 

“The hospital environment is 
particularly conducive to the study of 
the relationships between technology 
and human values,’’ Professor 
Rocher notes. ‘‘The acquisition and 
use of new technologies present 
serious problems in the hospital 
environment. Because of the growing 
number of new technologies 
available on the market and the 
budget restrictions under which the 
hospital system must operate, 
technologies have become the subject 
of intense competition within the 
medical profession. The use of costly 
and scarce technologies that are 
accessible to only a limited number 
of patients requires decisions 
involving ethical values and 
problems: granting priority to one 
specialty over another, choice of 
patients to receive treatment, 
participation of patients or their next 
of kin in decisions concerning their 
fate, etc.”’ 

In recent years, several countries 
have focused attention on the 
‘evaluation of health technologies”. 
Government agencies to evaluate 
these technologies have even been 
set up in countries such as Sweden, 
the United States, Australia and West 
Germany. In Canada, and in some of 
its provinces, ‘‘health technology 
evaluation board’’ proposals are still 
being considered. 

Nevertheless, the issue is one of 
concern. In recent years, considerable 
strides have been made in medical 
technology. The many consequences 
of this advancement are felt at 
various levels: within the health care 
policy developed and implemented by 
public officials, in the allocation of 
public funds for the acquisition and 


maintenance of expensive equip- 
ment; in the administration of health 
institutions, where decisions are 
made on the acquisition, allocation 
and use of equipment; and in the 
practice of medicine, where decisions 
are made every day concerning the 
use of equipment.

The acquisition of new technolo- 
gies involves what may initially 
appear to be simply budgetary, 
administrative, medical or scientific 
decisions. Nevertheless, they often 
involve unspecified value judgments. 
For example, there are choices to be 
made between purchasing expensive 
equipment or opening new beds, or 
between favouring a regional versus 
a metropolitan hospital, or between 
acquiring equipment for frequent or 
infrequent use or for large numbers 
or small groups of patients. 

Ethical standards, within the 

hospital environment, are mixed in 
with and can also be hidden behind 
administrative, budgetary and 
scientific standards, forming their 
underlying foundation. 

“Our project deals essentially with 

‘the issue of fair distribution,” 
Guy Rocher notes. ‘‘This is why we 
are interested in all standards 
(administrative, budgetary and 
scientific) with a view to under- 
standing ultimately the implicit and 
explicit ethical standards governing 
the acquisition and use of new 
technologies in hospitals. The ethics 
committees set up in recent years in

Quebec hospitals will therefore be 
taken into account, but we also want 
to explore all other avenues of 
standards production, which are 
often more important than these 
ethics committees.’’ 

The study will be in three distinct 
but closely interdependent parts. The 
first will be an analysis of the 
workings of ethics committees to 
determine the manner in which they 
decide on and apply the use of new 
technologies. Part two will focus on 
the production of standards for the 
acquisition of new medical 
technologies through decisions 
involving health professionals and 
administrators. Part three will review 
the positive legal elements already in 
place (hospital regulations, legal 
procedures involved, comparison 
between Quebec law and the laws of 
other Canadian provinces), and will 
include a more fundamental assess- 
ment of legal regulations in this area. 

The interdisciplinary team 
working on this project includes a 
sociologist (Guy Rocher), a biologist 
and jurist (Thérése Leroux), a jurist 
(Patrick A. Molinari), an ethicist 
(Guy Bourgeault) and an anthro- 
pologist (Yves Brillon). Sociologist 
Pierrette Mulazzi is acting as a 
research assistant, and a group of 
eight law and sociology students are 
also participating in the project as 
part of their thesis work at the 
master’s or doctoral level. ‘“‘The 
Centre de recherche en droit public 
has applied an interdisciplinary 
approach to its various research 
projects for more than ten years,” 
Professor Rocher points out. ‘‘This 
now deep-seated tradition has made 
the task of starting up this project a 
good deal easier. The fact that each 
of us has become more and more 
familiar with the languages, 
approaches and methodologies of 
other disciplines has made it 
possible for us to get to work that 
much quicker.” 

To be conducted over a period of 
30 months, the research will yield 
sociological and legal articles on the 
subject, and will end with the 
publication of a summary report 
containing recommendations on the 
nature and content of the legal and 


non-legal regulations which the 
research team considers most 
desirable for governing the 
acquisition and use of new 
medical technologies. 


Women and Work: 
The Double Reality 


One of the great social paradoxes of 
our era involves the massive influx 
of women into the workforce and, 
concomitantly, the reinforcement of 
inequality in both employment and 
family responsibilities. Marianne 
Kempeneers, Assistant Professor in 
the Department of Sociology at the 
University of Montreal, began a 
research project in January 1989 
which is intended to go to the heart 
of the paradox and, also, to identify 
the mechanisms that would permit 
women to escape this dilemma. Her 
research is being funded through a 
Strategic research grant. 

In 1980 the participation rate of 
women in the Canadian workforce 
exceeded 50 per cent of its total. The 
majority of economic and socio- 
logical studies concerning the 
conditions for women workers have 
all established the same conclusions: 
the.remarkable advancement in the 
total level of female activity in the 
workforce is not at all accompanied 
by a betterment in the actual 
conditions of work for women. The 
majority of female workers remain in 
traditional jobs. One-quarter of these 
women work part-time, while those 
who work full-time have annual 
salaries equal to only 64 per cent of 
what men earn. On the other hand, 
the stereotypes steadfastly remain in 
the domestic sphere. According to a 
recent study, women continue to 
carry out 75 per cent of the 
household duties. 

“To make a decisive advance in 
our understanding of the paradoxical 
dynamic of women’s work, it is 
necessary to examine in depth the 
interruptions of work characteristic 
of women’s careers,”’ states the 
researcher. ‘This question requires a 
precise ‘superimposition’ of the 
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calendars of activity for women with 
the period of fecundity. It is 
necessary to know when and in 
which contexts the family respons- 
ibilities become a real handicap in the 
pursuit of active employment for 
certain categories of female workers, 
and which types of employment 
permit and which do not permit 
certain categories of mothers without 
interrupting their active careers.” 

This research project aims to 
develop a method of analysis and 
interpretation of statistical data 
concerning the phenomenon of the 
interruption of work for women, in 
its interaction with the transforma- 
tions of the family unit and in 
particular with fecundity. The 
method is based on the concept of 
reproduction (human reproduction 
and social reproduction) resulting 
from and referring to, at the same 
time, materialist demography, 
economic sociology and feminist 
sociology of work. 

The approach has three comple- 
mentary objectives: to make a precise 
description of the absences and 
returns that women effected 
continually between the family and 
the labour market, between 1950 and 
1988; to identify the explanatory 
factors of the multiple moves and, 
more precisely, to identify the 
respective impacts of the factors 
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related to the family and those 
related to the labour market; and, 
finally, to define, on this basis, a 
certain number of recommendations 
which could be used by Statistics 
Canada to adapt the processing of 
the official statistics, which are 
regularly produced on the active 
(work) population, to the reality of 
feminine behaviour. 

‘‘A thorough analysis of the 
mechanisms of interaction between 
the salaried activity of women and 
fecundity appears indispensible 
for understanding contemporary 
mechanisms of discrimination 
against women,’ notes 
Dr. Kempeneers. ‘‘In a sense, this 
research constitutes a first on a 
Canadian scale, the first analysis 
of national statistics on women’s 
work integrating from the very start 
the double reality of this work 
(salaried and familial) and taking 
account the dynamic aspect of 
its transformations.”’

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When Everything is 
Changing... 


As promised, this issue of SSHRC 
News focuses on recent reforms to 
two of Council's most important 
programs: the Research Grants 
program and the Strategic Grants 
program. It is intended to 
complement other initiatives under- 
taken by Council to ensure that the 
full scope of the reforms is publicised 
widely among our clientele. 

In the first three months of this 
year, Council officers gave 
information sessions on the revised 
programs at most universities across 
Canada. During these sessions, a 
number of common questions and 
concerns were raised by the research 
community. We are pleased to outline 
these questions here, together with 
the basic responses given, for the 
benefit of those who could not attend 
or simply wish to refresh their 
memories. 

May and June mark the final leg of 
this information campaign, when 
Council representatives will attend 
two major conferences: the ACFAS 
meeting and the Learned Societies 
Conference. Additional sessions 
scheduled there will give interested 
scholars another chance to learn 
more about this important reorienta- 
tion of the Research and Strategic 
Grants programs. 

This issue also contains an inter- 
view with Fernande Saint-Martin, the 
1989 Molson Prize winner for the 
social sciences and humanities. As 
she explains so well, the social 
sciences are going through a difficult 
phase with critical implications for 
their future. They must quickly 


adjust to a number of profound 


changes taking place in the world, 
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and in particular, to the advent of a 
global knowledge-based society 
being ushered in by a fundamental 
restructuring of the world economic 
and technological order. At the same 
time, they must convince govern- 
ments of the urgent need to invest 
more rigorously in the social sciences 
and humanities if Canadian society is 
to evolve in a balanced way and 
avoid the dangers of too narrow a 
focus on technological innovation 
alone. 

Addressing these challenges 
effectively has been at the centre of 
the SSHRC’s concerns for the past 
few years. The Council has been 
striving, with the help of the 
scholarly community, to identify how 
best to ensure a strong and vital 
future for social sciences and 
humanities research in Canada. It 
was in this context that the Council 
established the two committees - the 
Research Grants Review Committee 
(Courtney Committee) and the Second 
Task Force on Priorities (Paquet 
Committee) - which reviewed and 
made recommendations on how to 
improve the SSHRC’s research 
support programs. 

In revising these programs, we 
have kept in mind several major 
concerns: the need to recognise that 
research is becoming increasingly 
competitive on a global scale, and 
that we urgently need to ensure 
continuing support for our most 
productive researchers in the social 
sciences and humanities; the need to 
broaden our research methods and 
structures in ways which will 
enhance Canada’s national research 
capacity in our disciplines; the need 
to provide training and support for 
the development of a new generation 
of highly qualified social scientists 
and humanists; and the need to 
promote broader awareness of the 
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important contributions of the 
human sciences to policy formulation 
and social development. 

It seems clear that the best way to 
adjust successfully to change is to 
carry forward those things from the 
past which have worked well and to 
add on new elements, as required, to 
respond to emerging circumstances. 
This is the basic principle Council has 
adhered to in shaping the program 
reforms. The directions we have set 
for the year 2000 are based on our 
proven traditions of quality and 
excellence in supporting research in 
the human sciences. Council believes 
that it is by building on our solid 
achievements that we can provide the 
most effective support for the 
promotion of social sciences and 
humanities research in the years 
ahead. 

The visits by our staff to the 
universities and the many meeetings 
I have had with groups and repre- 
sentatives from the academic 
community have indicated to me that 
our clientele is in basic accord with 
this approach. The same basic

principle has been applied in the 
development of our Strategic Plan for 
the 1990s which will be available for 
distribution this Fall. In the 
meantime, the SSHRC is concen- 
trating on pushing ahead with the 
program reforms, and on behalf of 
everyone at the Council, I would like 
to thank all members of our 
community for their part in helping 
the process go well.

Everything You Wanted 
to Know about the 
Reform of the Strategic 
Grants Program... 


What are the major aspects of 
this reform? 

The reorientation of the Strategic 
Grants program essentially affects 
thematic research. The key changes 
include an emphasis on multi- 
disciplinary and group approaches to 
research, in order to more 
adequately reflect the complexity of 
contemporary issues; the promotion 
of partnerships with various private 
and public sector agencies, for the 
purpose of tackling research 
problems of mutual interest; and the 
establishment of a more vigorous 
policy for the dissemination of 
research results, in order to bring the 
scholarly product to the users of the 
research and to demonstrate its 
relevance to policy formulation. 

How are these new orientations 
expressed concretely? 

By the reformulation of certain 
themes and the launching of one new 
theme, the adoption of new funding 
formulas and the establishment of 
joint initiatives between the SSHRC 
and other agencies. 

Do these changes come into effect 
this year? 

The reforms have been in effect 
since April 1990. To give scholars all 
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the time they need to file applications 
that take into account the new 
orientations, the Council has set two 
deadlines for this year: April 1, 1990 
for results to be announced in 
September 1990, and October 15, 
1990 for results to be announced in 
March 1991. After 1990, there will be 
one deadline only: October 15. 

Which strategic themes have been 
retained? 

Five themes are in effect. Two 
have existed for several years: 
“Education and Work ina 
Changing Society”’ and ‘‘Women 
and Work’’. Two themes have been 
reformulated: ‘‘The Human Context 
of Science and Technology”’, which is 
now entitled ‘‘Science and 
Technology Policy in Canada’’, and 
‘‘Managing the Organisation in 
Canada’, which has become 
‘“‘Managing for Global Competitive- 
ness’’. Finally, an entirely new 
theme, ‘‘Applied Ethics’’, has been 
launched to respond to an urgent 
need for research in such fields as 
biomedical ethics, corporate/business 
ethics and environmental ethics. 

What is the duration of a thematic 
program and how does the Council 
verify its relevance? 

The thematic programs are, by 
definition, programs of limited 
duration. The established principle is 
to develop a solid research base on 
issues considered to be of national 
interest. Furthermore, given its 
financial resources, the Council has 
set a five-year limit on new themes. 
After the third year, each theme will 
be evaluated in order to determine 
whether the intended goals are being 
achieved and whether some 
readjustments are required. This 
assessment will now be done in the 
framework of a symposium bringing 
together scholars and experts from 
the public, private and community 
sectors. If an extension is deemed 
necessary, the thematic program may 
be extended a further three years for 
a total duration of eight years. 

What are the new types of support 

Sor thematic research? 

There are four types of assistance: 
strategic research grants for 
projects favouring multidisciplinary 
approaches (up to $100,000 a year 
and up to $250,000 for three years); 
assistance for the formation of 


multidisciplinary strategic research 
networks for researchers engaged in 
collaborative research activities (up 
to $40,000); funding of up to 
$15,000 for research workshops 
providing a forum for the dissemina- 
tion of research results, the 
examination of specific research 
topics, the delineation of research 
questions and needs, or the 
elaboration of methodologies; and 
partnership development grants of 
up to $5,000 to enable scholars to 
explore and form official links with 
possible research partners. 

In view of the new thematic 
program orientations, what will 
happen to individual applications? 

For all thematic programs, 
selection committees will now give 
priority to projects and activities of a 
multidisciplinary nature, or those 
undertaken by a group of two or 
more scholars. However, individual 
applications will continue to be taken 
into consideration if the proposed 
research appears to contribute in a 
particularly significant way to the 
development of a theme. 

What ts the exact meaning of the 
importance given to partnerships? 

The Council is encouraging the 
establishment of research partner- 
ships between academic researchers 
and public and private sector 
organisations in order to enhance the 
usefulness and relevance to society 
of thematic research. For this reason, 
applications for research grants, 
networks and workshops that 
involve a partnership will be given 
priority over applications of equiva- 
lent value without partnerships. 

What is the role of a public or 
private sector partner? 

A partner is involved in all phases 
of the project, from its conception 
and implementation to the dissemina- _ 
tion of the research results. A partner - 
may provide unlimited monetary 
assistance but their participation 
may also take the form of a loan of 
premises, equipment, access to 
experts, the staff of the organisation, | 
or its various contacts and networks. | 
Above all, the Council favours a 
flexible approach in using 
partnerships, which opens the door 
to collaboration with the community 
sector and partners abroad. This 
flexibility should enable scholars 


from small as well as large 
universities to find suitable 
partnership formulas. 

What is meant by @ ‘‘more 
vigorous policy of disseminating 
research results’’? 

It means that applicants will have 
to formally present, in their grant 
application, a description of the 
measures that will be taken to 
circulate the results of their research. 
They will now be able to allocate up 
to 10 per cent of the total value of 


_ their grant for this purpose. 


Isn't the priority given to 
partnerships, interdisciplinary or 
group research a problem, if not a 
disadvantage, for disciplines in the 
humanities? 

The extremely flexible approach 


_ adopted by the Council should enable 
- teams of scholars in all disciplines - 
- social sciences and humanities alike 


- to submit applications that involve 
original formulas corresponding to 
these new orientations and to their 
respective approaches. The new 


_ theme dealing with Applied Ethics, 

_ for example, fits within an inter- 

_ disciplinary research pursuit that 
_tuns through the social sciences and 


humanities, as well as the medical 


_ sciences and engineering. Thematic 


research is first and foremost directed 


_ toward contemporary issues that 


appear urgent to Canadian society. It 
inevitably opens the way to new 


- modes of scholarship appropriate for 
-acomplex reality. 


How does the new joint initiatives 


_ program fit within the thematic 


programs as a whole? 

The joint initiatives program is 
guided by all of the new orientations 
adopted for thematic research. It is 
essentially a partnership program 
between the SSHRC (not individual 


_ researchers) and public or private 


sector collaborators. Thus, the joint 
initiatives program is primarily an 
initiative of the Council. Under this 
new program, the Council will 
identify a joint research project in 
conjunction with partners from 
government agencies, private corpora- 
tions or community organisations. 
The program has two key concepts: 
the identified research field must 
correspond to what the SSHRC 
considers to be a national priority, 
and must be defined so as to promote 
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multidisciplinary research. The 
Council assumes the leadership and 
administration of the program. 
Financially, the principle of equal 
partnership between the SSHRC and 
its partner should prevail in so far as 
this is possible. Two joint agree- 
ments have already been signed with 
the NSERC and other projects are 
being discussed with, among others, 
Northern Telecom, Indian and 
Northern Affairs Canada, Health and 
Welfare Canada, and the federal 
department of Justice. 

How can a researcher or a@ group 
of researchers apply for a grant 
under the joint initiatives program? 

Once the Council has finalised the 
negotiation of a joint research 
initiative with a partner, a program is 
announced and a competition 
launched in a specific field. 
Individual scholars or research 
groups may not apply directly to the 
joint initiatives program: they apply 
only when a competition has been 
launched in the context of a joint 
initiative specifically negotiated by 
the Council. The program will offer 
the four types of grants available 
under the thematic programs, along 
with any other form of support 
judged appropriate for the research 
field. Applications will be subject to 
peer evaluation, in the same manner 
as for all other research support 
programs of the SSHRC. The external 
partners will be invited to participate 
in the evaluation of applications. 


...and about the reform of the 
Research Grants Program 

What are the major changes 
resulting from the review of this 
program? 

The two most important changes 
have to do with the Council’s 
decision to reorient the evaluation 
process and to integrate support for 
the training of future researchers into 
the general objectives of the 
program. This new policy will come 
into effect for the October 1990 
competition. The Council has also 
changed the formula for General 
Research Grants (GRG) and its policy 
for awarding research time stipends. 
(Please see other newsletter articles.) 

Why has this substantive 
reorientation of the Research Grants 
program been undertaken? 


Research is being carried out 
today in a period characterised by an 
explosion of communications tech- 
niques leading to a more and more 
extensive internationalisation of 
scholarship and the breaking down 
of economic boundaries. One of the 
effects of these developments is 
intensified competition among 
scholars of all countries. In this 
context the Council has judged that it 
is vitally important to support the 
competitiveness of its scholars 
through policies designed to reward 
the performance and excellence of the 
best, ensuring them continued, 
flexible funding while simplifying 
administrative procedures and 
encouraging the training of highly 
qualified researchers in the social 
sciences and humanities. 

Is the reoriented evaluation 
process radically changed? 

The basic principle, assessment by 
one’s peers, continues to be the 
essential element. However, the 
application evaluation criteria are 
changing completely: instead of 
being centred on projects, as in the 
past, the evaluation will focus on the 
applicant’s previous achievements 
and on the proposed research 
program. The new evaluation scale 
will be as follows: 70 per cent for the 
applicant's previous achievements 
and 30 per cent for the research 
program. 

What is a program of research? 
Under the new regulations, the 
Council no longer refers to short-term 

detailed research projects. Instead, 
we talk about ‘‘programs of 
research”, since scholarly activities 
will be planned for a period of three 
years in the context of a research 
proposition describing, in very 
general terms, the objectives, 
theoretical perspectives, metho- 
dological approaches, significance of 
the program with respect to the 
applicant's record of research 
achievement, budget, and the plan 
for disseminating the research results. 

With these new rules promoting 
productivity, won't the criteria for 
evaluating the scholar’s previous 
research achievements threaten to 
put quantity before quality? 

In evaluating an applicant’s 
productivity or research achieve- 
ments, the selection committees will 
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take into account, in particular, the 
quality of the publications record, 
overall contribution to the 
advancement of research in the 
scholar’s field, and the applicant's 
career Stage. Many criteria have been 
adopted and the question of quality 
is just as important, if not more 
important, than quantity. The new 
Guide for Applicants describes these 
criteria in more detail. Of course the 
Council is aware that this criteria list 
may possibly be improved. However, 
the grid that has been established 
should make possible a high quality 
selection. Moreover, the care taken in 
forming selection committees 
composed of top notch experts will 
be a major and decisive factor in 
achieving the anticipated excellence. 

What will happen to scholars who 
are beginning their careers? 

They will be assessed under the 
‘new scholar”’ category. In their 
case, the evaluation scale will be 
reversed, that is, 70 per cent will be 
allocated to the proposed research 
program and 30 per cent to previous 
research achievements. The Council 
has also decided to set aside a 
minimum of 10 per cent of the 
program budget for this category of 
scholars. This ceiling may eventually 
be raised, according to the percentage 
of applications from new scholars 
among the total demand. 

How ts the ‘‘new scholar”’ 
category defined? 

In very general terms, this 
category includes applicants at the 
outset of their careers who are unable 
to provide a well-established record 
of previous research achievements. 
Applicants eligible for inclusion in 
this category will have obtained their 
highest degree less than five years 
prior to the competition deadline or 
will have held a tenure-track position 
in a university for less than five 
years, or a non-tenure track univer- 
sity position. Applicants whose 
careers have been slowed down, 
interrupted or delayed for family 
reasons may apply as a ‘‘new 
scholar’’. These applicants should 
not previously have been the 
principal investigator in a project 
supported by a standard or strategic 
grant from the Council. 

What evaluation criteria will be 
used for applications from beginning 
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scholars who now hold their first 
standard or strategic grant from the 
Council? 

The Council has provided a 
transition period for these scholars. 
They will be included in the ‘“‘new 
scholar’ category if the other criteria 
in that category apply to them. This 
exceptional provision covers begin- 
ning scholars who have obtained a 
standard or strategic research grant 
for 1989-90 and 1990-91. 

Doesn't the emphasis on scholars’ 
careers risk giving an elitist 
character to the program, to the 
detriment of women, for example, 
whose university careers follow a 
less traditional course than those 
of men? 

To avoid this problem the Council 
has adopted two important provi- 
sions. As mentioned earlier, it has 
established a ‘‘new scholar’’ category 
with a very flexible definition and 
has clearly indicated in the Guide for 
Applicants the importance it gives to 
the notion of career stage. This 
means that the selection committees 
will have to take into account the 
career stage of a scholar and the 
particular context of his or her 
professional progress. A scholar’s 
performance is therefore not assessed 
in terms of the number of years that 
have been accumulated in his or her 
career, but in terms of the scholar’s 
potential at the various stages of a 
career. Within this perspective, it is 
clear that it will not necessarily be 
scholars at the peak of their career 
path who will benefit, but rather 
those whose research efforts are 
outstanding and significant, regard- 
less of whether they are at the 
beginning, the middle or the peak of 
their career. 

What measures are being taken to 
lighten the administrative burden for 
a grantholder? 

In the first place, the preparation 
of a grant application will be greatly 
simplified. A research program, as 
defined in the Guide for Applicants, 
will cover a three-year period. 
Accordingly, the description of the 
research program will outline the 
general aspects of the research 
proposal, rather than describing an 
extremely detailed short-term 
project, as was previously the case. 
Secondly, the award will be a block 


grant, allowing the scholar to divide 
the research costs as he or she 
wishes over the three years of the 
grant. Finally, the scholar will now 
have a single productivity report to 
produce, at the end of the research 
program. 

Why has support for the training 
of future researchers been 
incorporated into the general 
objectives of the Research Grants 
program? 

The Council is convinced that the 
future generations of scholars have 
everything to gain from participating 
in the research programs of senior 
scholars. You can’t become a 
blacksmith without operating the 
forge, as the saying goes. It is worth 
reiterating that research has a crucial 
pedagogical function in the training 
of highly qualified scholars. The 
Council has therefore not only incor- 
porated the training of future 
researchers into the program’s 
general objectives, but it has also 
established that one of the criteria for 
assessing an applicant’s ‘‘previous 
achievements”’ will be his or her 
contributions to training future 
scholars in the social sciences and 
humanities. The new Guide for 
Applicants clearly indicates, 
furthermore, that this objective 
covers students at all levels of 
university, from undergraduate to 
doctoral studies. In this way, 
scholars from the smaller universities 
will not be disadvantaged by the new 
regulations. 

The selection committees for this 
program will now include an 
interdisciplinary committee. Does 
this mean that interdisciplinary 
research ts going to dominate the 
program, as ts the case for the 
Strategic Grants program? 

Not at all. In most cases, 
applications to the Research Grants 
program come from individual 
scholars. Under the new system, 
individual research retains its 
importance. The establishment of an 


interdisciplinary committee, however, — 


will help to ensure that inter- 
disciplinary research programs are 
evaluated appropriately. 


New Guidelines for 
Research Time Stipends 


In evaluating the relevance of SSHRC 
funding programs to current research 
requirements, Council has recently 
reviewed the purpose of research 
time stipends. The Council believes 
that carrying out research is part of 
the basic role of university faculty 
and that the universities should 
enable scholars to devote a certain 
portion of their time to research 
activities. The Council's contribution 
is to complement the universities’ 
efforts by providing the means for 
additional research time, where this 
is shown to be necessary. 

The demand for SSHRC research 
time stipends has risen sharply since 
they were first introduced in 1981. 
This has meant that, over the years, 
an increased proportion of the total 
grants budget has gone to this 
funding component. In a time of 
severe budget constraint, it has been 
necessary to weigh the value of 
stipends against the value of 
allotting more funds to non- 
stipendiary research costs. 

At the recommendation of its 
Program Committee, Council has 
adopted certain more stringent 
guidelines and criteria for awarding 
stipends in both the Research Grants 
and Strategic Grants programs. 

As of the April 1990 competition, 
the key rules governing research time 
stipends are: 
¢ a maximum of $27,000 may be 
requested by principal and/or co- 
investigators within any three-year 
period and may constitute all or part 
of an application; 
© stipends may not be transferred to 
other research costs, nor may 
research funds be converted to 
stipends; 

* stipends are regarded as a contri- 
bution to teaching replacement costs 
and not necessarily as full coverage 
for replacement; 

¢ researchers on sabbatical leave are 
not eligible for stipends. 

Stipends will be awarded for 
specific activities only. These include 
data collection, field work, or 
research analysis and writing which 
can neither be delegated by the 
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principal investigator nor accommo- 
dated within the regular teaching- 
research schedule. In all cases, 
applicants requesting a stipend must 
demonstrate that without it, it would 
be impossible to undertake the 
proposed research program. 
Complete guidelines for research 
time stipends are provided in the new 
SSHRC Grants: Guide for Applicants. 


New Funding Formula 


for General Research 
Grants 


Council has recently adopted a 
revised funding formula for the 
General Research Grants (GRG) 
program, based on consultation with 
the universities. Council believes that 
this new formula better balances the 
various elements of the program: 
encouragement and support of 
university human sciences research, 
rewards for excellence, and the need 
for a minimum level of guaranteed 
research funding. 

Beginning in 1990-91, 
participating universities will receive 
a $50 per capita amount for each 
human sciences faculty member, plus 
a payment calculated on the average 
total value of grants awarded to a 
university’s researchers in the 
previous three years of Research and 
Strategic Grants competitions. The 
rates for this calculation are: 23 per 
cent of the first $100,000 awarded; 
20 per cent of the next $400,000 
awarded; and 14 per cent of the 
remainder. A minimum $2,000 grant 
will be guaranteed to every eligible 
institution. 

In 1990-91, the GRG program will 
distribute just under $5 million 
among 81 institutions. This figure 
represents 17 per cent of the total 
Research Grants budget for the year. 

The GRG program helps universi- 
ties to continue to create and 
maintain a solid base of research and 
research-related activities. 
Universities use this money to hold 
competitions to which their own 
faculty members may apply for 
modest research awards.

More Flexibility under 


the Aid to Small 
Universities Program 


At its meeting in December 1989, 
Council approved a revised program 
design for the Aid to Small 
Universities (ASU) program. The new 
design follows a formal evaluation of 
the program and Council 
consultations with small universities 
last Autumn. 

Since its inception, the ASU 
program has provided annual grants 
valued at approximately $25,000 
each to more than 20 eligible 
institutions. The revised program will 
encourage focused development of 
research capacity in small universi- 
ties, which are defined as having no 
more than 250 faculty members. An 
important aspect of the new program 
is flexibility for universities to tailor 
their development strategy to their 
own needs and priorities and to 
concentrate on research areas in 
which they have expertise. 

There will be a transitional 
measure for universities with fewer 
than 200 eligible faculty members. 
Since these universities will see a 
reduction in their grants under the 
new guidelines, each will be awarded 
a minimum grant of $20,000 per 
annum over the next three years. 
Another special feature of the 
program is a supplement for institu- 
tions located more than 80km away 
from any other university operating 
in the same language. The value of 
the supplement will be 25 per cent of 
a university’s ASU grant. 

Three-year grants will be awarded 
to between 21 and 31 universities 
under this program, for which the 
1990-91 budget is $596,000. 
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New Applicant Guide for 
SSHRC Research 
Programs 


The SSHRC has just released a new 
guide for applicants describing the 
programs administered by the 
Council’s Research Grants, Strategic 
Grants, and Research Communication 
and International Relations divisions. 
The guide provides full details on the 
revised program regulations, applica- 
tion, evaluation and adjudication 
procedures for every SSHRC research 
granting competition in 1990. 

This is the first time that all of 
Council’s research programs have 
been gathered under one cover. We 
hope that this new format will make 
it easier for scholars and university 
research officers to plan and 
administer their research activities 
funded through grants from the 
SSHRC. 

Information about the SSHRC’s 
fellowships programs is contained in 
a separate guide which will be 
available in the summer.

Government Finally 
Funds Centre of 
Excellence on Aging 


A new Network of Centres of 
Excellence for promoting indepen- 
dence and productivity in an aging 
society has just been awarded a 

$5 million grant under the federal 
government's Networks of Centres of 
Excellence program. 

The Network on Independence and 
Productivity had been recommended 
for funding under the $240 million 
Networks program by the 
International Peer Review Committee 
last Autumn. The federal govern- 
ment, however, did not announce the 
funding at that time. 

The award granted to the Network 
totals $5 million over five years. 
Contributions in the amount of 
$1 million each will come from the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council, the Medical Research 
Council, Health and Welfare Canada, 
and the federal Network for Centres 
of Excellence program. 

Under the terms of this program, 
each Network is to devise projects 
that will boost Canada’s performance 
in science and technology and the 


country’s involvement in long-term 
basic and applied research; develop 
world-class engineers and scientists; 
pass on to industry new technical 
knowledge gained; and begin a new 
era of collaboration and ‘‘net- 
working’’ between researchers at 
different institutions and companies 
across the country. 

The newly approved Network will 
be headed by Dr. Victor Marshall at 
the University of Toronto. All told, 
more than 24 researchers from 
11 Canadian universities will be 
involved, along with industrial 
participants from such groups as the 
Aging and Rehabilitation Product 
Development Centre in Winnipeg, 
and Corporate Health Consultants in 
Mississauga. The Network’s research 
will focus on products and services 
for older Canadians, the impact of 
care-giving for the elderly on 
occupations and performance, and 
environmental factors in cognitive 
performance and independence for 
older people. 

The Council is pleased that, in 
announcing this new Network (after 
considerable urging by the SSHRC), 
the federal government has recog- 
nised that the social sciences and 
humanities have a very important 
contribution to make to the inter- 
national competitiveness of Canada | 
and to the well-being of its citizens. —

A Question of Balance: 
Major Editorial Grants 
in Context 


Since 1978 the SSHRC has been the 
major supporter of many of Canada’s 
very best scholarly editorial projects. 
These projects are funded under the 
Major Research Grants program, and 
form one component of the larger 
research-funding strategy adminis- 
tered by the Council’s Research 
Grants Division. As such, major 
editorial projects are allotted a 
certain portion of the research grants 
budget in accordance with overall 
demand and the priorities carefully 
set out by Council in a time of fiscal 
restraint. 

The necessity of balancing 
support for established landmark 
Canadian research, on the one hand, 
and for the encouragement of new 
projects, on the other hand, has been 
and continues to be an arduous 
challenge for the Council. 

Over the last ten years, Council 
has witnessed an increasing demand 
for Council support for these 
important but very costly editorial 
projects. The budget has scarcely 
grown in real terms, however, and 
Council must redouble its efforts to 
make the best use of limited funds in 
these difficult times. 

In an attempt to find a solution 
that would facilitate a fair 
distribution of funds and would also 
be appropriate for scholarship, 
Council consulted institutions (those 
which would be most affected by 
changes to the current program) 
about funding strategies and the 
Possibility of capping annual grants 
for all editorial projects. 

After considerable discussion at 
its December meeting, Council 
decided that, as of 1990-91, Major 
Research Grants, including major 
editorial grants, will be limited to a 
maximum of $500,000 per project 
per annum. The effect of this policy 
upon Canadian scholarship will be 
closely monitored. 
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SSHRC Grants Budget: 
1990-91 and Beyond 


We are pleased to say that the 
SSHRC’s 1990-91 budget submission 
to Parliament has been accepted 
without alteration. The Council, 
along with the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council and the 
Medical Research Council, were 
fortunate not to have had their 
program funds cut in the recently 
tabled federal budget, which imposed 
significant reductions on a number of 
departments and agencies. We 
consider this an encouraging sign 
that the government recognises the 
importance of research in Canada and 
of the role of the granting councils in 
facilitating scholarly activities.

available for this year totals approxi- 
mately $82 million. At its December 
meeting, Council approved the 
following allocations: in 1990-91, 
Research Grants programs (including 
Standard and Major Research Grants, 
as well as General Research Grants) 
will receive 48.6 per cent of the 
budget; Strategic Grants programs, 
including infrastructure support, will 
have 13.7 per cent of the budget; 29.7 
per cent will go to human resources 
development; support for research 
communication will be maintained at 
7.4 per cent; and the budget for 
international relations will be 
reduced from 1.6 per cent to 0.6 per 
cent, largely because of the transfer 
of the Travel to International 
Scholarly Conferences program to the 
General Research Grants program. 


It is not yet clear what will happen 
when the government’s Matching 
Funds Policy ends next year. The 
SSHRC’s 1990-91 grants budget of 
$82 million includes $18 million 
through this Policy. However, 
Matching Funds are not included in 
the Council’s base budget and are not 
guaranteed after this fiscal year. The 
SSHRC President is continuing 
discussions with Secretary of State 
Gerry Weiner and his government 
colleagues on this subject. 

To put things into perspective, 
since 1978-79 the grants budget of 
the Council has risen from about $37 
million to its present level of 
approximately $82 million, but after 
adjustments for inflation and other 
costs, the real value of the SSHRC 
budget has hardly changed during 
this time. What has not remained the 
same, but has greatly risen, is the 
level of demand for social sciences 
and humanities research funds, the 
number of full-time human sciences 
faculty in our universities, and the 
percentage that that number of 
faculty members represents, com- 
pared to figures for other university 
disciplines. Although the SSHRC’s 
clientele represents 55 per cent of all 
full-time university faculty in 
Canada, the SSHRC receives only 12 
per cent of the total budget provided 
for the three research granting 
councils. 

The Council has repeatedly 
brought this situation to the 
government’s attention. It has also 
noted that the percentage of Canada’s 
gross domestic expenditures spent 
on research and development in the 
social sciences and humanities has 
decreased from 12.5 per cent in 1971 
to 6.8 per cent in 1989, despite the 
fact that the private sector demand 
for graduates in our disciplines has 
continued to rise in the same period. 
If Canadians are to fill these private 
sector jobs, it is clear that the 
government must invest much more 
in training the next generation of 
researchers for a variety of 
professions requiring superior skill. 
This need for training has been 
strongly argued in the SSHRC 
Strategic Plan, which we will high- 
light in our next SSHRC News.

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Fernande Saint-Martin, 
winner of the 
Molson Prize 


Madame Fernande Saint-Martin, 
professor of Art History at the 
University of Quebec at Montreal, is 
the winner of Canada Council’s 1989 
Molson Prize in social sciences and 
humanities. The $50,000 prize was 
presented to her in Montreal on 
November 22, 1989, by Dr. Paule 
Leduc, President of the SSHRC and 
co-chair of the selection committee. 
As a writer, scholar, museologist and 
professor, Madame Saint-Martin has 
a career profile that is unusual both 
for its varied nature and its pre- 
eminence. As a journalist, she began 
working at La Presse in 1954. In the 
1960s, she founded the French 
edition of Chatelaine magazine. She 
is also well-known in the arts 
community for her many publica- 
tions which have won international 
recognition, particularly in the area 
of visual semiology. From 1972 to 
1977 she was head of the Musée d’art 
contemporain in Montreal. Her 
accomplishments have been acknow- 
ledged in many prizes and awards 
over the years. For example, in 1988 
she received the Prix André- 
Laurendeau, awarded by the 
Association canadienne-francaise 
pour l’avancement des sciences 
(ACFAS) in recognition of her 
exceptional contribution to research 
in the social sciences and humanities. 
SSHRC News was fortunate to inter- 
view Madame Saint-Martin about her 
views on the future of the social 
sciences and the humanities. We are 
pleased to present excerpts here: 

SSHRC News: During the 1950s 
and 1960s the social sciences and 
humanities were at the centre of 
political and social thinking about 
the future of our societies. Have they 
lost ground since then? 

F. S-M: We can, indeed, speak of a 
genuine eclipse. The last 20 years 
have been years of technological 
discourse. It was hoped that 
technological progress would facili- 
tate human relations and accelerate 
the circulation of information among 
societies, the generations of the 
global village. But it is now 


acknowledged that this has not 
happened. We know that you can 
have all the technology you want but 
these technologies will not resolve 
the problems of society and culture 
that confront us. The ecological 
crisis, the crisis of the family, the 
crisis of values are, for example, 
some of the preoccupying problems 
that technology cannot solve. 

On the other hand, the human 
sciences are themselves in crisis. I 
have no hesitation in saying that the 
disarray is obvious at the conceptual 
level. Social evolution has become so 
rapid and all-encompassing that it 
has exploded both the old popular 
beliefs and the theoretical references. 
We have only to look at what is 
happening in Eastern Europe to see 
to what extent the great social 
theories underlying thinking in the 
social sciences and humanities since 
the turn of the century are, so to 
speak, being definitively challenged.

SSHRC News: In one sense you 
are saying that the human sciences 
are more indispensable than ever but 
that, on the other hand, they no 
longer have the theoretical rigour | 
which would enable them to confront — 
the new social reality? | 

F. S-M: Everything has changed 
and everything has to be analysed. 
The social sciences and humanities 
have an enormous job to do. They 
must evolve with society and adapt 
to the new reality of individuals. The | 
family unit, relationships between 
the sexes, all of the modes of social 


production have been transformed. 
The social sciences and humanities 
can no longer advance on the basis 
of their old presuppositions. They 
must review all assumptions, define 
new foundations and new ways of 
describing reality. And this enormous 
effort of describing reality is neces- 
sary in all sectors. Scholars need to 
come down to earth and see how 
people are actually living and what 
their mode of social functioning is. 

SSHRC News: You are raising the 
- whole issue of the relevance of 
scientific thinking in the social 
sciences and humanities... 

F. S-M: We are living in a time of 
urgency. Society has a pressing need 
for new ways of thinking about life. 
Once again, the example of Eastern 
Europe shows us that it is all very 
well to have all this technological 
and economic progress, but it is all 
jeopardised when individuals are not 
incorporated, when they do not 
accept the goals that have been set 
and they drop out. Social coherence 
is essential, and the Japanese model 
is the best example of this. 

SSHRC News: But to what degree 
is this urgency felt by governments? 

F. S-M: Investments in research in 
the social sciences and humanities 
are as indispensable as investments 
in the ‘technological turn’. But I am 
fairly pessimistic in this regard. In 
the 1960s, reflection on the major 
issues in society was taken for 
granted, and governments thought it 
important to invest in our research 
areas. Then they stopped, and the 
change is striking. This is why 
human science scholars have no 
choice: they must appeal to 
governments and remind them of the 
importance of the kind of thinking 
that permits us to identify the 
problematic issues for the future of 
society, the social impact of the 
disintegration of the old religious and 
community affiliations, the great 
isolation of individuals, both women 
and men, and above all of children in 
the new reality of the family. They 
must articulate the new problems 
and point out to governments how 
acute they are. The task is not to 
impose models but to help societies 
know where they are going and 
where the social shifts, that are 
critical for their future, are located. 
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SSHRC News: If the conceptual 
work to be done appears enormous, 
isn’t this also because the social 
reality that must be analysed is of an 
unprecedented complexity? 

F. S-M: It means in particular that 
we must turn the old approaches 
upside down. To comprehend the 
new social reality, the multi- 
disciplinary approach is now 
mandatory. And it must be clearly 
recognised that this is an uncomfort- 
able position for the scholar to be in; 
it is an approach that demands 
audacity and creates great 
intellectual insecurity. Traditionally, 
the scholar did whatever he had to do 
within the confines of his 
specialisation and drew great 
intellectual satisfaction from it. 
When he takes the multidisciplinary 
route, he is to some degree 
navigating by sight: he must grasp 
the implications of new 
methodologies that are the product of 
other disciplines, take new theories 
into account, and determine what 


relevance they may have to his own 


field of research. 

SSHRC News: This is somewhat 
like the researcher of the third type 
that the French philosopher Michel 
Serres is seeking... 

F. S-M: What Michel Serres and 
also Jean Petitot in France are saying 
is that there is an entirely new 
situation in the area of knowledge. 
Rather than multidisciplinary 
studies, it would be more appropriate 
to speak of the need for a mullti- 
methodology. The issue is not one of 
intervening in other disciplines but of 
seeing how we can use their concepts 
and theories to shed light on our own 
methodological approach. At the 
heart of the issue, there is an 
ideological crisis in scholarship that 
will transform the status of the 
scholar. A symposium should be held 
on this issue alone. There is an 
urgent need to examine how to 
establish an interaction between the 
various disciplines, and to study the 
new geographies of scholarship that 
are taking shape.

Two Prestigious 


Fellowships Awarded 


The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council has recently 
awarded two important fellowships, 
the Jules and Gabrielle Léger 
Fellowship, which is offered every 
second year, and the Bora Laskin 
National Fellowship in Human 
Rights Research, which is awarded 
annually. 

The 1990 Bora Laskin 
Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research has been awarded to 
Judith Sayers, a lawyer from 
Hobbema, Alberta, for a study 
entitled, “‘Human Rights of 
Indigenous Peoples in Canada’. The 
purpose of the Fellowship is to 
encourage multidisciplinary research 
and the development of expertise in 
the field of human rights. It is valued 
at $45,000 plus a $10,000 allowance 
for research and travel costs and is 
tenable for a period of 12 months. 

Ms. Sayers will assess the present 
human rights situation of Indigenous 
peoples in Canada to determine what 
is being done to ensure that these 
rights are effectively recognised. As 
she notes, ‘‘The human rights of 
indigenous peoples in Canada are far 
below those of other people in 
Canada in all areas, from living 
conditions, to control over our own 
lives. Our rights are being denied on 
a regular basis and great efforts must 
be made to acknowledge our human 
rights and bring them up to 
standard.”’ 

Ms. Sayers will also examine the 
concept of self-determination as it 
applies to indigenous peoples and the 
relation of individual rights to 
collective rights. She intends to 
publish the results of her research as 
widely as possible, both within 
Canada and internationally. 

Judith Sayers was educated at the 
University of British Columbia and 
Brigham Young University. She has 
worked extensively as legal counsel 
to several indigenous groups in 
Canada and has also been involved in 
human rights issues at the inter- 
national level, both at the United 
Nations and in the International 
Labour Organisation. 
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The 1990 Jules and Gabrielle 
Léger Fellowship has been awarded 
to Michael Smith, professor of 
humanities at Dawson College in 
Montreal. 

The Jules and Gabrielle Léger 
Fellowship was established in 1979 
by the Government of Canada in 
honour of Governor General Léger 
and Madame Léger. Valued at 
$40,000 plus up to $10,000 for 
research and travel costs, the 
fellowship is awarded for research 
and writing on the historical con- 
tribution of the Crown and its 
representatives, federal and 
provincial, to the political, 
constitutional, cultural, intellectual 
and social life of the country, 
including comparisons between 
Canadian and Commonwealth 


systems. 


Michael Smith 


Michael Smith will use the award 
to write a biographical study of two 
influential French-Canadians whose 
public careers were in the service of 
the British Crown. Désiré Girouard, a 
Quebec Member of Parliament from 
1878 to 1895 and later Judge of the 
Supreme Court of Canada, acted as 
Canada’s Governor General for a 
short period in 1910 during the 
absence of Earl Gray. 

Coincidentally, his son, Sir Percy 
Girouard, was in the same year 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of 
British East Africa, Kenya. Sir Percy 
began his career with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and later joined the 
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Royal Corps of Engineers in the 
British Army. He worked on the 
Dongola Expedition in 1896 and was 
put in charge of building the Sudan 
Military Railway. In 1906 he was 
appointed Governor of Northern 
Nigeria, a post for which he had been 
recommended by then-Undersecretary 
of State for Colonies, Winston 
Churchill. During this period, he was 
instrumental in constructing the 
Kano-Baro Railway and in reforming 
the land tenure laws. 

Professor Smith has undertaken 
this research because, as he notes, 
‘‘beyond the curious coincidence of 
their simultaneously representing the 
British Crown in Canada and Africa, 
the contributions of these remarkable 
men have been almost completely 
overlooked by historians.” 

Michael Smith holds degrees in 
mathematics and history. He has 
taught humanities at Dawson College 
in Montreal since 1972, interspersed 
with periods of work as a journalist 
in London (1976-77), and as the 
West Africa Regional Director for 
CUSO (1980-82). 

Another important award, the 
1989 Molson Prize for Humanities 
and Social Sciences, was recently 
offered to Fernande Saint-Martin.

In March, Secretary of State Gerry 
Weiner announced the appointment 
of Dr. Henry Bruce Macleod Best, 
Professor of History and former 
President of Laurentian University of 
Sudbury, as a member of the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council (SSHRC) for a three-year 
term. 

Dr. Best was educated at Upper 
Canada College and at the University 
of Toronto, where he received a BA in 
1956. In 1957, Laval University 
conferred upon him an MA, and later, 
in 1969, a PhD.

Between 1964 and 1969 he was 
with the Office of the President, and 
the Department of History, at York 
University. From 1969 to 1977, he 
was the Academic Association Dean 
and Acting Coordinator of Canadian 
Studies at Atkinson College. Dr. Best 
was the Chairman of the Governing 
Council of the Ontario College of Art | 
in 1973-74. He became President of 
Laurentian University in 1977, a post 
he held until 1984, and has continued 
as a History Professor since he joined 
that institution. He has alsoheld 
visiting professorships in Great 
Britain and in Israel. 

In addition to writing various 
articles, papers and book chapters, 
Dr. Best has contributed to The 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, 


and has been on various educational 
committees throughout his career. He 
has also been active in community 
service.

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A Vision for the Future: 

A Five-Year Strategy from 

The Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council 


In January 1991, the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC) released its new five-year 
strategy, entitled A Vision for the Future. The strategy 
outlines plans to focus the Council’s activities and also 
to strengthen Canada’s research capacity in the social 
sciences and humanities. 

Recognizing the numerous complex problems and 
Opportunities facing Canada and the Canadian research 
community in the next decade, the plan sets out the 
Council’s priorities for ensuring that researchers in the 


human sciences can continue to play a strong and effec- 


tive role in helping Canada meet these challenges. The 
Council’s priorities are: to increase investment in the 


training of the next generation of researchers; to develop 


and promote research structures to enhance research 
quality, productivity and relevance; and to 
ensure that research results are more 
widely disseminated so that 
they may be used to 
maximum benefit 
within all sectors of 
Canadian society. 
_ Briefly, the above 
tells you something 
about the contents of 
A Vision for the Future. 
But why are strategic 
plans so important to 
organizations such as the 
SSHRC? All organizations 
must periodically stand back 
_and reassess what they have 
accomplished so far and what 
they need to do next. This 
requires an analysis of the orga- 
nization’s activities, their means 
for achieving past successes, 
and the need to find a balance 
between the aspirations and expec- 
tations of all their client groups. 

(In the case of the SSHRC, “clients” 
include the research community, the 
public and private sectors, and the

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general public.) At the same time, such an analysis can 
only be carried out effectively if the organization has an 
understanding of the climate in which it operates. 

The overall need to reassess the Council’s activities 
and directions comes at a time when researchers’ 
demands for funding far outstrip the Council’s budget. 
In this context, the SSHRC has found it even more neces- 
sary than in previous years to streamline its programs 
and rationalize its use of granting monies. The develop- 
ment of the strategic plan has provided the Council with 
an opportunity to explore such things, and they are dis- 
cussed in A Vision for the Future. 

In addition, the plan gives the Council an excellent 


venue for demonstrating the extreme importance of 


human sciences research to Canada’s economic, social 
and cultural future. 

But there are other factors, as well, which prompt the 
creation of a strategic plan at this time. We are living in 
(continued on page 2) 
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a period of recession. Public spending is viewed by many 
Canadians with considerable scepticism, if not hostility. 
This makes it more important than ever for government 
agencies and departments to demonstrate the unques- 
tionable value of allotting them precious funds from a 
dwindling federal budget. The need to make an air-tight 
case for receiving funds is not necessarily a bad thing. 
In fact, the Council has viewed this as an opportunity to 
prove its mettle, which we believe it has done through the 
development of A Vision for the Future. Since January, the 
strategic plan has attracted a very positive response from 
the research community, private sector and provincial and 
municipal governments, and we are confident that it will 
strongly aid the Council in convincing the federal govern- 
ment of the value of investing in Canada’s future through 
the social sciences and humanities. 

In this issue of SSHRC News, we provide our readers 
with a synopsis of the strategic plan. If you would like 
to have a copy of A Vision for the Future, please write 
to us, using the address noted at the end of this article. 


Synopsis 

The purpose of A Vision for the Future is to look at the 
challenges the Council sees ahead for Canada, assess what 
this means for the social sciences and humanities, identify 
the SSHRC’s priorities for the next five years, and develop 
the strategies it will implement to put those priorities into 
effect. 


A Changing Canada: Defining Our Future 

There are a number of complex problems and opportunities 
facing Canada and the Canadian research community in 
the next decade. The profound changes our world is 
experiencing on many fronts at once demand that we 
cope, individually and collectively, with a host of political, 
economic, technological, social and environmental develop- 
ments. To deal with them wisely, we need a better 
understanding of our own social and economic structures, 
of our decision-making processes, and of how to approach 
underlying problems in new ways. It is the research of 

the social sciences and humanities that is critical to the 
debate on how to address these challenges. Committed 

to the support of basic research in the social sciences and 
humanities, and at the same time aware of the need to 
link research to social and cultural issues, the Council has 
established its priorities for the next five years to ensure 
that researchers in the social sciences and humanities can 
continue to play a strong and effective role in helping 
Canada meet these challenges in the 1990s, and beyond. 


Walking A Financial Tightrope 

Putting these plans into effect depends directly on fund- 
ing. The SSHRC’s budget has hardly changed, in real 
terms, since the Council was established in 1979. 
Furthermore, Council’s funding levels are not keeping up 
with the continuing demand for support under its research 
programs. Faced with these serious economic restraints — 
restraints that all sectors of Canadian society are experi- 
encing during times of increased competition for financial 
resources — the Council must direct, rationalize, and con- 
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centrate its resources toward those priorities that will 
maintain and strengthen Canada’s national capacity for 
research in the social sciences and humanities. In the 
absence of sufficient funds, many of the Council’s strate- 
gies to help keep the research community on the leading 
edge may well have to stay on the drawing board. 


The Strategy 

The Council will focus on three priorities over the next 
five years: increasing investment in the training of the 
next generation of researchers; developing and promoting 
research structures that enhance the quality, producti- 
vity and relevance of research; and, ensuring that 
research results are more widely disseminated, so that 
they may be used to maximum benefit within all sectors 
of Canadian society. 


Calling All Qualified Researchers 

Demand for advanced skills in the social sciences and 
humanities is expected to rise dramatically in the next 
ten years, both by Canadian universities, and by the 
public and private sectors. 

At present, social scientists and humanists make up 
over half the teaching faculty in Canadian universities. 
Given the age distribution of this faculty, it is expected that 
a significant proportion of these university professors will 
retire in the late 1990s. If we do not continue to train an 
adequate number of graduates in the social sciences and 
humanities, Canada’s universities will face serious short- 
ages in the near future. Furthermore, with the rapid 
growth of the tertiary sector, the private sector demand 
for graduates in the Council’s disciplines is rising, and is 
expected to rise even more. The business and administra- 
tion sectors, for example, are two of several sectors which 
continue to employ an ever greater number of graduates 
from our fields every year. 

To ensure that Canada has the highly trained workforce 
it needs to drive its increasingly knowledge-intensive econ- 
omy, it is imperative that adequate resources be allocated 
for advanced graduate training in the social sciences and 
humanities. To address this situation, a principal strategy 
of the Council over the next five years will be to provide 
new opportunities throughout its programs for the training 
of graduate students and, more specifically, to increase the 
support it offers through its Fellowships programs. 


¢ Graduate Support Programs: the Council will seek to 
provide support to between 10 and 15 per cent of the 
graduate students in its disciplines (from the 4.3 per 
cent it can fund at present); 


¢ Postdoctoral Fellowship Program: the Council will seek 
additional resources to significantly increase the num- 
ber of postdoctoral research fellowships it can make 
available; 


e New Graduate Co-op Program: the Council will endeav- | 
our to create a new program to target support for 
Master’s training in interdisciplinary studies, and to 
provide opportunities for applied research or practical — 
work experience as part of the program of studies. i 
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Structuring Research 
The Council recognizes that in many key areas it is 
not possible to improve research quality and productivity 
without systematically investing in the development of 
appropriate research infrastructures. New approaches are 
needed for our research community to keep pace with the 
constantly evolving intellectual trends and methods of 
organizing knowledge. Recognizing that it is research 
involving the efforts of several different disciplines working 
together which is showing greatest promise, our research 
infrastructures must be broadened to promote collaboration 
among researchers in the social sciences and humanities, 
the medical sciences, and in the natural sciences and 
engineering. Our research must also become intersectoral, 
_ drawing on the valuable experience that exists outside the 
academic community. Over the next five years, therefore, 
the Council will focus on revitalising its Research Grants 
_and Strategic Grants programs, promoting the establish- 
_ment of research centres and networks, and building up 
its programs for international collaboration. 


| Research Grants Program 
The Council remains committed to supporting basic 
independent research, and to providing priority funding 
for its Research Grants program. To improve productivity 
and performance of its programs, the Council has intro- 
duced the following changes. 


e Research Excellence and Long-term Funding: to ensure 
the most productive use of the funds allocated to the 
Research Grants program, the emphasis will now be 
on the funding of long-term programs. To this end, 
the evaluation of research applications will include an 
assessment of the previous research achievements of 
the applicant, and an assessment of the duration of the 
grant applied for, with preference given to longer-term 
programs of research rather than for more narrowly 
defined, short-term research projects. 


¢ Provisions for New Researchers: special measures will 
be taken to encourage those who are just beginning 
their research careers, or who have not yet had the 
Opportunity to establish a strong record of research 
achievement. For these new researchers, the Council's 
adjudication committees will place more emphasis on 
the proposed research program than on the applicant’s 
record of research achievement. 


* Training Opportunities: fostering the chance for under- 
graduate and graduate students to work with 
experienced research faculty is the key to ensuring that 
each new generation of researchers can learn what 
constitutes excellence in research. Submissions to the 
Research Grants program will be assessed, where appro- 
priate, on the degree to which the applicant has 
contributed to the training of future researchers in the 
social sciences and humanities. 


* Interdisciplinary Projects: together with discipline- 
based research, interdisciplinary and multidisciplinary 
research will be actively encouraged under the Research 
Grants program. Adjudication committees under this 


program will now include an interdisciplinary commit- 
tee, and applicants will be free to choose whether to 
have their proposals evaluated by this committee, or 
by one of the other review committees. 


Strategic Grants Programs 

Strategic theme research continues to be the cornerstone 
of the Strategic Grants programs. A recent evaluation of 
the programs showed that while the programs have been 
successful in stimulating interest and producing research 
in targeted research areas, more must be done to attract 
teams of multidisciplinary investigators. 


* New and Revised Themes: to ensure that the Strategic 
Grants programs are meeting their objectives, Council 
will continue its practice of periodically assessing the 
research developed in the area targeted by a particular 
theme. On the basis of these assessments, the Council 
may make program modifications either within a given 
theme, or in the overall program mix. As reported in 
the Spring 1990 issue of SSHRC News, for the 1990 
to 1995 period two of the Council’s five themes have 
been revised, and a new theme — Applied Ethics — has 
been introduced. 


¢ Multidisciplinary and Group Research: new selection 
criteria are in effect for strategic research grants 
under each of the five themes. Priority will be given to 
applicants who propose multidisciplinary projects and 
activities, and to projects undertaken by a group of two 
or more researchers. 


e Research Partnerships: the Council will actively 
promote the establishment of research partnerships 
between academic researchers, and public and private 
organizations in all its strategic themes. Applications 
for any form of strategic grant funding (strategic 
research grants, research networks, research work- 
shops and partnership development grants) that include 
a partner will be given priority over projects which are 
of equal merit, but which do not include a partner. 


e Joint Initiatives: the Joint Initiatives program is 
designed to encourage collaboration between the 
Council and government agencies, private corporations, 
or community organizations in the co-development and 
funding of programs of research within the Council's 
Strategic Grants programs. There are, at present, five 
such agreements, together with the Master’s Scholar- 
ships in Science Policy program which was established 
last year by the SSHRC and the NSERC. In addition to 
these programs, Council will actively pursue other joint 
initiatives which will be announced as formal agree- 
ments are signed. (For more details on this program, 
see the article on the Joint Initiatives program in this 
issue of SSHRC News.) 


Network Dynamics And Centering For Synergy 

Research networks and research centres are institutional 
structures established to meet the growing need for cost- 
effective collaborative research. The Council will seek to 
promote a major program of support for such research 
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structures over the next five years, will expand cross- 
institutional and cross-sectoral collaboration, foster 
research training, and promote the sharing of research 
resources by the university and other research sectors. 
These new research structures will not only create closer 
working relations among those who use, those who pro- 
duce, and those who subsidize research, but will also 
result in beneficial economies of scale. 


A Melding Of Minds: The International Connection 

The Council recognizes that its current programs in sup- 
port of international research collaboration are not 
sufficiently developed for Canadian researchers to take 
advantage of opportunities that arise through international 
contacts. To remedy this shortcoming, the plan calls for 
the launching of a new program of international scholarly 
exchange and collaboration. The objective is to assist 
Canadian researchers and research teams to establish links 
and formal affiliations with researchers in other parts of 
the world. 


Getting The Message Out 

A major concern of the Council is to help ensure that the 
results of the research done in the social sciences and 
humanities are communicated in a manner that will quick- 
ly put that research into the hands of those who can use 
it. While the Council believes that the responsibility of dis- 
seminating research results lies primarily with the research 
community, it also recognizes that the SSHRC itself must 
play a stronger role in this process of communication. 


e Immediate Program Initiatives: under both the Research 
Grants and Strategic Grants programs, grant recipients 
will be allowed to spend up to 10 per cent of the funds 
they receive on communicating their research results. 
Applicants under the Research Grants program will be 
encouraged to outline their plans for communicating 
their research results to other researchers and, where 
appropriate, to policy makers, practitioners and the 
public. Applicants under the Strategic Grants programs 
will be required to include such plans in their propos- 
als, and these plans will be reviewed as part of the 
application assessment. 


e University Research Administrators: the SSHRC will 
encourage research administrators to take a more active 
role in helping researchers communicate their results 
more effectively. 


¢ SSHRC Communications Plan: the Council will seek to 
diversify and expand its own communications activities 
to promote greater public awareness and understanding 
of the research and research training funded through 
the SSHRC’s programs. 


e¢ New Communications Technologies: the Council aims to 
launch a five-year program to support research into the 
potential use and impacts of technology on research 
communications methods. 
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Measuring Up 
The SSHRC recognizes that it has a fundamental responsi- 


bility to measure and report on program effectiveness. __ 
Consequently, it has in place a formal evaluation process 
to determine to what degree a program has been success- 
ful in meeting its stated objectives. Evaluations include 
review of the program design, degree of participation by 
the target population, results generated, cost effectiveness, 
and the identification of possible program modifications 

or alternatives. Over the next five years, the Council’s 
strategy is to widen the scope of these evaluation activi- 
ties so as to arrive at an assessment of the “state of health” 
of Canada’s social sciences and humanities research envi- 
ronment. In doing so, the Council will be able to assess 
the impact of research in the social sciences and humani- 
ties on policy formulation and decision-making in Canada. 
To this end, the Council plans to: 


¢ conduct an overall review of the effectiveness of the 
SSHRC’s existing program evaluation process; 


e review the appropriateness and adequacy of existing 
program structures and funding arrangements; 


¢ carry out a comparative analysis of the state of 
human sciences research in Canada and other selected 
countries. 


Tying It All Together 
A Vision for the Future concludes by briefly outlining the 
important steps the Council has taken in its strategic plan 
to restructure and increase the effectiveness of its pro- 
grams, making them more responsive to Canada’s evolving | 
needs and circumstances. With these strategies in place, 
and given adequate resources, the Council is confident that 
it can continue to build on its current activities in its core — 
programs and assist the social sciences and humanities 
research community in playing a strong and effective role 
in helping Canada meet the challenges it faces now and 
in the future.

Exciting Progress in the 
Strategic Joint Initiatives 
Program 


In the past year-and-a-half, the 
Council has received tremendous 
response from a variety of sources 
as it has launched five completely 
new special research-focus pro- 
grams, .as part of its strategic Joint 
Initiatives program. Under the lat- 
ter, the Council seeks to identify 
partners in the public and private 
sectors who will participate in devel- 
oping and funding new programs of 
interest to both parties and in sup- 
port of research identified as being 
a national priority. 

The Joint Initiatives program was 
created in 1989 as a means for 
diversifying funding for social sci- 
ences and humanities research while 
combining the expertise of different

partners, defining Canadian research 
requirements, and promoting the pro- 
duction of useable research results. 
Under this scheme, separate research 
programs are designed to encourage 


multidisciplinary research into specific 
subject areas, along with multisectoral 


consultation, communication between 


researchers and users of research, and 
integration of research results with pol- 


icy making and socio-economic 
development. 

The Council itself creates these 
programs through negotiations with 
partners. Once the negotiation of a 
joint initiative is finalized, a program 
is announced and a competition 
launched. Only then do individual 
scholars or research teams apply to 
the specific competition being held in 
this special field. 

As noted above, the launching of 
these new research programs has 
sparked much enthusiastic response 
from the human sciences community 


Diocese of Halifax and Chancellor of 
Saint Mary’s University, presented 
Dr. Leduc with the degree. 


This is the second honorary degree 


to be conferred upon Dr. Leduc, the 
first one having been granted by the 


University of Ottawa in June of 1989. 
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but also from individuals and groups 
who have never before contacted 
the Council. The media have also 
shown considerable interest in the 
research areas selected for these 
initiatives and in the concept of 
funding partnerships. 

So, what are the programs 
that have attracted such interest? 
In addition to the Master’s 
Scholarships in Science Policy pro- 
gram, jointly established by the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC) and the 
Natural Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council (NSERC) last year, 
the five programs which have been 
launched are: 
¢ Chairs in the Management of 

Technological Change; 
© Support for a State-of-the-Art 

Review of Research on Canada’s 

Multicultural Society; 

e Law and Social Issues in Canada; 
e Aboriginal Affairs; 
¢ Support for a State-of-the-Art 

Review of Research on Arts 

Literacy in Canada. 

To give our readers an idea of 
the nature and scope of the joint ini- 
tiatives, a brief description of these 
five programs follows. 


In June 1989 the SSHRC and the 
NSERC signed an agreement to 
launch a joint program of Chairs in 
the Management of Technological 
Change. The program is intended to 
encourage study, teaching and 
training on how technological 
change and entrepreneurship should 
be understood, managed and facili- 
tated. 

In an increasingly competitive 
world environment, technological 
change has become the driving 
force behind global competitiveness. 
Strategies for the management of 
technological change are necessary 
and vital tools if Canada is to sustain 
and enhance its overall economic 
strength. As a subject of research 
and education, the management of 
technological change should address 
three major areas: the process of 
technology creation; the process of 
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technology application for a defined 
purpose; and the consequences of 
technological change for the individ- 
ual, for the workplace, and for 
society as a whole. The specific 
objectives of this program are: to 
improve the management of techno- 
logical change and innovation in 
organizations in order to enhance 
competitiveness; to increase techno- 
logical entrepreneurship; to facilitate 
the adoption of new technology in 
the workplace and in other areas of 
society; to improve the development 
of public policy and public under- 
standing related to technological 
change; and to improve education 
and training in the management of 
technological change within and 
across existing disciplines. 


Research on Canada’s 
Multicultural Society 

The SSHRC and Multiculturalism 
and Citizenship Canada have 
launched a joint initiative to support 
a State-of-the-art review of research 
related to the contemporary and 
future issues and challenges of 
nation building in Canada’s multicul- 
tural society. The basic purpose of 
the review is to assess the strengths 
and weaknesses of current research 
and research capacity within 
universities, other postsecondary 
institutions, government, and the 
private sector. It is also to deter- 
mine where there are significant 
research needs and opportunities. 
The proposed review is to serve as 
a first step toward possible further 
collaborative activity between the 
two organizations, with a view 

to developing a stronger research 
capacity in this area. 

Such scholarly research will con- 
tribute to policy development for the 
promotion of cross-cultural under- 
standing, and the avoidance of 
conflict among Canadians. It will 
encourage the implementation of 
policies to eliminate overt and 
systemic discrimination, and to 
find ways to assist immigrants 
to become full participants in all 
aspects of Canadian life. It will sug- 
gest ways in which such things as 
education, justice, and social service 
systems, workplaces, businesses 
and the media can be adapted to 
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work efficiently and equitably in a 
multicultural society. 

Such research will also examine 
the contribution of multiculturalism 
to Canada’s economic, social, cul- 
tural and political development. 


Law and Social Issues in 
Canada 

The Law and Social Issues in 
Canada program was launched by 
the SSHRC and the Department of 
Justice. Its object is to support 
problem-oriented multidisciplinary 
research into the relationship 
between law and social issues 

in Canada. 

Law and legal institutions are 
being challenged to deal with our 
rapidly changing society in new and 
creative ways. Legislation is cur- 
rently being used to address social 
issues such as child abuse, domestic 
violence, employment equity, minor- 
ity rights, sovereignty claims and 
human rights. But are laws and 
legal institutions the most effective 
means for dealing with these con- 
temporary issues, or are there more 
appropriate forms of intervention? 
The Law and Social Issues program 
addresses this question. It recog- 
nizes that neither a study of law, 
nor a study of social issues alone 
can fully address all aspects of this 
problem. Input is required from eco- 
nomic, historical and philosophical 
perspectives. Theoreticians and 
practitioners should be involved to 
provide valuable insights and to 
suggest fresh approaches. The pro- 
gram will consequently encourage 
researchers from different fields to 
work together to create interdisci- 
plinary methodologies, and to 
suggest new approaches for critical- 
ly assessing the social consequences 
of existing laws and the social 
implications of new laws. The 
results of the research will be made 
available widely for use by policy 
makers, legislators, social workers, 
and the public. 


Aboriginal Affairs 

The Aboriginal Affairs program is 
being funded equally by the SSHRC 
and the Department of Indian and 
Northern Development. 


Canada, like all modern societies, 
is going through major social, 
cultural, political and economic 
transitions. To continue building 
social harmony and justice in the 
midst of cultural and racial diversity, 
there are a number of important 
issues we must examine as a 
country, including the relationship 
between aboriginal peoples and gov- 
ernments. Native self-government is 
a major issue, yet policy makers have 
found that there are few resources 
available to guide them in their deci- 
sions in both this area and the area 
of aboriginal economic development. 

This joint initiative will encour- 
age a multidisciplinary approach 
that will see research teams com- 
posed of aboriginal researchers, 
other academics and policy makers 
working together to come up with 
objective information and analyses 
that can be used by policy makers, 
be they aboriginal, provincial, or 
federal. The funding partners also 
hope to attract nationally and inter- 
nationally recognized Canadian | 
experts on government and eco- 
nomic development. In this manner, | 
the partners hope to contribute to 
developing a critical mass of social 
scientists and humanists in the field. 


Research on Arts Literacy in | 


Canada 
One of the most important keys 
to an understanding of Canadian 
culture, as well as that of other 
societies, is to be found in the 
realm of the arts. Literacy in the 
arts makes a significant contribution 
to personal development, and 
helps individuals to become more 
tolerant of other ways of thinking 
and acting. As the world becomes 
increasingly interdependent, with 
decision-making occurring in a 
global context, Canada must take 
into account the needs and values 
of many different cultures, in addi- — 
tion to its own. Arts literacy also 
has great social and economic 
value, and benefits Canadians of 
all ages, backgrounds and incomes. _ 
Since a nation’s well-being can — 
be measured, in part, by the ability | 
of its citizens to apprehend and | 
express their own culture, it is 
important to know whether we are 


literate in the arts and whether we 


are supporting arts literacy effective- 


ly. The review will assess the 
strengths and weaknesses of exist- 
ing research and research capacity 
within universities, government and 
the private sector, and will deter- 
mine where there are significant 
research needs and opportunities.

The Council was delighted to learn 
that this year’s Governor General’s 
award for English-language non- 
fiction went to Stephen Clarkson 
and Christina McCall for their book, 
Trudeau and Our Times: The 
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Magnificent Obsession (Toronto: 
McClelland and Stewart, 1990). The 
authors were awarded SSHRC 
research grants in 1985 and 1987 
to support their research for this book. 
The Magnificent Obsession is the 
first volume in a two-part study of 


the impact on the Canadian reality of 


“the Trudeau phenomenon”, focus- 
ing particularly on the former prime 
minister’s last five years in office. 
After six years of research that 
included over 500 interviews with 
those who were close to the events 
of the time, the authors have pro- 
duced a lucid and sensitive account 
of the social, cultural and intellectual 
background of Trudeau. Besides 
making fascinating reading, the book 
is clearly a significant contribution to 
the political economy scholarship on 
contemporary Canada. 

The Council congratulates the 
authors on their success. 


1991-92 Competitions: 


Research Grants, Strategic 


Grants and Fellowships 


Research Grants Program 

The competition for standard 
research grants has just been com- 
pleted, and the Council’s grants 
officers are busy preparing their 
minutes recording the selection 
committee proceedings. 

A total of 1,973 eligible applica- 
tions for standard research grants 
were received this year. Almost 30 
per cent of these applications came 
from “new scholars”. Out of the 
total 1,973 applications, 845 were 
successful (639 regular scholars; 
206 new scholars), yielding a suc- 
cess rate of nearly 43 per cent. 

In terms of grant monies, the 
demand from eligible applicants for 
the first period of grants covered 
by this competition (i.e., 1991-92) 
equalled $66,800,355. A total of 
$19,547,736 was awarded for new 
standard research grants for 1991- 
92. The success rate for 
applications is therefore 42.8 per 
cent; expressed in dollars, it is 29.3 
per cent for the first year. 


As readers are aware, there was 
a substantive reorientation of the 
Research Grants program undertaken 
by Council last year. (See both the 
previous issue of SSHRC News, and 
the section on the Research Grants 
programs in this issue’s synopsis 
of the Council's strategic plan). The 
new policies that were formulated 
for the program came into effect 
for this competition. One important 
change was in the criteria for evalu- 
ating grants. Emphasis is now put 
on awarding grants for longer-term, 
well-planned programs of research, 
rather than for more narrowly 
defined, short-term research 
projects. 


Major Research Grants 

The demand for Major Research 
Grants appears relatively stable, 

with a total of 21 eligible applications 
received under the 1991-92 competi- 
tion. These applications have passed 
through the first level of selection 
committee evaluation, and are being 
reviewed by the Council’s Major 
Projects Committee. 


Strategic Grants Programs 

The Strategic Grants programs 
received 173 eligible applications 
for thematic program grants this 
year (this figure excludes partner- 
ship development grants). Of these, 
86 have been funded, while four 
remain on a waiting list. The suc- 
cess rate by numbers of applications 
is 48.16 per cent. 

Total funds requested for strate- 
gic thematic grants support for the 
first period of grants covered by this 
competition (i.e., 1991-92) have 
increased slightly to $8,361,664. 
The budget for 1991-92 new the- 
matic grants was $2,926,582, most 
of which was spent. The success 
rate for year-one grants, by dollars 
awarded, was 32 per cent. 

Of the four types of support avail- 
able from the Council under these 
programs, the great majority (151) 
of the applications this year, as 
last year, are for strategic research 
grants. The proportionate demand 
under each individual strategic theme 
has also remained fairly constant. 


Spring 1991 


Twenty-four applications have 
been received for support under the 
Strategic Research Networks, 
Research Workshops, and Partner- 
ship Development Grants programs. 
This competition was the second 
to be run under the changes to the 
program introduced last year by the 
Council. (These changes have been 
discussed both in the Council's five- 
year strategy, and in the last issue 
of SSHRC News.) 


Fellowships Programs 

This year shows another increase in 
the demand for doctoral fellowships. 
There were 2,848 applications 
submitted for first-year awards, 
representing an increase of 8.5 per 
cent over last year. A total of 633 
new doctoral fellowships were 
awarded, yielding a success rate 

of 22°23: per cent: 

Requests for postdoctoral fellow- 
ships have also increased this year 
by 16.5 per cent, for a total of 467 
eligible applications. New postdoc- 
toral awards equalled 160, for a 
success rate of 34 per cent. 


SSHRC Grants Budget: 
Planning Under Fiscal 
Restraint 


Once again, we are pleased to 

say that the SSHRC’s 1991-92 
programs budget submission to the 
government was accepted without 
alteration. This is very encouraging 
news for the current year. 

As things stand at present (after 
the latest federal budget announce- 
ment in February) the total SSHRC 
grants budget for this year is approx- 
imately $89 million, including 
$18.5 million in matching funds, 
$11 million under the InnovAction 
Strategy, $2.1 million in interim- 
funding, and $400,000 transferred 
to the Council under the Joint 
Initiatives program. This is an 
increase of approximately $7.5 mil- 
lion (9.2 per cent) in total program 
funds. 
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Council has approved the follow- 
ing program allocations for 1991-92:

e Research Grants program (includ- 
ing Standard and Major Research 
Grants, as well as General 
Research Grants): $44.2 million;

$3 million; 

e Fellowships programs: 
$26.7 million; 

e Research Communication: 
$6.3 million; 

e International Relations: 
$0.5 million. 


Readers will note that these allo- 
cations provide roughly the same 
proportional funding for each pro- 
gram as in 1990-91. 

The Council's budget is intact, 
and no cuts have had to be made to 
its programs. Council has reported 
in the past that there has been a 
steady increase over the last ten 
years in the number of applications 
received by the SSHRC for grants, 
and this continues to be true this 
year as well. This increase in the 
demand for support has not, how- 
ever, been matched by an increase 
in the growth of the SSHRC’s bud- 
get. The scarcity of funds creates 
stiff competition among researchers, 
often jeopardizing the Council’s sup- 
port of much good research that 
deserves to be done. The Council 
continues to hammer away at the 
government, bringing the serious 


state of the SSHRC’s budget to its 
attention. 

A good piece of news is that the 
Council, along with the MRC and 
the NSERC, will be exempt from 
the recent government decision to 
cut a total of $75 million from its 
federally funded programs during 
the current fiscal year. The Council 
regards this decision as a sign that 
the government is beginning to lis- 
ten seriously to the arguments being 
put forward by all three Councils on 
the necessity for stable funding pro- 
gram levels. 


Grants Programs to 
Integrate Canadian Studies 
Research Tools 


A guide to Arthur Erickson’s archi- 
tectural drawings; a bibliography 
of Canadian agricultural economics 
publications; an inventory of the 
archives of Vincent Massey; an 
index to Lord Beaverbrook’s 
Canadian correspondence; and 
bibliographies of Canadian law and 
of the XVth Olympic Winter Games 
held in Calgary in 1988 — these 
were all supported by the SSHRC 
under its Canadian Studies Research 
Tools (CSRT) program. 

Introduced in 1981, the CSRT 
program was designed to further the 
development of Canadian studies by 
helping to improve access to prima- 
ry and secondary research 
materials. Specifically, the program 
has funded the compilation of biblio- 
graphies and thematic guides to 
research collections related to 
Canadian studies, and has provided 
support for the cataloguing or 
description of existing library 
collections and archival holdings. 

A recent evaluation study found 
that the CSRT program had success- 
fully met its objective of helping to 


create high-quality research tools for | 


advanced scholarship in Canadian 
studies over the last ten years. At 
the same time, the evaluation con- 
cluded that a separate program is 
no longer needed in this area. 
Given the results of this evalua- 
tion report, the Council has decided 


to terminate the CSRT program in 
its present form. It will, however, 
retain the spirit of the program by 
offering support differently in future 
— through the Research Grants 

and Strategic Grants programs — 

in order to bring research tools 
development much closer to 

current scholarly needs. 

In future, applications for 
research tools will be reviewed 
essentially as part of the research 
proposals in the Strategic and 
Research Grants competitions. In 
this way, the existing structure and 
expertise of selection committees will 
be used more efficiently, and com- 
mittees will be in a better position 
to assess the research significance 
of any research tools proposal. 

This Council decision is an impor- 
tant complement to revisions which 
took place in the SSHRC’s research- 
funding programs last year. 
Changes to Council support for 
research tools, will occur after the 
April 1, 1991 competition. Support 
for research tools will then be inte- 
grated into the grants programs in 
time for the October 15, 1992 com- 
petitions. Guidelines are now being 
_ developed and will be available soon 
in the next edition of the SSHRC 
Grants: Guide for Applicants. 

As part of its normal evaluation 
procedure, the Council will be care- 
fully monitoring the impact of this 
change, particularly over the first 
two years, to ensure that appropri- 
ate support continues to be provided 
for the development of the tools 
required for effective research. 


Jean-Jacques Nattiez, 
Winner of the 1990 
Molson Prize 


Jean-Jacques Nattiez, Professor of 
Music at the University of Montreal 
and internationally renowned musi- 
cologist, has been awarded the 
Canada Council’s 1990 Molson Prize 
in the social sciences and humanities. 
Dr. Paule Leduc, President of 
the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council and co-chair of the 
Molson Prize selection committee, 
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paid tribute to Professor Nattiez’ tal- 
ent and scholarship at a ceremony, 
held February 20th at the University 
of Montreal, at which Canada Council 
Vice-President Jacques Lefebvre pre- 
sented the $50,000 award to 
Professor Nattiez. 

In addition to being a researcher, 
linguist and musicologist, Professor 
Nattiez has taught musicology since 
1972. From 1974 to 1980, he 
was the director of the Groupe de 
recherches en sémiologie musicale. 

Dr. Nattiez has written numerous arti- 
cles and several books in the field of 
musical semiology. Between 1980 
and 1985, he was the senior editor 
of the French-language section of the 
first six issues of Canadian University 
Music Review. He now directs Circuit, 
a North American journal devoted 

to 20th-century music which has 
recently published its first issue. 
Director of scholarly collections since 
1973, Professor Nattiez has produced 
recordings that have earned him 
several different awards. He is also 

a frequent guest speaker at interna- 
tional conventions and seminars. 

Dr. Nattiez has received a Killam 
scholarship from the Canada Council 
(1988-90) and has earned several 
other important honours over the 
years. In 1988, he was elected a 
member of the Royal Society of 
Canada. The Association canadienne- 
francaise pour l’avancement des 
sciences (ACFAS) awarded him the 
Prix André-Laurendeau in 1989 and, 
in that same year, he received the 
Dent Medal from the Royal Musical 
Association in London. In 1990, he 
was appointed a member of the Order 
of Canada. Along with his research 
team, Professor Nattiez received the 
Grand prix international du disque from 
the Académie Charles-Cros for a 1979 
album on Inuit throat singing. In 
1987, he earned the same honour for 
a new edition of an historical collec- 
tion of popular music published by 
Unesco. As well, the Italian transla- 
tion of his book on musical semiology 
recently won the Diego Fabbri Award 
for the best book on music. 

SSHCRC News recently inter- 
viewed Dr. Nattiez on the relation- 
ship between musical semiology and 
the social sciences and humanities; 
a few excerpts from that interview 


are presented here. 

SSHRC News: Dr. Nattiez, you 
are considered the pioneer of musi- 
cal semiology. Do you consider 
yourself to be its creator as well? 

JJN: No. | am more a pioneer of 
musical semiology than its creator, 
because my merit, if I have any in 
this regard, relates to the fact that 
I gave serious consideration to the 
proposals of Nicolas Ruwet, a 
Belgian linguist active in the 1960s. 
In 1973, I published the first issue 
of a musicology review devoted to 
musical semiology, which marked 
the starting point for this avenue 
of research in the French-speaking 
world and elsewehere as well. 

SSRHRC News: If musical semi- 
ology was born during that period, 
what do you consider the major 
stages in its development? 

JJN: What happened, to some 
extent, in semiological thought 
was that musical semiology began 
by trying to harness the concrete 
knowledge of linguistics — and 
structural linguistics in particular. 
This helped to bring musicological 
thought into the lap of the social 
sciences and humanities which 
were emerging in the 1960s, espe- 
cially under the historical influence 
of structuralism. Just as literature 
began as the study of literary works 
and subsequently evolved into a 
branch of the humanities, musi- 
cology abandoned the historicist 
or aestheticist approaches to focus 
on linguistics, psychology and 
anthropology. 

SSHRC News: What place 
does musical semiology hold within 
the human sciences? 

JJN: The model I use and which 
is at the heart of my work comes 
from a professor of literature, Jean 
Molino, who believes that the func- 
tioning of signs or symbols results 
from an interaction between three 
factors, which are: the creative 
processes, the “trail” that is the out- 
come of these creative processes, 
and the perceptive processes. These 
three areas constitute fairly autono- 
mous fields of research, although 
I personally place the emphasis 
on the study of the interrelations 
between the three. From this perspec- 
tive, semiology is not a specific 
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discipline. Instead, I would say 

that it is a point of view that often 
depends on the specific semiological 
theory used by the researcher. I have 
therefore developed a definition of 
the field. Musical semiology will 
disappear the day its proposals are 
incorporated into teaching and musi- 
cological research practice, which 
would be its greatest success. My 
interest is to truly advance and bring 
to fruition musicological thought 
based on a theoretical framework 
which, I have good reason to believe, 
can be qualified as semiology. 

Thus, in its relationship to the 
social sciences and humanities, 

I would say that the semiological 
approach nurtures musicological 
research activity in the same way 
that phenomenological or struc- 
tural approaches, at a certain 
stage, lent support to the sci- 
ences. I believe that it is just one 
more perspective, not a discipline. 

SSHRC News: One speaks of 
the relevance and validity of 
musical semiology in our modern 
society. . . 

JJN: Relevance is simply the 
problem of the social utility of 
any type of research. Research 
activity has two facets: a basic 
research aspect and a popular- 
ization activity. I believe that the 
basic activity which obeys the 
same principles as the discipline 
it follows must share the find- 
ings of its research as much as 
possible. 

In my field, it is absolutely 
essential that research findings on 
various musical forms reach as 
broad a public as possible, so as to 
contribute to greater public aware- 
ness of music. After all, the musical 
phenomenon encompasses not only 
the type of music we hear in the 
West but also that found in each 
of the world’s ethnic groups and 
cultures. 

SSHRC News: In addition to 
being a researcher, musicologist 
and linguist, you are considered 
a humanist as well. What relation- 
ship do you see between music, 
language, human beings and their 
history? 

JJN: I hope that my work contri- 
butes to a better understanding of 
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the functioning of an eminently 
human production. There is no cul- 
ture that lacks music. Thus, we have 
come to the conclusion that humans 
have a “faculty for music” just as 
they have a “faculty for language”; 
that is, every human being is capable 
of producing music even though in 
many societies the practice of music 
remains a specialized activity. 

In fact, we truly only began to 
study this idea of universality of 
the human phenomenon at the start 
of this century. Thus, it is a fairly 
recent idea in the history of know- 
ledge. The musical phenomenon is 
a universal phenomenon, but the 
manifestations of musical culture are 
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outmoded, in the sense that some 
types may disappear. This is true, 
for example, of Ainu throat singing 
for which I found only archival 
recordings in Japan. 

SSHRC News: If it is true that 
the internationalization of cultures 
and of the major trends which char- 
acterize our modern civilization 
have led to challenges or strong 
reactions, then would you say that 
this art, “which reconciles the soul 
and the mind”, to quote Hermann 
Hesse, adds another dimension to 
our society? 

JJN: In the Republic, Plato attribut- 
ed almost therapeutic power to music 
and recommended the use of one

mode over another. As to truly 
assessing the impact of music on 
the quality of human life, I am often 
tempted to hope that we will relearn 
to cultivate silence. In my opinion, 
we now hear too much music but 
we don’t listen to it enough. 

Specifically, I would say that the 
fact of rewarding a musicologist — 
and this was the first time that the 
Killam award was given to a musi- 
cologist — shows that musicology 
perhaps is now recognized 
as a full-fledged human science, 
which implies recognition of the 
importance of an interest in the 
functioning of music, through its 
human and cultural significance. 

Music in western society, 
however, also possesses a 
dimension of mystery which is 
recognized by some authors and 
aestheticians as well as by some 
musicians. It has a transcenden- 
tal dimension. It is the field in 
which the concept of art for art’s 
sake, the formal approach or the 
aesthetic approach, can lead to 
a refined aesthetic admiration. 
From that perspective, music 
may constitute a bastion against 
the domination of technology in 
contemporary society. 

We must realize, however, 
that there is also an internation- 
alization of the means for the 
distribution and proliferation ofa | 
certain type of music throughout | 
the world, a type of standard- | 
ization that is the result of 
promotion through media. At 
the same time, the most in-depth 
forms of research into contemporary 
musicology are not at all-cut off 
from technology — quite the con- 
trary. One example is the research 
being done into electroacoustic 
music, which is a spinoff that 
attempts to make maximum use 
of new technological research. 

The whole issue is to determine 
the aesthetic purposes for which 
this technology is used. 

I see two co-existing aspects: 
through its aesthetic dimension, 
music as a work of art cuts through | 
the background noise that surrounds 
us and, consequently, musical activ- | 
ity simultaneously remains linked, 
in a sense, to the development of 
technology. 


1990 Bora Laskin 
Fellowship Awarded for 
Study on Immigrants and 
the Liberal State 


Canada has always depended upon 
immigration to increase its supply of 
skilled and unskilled labour and to 
boost its economy in a myriad of 
ways. Our country has also greatly 
benefited from the cultural diversifi- 
cation provided by new-comers from 
different parts of the world. While 
the growth, and economic, cultural, 
and social health of the country 
have relied on a constant influx of 
immigrants over the years, Canada 
has not always treated its new citi- 
zens in an equitable or honorable 
way. In fact, the belief that Canada 
welcomes all immigrants, no matter 
their circumstances or racial or reli- 
gious background, has begun to be 
challenged recently through in-depth 
studies on the issue. (See, for 
instance: Barbara Roberts, Whence 
They Came: Deportation from Canada 
1900-1935. Ottawa: University of 
Ottawa Press, 1988.) 

Canada is not the only western 
country guilty of holding a flawed 
belief about itself — while not 
always holding out a promise of 
refuge for others. But, with the 
tremendous backlog of would-be 
immigrants to Canada and the sig- 
nificant changes being made by the 
government to our immigration 
policies, it is particularly valuable 
at this time to examine Canada’s 
philosophy of immigration and how 
this influences our choice and treat- 
ment of immigrants. 

One aspect of this larger ques- 
tion is being taken up by Donald 
Galloway, Acting Associate Dean 
and Professor of Law at Queen’s 
University, who is the winner of 
the 1990 Bora Laskin National 
Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research. 

In his study, Professor Galloway 
will examine the principles of the lib- 
eral state and how such a state 
regards the needs and rights of immi- 
grants. Canadian Immigration Law, 
explains Professor Galloway, “oper- 
ates for the most part in the field of 


policy rather than in the arena of 
principle. This has meant that con- 
cern for the individual applicant is 
not paramount. Immigration appli- 
cants are considered to be seeking a 
privilege rather than a right. Their 
success in becoming Canadian citi- 
zens depends upon their fulfilling the 
needs or demands of the country, or 
upon the government’s generosity. 
But our Immigration Law has not 
dealt with all applicants in an equi- 
table way,” argues the researcher. 

To demonstrate this point of 
view, Professor Galloway will focus 
on three groups of people who have 
received harsh treatment at the 
hands of the “liberal” state: eco- 
nomic refugees, those in significant 
but non-familial relationships, and 
domestic workers. The study will 
look at Canadian Immigration Law 
as it relates to questions of admissi- 
bility, and will offer a comparative 
account of the law of other juris- 
dictions, in particular the United 
States and the United Kingdom. 
The researcher’s aim is to show 
that those belonging to these three 
groups of potential immigrants have 
not consistently been accorded their 
political rights. 

The plight of the economic 
refugee will be explored in light 
of Canada’s commitment to liberal 
political philosophy, as expressed 
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in The Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. In developing a liberal 
justification of a system of closed 
borders, Professor Galloway will 
argue that “the ethos of our com- 
munity is defined in part by the 
way in which strangers are treated. 
Strangers should be accorded legal 
rights based upon need and com- 
mon humanity. Many of these 
rights are identified in the Charter, 
yet non-citizens who are not present 
in the country have no access to 
our courts for immigration appeals.” 

Professor Galloway will also 
examine the application of the 
equality provisions of s.15 of the 
Charter to immigration cases, in 
particular to the class of family 
sponsorships. The researcher 
believes that the singling out of 
family relationships is itself contrary 
to s.15. As he notes, “Our Immi- 
gration Law makes it relatively easy 
to enter Canada if one is sponsored 
by a close family member. Indivi- 
duals who are in less conventional 
but no less significant relationships, 
however, fall outside the ambit of 
government concern.” 

Finally, Professor Galloway will 
examine the position of the tempo- 
rary worker. The researcher considers 
it unjustifiable to admit guest workers 
without offering them the opportunity 
to become citizens. But should there 
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be restrictions on job openings, if the 
work is preliminary to the gaining of 
permanent residence or citizenship? 
“This discussion opens up a major 
issue of political philosophy, namely, 
whether the status of citizenship is 
based upon contract or association. I 
believe that it is based on association. 
The issue, then, is to identify the 
form of association which gives rise 
to the rights and obligations of citi- 
zenship.” 

Professor Galloway believes that 
this kind of research is very impor- 
tant now. Because political and legal 
theorists have virtually ignored the 
area and the problems that are 
raised therein, both the courts and 
immigration lawyers lack the tools 
they need to deal properly with 
immigrant claims based on the 
Charter. He also points out that 
Canada’s “self-concept” is inherent 
to these questions: “While Canada 
believes itself to be a liberal state, 
it has not successfully dealt with 
the issue of pluralism, and pluralism 
is at the heart of the immigration 
debate.” 

Donald Galloway has an LL.B. in 
law and philosophy from Edinburgh 
University and an LL.M. from 
Harvard University. He has taught 
in the Faculty of Law of Queen’s 
University since 1974. 

The Bora Laskin National 
Fellowship in Human Rights 
Research was established to encour- 
age multidisciplinary research and 
the development of expertise in the 
field of human rights. The value 
of the award is $45,000 plus a 
$10,000 allowance for research 
and travel costs. The Council awards 
one Bora Laskin Fellowship each 
year. The award is tenable for a 
period of 12 months.

Studies Aboriginal Women 

and Human Rights

In its just-released Annual Report 
for 1990, the Canadian Human 
Rights Commission states that, over 
all, “the most serious human rights 
problem facing Canadians is that of 
our aboriginal peoples.” Highlight- 
ing the multitude of human rights 
issues involving aboriginal peoples 
in Canada, the report notes that 
“Despite recent improvements, 

the facts about on-reserve health, 
employment and education still add 
up to an indictment of Canada’s 
professed commitment to equality 
and justice. And for aboriginal 
people off-reserve, the situation 

is not significantly better.” 

The problems experienced by 
aboriginal women are often even 
more significant than those endured 
by aboriginal men. The Advisory 
Council on the Status of Women 
studied this issue in 1978, but there 
has not been a careful public policy 
study on the plight of aboriginal 
women since then. 

A new Study is now being 
undertaken by Mary Ellen Turpel, 
Assistant Professor at Dalhousie 
University’s Law School. She has 
been awarded the 1990 Thérése 
F.-Casgrain Fellowship for Research 
on Women and Social Change in 
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Canada. She will use the award for 
a study on aboriginal women and 
human rights, and the possibilities 
for social change in Canada. 

Professor Turpel will base her 
study on the premise that aboriginal 
women are “doubly disadvantaged” 
because they suffer both race and 
sex discrimination. As a Cree 
woman herself, and a law professor 
with broad experience in the field of 
international and national human 
rights, she notes, “My own life 
experience and work in the aborigi- 
nal women’s movement has shown 
me that it is difficult to find an abo- 
riginal woman in Canada who has 
not been closely affected by family 
violence, poverty, suicide, alcohol 
and drug abuse, sexual abuse, and 
a wide range of activities involving 
racial and sexual discrimination.” 

In her research, Professor Turpel 
will focus on a number of human 
rights issues affecting aboriginal 
women in Canada: the impact of the 
1985 amendment to the Indian Act 
in remedying gender discrimination 
against aboriginal women; how abo- 
riginal women are affected by their 
lack of access to matrimonial prop- 
erty (since provincial family law 
legislation does not apply on Indian 
reserves); how constitutional reform 
initiatives affect aboriginal women; 
and an analysis of the experiences 
of aboriginal women with the 
Canadian criminal justice system 
and in prisons. 

Professor Turpel will combine 
consultation with the aboriginal 
community with scholarly research 
in the fields of public policy, law, 
anthropology and sociology. The 
research results will be used to 
develop viable policy options for 
improving the position of aboriginal 
women in Canadian society. To 
generate debate about solving the 
human rights problems faced by 
aboriginal women, Professor Turpel 
intends to widely distribute her 
research results, particularly outside 
legal circles. 

Mary Ellen Turpel is completing 
her Doctorate of Law at Harvard 
University. She has earned an 
LL.M. from Cambridge University, 
an LL.B. from Osgoode Hall Law 


School, and a BA in political science 
from Carleton University. 

The $40,000 fellowship, offered 
through a competition every two 
years, is administered by the SSHRC 
with funds raised from private 
sources by the Thérése F.-Casgrain 
Foundation. The Foundation was 
created in 1982 to perpetuate 
the memory of Senator Thérése 
F.-Casgrain and to continue her 
work in the areas of social justice 
and the advancement of women. 
The Foundation is particularly inter- 
ested in supporting research which 
both includes a discussion of public 
policy options and makes concrete 
recommendations for change. 

This is the fourth Fellowship to 
be offered by the Foundation. Earlier 
awards went to Dr. Susan McDaniel 
of the University of Alberta, for a 
study on contemporary childbearing 
issues; to Dr. Carolyne Gorlick of 
the University of Western Ontario, 
for a study on low-income single 
mothers; and to Dr. Micheline 
Labelle, of the University of Quebec 
at Montreal, for research on the 
integration of female immigrants 
and refugee claimants in the 
Montreal area.

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Queen’s Fellow Studies the 


Social Organization of 
Higher Education 


Global competitiveness and the 
new trading relationships developing 
amongst nations are two of the sig- 
nificant changes that have recently 
challenged the economic and social 
structures in countries such as 
Canada. These challenges have 
called into question, among other 
things, the operations of the 
business sector and the kinds of 
workers we will need to help us 
compete internationally and retain 
a high standard of living at home. 

In this regard, many people have 
been examining our education sys- 
tem, looking for its successes and 
failures in producing the motivated 
and skilled employees deemed nec- 
essary in the next decades. Most 
would agree that — by intention or 
not — any analysis of, and judg- 
ment upon, our education system 
will be informed by certain biases. 
For instance, if one concludes that 
the education system does not serve 
the country’s needs or aspirations, 
this assessment is likely to be based 
on current social values. If so, then 
it is interesting to question how, 
and by whom, these are defined. 
With respect to education, a related 
question might be: what is the pro- 
cess for deciding which ideas are 
worth teaching, and which are not? 

This subject area will be exam- 
ined by the 1990 SSHRC Queen’s 
Fellow. Kathryn McKenna, currently 
completing a Master’s degree in the 
sociology of education, will begin 
doctoral studies this autumn at the 
University of Toronto’s Graduate 
Department of Education. 

In her doctoral program, 
Ms. McKenna will explore aspects 
of the social organization of higher 
education. Her proposed doctoral 
dissertation will develop the theories 
laid out in her MA thesis. There, 
she investigates the social organi- 
zation of knowledge within the 


institutions in which theories about 
education are developed. “I docu- 
ment and analyse disjunctures 
between what gets talked ‘about’ 

in educational discourse, and what 
gets ‘done’ in graduate classrooms. 
I argue that university training and 
intellectual production are constitu- 
tive of and constituted by ideological 
processes integral to the power rela- 
tions of contemporary society.” 

In her doctoral research, she will 
begin with the contention that “the 
taken-for-granted activities in higher 
education organize the ways acade- 
mics are able to think about — and 
limit their capacity to identify — 
boundaries within which their work 
is produced.” She will also examine 
how “proper academic training” can 
regulate the social construction of 
a range of different attitudes and 
realities. 

Ms. McKenna holds a BA in 
Women’s Studies from Mount Saint 
Vincent University. She has been 
awarded several academic awards 
and scholarships and has contribut- 
ed to, co-published and edited 
scholarly publications. 

Each year, the Council offers one 
Queen's Fellowship to an outstand- 
ing student who will be starting 
doctoral studies in the field of 
Canadian studies at a Canadian 
university, and who is a successful 
candidate in the SSHRC doctoral 
fellowships competition. In addition 
to the doctoral fellowship, the 
Queen’s Fellow receives tuition 
fees and a travel allowance.

Council Vice-Presidency 

Dr. Paule Leduc, President of the 
SSHRC, announced on December 
21, 1990, the election of Dr. Keith 
Banting of Queen’s University as 
Vice-President of the Council. 

Dr. Banting became a member 
of the Council in 1986 and has been 
very active in a variety of SSHRC 
activities since that time. In 1987, 
he chaired the Council's Special 
Task Force on Program Priorities. 
He is now a member of the 
Council’s Executive Committee. 

Dr. Banting is the Associate Dean 
of Graduate Studies and Research, 
and Professor of Political Studies at 
Queen’s University. He completed 
his undergraduate studies at 
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Queen’s University and later earned 
a DPhil from Oxford University. For 
13 years he taught political science 
at the University of British Columbia 
before returning to Queen’s, in 
1986, as Professor of Political 
Science and Public Administration. 
Dr. Banting has been a director 
of the Canadian Political Science 
Association. He is currently a mem- 
ber of the Research Board of the 
Child, Youth and Family Policy 
Research Centre, based in Toronto, 
and is also on the editorial board of 
Canadian Public Policy. Author of 
Poverty, Politics and Policy: Britain in 
the 1960s, and The Welfare State 
and Canadian Federalism, as well 
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as numerous articles and book 
chapters, he is also the editor or 
co-editor of four additional books. 
Dr. Banting replaces Dr. John 
Courtney as the Vice-President of 
the Council. Dr. Courtney was elect- 
ed Vice-President in April 1989, but 
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Paul Lovejoy 


stepped down to accept the position 
of William Lyon Mackenzie King 
Visiting Professor at Harvard 
University for one year. 


New Council Members 
On September 17, 1990, Secretary 
of State Gerry Weiner announced 
three new appointments to the 
Council: Mr. Adrien Bérubé, 
of New Brunswick, Dr. David 
Leighton, of Ontario, and Dr.

Mr. Bérubé 
has also had 
wide experi- 
ence in the 
private and 
public sectors. 
During 1982- 
83, he was 
an Executive 
Committee member of the Edmund- 
ston Chamber of Commerce and, in 
1987, was a founding member of 
the Botanical Gardens Corporation 
of New Brunswick. He has been 
President and Director-General of 
Les Editions Marévie since 1988. 

Professor Bérubé has published 
numerous articles in scientific jour- 
nals, for example, Cahiers de 
géographe du Québec, the Revue 
de I’Université de Moncton, the 
Canadian Geographer/Le géographe 
canadien, and the Revue de la Société 
historique du Madawaska. He is co- 
author of Histoire du Madawaska : 
entre I'Acadie, le Québec et 
l’Amérique (1982). 
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Dr. David Leighton is Senior 
Fellow of the Faculty and Director of 
the National Centre for Management 
Research and Development, 
University of Western Ontario. 

Born in Regina, Saskatchewan, 

Dr. Leighton obtained his BA (Hon.., 
Economics) at Queen’s University, 
and an MBA and DBA from Harvard 
University. 

Dr. Leighton has been a Trustee 
of Queen’s University since 1983, 
and member of the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship Selection Committee (Ontario) 
since 1989. He has held key posi- 
tions in various national and 
international marketing bodies, 
including President of the American 
Marketing Association (1971-72), 
President and CEO of the Banff 
Centre (1970-82), President of the 
XVth Winter Olympics Organizing 
Committee (1982-83), Chairman of 
the Board of Nabisco Brands Ltd. 
(1983-85), and Director of the 
Conference Board of Canada (1984- 
88). He currently holds a number of 
directorships including Gulf Canada 
Resources Ltd., Toronto; Montreal 
Trust, Montreal; Cambridge 
Shopping Centres Ltd., Toronto; and 
London Free Press Publishing Co. 

Dr. Leighton has also been active 
in cultural fields. He has been a 
Director of the London Symphony 
Orchestra (1968-70); the Council 
for Business and the Arts in Canada 
(1979-82); Telefilm Canada (1981- 
84); the Toronto Symphony (1984- 
87); and was Chairman of the 
1985 International Bach Piano 
Competition, Toronto. 

Dr. Leighton has authored, edited 
and collaborated on a considerable 
number of books on marketing, 
business administration and the 
arts; he has also contributed numer- 
ous articles to journals, and is a 
frequent invited speaker at national 
and international conferences. 

Dr. Paul Lovejoy is Professor 
of History at York University, and 
a Fellow of the Royal Society of 
Canada. He obtained his BA from 
Clarkson University, New York, 
and an MSc and PhD from the 
University of Wisconsin. 

An expert on African economic 
history, Professor Lovejoy has 
taught history at York University 


since 1971, and also lectured for 
two years at Ahmadu Bello 
University, Nigeria. He chaired the 
Department of History at York from 
1983-86, and from 1986-90 was 
Associate Vice-President (Research). 
Dr. Lovejoy was President of the 
Canadian Association of African 
Studies, 1988-89, and is currently 
on the editorial boards of numerous 
journals, among them the Canadian 
Journal of African Studies, and 
African Studies Review. He has 
authored numerous chapters, arti- 
cles, papers and books, including 
Caravans of Kola: The Hausa Kola

New monies will soon be avail- 
able to experts in the social sci- 
ences and humanities, the health 
sciences, natural sciences and 
engineering for research and train- 
ing in environmental studies at 
Canadian universities. Altogether, 
the government will provide $50 
million in this area for a new fund- 
ing program over Six years as one 
of several initiatives under the 
federal Green Plan. 

Global ecosystems like the 
earth’s atmosphere and oceans, its 
river basins and forests, have been 
subject to increasing stress over 
the last century. While sustained 
industrial growth has brought 
great material prosperity to Canada 
and the other developed nations of 
the world, the costs to the environ- 
ment have mounted steeply. 
Advancing our knowledge of how 
human activities influence envi- 
ronmental change, and developing 
the expertise and resources needed 
to safeguard the health of our 
planet, are among the key object- 
ives of this major new federal 
funding program for environment- 
al research and training. 

A key distinguishing feature of 
this program is its focus on pro- 
moting interdisciplinary research 
approaches, and its recognition of 
the important contributions to be 
made by social sciences and 
humanities research. For example, 
researchers in these fields are 
particularly well-placed to assess 
such things as individual and 
collective decision-making 
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processes concerning the use of 
natural resources, to provide 
analysis and advice on policy 
options for environmental legis- 
lation and on ways to encourage 
more environmentally benign 
behaviour. They can also be 
instrumental in helping to create 
models for more coherent consen- 
sus building and intervention at 
local, national and international 
levels. 

In announcing the program at 
the annual conference of the Social 
Science Federation of Canada 
(SSFC) on Sept. 29 in Ottawa, 
Federal Environment Minister Jean 
Charest emphasized the need to 
transform the attitudes and behav- 
iour of people not only to repair 
damage already done to the 
planet’s fragile environment but to 
anticipate and prevent environ- 
mental problems from occurring in 
the first place. 

The program has three main 
components: fellowships, to train 
doctoral students concentrating on 
environmental studies; research 
chairs, to improve the capacity of 
Canadian universities to conduct 
world-class research and provide 
advanced training in the environ- 
mental sciences; and research 
grants, to undertake major studies 
of Canadian ecosystems. Funds 
will also be available to assist in 
the development of research grant 
proposals. 

The six-year program will be 
administered by Canada’s three 
granting councils: the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC), the Medical 
Research Council (MRC), and the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council (SSHRC). A tri- 
council secretariat, situated at 
SSHRC, will co-ordinate day-to-day 
program administration. 
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In a joint communiqué to uni- 
versities, the presidents of the 
three Councils — Dr. Paule Leduc 
of SSHRC, Dr. Peter Morand of 
NSERC, and Dr. Henry Friesen of 
MRC — noted, “We believe that 
this cross-disciplinary program 
offers exciting opportunities to 
researchers in the natural sciences 
and engineering, the social 
sciences and humanities and 
the health sciences to work 
together .... We look forward to 
seeing members of the research 
community continue to forge new 
interdisciplinary working relation- 
ships, which in the context of this 
program, will help deepen our 
collective knowledge and expertise 
about how to live in better balance 
with our environment.” 

Total funding under the tri- 
council program will be phased in 
over the six years as follows: 
$500,000 in 1991-92; $4 million 
in 1992-93; $9.5 million in 
1993-94; and $12 million in each 
of the next three years. All told, 
ten per cent of the program’ 
resources will be earmagkedet

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cent for research grants to under- 
take between five and 15 regional 
ecosystem studies. 


support 50 to 100 PhD candidates, 
20 per cent for the creation of five 
to 10 research chairs, and 70 per 
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Program Components & 
Deadlines: Final program details 
(including full application pro- 
cedures, selection criteria, etc.) 
were not yet available when this 
issue went to press, but are being 
forwarded to all universities in 
December. Below is an outline of 
proposed deadlines for each of 
the three program components. 


Research Grants: Three 
competitions will be held for 
research grants, with two stages 
in every competition. Applicants 
must submit a letter of intent, in 
which they may also request a 
grant to fully develop their 
research proposal. The submis- 
sion of full research proposals 
will be by invitation only, follow- 
ing approval of the letters of 


intent by a peer review committee. 


The deadline for submission 
of letters of intent in the first 
competition is tentatively sched- 
uled for February 1992, with 
results to be announced at the 
end of March. The proposed 
deadline for submission of eli- 
gible research proposals will be in 
the fall of 1992. Standardized 
forms will be developed for full 
research grant applications. 
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Chairs: There will be two 
competitions for the creation of 
university chairs in research and 
training in environmental stud- 
ies. The submission deadline for 
the first competition is expected 
to be in the summer of 1992. 
External partners/sponsors will 
be required for chair proposals. 


Fellowships: There will be 
four competitions for fellowship 
awards. The application deadline 
for the first competition will be in 
late spring 1992, so that the ten- 
ure of award will begin in Sep- 
tember 1992. Doctoral awards of 
three-year duration with a value 
of $18,000 per year will be avail- 
able. Fellowship application 
forms will be available early in 
the new year.

Review 


To the almost 2,000 researchers 
who applied for a grant in 
1990-91, the external review 
process may seem a little myster- 
ious. It may appear equally mys- 
terious to the scholar asked to 
evaluate a research proposal. We 
thought it might be useful to ans- 
wer some basic questions about 
how SSHRC grant applications are 
assessed. 

Of the more than 9,000 re- 
searchers asked to review grant 
applications last year, more than 
78 per cent provided written 
assessments. SSHRC gratefully 
acknowledges their unflagging 
dedication and support to ensuring 
that the peer review process con- 
tinues to form the cornerstone of a 
fair and effective system for 
awarding research funds in the 
social sciences and humanities. 


What are the main stages in the 
competition process? 

The annual grants competition 
cycle runs from mid-October 
(application deadline) to mid- 
March (adjudication committee 
meetings). After checking an appli- 
cation for completeness, a SSHRC 
program officer sends copies of the 
applicant’s research proposal and 
supporting documentation to four 
external reviewers. Completed 
reviews are then forwarded to the 
grant selection committee chosen 
by the applicant. (For the adjudi- 
cation of research grants, there are 
14 separate committees organized 
along disciplinary lines, plus one 
interdisciplinary committee. For 
strategic grants and joint initia- 
tives, a committee is established 
for each theme or issue area.) The 
committees review and rank pro- 
posals based on the criteria in the 
application guide, and recommend 
which ones to fund. 


Who are the external assessors? 

Council maintains a computer- 
ized databank of some 20,000 
researchers in the humanities and 
social sciences from Canada and 
abroad. Assessors must be active 
researchers with proven experience 
in their own discipline or area of 
specialization and with a solid 
knowledge of research activity as a 
whole. Grant applicants, program 
officers, selection committee mem- 
bers and fellow assessors are the 
main sources of names for this 
databank, which is updated every 
year after adjudications are com- 
pleted. Council's adjudication com- 
mittee members (five to ten per 
committee) are chosen with the 
help of suggestions made by uni- 
versity deans and departmental 
directors, as well as the presidents 
of Learned Societies, every two 
years. 


How are the external assessors 
chosen for a given application? 

In completing their grant appli- 
cations, researchers are asked to 
identify up to six independent 
assessors in the research field. 
Although assessors suggested by 
the applicant are an important 
source, the Council is not limited to 
it. The SSHRC program officer 
reviews these names and others in 
the SSHRC assessor databank, and 
selects four reviewers to assess the 
application. Officers frequently 
seek guidance from selection com- 
mittee members or from other ex- 
perts in the research area to ensure 
the assignment of appropriate 
external assessors. 


How many reviews are carried 
out for each grant application? 

SSHRC’s objective is to obtain 
two external reviews for each 
application. Despite the program 
officer's best efforts, in requesting 
input from external assessors, it 
can happen that only one review, or 
none, is received. In all cases, the 
adjudication committee — com- 
posed of experienced researchers in 
that particular field — also care- 
fully reviews all applications, 
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thereby ensuring that each 
research proposal is given due 
consideration. 


What is the timing for 
completing external reviews? 

Review requests generally go 
out between mid-December and 
January, with return deadlines 
varying from mid-January to early 
March (to give SSHRC officers time 
to process and forward materials to 
selection committee members prior 
to adjudication meetings starting 
in mid-March). To allow time to 
find an alternative assessor, if 
necessary, assessors are asked to 
inform Council via return mail card 
if they are unable to review the 
research proposal by the specified 
deadline. Prospective assessors are 
advised to decline the review 
request if they cannot meet this 
deadline, do not feel suitably quali- 
fied to assess the research propos- 
al, or find themselves in a conflict 
of interest situation. 


Are the committees bound by 
external reviews in making their 
decisions? 

External assessments play an 
invaluable role in helping selection 
committees to weigh the strengths 
and weaknesses of the applications 
being adjudicated and to reach 
their final decision. However, it is 
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not uncommon to have more posi- 
tive recommendations than funds. 
It is up to the various committees, 
which study all the research pro- 
posals for their committee, to rank 
research proposals and decide 
which ones to recommend for 
funding. Each committee is con- 
strained by a budget and, unfor- 
tunately, Council is not able to 
fund all research proposals recom- 
mended for support. 


What principles are assessors 
asked to follow in completing 
their reviews? 

Assessors are asked to provide 
objective critical commentary ad- 
dressing the specified evaluation 
criteria. They are also asked to 
give a detailed explanation of the 
reasons behind their overall 
assessment of the proposal, to 
assist committee members in their 
deliberations and to provide useful 
feedback to the research applicant. 


Why are the committee com- 
ments sometimes less favourable 
than those of the reviewers? 
Assessors review only one or 
two applications, whereas the 
committee looks at all the appli- 
cations in that particular field. So, 
although an assessor may rank an 
application very positively, when 
put into the context of the other 
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applications received, it may not 
rank as highly. It is important to 
remember that this is a funding 
competition and that each research 
proposal is competing against all 
others received by the committee. 


Can I find out who assessed my 
application? 

Under Canada’s Privacy Act, the 
names of the external assessors for 
Council grant applications consti- 
tutes protected personal informa- 
tion about the assessor which is 
not for public release. Consequent- 
ly, while applicants may receive 
copies of their research proposal 
reviews, they are not told who the 
assessors were. Assessors are 
asked to avoid making personal 
references in their review com- 
ments which may reveal their 
identity. Assessors are also 
requested to respect the confiden- 
tiality of the proposals they are 
asked to review, to safeguard the 
applicant’s intellectual property 
rights. Only the SSHRC program 
officers and the adjudication 
committees know the names of 
external assessors for specific 
research proposals. 


How does the review process 
benefit research? 


On the whole, the external review 


process helps strengthen social 
sciences and humanities research 
in several ways. The constructive 
criticism provided by assessors is 
invaluable in assisting successful 
candidates to fine-tune their re- 
search design before commencing 
work, and in helping unsuccessful 
applicants to improve their next 
research proposal. And more 
broadly, the external review pro- 
cess helps ‘o ensure that decisions 
on how to apportion research 
funding are based on as thorough 
and extensive consideration as 
possible of research excellence. 
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Joint Chairs Program 
Well Underway 


An ambitious national program 
to enhance Canada’s ability to 
manage the often far-reaching 
change precipitated by new advan- 
ces in technology is now well 
underway with the establishment 
of eight new research chairs at 
various Canadian universities. 

Launched jointly by SSHRC and 
the Natural Sciences and Engin- 
eering Research Council in 1989, 
competitions for the Chairs in the 
Management of Technological 
Change program were held last 
spring and during the previous 
summer. With funding from the 
two councils and approximately 20 
industrial partners from the private 
sector, chairholders have been 
selected and are now working in 
six of the eight positions created. 

The $10 million program aims 
to encourage study, teaching and 
training in how technological 
change should be understood, 
managed and facilitated. It recog- 
nizes that a comprehensive, 
multidisciplinary approach — 
taking into account the human and 
social dimensions as well as the 
purely technical aspects of scien- 
tific innovation — is required if 
Canadian industry is to keep pace 
and ultimately move ahead ina 
highly competitive global economy. 

All chairs are funded for five- 
year terms with NSERC and SSHRC 
jointly contributing more than 
$4 million to the entire program — 
an amount matched collectively by 
the various private sponsors of 
each chair. Funding is also pro- 
vided through university and other 
public sector contributions. The 
eight chairs established were 
selected from 14 eligible applica- 
tions. The incumbents and titles of 
the university-industry chairs 
announced to date under the joint 
SSHRC/NSERC program are: 


Dr. Paul Guild, Management of 
Technology, Innovation and 
Change, University of Waterloo 
and Simon Fraser University.

Québec Chair for Research in the 
Management of Technology, 
University of Quebec at Montreal. 

Dr. Don Gerwin, Managing 
Technological Change in Manu- 
facturing, Carleton University. 

Dr. John Gordon, Alcan/ 
NSERC/SSHRC Chair in Manage- 
ment and Technology, Queen’s 
University. 

Professor R. Charles 
Terreault, J.V. Raymond Cyr Chair 
in the Management of Technolog- 
ical Change, Ecole Polytechnique. 

Dr. Joseph Paradi, Manage- 
ment of Technological Change in 
the Financial Services Industry, 
University of Toronto. 

The holders of the University 
College of Cape Breton Chair in the 
Management of Technology in 
Non-Metropolitan Areas, and of 
Ecole Polytechnique’s Chair in 
Technology and International 
Competitiveness, will be announ- 
ced as soon as they are selected. 


Funding Briefs 


Journals Increase 

Council has been pleased to 
note that Canadian learned jour- 
nals are becoming more multi- or 
interdisciplinary oriented, judging 
by the applications received by the 
Aid to Learned Journals Program. 

About 20 of the journals apply- 
ing for support for the first time 
are multi- or interdisciplinary. The 
program has received 242 applica- 
tions requesting a total of 
$2,909,809. (The selection com- 
mittee was scheduled to meet in 
late October and results were not 
available at press time.) 

Applications have increased 
20 per cent from the previous com- 
petition, held three years ago. In 
1989, 201 journals applied for 
support and 144 were funded for 
a total of $2,000,131. 


The program supports the 
production of individual scholarly 
journals of which the major 
objectives include publishing the 
works of Canadian specialists 
whose field of interest lies within 
the SSHRC’s mandate. 


Scholarly Associations 

For the first time ever, the Aid 
and Attendance Grants to Scholarly 
Associations Program is over- 
subscribed. 

Faced with a 10 per cent in- 
crease in the number of applicants 
to 95 (from 86 in the previous 
competition), and a budget short- 
fall of $98,000, the SSHRC decided 
to modify the formula it uses to 
determine the size of grant for 
each association. This will result in 
a slightly smaller grant for each 
organization but will ensure that 
all eligible applicants are funded. 
The program is scheduled for re- 
view in 1992 when all aspects, 
including this funding dilemma, 
will be examined. 

The program supports the 
administrative operations of Cana- 
dian associations as well as the 
attendance of members at annual 
general meetings. 


Joint Initiatives Update 


In the Spring issue of SSHRC 
News, we noted that the Joint 
Intiatives Program had met with 
tremendous success since its 
inception in 1989. We are pleased 
to provide an outline of the 
progress on three new Joint 
Initiatives recently added to the 
roster. 


Science Culture 

Under a new joint research ini- 
tiative launched in June by SSHRC 
and Northern Telecom Canada, 
human scientists are being given 
the opportunity to undertake 
research which can help identify 
how to develop a stronger science 
culture in Canada. 

Each organization is contribut- 
ing a total of $150,000 to the pro- 
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gram which supports pragmatic 
and multidisciplinary team 
research on the state of science 
culture in Canada. The submission 
deadline for the first competition 
was September 15, the results of 
which will be announced in 
January. The program is scheduled 
to run for a minimum of three 
years. 

Surveys have revealed that 
Canadians do not have a good 
understanding of basic science and 
technology principles, nor does 
Canada have a strong science 
culture. In other words, our society 
does not appear to foster or place a 
strong positive value on scientific 
awareness and skills — skills 
which are vitally important for us 
to remain competitive in the 
current global marketplace, and to 
make sound collective decisions on 
how to deal with the impacts of 
science and technology on the way 
we live. If current depressed enrol- 
ment trends continue, Canada will 
not have the scientific expertise it 
needs in the years ahead. 

This joint initiative, therefore, 
has as specific objectives to 
promote problem-oriented research 
into the key factors influencing 
students’ career choices and into 
more effective means for encourag- 
ing them to enter science studies, 
and to promote research into 
methods for improving science 
training in Canada and for raising 
science literacy among Canadians. 

Support is available for strategic 
research grants with a duration of 
one to three years. Applicants may 
request a maximum of $30,000 per 
year. A minimum of $5,000 must 
be requested in at least one of the 
grant years. The deadline for the 
next competition is September 15, 
L997, 


Health Promotion 

“The process of enabling people 
to increase control over and to 
improve their health” is how the 
World Health Organization 
describes health promotion. Of 
course, influencing individual 
behaviour is an important facet of 


health promotion; however, a 
broader perspective needs to be 
encouraged, one which takes into 
account active collaboration 
between researchers, practitioners 
and ordinary Canadians. 

To this end, SSHRC and Health 
and Welfare Canada (through its 
National Health Research and 
Development Program —- NHRDP) 
last August launched a Joint 
Initiative on Health Promotion 
Research. The program will help 
establish up to five Health Pro- 
motion Research Centres which 
will each receive up to $100,000 
a year for five years. 

The objectives of the program 
include encouraging researchers 
from fields traditionally considered 
to be outside the domain of health 
to become active in health promo- 
tion; to develop new conceptual 
models and methodological tools 
and approaches to address the 
complex issues of health promo- 
tion and assist in policy develop- 
ment; to encourage community- 
based research activities and to 
make practical research skills and 
results available to health promo- 
tion practitioners and decision- 
makers. 

The one-time competition to 
support the establishment of 
Health Promotion Research Centres 
comprises a two-fold process. 
Initial letters of intent were sub- 
mitted in mid-October and selected 
research teams were invited in 
November to submit formal appli- 
cations by February 14. The 
awards will be announced in 
March. 


Family Violence and Violence 
Against Women 

Family violence and violence 
against women are among the 
most disturbing problems facing 
Canadian society. It is estimated 
that one in ten Canadian women is 
assaulted by her husband or 
partner; that 25 per cent of girls 
and 10 per cent of boys are sex- 
ually abused before age 16; and 
that at least four per cent of elderly 
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persons are victims of abuse or 
neglect. 

In November, SSHRC and 
Health and Welfare Canada jointly 
launched a new $1.5 million 
program to establish a network of 
three research centres on family 
violence and violence against 
women, with each centre receiving 
up to $500,000 over five years. 

The program’s key objectives 
include promoting sustained 
collaboration between academics, 
community workers, policy 
makers, and other parties inter- 
ested in developing effective 
measures for dealing with violence 
against women, children and the 
elderly. 

Applications are invited from 
research teams affiliated with any 
Canadian post-secondary institu- 
tion or consortium of institutions 
which have established or can 
establish community and academic 
partnerships capable of under- 
taking research relevant to the 
program’s objectives. Centres will 
be selected on a competitive basis 
following a two-stage application 
process. Eligible research teams 
must first submit a Letter of Intent 
by February 7, 1992, following 
which successful applicants will be 
invited to submit formal applica- 
tions by May 8th. Awards will be 
announced next June. 

Other Joint Initiatives launched 
by SSHRC include: A State-of-the- 
Art Review of Research on 
Canada’s Multicultural Society 
(with Multiculturalism and 
Citizenship Canada), Law and 
Social Issues in Canada (with the 
Department of Justice), Aboriginal 
Affairs (with the Department of 
Indian Affairs and Northern 
Development), A State-of-the-Art 
Review of Research on Arts Liter- 
acy in Canada (with the Canada 
Council), Chairs in the Manage- 
ment of Technological Change and 
Master’s Scholarships in Science 
Policy, both in conjunction with 
the Natural Sciences and Engin- 
eering Research Council.

Social Scientists 
Sought for Cancer 
Research 


The National Cancer Institute of 
Canada (NCIC), long a funder of 
research into the medical aspects 
of cancer, has advised SSHRC 
News that it is now providing 
research support to social scientists 
to examine the psychosocial 
aspects of the disease. 

Behaviour appears to be an 
important factor in the prevention 
and treatment of cancer. Habits 
adopted during the teen years, 
such as smoking, drinking to 
excess, drinking and driving, 
promiscuity, exercising, under or 
overeating, and the type of diet we 
choose, likely play a role in influ- 
encing our health and chances of 
survival later in life. The coping 
skills we acquire as young chil- 
dren, influenced by our economic, 
family and community environ- 
ments, may well shape the atti- 
tudes and behaviours we assume 
as adults. 

There is also much to be learned 
by studying the behaviours and 
attitudes of patients to their 
disease and its treatment, as well 
as that of the professionals caring 
for cancer patients. A review of 
these issues has led the Board of 
Directors of the NCIC to identify a 
special interest in cancer control 
research. 

The NCIC offers programs of 
operating grants, support for 
graduate students, postdoctoral 
fellows and career investigators, as 
well as special awards leading to 
funds for the establishment of 
cancer research teams. Applica- 
tions are peer-reviewed and the 
NCIC recently added a panel to 
review applications proposing 


studies involving the psychosocial 
aspects of cancer. As well, a 
second fellowship panel was added 
to ensure appropriate review of 
applications dealing with 
behavioural research, quality of 
life, epidemiological aspects of 
health promotion, among others. 

In addition to identifying cancer 
control research (including behav- 
ioural research) as a priority in the 
operation of its programs, the NCIC 
has also approved a plan to create 
a network of collaborating centres 
to be involved in behavioural 
research and program evaluation. 
The primary objective is to assist 
the Canadian Cancer Society (its 
sister organization) in the delivery 
and evaluation of thoroughly 
researched activities in such areas 
as public education and patient 
services. 

The NCIC is a voluntary health 
agency which receives its support 
from the Canadian Cancer Society 
and the Terry Fox Run. It has an 
annual budget of approximately 
$45 million and has supported 
cancer research throughout Canada 
since 1947.

Merger Should Open Up New Opportunities 


As most members of the research community are well 
aware, the federal government announced in its budget 
of February 25 that the Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council will be merged with the Canada Council, 
together with the international cultural and academic 
relations program components from External Affairs and 
International Trade Canada. Since that time, Dr. Paule 
Leduc, President of SSHRC, 
has been playing a central 
role in preparing for the 
transition. 

As part of her commitment 
to keeping the university 
community informed, Dr. 
Leduc recently granted 
SSHRC News an interview on 
the work being done to get ready for the merger and of 
the various possibilities it opens up. The following are 
extensive excerpts from the interview. 

News: Various questions have been raised about 
what the creation of the new agency will mean for the 
research community. Can you comment on how you view 
the future of social sciences and humanities research in 
the new institutional context? 

Paule Leduc: Our community has done an enormous 
amount of work in the past few years to develop social 
sciences and humanities research to make it more 
dynamic and more visible. I am confident that the quality 
of research, its intensity and intellectual impact will 
continue to grow equally well under the new organiza- 
tional framework. The new agency will respect the 
integrity of the existing arts and research programs and 
will support international program objectives with due 
regard to Canada’s international relations. All these 
programs of support will continue to evolve the way they 
traditionally have — following the established practices 
of community consultation and giving the client commu- 
nity proper advance notice of any proposed changes in 
program policies and criteria. The peer review system will 
also be maintained. Overall, 1 would say that the future of 
our research community looks very positive in the new 
context. 

News: More specifically, what impact do you think the 
merger will have on the place of the social sciences and 
humanities in the scientific community and on their 
Visibility?

P.L.: The visibility of a scientific community does not 

necessarily come only from the granting agency. Visibility 
comes from the internal dynamic of the research itself. It 
therefore seems unlikely to me that social sciences and 
humanities research will lose its visibility because of 
coming into the new unified agency. 

Naturally, the legislation, and the new agency itself, will

clearly the agency’s pivotal 
role in funding social sciences 
and humanities research.

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Development and research priorities do not change all 
of a sudden just because of an organizational change. 
The strategic plan is still completely valid and relevant, 
and we will continue to apply it in exactly the same way. 

For example, we were recently discussing the imple- 
mentation of one of the prior- ities in the strategic plan, 
namely, assistance to aid the development of research 
infrastructures. Council will be discussing this issue in 
greater depth at its next meeting. Similarly, we will 
continue to push ahead with our other two priorities — 
the dissemination of research and the training of a new 
generation of researchers. 

News: What do you expect to happen to partnerships 
and other forms of cooperation with other research 
sectors? For instance, do you think the merger will have 
any impact on the closer ties that have been forming 
between the three research communities — the social 
sciences and humanities, the medical sciences and the 
natural sciences and engineering? 

P.L.: | don’t foresee any 
impact on interdisciplinary 
cooperation. This type of co- 
operation has come about 
because we have reached a 
certain stage of maturity in 
research development. It 
should and will continue. If 
we take, for example, the 
recent Eco-Research program 
(initiated under the Green 
Plan and administered by the 
Tri-Council Secretariat located

specific, what will happen to program delivery for 
research and the arts, as well as international cultural 
programs? 

P.L.: The fact that funding for social sciences and 
humanities research, for the arts, and for international 
cultural programs are coming together under one roof 
does not in any way change the basic nature and role of 
the arts and scholarly communities. These communities 
have very different identities, different roles and different 
approaches in the work that they do. Having a unified 
granting council does not mean that either one will 
change their direction, values and identity. Consequently, 
the new council will continue to fund both of the two 
communities on the basis of their particular character, 
their needs, their methods and objectives. 

By the same token, the existing programs of support 
for research and for the arts are not going to suddenly 
disappear just because we have one agency. There will 
always be programs specifically designed to address the 
needs of the two main com- 
munities. 

As for the international 
cultural and academic pro- 
grams, it will obviously be 
important to ensure appro- 
priate coherence and continu- 
ity between national and 
international program activi- 
ties in both research and arts 
fields, and to make sure that 
Canada’s foreign policy is 
factored in. It seems to me 


at SSHRC), we will continue 

to support research on ecosystems in cooperation with 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC) and the Medical Research Council (MRC). We 
will also continue to cooperate with NSERC in the fields 
of science policy and the management of technological 
change. Moreover, we are pursuing discussions with 
NSERC about the possibility of setting up additional joint, 
multidisciplinary programs in other key areas. 

With the merger, I think we can also expect to see 
opportunities for expanded cooperation with partners 
where we have had only limited contact in the past. So, 
instead of seeing a disruption in cooperative activities, 
we will probably find ourselves with more partners in 
new sectors. 

News: How will support for the arts and support for 
research be handled under the new agency? To be 
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that this kind of harmoniz- 
ation would be extremely beneficial, since it would 
expand the horizon of our international strategy with 
regard to both the arts and social sciences and 
humanities research. 

News: What about progress towards carrying out the 
merger? Could you describe the steps that have been 
taken thus far to facilitate the transition? 

P.L.: We have formed a transition committee co- 
chaired by the Director of the Canada Council, Ms. Joyce 
Zemans, and by myself, which is very active. We have 
established a number of subcommittees to look into the 
various issues related to the creation of a new agency — 
such as legislation, budgets and the integration of staff 
currently employed by the three organizations which are 
coming together. We are doing everything we can to 
resolve these issues and others as soon as possible so 
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that the new agency can begin to 
function at the proper time. 

News: Speaking of issues 
arising from the creation of the 
agency, are you looking at them in 
any particular order of priority? 

P.L.: The order of priority is 
very important. One priority clearly 
is the enabling legislation to actu- 
ally create the agency. We are still 
expecting draft legislation to be 
introduced before the House of 
Commons recesses for the summer. 
Assuming that the legislation goes 
forward to second reading in the 
fall and is passed by, say, the end 
of December, we would hope the 
new agency could be ready to start 
up in the first part of the new year. 
We'll keep the community posted 
on key developments. 

But if there is one priority 
above all others, from my point of 
view, it is human resources. Bring- 
ing together people from different 
environments causes very under- 
standable anxiety among those 
involved. And we are going to 
devote special attention to this 
aspect of the integration to ensure 
that everything is accomplished 
harmoniously, with respect for all 
concerned, and in such a way that 
everyone feels comfortable with 
the process. 

Another priority of the trans- 
ition committee is articulating the 
purpose, mission and vision of the 
new agency. In this regard, obvi- 
ously, the challenges are not only 
administrative; they are intellectual 
and will continue to occupy us 
throughout the coming weeks and 
months. We are giving them con- 
siderable thought. We have formed 
groups that are working to set out 
a common vision of the new 
agency, and things are proceeding 
well. 

News: To sum up, Dr. Leduc, 
do you have any overall comments 
on the challenges that the new 
agency can look forward to 
tackling? 

P.L.: There are more and more 
linkages between the areas of the 
natural sciences and engineering, 
the medical sciences and the social 


sciences and humanities. That’s a 
sign of evolution. The creation of 
the new agency will also result in 
closer links between creators and 
researchers, who, without losing 
their respective identities, will have 
more opportunities to discuss what 
they do and their role in society. 
As we know, for instance, in the 
world of the arts more and more 
music and dance works involve the 
use of electronic media, with the 
aid of science. Against the back- 
ground of the development of 
science and art, the new agency 
will have to open the door to these 
innovative linkages between these 
different languages of humanity. 

Overall, challenges such as 
these strike me as being rather 
attractive. 


New Strategic 
Theme to be 
Launched 


After almost a decade of 
strategic research funded under 
the Women and Work Stra- 
tegic Theme — and a program 
review showing that strategic 
objectives in this area have 
been accomplished — SSHRC 
has decided to replace this 
theme with a new one focusing 
on women’s issues. Full pro- 
gram information will be sent 
to all university research 
administration offices as soon 
as possible. The new theme 
will be in place for the 1993-94 
competition, with a December 
15th 1992 submission deadline 
in the first competition year to 
allow time for preparation of 
applications once program liter- 
ature is available. In subse- 
quent years, the submission 
deadline will revert to October 
15 (the same submission dead- 
line as for all other strategic 
themes).

International Summer 
Institutes — 

Pilot Program 


Three universities have been 
selected to host the first Interna- 
tional Summer Institutes under a 
pilot program sponsored by 
SSHRC. Council has awarded a 
total of $127,805 to Toronto, 
Victoria and Laval universties to 
convene the institutes this summer 
— the winning submissions from 
among 26 proposals reviewed by a 
selection committee earlier this 
winter. 

Each university will provide an 
international, multidisciplinary 
forum for scholars to meet and 
discuss research matters, including 
new conceptual approaches and 
methodologies, focusing on a spe- 
cific theme in the social sciences 
and humanities. 

“North American Economic and 
Political Integration” is the theme 
of the University of Toronto’s 
International Summer Institute to 
be held July 20-30. The University 
of Victoria will run its institute 
from August 9-22 on “Environ- 
mental Degradation, Population 
Displacement and Global Security.” 
And at Laval University, from 
September 3-4 and 9-11, the 
theme will be “Hospital Ethics 
Committees: Purposes and 
Problems.” 

As well as enabling researchers 
to take stock of current research in 
these areas, the three institutes 
will help identify future research 
projects and priorities, and contrib- 
ute to the training of students and 
young researchers. Each university 
will cover a share of the total cost 
of running the institute. Upon its 
conclusion, Council will evaluate 
this pilot project to determine 
whether its objectives were met 
and to establish the framework for 
a permanent program. 
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Léger Fellowship: 


The Crown’s Role in 
the Evolution of 
Canadian Federalism 


The contribution of the Crown 
to the evolution of Canadian feder- 
alism is the focus of a major study 
being undertaken by this year’s 
winner of the Jules and Gabrielle 
Léger Fellowship. 

Professor David E. Smith will 
examine why the Crown appears to 
be reinforcing the continuing de- 
centralization of Canada’s federal 
system. 

Dr. Smith, who has taught in 
the department of political studies 
at the University of Saskatchewan 
since 1964, says, “The Crown has 
contributed to a constitutional 
arrangement at variance with the 
political centralization favoured by 
Sir John A. Macdonald and 
Georges-Etienne Cartier.” 

Taking into account Parliament 
and the ten provinces, he points 
out that there are, in effect, eleven 
Crowns in Canada but only one 
Monarch. Such pluralism, he ar- 
gues, permits the implementation 
of an extraordinary variety of poli- 
cies across a range of jurisdictions 
and contributes substantially to the 
“centrifugal tendencies of the 
Canadian political community”. 

Indeed, he adds, “Aggressive 
provincial governments of every 
partisan stripe are made possible 
because of the structure and 
function of the Crown.” 

Dr. Smith’s study, which will 
focus on the Crown as an organ- 
izing principle of government, 
rather than on the person of the 
monarchy or the privileges of the 
monarch, will examine why the 
institution around which govern- 
ment in Canada is organized, and 
which historically has been an 
instrument of cohesion in Cana- 
dian society, appears to be rein- 
forcing the decentralization of 
Canada’s federal system. It will 
also include comparative research 
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Professor David E. Smith 


on the Crown's role in the develop- 
ment of Australia’s federal system. 

The one-year Léger Fellowship, 
valued at $40,000 plus a $10,000 
allowance for research and travel 
costs, is awarded for research and 
writing on the historical contribu- 
tion of the Crown and its repre- 
sentatives, federal and provincial, 
to the political, constitutional, 
cultural, intellectual and social life 
of Canada, including comparisons 
between Canadian and Common- 
wealth systems. The award is 
granted every second year by 
SSHRC. 


1991 Bora Laskin Award Winner: 


UN Human Rights 
Treaties in Danger of 
Becoming a Charade? 


Human rights issues continue 
to pepper headlines. The United 
Nations has implemented treaties 
for the promotion and protection of 
human rights. Yet according to this 
year’s winner of one of Canada’s 
most prestigious awards for 
human rights research, the UN 
treaties are “in danger of becoming 
a charade”. 

Anne Bayefsky, a law 
professor at the University of 
Ottawa, is the winner of the 1991 
Bora Laskin National Fellowship in 
Human Rights Research. She has 
observed that during the past 
25 years a growing number of 
limitations have been placed on the 
mechanisms for implementing 
human rights treaties ratified by 
members of the UN. 

Professor Bayefsky cites several 
obstacles to the consistent imple- 
mentation of international human 
rights law. For example, a number 
of countries apparently manage to 
avoid exposure of human rights 
violations by organizing enough 
votes within the UN Human Rights 
Commission to block the appoint- 
ment of special rapporteurs res- 
ponsible for investigating alleged 
abuses. 

It also appears that these coun- 
tries engage in widespread sup- 
pression of the declared universal 
right of individuals to appeal to the 
UN Commission when they believe 
their rights have been violated. 
Moreover, many member-states 
fail to provide the UN with timely 
and complete reports on treaty 
compliance. 

Author of several studies on 
international human rights law, 
Professor Bayefsky will use the 
Laskin award to evaluate the work 
of the United Nations in the field of 
human rights. She will also 
develop recommendations which

Canada may submit to strengthen 
the UN's ability to set world 
standards for human rights. 
Professor Bayefsky has been 
working in the field of human 
rights research for more than 
15 years. She has won several dis- 
tinguished awards, including the 
1984 Columbia University Center 
for the Study of Human Rights 
Fellowship and a 1980 Internation- 
al Institute of Human Rights 
Scholarship. She has been teaching 
law at the University of Ottawa 
since 1981 and expects to complete 
her UN study over the next year. 
Named for the late Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Canada, 
the Bora Laskin Fellowship was 
established in 1985 to encourage 
multidisciplinary research and the 
development of Canadian expertise 
in the area of human rights. The 
value of the award is $45,000 plus 
a $10,000 allowance for research 
and travel costs. Granted annually 
by SSHRC, the award is tenable for 
a period of 12 months. 
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1992-93 Grants Budget: 
Striking the Balance 


For those in the community who 
may not have already heard the 
news, we are very happy to say 
that in late March the government 
announced the approval of a five- 
year funding plan for the support 
of social sciences and humanities 
research — which includes an 
increase of four per cent each year 
over this period. This means that 
SSHRC’s 1992-93 program budget 
has increased to $92.5 million 
from approximately $89 million 
last year. 

In discussing how to allocate 
the 1992-93 budget, Council has 
been keenly aware of the need to 
strike a judicious balance between 
launching new initiatives in the 
key areas identified in the Strategic 
Plan (e.g., multidisciplinary re- 
search, research and training 
opportunities for new scholars and 
students) and protecting core acti- 
vities. Particular consideration was 
given to the question of whether to 
increase the level of direct support 
for graduate training in the form of 
fellowships. This remains a strate- 
gic priority, but as Council mem- 
bers noted, the inclusion of stu- 
dents in the large majority of 
research proposals for 1992-93 
represents a significant step for- 
ward in meeting the training need. 

Having taken all of these things 
into consideration, Council approv- 
ed the following program alloca- 
tions for 1992-93: 


e Research Grants programs 
(including Standard and 
Major Research Grants, as 
well as General Research 
Grants): $46.9 million; 


e Strategic Grants programs: 
$8 million; 


e Infrastructure Development: 
$1.5 million; 


e Fellowships programs: 
$29 million; 


e Research Communication 
and International Relations: 
$7 million.

Major Grants Program 
to be Replaced 


The SSHRC Major Grants pro- 
gram has been phased out and will 
be replaced by the Major Research 
Initiatives Program, with a spring 
1993 submission deadline, follow- 
ed by a summer adjudication and 
fall announcement of decision. Full 
details of the program, which has 
been developed with the input of a 
cross-disciplinary consultative 
committee, will be made available 
this fall. In addition, arrangements 
will be made for SSHRC represent- 
atives to conduct an intensive 
series of university visits across 
the country in the fall, to present 
and discuss program objectives, 
guidelines and criteria.

More and more the three federal granting councils are recognizing the growing trend 
towards interdisciplinary, collaborative research. Programs are being modified or expanded as 
appropriate and staff of the three councils are exploring ways to ensure that the research 
community is well served. 


These developments are not entirely new. For some time, NSERC, MRC, and SSHRC have 
had a policy stating that they are prepared to consider applications for support of major 
interdisciplinary research initiatives that overlap their individual jurisdictions. Unfortunately 
the mechanism has not been fully exploited by the community. We believe that this is not due 
to disinterest on the part of the community to engage in such collaborations, but rather 
because of a lack of awareness that the councils are encouraging such activities. 


Recently the councils have had a number of opportunities to collaborate in the program- 
ming area. These include the joint NSERC/SSHRC Master's Scholarships in Science Policy; 
SSHRC/NSERC Chairs in the Management of Technological Change; Eco-Research: A Tri- 
Council Green Plan Program; and Networks of Centres of Excellence. NSERC is presently 
expanding its program of Collaborative Research Initiatives and stressing the importance of 
interdisciplinary research. SSHRC is engaged in enhancing its support for major collaborative 
research projects and is also stressing the importance of interdisciplinary research. In addition 
to offering program, group, and development grants, MRC has launched a major strategic 
planning initiative that is exploring ways to increase collaboration between funding agencies 
and other partners. 


All of these activities will facilitate the efforts of those researchers who wish to engage in 
collaborative research that spans the mandate of more than one council. Clearly this will not 
be the preferred modus operandi for all members of the community, but those who are 
inclined to tackle research problems that require the co-operation of the Councils will find that 
the agencies are ready and willing to respond.

Spring is traditionally a busy 
and important time at SSHRC — 
both in preparing for and following 
up on the annual grants competi- 
tions. This year has been no ex- 
ception. As a large number of our 
readers no doubt had applications 
in the running, we assume that a 
quick overview of the 1992-93 
competition will be of interest. 

In 1991, SSHRC revised its 
program critiera to encourage 
researchers to increase research 
training opportunities for graduate 
students and to encourage 
researchers to undertake more 
comprehensive programs of 
research, rather than short-term 
research projects. And, judging 
from the applications received, it 
appears the research community is 
responding positively to the 
revised program criteria. 

Although results of the compe- 
tition were not available at press 
time, a study of applications 
received showed the emergence of 
some key trends. (Competition 
results, including success rates and 
award amounts will be reported to 
universities in a general memo- 
raridum to be released in June.) 


Research Grants 


A total of 1,860 eligible applica- 
tions for standard research grants 
was received this year. Given the 
strategic priority of providing in- 
creased opportunities for research 
training, Council was particularly 
pleased to see that 83 per cent of 
these requested support for student 
assistants for the proposed 
research activities — up from 
81 per cent last year. In addition, 
43 per cent of the total funds 
requested is for student support, 
compared to 41 per cent in 
1991-92. 
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Keeping the Research Enterprise Going 


Peer review is the foundation 
upon which rests a country’s 
ability to carry out high quality 
research. It is the undisputed 
method of ensuring a fair distri- 
bution of limited research funds 
and is used by research councils 
throughout the world. However, 
the peer review system in 
Canada is beginning to show 
signs of strain. 

Researchers, who in a very 
fundamental way are devoted to 
serving the public good — 
whether through advancing 
basic knowledge or through 
searching for answers to press- 
ing social questions — should 
also consider serving the good 
of a much smaller, yet vitally 


important community: their own. 


A well-functioning system of 
peer review ensures the health 
and vitality of the Canadian 
research community by main- 
taining high standards of re- 
search excellence. It requires the 
critical input of recognized 
experts in the field — people 
whose work effectively sets the 
standards against which others 
are measured. Obviously, it is in 
everyone’s interest to have 
active researchers with excellent 
track records judging the 
achievements and potential of 
others. 

Peer review also safeguards 
the research community’s 
autonomy by ensuring that 
researchers themselves play the 
key role in assessing which pro- 


There was a five per cent drop 
in the total number of applications 
received this year compared to last. 
However, the new emphasis on 
providing support for three-year 
research projects may well account 
for the decline, since the large 
number of researchers who re- 
ceived three-year funding in last 
year’s competition would naturally 
not re-apply this year. Current 


posals should be funded. And 
expert decisions based on thor- 
ough considerations of research 
excellence help promote the - 
international reputation of Can- 
adian researchers. Their work 
withstands the most rigorous 


_ scrutiny of the international 


scientific community after our 
best have taken the time to 
assess it. 

However, it is clear that the 
system can only be as good as 
its participants. Admittedly, it 
can be difficult for researchers 
to find the time, in the midst of 
a busy schedule, to sit ona 
SSHRC grant selection commit- 
tee. But maintaining the high 
quality of Canadian research is a 
goal which deserves priority 
attention. 

More than 1,500 of Canada’s 
top researchers have sat on the 
selection committees since the 
first annual grants competition 
in 1978. Their participation has 


_ ensured that the peer review 


process continued to form the 
cornerstone of a fair, effective 
and independent system for 
awarding funding in the social 
sciences and humanities. So if 
SSHRC calls, please keep in 
mind how much is at stake — to 
your peers, to yourself and to 
the research enterprise as a 
whole — as you decide whether 
to sit on a selection committee 
adjudicating research proposals 
to be funded in your discipline. 


requests for three-year funding 
represent 89 per cent of all applica- 
tions. The figure for last year was 
82 per cent. In terms of grant 
monies, the demand from eligible 
applicants for the first period of 
grants covered by this competition 
(i.e., requests for funding in 1992- 
93 only) equalled $62,456,441.

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Strategic Grants 


At the same time, Council 
received a total of 201 applications 
under the Strategic Grants theme 
programs, representing a seven per 
cent rise over last year. Student 
participation is a feature of 83 per 
cent of all strategic grant proposals 
and represents 44 per cent of all 
monies requested in this program 
area. Total funds requested for 
strategic theme research in 
1992-93 amounts to $8,740,522. 


Fellowships 


Demand also increased 
significantly under the fellowships 
programs. A total of 3,149 appli- 
cations for doctoral fellowships 
was received, up by 9.3 per cent 
over last year. The demand for 
postdoctoral fellowships increased 
by 17 per cent this year, with a 
total of 548 eligible applicants. At 
$14,436, the value of a doctoral 
fellowship awarded in 1992-93 
has risen by approximately 3 per 
cent over last year. Postdoctorals, 
now valued at $27,984 per annum, 
also rose by 3 per cent. 

Adjudications for postdoctoral 
fellowships were completed last 
January. A total of 138 fellowships 
was awarded, giving a success rate 
of 25.2 per cent. A total of 
$3,861,792 has been allocated for 
the 1992-93 postdoctoral awards. 


Competition Monitored 


When Council revised the 
Research Grants program in 1991, 
following the recommendations of 
a task force, it also called for a 
close monitoring of the grants 
competition to measure the impact 
of the changes and to determine 
whether any fine-tuning was 
needed. Like last year, a team of 
observers carefully monitored the 
selection committee meetings held 
in March. Their observations were 
supplemented this time by a sur- 
vey of applicants. A full report on 
the monitoring results will be 
made available to the research 
community later this year. 
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Internationally 
Acclaimed 
Philosopher Wins 
1991 Molson Prize 


A McGill University professor 
and internationally acclaimed phi- 
losopher, Charles Taylor, has 
been awarded the Canada Council’s 
1991 Molson Prize in the social 
sciences and humanities. Awarded 
each year to a distinguished Cana- 
dian, the Molson Prize recognizes 
outstanding contributions to the 
cultural and intellectual life of 
Canada. 

Dr. Paule Leduc, President of 
SSHRC and co-chair of the Molson 
Prize selection committee, present- 
ed the $50,000 award to the McGill 
University professor during a cere- 
mony at the Musée des beaux-arts 
on March 3 in Montreal. 

In her tribute to him, Dr. Leduc 
noted that “Charles Taylor is one 
of those rare interdisciplinary 
scholars whose work addresses 
central issues in both the social 
sciences and humanities. His 
writings on action theory, philoso- 
phical anthropology, philosophy of 
the social sciences, philosophy of 
language, and political philosophy

are read and discussed by scholars 
throughout the world.” 

Professor Taylor is recognized 
at home and abroad as one of the 
most influential figures in contem- 
porary philosophy — one of the 
few philosophers whose work 
transcends the boundary between 
Anglo-American “analytic” themes 
and methods and those typical of 
the European Continent. Within 
Canada, his contribution to public 
life is highly regarded both in his 
native province of Quebec and 
outside it. 

Born in Montreal in 1931, the 
former Rhodes Scholar holds three 
degrees from Oxford University, 
completing his doctorate there in 
1961. He began teaching political 
science that year at McGill Univer- 
sity, where he has since also 
become a professor of philosophy. 
As well as having taught at the 
University of Montreal (1962- 
1971), he has served as a visiting 
professor of philosophy at 
Princeton, Berkeley, and several 
other universities. Dr. Taylor took 
up one of his most prestigious 
academic appointments in 1976 
when he became Chichele Profes- 
sor of Social and Political Theory at 
Oxford University, returning to 
Canada in 1981. 


A distinguished Fellow of both 
the Royal Society of Canada and 
the British Academy, Professor 
Taylor is also the Vice-President of 
the Institut fur die Wissenschaften 
von Menschen, based in Vienna, 
Austria. He was appointed last 
year to Quebec’s Conseil de la 
langue frangaise. 

His work on the German 
philosopher, Wilhelm Friedrich 
Hegel, is regarded as a major con- 
tribution to the history of philo- 
sophy. Published by Cambridge 
University Press in 1979, Hegel 
and Modern Society has been 
translated into six languages. His 
latest book, Source of the Self: 

The Making of Modern Identity, 
published in 1989 by Harvard 
University Press, is already consid- 
ered a classic in contemporary 
philosophy. 


Sanctions Lifted 


Scholars interested in pursuing 
research and other academic activi- 
ties in South Africa will be pleased 
to note that Canadian sanctions 
against travel there, as well as 
against commercial and other 
forms of collaboration, have been 
rescinded. 

External Affairs Minister 
Barbara McDougall informed 
SSHRC of the change in policy in 
December. She said that lifting 
Canada’s official sanctions (impos- 
ed in 1985) against such “people- 
to-people” contact “will encourage 
the development of stronger ties in 
the cultural, academic and scien- 
tific fields to assist in building a 
_ strong and viable post-apartheid 
South Africa.” Consequently, 
researchers are once again free to 
set up scholarly exchanges, uni- 
versity links and joint research 
projects between the two countries, 
and to use federally awarded 
grants and subsidies to do so. 
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Launching of New 
R&D Publication 


Researchers will be interested in 
noting that practical information 
for evaluating research and devel- 
opment in Canada is regularly 
available through a new publica- 
tion launched this spring. 

Evaluation of R&D, written and 
edited by practising R&D evalua- 
tors, will be appearing three times 
a year — and will provide summar- 
ies of program evaluations, notes 
on methodology, tips from practi- 
tioners on lessons learned, and 
information about related publica- 
tions. Contributors will include 
researchers and science and tech- 
nology managers in universities, 
consulting groups, industry and 
government.

Early this year Council welcom- 
ed two new members: Mr. Geoffrey 
R. Weller, of British Columbia, and 
Dr. Cyril J. Byrne, of Nova Scotia. 


Mr. Geoffrey R. Weller 


Named as the first President of 
the University of Northern British 
Columbia in 1990, Geoffrey 
Weller’s distinguished academic 
career spans more than 25 years. 
He is an accomplished author with 
expertise in security and intelli- 
gence services, health policy, and 
Canadian politics in northern 
regions. From 1985 to 1990, 
Professor Weller served as the 
Vice-President (Academic) of 
Lakehead University in Thunder 
Bay, Ontario — arriving there in 
1971 following six years of teach- 
ing at Bishop’s University in 
Lennoxville, Quebec. Originally 
appointed to Assistant Professor in 
the Department of Political Studies, 
he became a full professor at 
Lakehead in 1983 and later served 
as Dean of Arts from 1983 to 1985.

Mr. Weller has served on a number 
of professional committees and 
boards. From 1986 to 1988, he 
was Chairman of the Thunder Bay 
District Health Council. He has also 
served on the Boards of the Health 
and Research Development Council 
of Ontario, the Victorian Order of 
Nurses, and the Thunder Bay 
National Exhibition Centre. He is a 
member of the Steering Committee 
of the International Network on the 
Role of Universities in Developing 
Areas (INRUDA), and sits on the 
editorial board of Society and 
Natural Resources. Professor 
Weller graduated from Hull Uni- 
versity, England, with a BSc 
honours in Economics in 1965, 
and received his MA in Political 
Science from McMaster University 
in 1967. 


Dr. Cyril J. Byrne 


Dr. Cyril Byrne is the Coordin- 
ator of Irish Studies and a Profes- 
sor of English at St. Mary’s Uni- 
versity in Halifax. He was respons- 
ible for establishing the D’Arcy 
McGee Chair of Irish Studies at St. 
Mary’s where he has been a facul- 
ty member since 1970. Professor 
Byrne is a well-known commen- 
tator on the cultural life of Atlantic 
Canada, appearing frequently on 
television and radio, and is a 
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specialist in Anglo-Irish literature. 
The author of Gentlemen-Bishops 
and Faction Fighters (1984), he 
has co-authored two other books: 
Religion and Identity (with Dr. 
Terrence Murphy, 1987) and 
Talamhan Eisc (with Dr. Margaret 
Harry, 1986). He has delivered 
numerous research papers at 
scholarly conferences in Canada 
and Ireland, and has been an 
active member of many education- 
al organizations and university 
committees throughout his career. 

Professor Byrne completed his 
PhD in 1975 at the University of 
Toronto. Four years earlier, he 
received an MA from Oxford 
University. He also holds an MA 
(1962) from University College, 
Dublin, and is a graduate (BA, 
1960) of St. Dunstan’s University, 
Charlottetown. He was an Assis- 
tant Professor of English at Mount 
Saint Vincent University in Halifax 
from 1963-64 and at St. Dunstan’s 
in the following year. Dr. Byrne is 
a member of the board of directors 
of the Canadian Federation for the 
Humanities and a member of the 
Canadian Ethnic Studies Associa- 
tion and the Canadian Association 
for Irish Studies. 


Departures 


As it welcomed the Secretary of 
State’s two new appointments, 
SSHRC also saw the terms of two 
long-standing members of Council 
come to an end — Dr. Keith 
Banting and Professor Frank 
Ledwell, both of whom joined the 
Council in 1986. 

Dr. Banting was elected Vice- 
President of SSHRC in December 
1990 and served in that position 
until April of this year. He took on 
a wide range of responsibilities 
during his six years on Council — 
as a member of the Executive 
Committee, as Chairman of the 
Council’s first Special Task Force 
on Program Priorities, as a member 
of the Second Task Force on Prior- 
ities, and more recently of the 
Council's Program Committee, to 
mention just a few of the posts he 
held.

Professor Ledwell 
chaired the Committee to Review 
the Funding of the Federations and 
the National Associations, served 
on Council’s Program Committee, 
and was a member of both the 
Second Task Force on Priorities 
and the Executive Committee. His 
intellectual abilities, matched by 
his many personal qualities, great- 
ly enriched the work of Council. 

Both men’s dedication and good 
counsel were particularly valuable 
during a key transitional period in 
SSHRC’s history and will be mis- 
sed. Everyone at the Council wish- 
es both men continued success in 
the future.

Government Appoints 
Seven New Council Members 


As SSHRC News was going to press, Industry 
Minister John Manley announced the appointment of 
seven new members to the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research Council for a three-year term. 

The research community has eagerly awaited 
signs of a renewed government commitment to the 
organization since the defeat of the legislation to 
merge SSHRC and the Canada Council last June. 

The appointment of these individuals to provide 
policy direction to the Council is a clear signal of the 
importance the new government attaches to the 
contribution of the science and research community.

the common endeavours of the three councils. Scientific 
misconduct of any kind damages the whole research 
community. 

The policy is part of an 
dngoing effort by the three 
councils to monitor and 
evaluate the research 
granting process and to 
develop guidelines for the 
management and effective 
functioning of that process. 
Although this is the first time the three federal agencies 
have instituted a joint policy on the conduct of research, 
each has previously issued its own guidelines on such 
topics as Research with Human Subjects (SSHRC) and 
Laboratory Biosafety (MRC). 

The tri-council policy places the primary responsibility 
for ensuring integrity in research with the individual 
researcher or scholar. It requires research institutions 
administering funds

Support for research and train- 
ing in the social sciences and 
humanities remains an integral 
part of the federal government’s 
funding envelope for industry, 
science, research and development. 
Council members and staff at 
SSHRC were delighted to see that 
confirmed in the new govern- 
ment’s first budget tabled Febru- 
ary 22 in the House of Commons. 

The Council now reports to Par- 
liament through Industry Minister 
John Manley, a clear sign of the 
value the government places on 
the contribution which the human 
sciences are making to the scien- 
tific research enterprise in this 
country. 

Other highlights of the federal 
budget included stable, long-term 
financing, and a 1.5 per cent 
increase to SSHRC’s programs 
budget beginning in the 1995-96 
fiscal year. 

Along with the other two re- 
search granting councils (MRC 
and NSERC) SSHRC was pleased 
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to learn that its 1994-95 grants 
budget will not be cut. 

In fact, the $92.4 million 
budget will increase slightly next 
year, rising to approximately $94 
million to support research and 
training in the social sciences and 
humanities during 1995-96. The 
modest 1.5 per cent increase 
applies to the program budgets of 
all three federal research granting 
councils. 

In setting out the 1994-95 
grants budget, Council has decided 
to increase allocations for the 
research training fellowship pro- 
grams by just over $1 million. The 
budget for collaborative research 
will be augmented as well by 
approximately $1.6 million. To 
compensate, there will be an equi- 
valent decrease in allocations for 
the cluster of programs which sup- 
port the research base and infra- 
structure development. 

Thus SSHRC will be able to 
maintain success rates in the 
research and strategic grant pro- 
grams at approximately the same 
levels as last year, while also al- 
lowing for modest expansion in 
the number of doctoral fellowship 
awards. 
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1994-95 Grants 
and Fellowships 
Competition Results 


The national competitions for 
research grants, strategic grants, 
doctoral and postdoctoral fellow- 
ships take place every winter. Close 
to 80 per cent of SSHRC’s annual 
programs budget is awarded fol- 
lowing these competitions adjudi- 
cated by peer review committees. 
At press time, not all grant deci- 
sions for the 1994-95 competitions 
were final. The following are pre- 
liminary results only. 


Research Grants 

Since revising its funding cri- 
teria four years ago, SSHRC has 
consistently supported more com- 
prehensive programs of research in 
the social sciences and humanities 
and greater student participation in 
the research enterprise. On both 
counts, the results have been 
impressive. 

The number of applications 
requesting three-year funding for 
comprehensive research programs 
has jumped from 83 per cent to 
almost 94 per cent of all applica- 
tions submitted since 1991 when 
reforms to the research grants pro- 
gram were instituted. In each of 
the past four competitions, appli- 
cants have proposed more clearly 
defined, longer-term programs of 
research, as opposed to the short- 
term (year-long) projects of more 
limited scope and activity SSHRC 
tended to fund in the past. 

For the fourth year in a row 
Council has also seen a rise in the 
number of research grant applica- 
tions that include requests for 
funds to hire a student research 
assistant. Whereas 75 per cent of 
applications included such requests 
in 1991-92, more than 91 per cent 
of applications for funding in 
1994-95 included requests for 
graduate student support. Close to 
93 per cent of all awards this year 
include funding for student 
participation in the research. 


With the first awards granted 
under the revised program now 
coming to the end of their three- 
year terms, it is not surprising that 
the number of research grant 
applications have increased signi- 
ficantly over last year. SSHRC 
received 1,538 research grant 
applications in 1993-94 (with 599 
grants awarded), compared to this 
year’s total of 1,737 — a 13 per 
cent rise in demand. There were 
665 new research grants, totaling 
$35 million, awarded in 1994-95. 

Still, this year’s 38.3 per cent 
success rate compares favourably 
to last year when approximately 
39 per cent of all applications were 
granted an award. Total funding 
requested in the 1994-95 compe- 
tition was just above $147 million, 
up sharply from last year’s total 
of $131 million, yielding a dollar- 
success rate of approximately 
24 per cent. 


MCRI Grants 

The number of letters of intent 
in the first stage of the annual 
competition for Major Collaborative 
Research Initiative grants is down 
sharply from last year, when 91 
letters were received compared to 
32 this year. The MCRI adjudica- 
tion committee noted that this 
year’s letters of intent appear to be 
much better focused on the MCRI 
program objectives. These include 
fostering dynamic, ongoing colla- 
boration between members of 
multidisciplinary research teams, 
as well as forming diverse research 
partnerships involving two or more 
universities and providing excel- 
lent opportunities for student train- 
ing in a collaborative research 
environment. Approximately 236 
co-investigators are included 
among the 32 first-stage applica- 
tions. Detailed proposals from 
applicants invited to make submis- 
sions in the second-stage of the 
MCRI grants competition will be 
adjudicated this fall. 


Strategic Grants 
Demand rates in the Strategic 
Grant programs have declined by 
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Acting President 
Appointed 


Louise Dandurand has been 
appointed Acting President of the 
Social Sciences and Humanities 
Research Council, for a three- 
month term that began March 1, 
1994. 

Dr. Dandurand has been Sec- 
retary General of SSHRC since 
January 1989, responsible for 
the corporation’s secretariat, 
communications, policy and 
planning, and evaluation and 
Statistics divisions. 

“Iam certain that this will 
benefit SSHRC by ensuring con- 
tinuity in its activities at a time 
when both the evolution of re- 
search in Canada and the man- 
agement of Council’s operations 
present new challenges,” said 
outgoing president Dr. Paule 
Leduc on March 1 in an open 
letter to all universities and re- 
search institutions. “I am sure 
that Dr. Dandurand can look 
forward to the same support 
from the academic community 
I have always enjoyed.” 

Dr. Dandurand has held various 
policy and management positions 


approximately 27 per cent. Council 
received a total of 213 eligible 
applications for strategic grants 
this year. Last year the figure was 
291. The decrease is largely due to 
the substantial drop in the number 
of applications for grants under the 
Women and Change theme. 

This year there were 60 Women 
and Change strategic grant appli- 
cations, whereas last year the 
number was 145, unusually high 
for a theme program. Thus the 
number of applications in the 
Women and Change program, 
although still higher than the other 
four themes, now stands closer to 
the average received for a theme 
program in most years. 

Council has awarded 90 new 
strategic research grants in

at the federal level since 1981. 
She earned her PhD in political 
science from the University of 
Toronto. She also has an MSc in 
the History of Science and a BA 
(Hons) in History from the Uni- 
versity of Montreal. She taught at 
the universities of Ottawa and 
Montreal before embarking on 
her public service career. 

It is expected that the Prime 
Minister’s Office will announce 
the appointment of a permanent 
president, along with new Coun- 
cil members, later this spring. 


1994-95, totaling just under 
$6.3 million. There were 25 new 
grants awarded under the Women 
and Change theme; 24 under Man- 
aging for Global Competitiveness; 
17 grants in Applied Ethics; 15 for 
Education and Work in a Changing 
Society; and nine grants have been 
awarded for research on Science 
and Technology Policy in Canada. 
Strategic grant requests totaled 
slightly more than $24.3 million, 
out of which close to $10 million 
was for student participation. A 
little better than 91 per cent of all 
awards included funding requests 
for student research assistants. 
Adjudication committee mem- 
bers noted one or two areas in 
which applicants must strengthen 
their strategic grant proposals. 
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The committees felt, for example, 
that greater participation of multi- 
disciplinary teams in the five 
theme areas needs to be encour- 
aged. As well, proposals need to 
address more closely the specific 
objectives of a given theme, espe- 
cially strategic research workshop 
applications which require more 
detailed descriptions of how the 
proposed workshop relates to the 
SSHRC program criteria. 

The partnership concept is 
another area in which applicants 
must pay more careful attention to 
program definitions. A partner is 
defined as an organization in the 
public, private or non-profit sector 
which has an interest in anda 
contribution (monetary or in-kind) 
to make to a research project or 
activity. While the participation of 
fellow researchers or collaborators 
is strongly encouraged, applicants 
are reminded that such individuals 
are not considered partners. 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 

There were 121 new postdoc- 
toral fellowships awarded this 
year, which saw a considerable 
change in the number of applica- 
tions received since 1993-94: 770 
applications this year compared 
to 589 last year, representing a 
31 per cent rise in fellowship 
requests. 

While such a dramatic increase 
is difficult to explain, Council 
noted that faster completion rates 
for PhDs and the low number of 
jobs available for postdoctoral 
students may. account for the rise 
in demand. Expecting postdoctoral 
funding requests to continue in- 
creasing in the future, Council will 
watch these trends closely to 
determine how best to respond to 
the situation in the coming years. 
The 1994-95 success rate stands 
at 15.7 per cent, compared to last 
year’s rate of 29.2 per cent. 


Doctoral Fellowships 

There are 589 new doctoral 
fellowships totaling $8.5 million 
being awarded in the 1994-95 fiscal 
year. This was the first competition 
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Research Grants 


Increase in number of applications requesting three-year funding 
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following the institution of major 
reforms to the doctoral fellowships 
program. The reforms included 
pre-screening of applications at 
universities prior to entering them 
in the national competition. 

Last year, Council adjudicated 
3,161 doctoral fellowship applica- 
tions. This year, following the new 
pre-screening process, Council’s 
five fellowship adjudication com- 
mittees (down from 15 committees 
last year before reforms were inst- 


ituted) reviewed 1,591 applications 
—a_50 per cent drop in the num- 
ber of applications reviewed by the 
committees. A total of 3,275 appli- 
cations had been submitted for 
pre-screening by the universities. 

Council is carefully monitoring 
the impact of the fellowship pro- 
gram reforms. Consultations with 
universities will be conducted as a 
key part of the monitoring exercise 
to ensure that the reform objec- 
tives are being met. 


Education and Work in a Changing Society 


Strategic Theme Ending 


After eight years of competi- 
tions which led to grants being 
awarded to support more than 
160 research projects, SSHRC’s 
strategic theme for research 
on Education and Work ina 
Changing Society is being 
brought to a close. The theme 
has run its course and, an 
intensive evaluation of the 
program showed, is no longer 
generating the level of perfor- 
mance it once had. The Council 
will develop over the next few 
months a consultation process 
for establishing a new strategic 


grants theme to address educa- 
tion issues. 

October 15, 1994, will be 
the last submission deadline for 
applications under the Educa- 
tion and-Work theme. Grant 
proposals will be adjudicated 
according to normal procedures. 
The final awards under the pro- 
gram will be announced in April 
1995. SSHRC will notify univer- 
sities of the new theme for stra- 
tegic research in education well 
in advance of the first applica- 
tion deadline. 


Research 
Communication 
Under Review — 
Competitions 
Postponed 


This year’s triennial grant com- 
petitions for the Aid to Learned 
Journals and the Aid and Atten- 
dance Grants for Scholarly Asso- 
ciations programs are being post- 
poned until next spring. 

Scheduled to take place this 
summer — with an application 
deadline of June 30, 1994 — grant 
adjudications for both programs 
will be held in 1995 instead. 

Application instructions and 
forms will be sent to universities 
early next year well in advance of 
the new submission deadline. 

The postponement will allow 
Council to consult with journal 
editors, members of scholarly 
associations and other represen- 
tatives of the research community 
about the performance of both pro- 
grams. Input from the research 
community is being sought to help 
identify appropriate measures to 
improve SSHRC’s support of scho- 
larly publishing and research com- 
munication. 

While the program reviews are 
underway, journals and associa- 
tions now receiving grants under 
these programs will have their 
funding extended until the next 
competition. 

Council regrets that new ap- 
plicants must delay their grant 
requests, but reminds all concern- 
ed of SSHRC’s commitment to 
_ strengthening scholarly publish- 
ing and research communication 
in Canada. 
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Council Applauds 
Paule Leduc for 
her Contributions 


At the conclusion of their 
last meeting on February 7, 
Council members expressed 
heartfelt thanks to Paule Leduc 
for her work over the years as 
President of SSHRC. 

Noting that SSHRC had changed 
a great deal under her stewardship 
— “all for the better” — Council 
Member Francois Duchesneau 
said the President is leaving the 
organization “in very good shape 
for years to come. The research 
community as a whole has greatly 
benefited from your work.” 

Geoffrey Weller and Cyril 
Byrne joined Dr. Duschesneau 
in wishing Dr. Leduc all the 
best in her new position as the 
vice-president of research at 
the University of Quebec. 


Speaking on behalf of Council - 


management, then Secretary 
General, Louise Dandurand, 
added that “it has been more 
than an honour to serve under 
your leadership.” The President, 
said Dr. Dandurand, will be 
deeply missed by everyone at 
the Council. 

Dr. Leduc expressed warm 
appreciation for the kind senti-

Integration of Persons with Disabilities 


New Joint Initiative 


June 30, 1994 is the applica- 
tion deadline for funding under 
the Integration of Persons with 
Disabilities program. A joint 
initiative of SSHRC and the 
Status of Disabled Persons 
Secretariat (Human Resources 
Development Canada), the 
program supports research and 
research networks aimed at 
producing a better under- 


standing of the social, economic 
and cultural conditions and 
obstacles faced by persons with 
disabilities. Complete details 
about this program are provided 
in a document called 7he 
Integration of Persons with 
Disabilities, which was 
distributed to all university 
research administration offices 
in March. 
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Graduate Training 
Focus of National 
Conference 


SSHRC is organizing a nation- 
al conference on Graduate Educa- 
tion in the Social Sciences and 
Humanities to be held this coming 
November 5-7 in Ottawa. The 
Council’s decision to host a forum 
on graduate education flows from 
its commitment to assign greater 
priority to training the next gener- 
ation of researchers, as outlined in 
SSHRC’s strategic plan, A Vision 

Sor the Future. 

The conference will bring toge- 
ther graduate students, deans of 
graduate studies, researchers and 
employers, along with represen- 
tatives from government and other 
interested sectors, to discuss gra- 
duate training concerns. 

Since this is to be a working 
conference, participation will be 
limited to approximately 150 
invited participants only who will 
attend various workshops over two 


days intended to promote in-depth 
discussions about issues in three 
key areas: the goals of graduate 
education; the research experience 
and supervisory practices; and pro- 
gram structures as well as emerg- 
ing directions in the development 
of graduate student training. 

SSHRC has developed the con- 
ference program within a consulta- 
tive framework involving focus 
groups representing stakeholders. 
Students, deans, graduate super- 
visors, researchers, employers and 
government officials formed the 
groups to help identify the key 
issues to be addressed. 

An advisory committee was also 
struck to help plan the conference 
program. The committee’s mem- 
bership includes university resear- 
chers as well as representatives 
from the Canadian Association of 
Graduate Studies, from a number 
of graduate student associations, 
and from Human Resources 
Development Canada.

Changes to Application Deadlines 


Application submission 
deadlines for three SSHRC 
funding programs have 
changed. Interested applicants 
should take note of these 
changes as listed below. 


Chairs in the Management of 
Technological Change 
Applications for the joint 
SSHRC-NSERC program to sup- 
port university research chairs 
in the management of techno- 
logical change will now be ac- 
cepted at any time. Annual 
grant competitions will no long- 
er be held under the program 
which will fund up to four new 
research chairs at Canadian 
universities.

Mexico-US-Canada 
Summer Institute 


Simon Fraser University has 
been chosen to host a special trila- 
teral (Mexico-US-Canada) summer 
institute on Innovation, Competi- 
tiveness and Sustainability in 
North America. Co-organized with 
scholars from the universities of 
Calgary and Waterloo, the Simon 
Fraser Institute will be held from 
August 20 to 30 in Vancouver. 

The three universities submit- 
ted their joint proposal for the in- 
ternational summer institute to 
SSHRC last January. Two propo- 
sals on behalf of some 12 univer- 
sities were received by the Council 
in response to an invitation to sub- 
mit plans for a special trilateral 
summer institute involving Mexi- 
can, Canadian and American 
researchers. 

SSHRC issued the call for pro- 
posals in conjunction with the 
institute’s co-sponsors: the Inter- 
national Development Research 
Centre, the Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council of 
Canada and the National Science 
Foundation (USA), and the 
Consejo Nacional de Ciencia y 
Tecnologia (Mexico). 

The five research agencies held 
a workshop in Ottawa last Novem- 
ber on the theme of “Innovation, 
Competitiveness and Sustainability 
in North America.” The workshop 
was organized by the federal re- 
search agencies of each country to 
help foster closer links between 
Canadian, Mexican and American 
researchers as the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
takes root. 

The workshop participants 
concluded that in the interest of 
forging trilateral research links it 
would be useful to organize a spe- 
cial research forum modeled on 
SSHRC’s highly successful Inter- 
national Summer Institutes 
program. > 


Anyone interested in learning 
more about the institute’s scope 
and objectives should contact 
Professor Robert Anderson 
(School of Communications) at 
Simon Fraser University. Profes- 
sor Anderson is leading the 
institute’s 15-person organizing 
committee, which includes repre- 
sentatives from research institu- 
tions in Canada, the US and 
Mexico. Participation at the ten- 
day institute will be by invitation 
only. 


Research Integrity

Many institutions have, or are 
developing, procedures to 
safeguard the integrity of the 
research process. Given the 
complex nature of the issue, and 
the need for institutions to 
establish such safeguards through 
consultation with interested 
parties, the councils have set a 
deadline of June 30, 1995, to have 
formal procedures in place. Their 
progress in meeting the deadline 
will be monitored in the interval. 
Institutions which do not comply 
may not be eligible to receive fund- 
ing from the councils in future. 

For the responsibilities the 
councils share with the research 
community to be carried out 
effectively, MRC, SSHRC and 
NSERC are encouraging continued 
dialogue on the integrity issue. A 
key reference point for such 
dialogue, copies of /ntegrity in Re- 
search and Scholarship may be 
obtained from the research 
administration office of any 
Canadian university, or by writing 
to the Communications Division of 
SSHRC, MRC or NSERC. The docu- 
ment will also be incorporated into 
application guides for SSHRC 
competitions.

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Introducing SSHRC’s New President 


Researcher. Teacher. Lawyer. 
Administrator. Doctor of Philos- 
ophy. Those are among the cre- 
dentials SSHRC’s fourth president 
brings to her new job at the helm 
of Canada’s federal agency support- 
ing research and scholarship in the 
social sciences and humanities. 

Dr. Lynn Penrod was a profes- 
sor of romance languages, lecturer 
in the Faculty of Law, and Associate 
Vice-president (Academic) at the 
University of Alberta before leaving 
her long-time Edmonton home at 
the end of August to begin a five- 
year term as head of the SSHRC in 
Ottawa.

Having served 
Council as an as- 
sessor of research 
proposals, grants 
selection committee 
member, program 
policy advisor and 
conference consul- 
tant, Dr. Penrod is 
no stranger to the 
workings of the 
SSHRC.

“I’ve worked with 
many different parts 
of the organization, 
people with very dif- 
ferent personalities.

Prior to her arrival in Ottawa, 
Dr. Penrod held various admin- 
istrative, teaching and research 
positions at universities in Canada 
and the United States. Her back- 
ground spans both the humanities

(romance languages) and social 
sciences (law). 

She completed her BA (Hons) 
summa cum laude in French and 
English at Ohio State University in 
1967. In the next year the bilingu- 
al grad student finished her Master 
of Arts in Teaching magna cum 
laude in French and applied ling- 
uistics at Yale University. That 
was followed by a year of addi- 
tional graduate work in France 
as a Fulbright scholar at the > 


ad 
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Université d’Aix-Marseille. During 
her year’s sojourn in southern 
France, she also worked as an 
English teacher at the Lycée 
Dumont d’Urville in Toulon. 

At the time, however, the then 
24-year-old graduate says she 
“had no intention of doing more 
than a Master’s. I don’t think in 
1969 anyone ever said my getting 
advanced training in French was 
going to give me this wonderful 
job (in academia) for the rest of 
my life. I did it because I very 
much loved studying.” 

After returning from France, 
she taught high school French for 
two years before returning to Ohio 
State University to complete her 
PhD in Romance Languages. 


Literary Critic and 
Feminist Scholar 


Her literary research interests 
since have focused on contempor- 
ary French writers, more specifical- 
ly feminist writers. “I come froma 
generation of feminist critics who 
really tried to open the literary 
canon a bit and make women 
writers and their work in French 
more widely known, taught at 
universities, and so forth.” 

Her favorite authors include 
Héléne Cixous (about whom she 
has written a book, published this 
year), Simone de Beauvoir, George 
Sand and Sidnie Colette. Her doc- 
toral thesis, completed in 1975, 
was on game and play theory in 
the works of one of France’s most 
prolific contemporary writers, 
Jean-Marie Gustave Le Clézio. 

Dr. Penrod’s research publication 
record testifies to her extensive 
accomplishments as a literary 
scholar. She has published three 
books of her own, contributed 
chapters to eight other books, 
written a number of articles and 
reviews for various learned journals, 
and delivered scores of research 
papers at scholarly conferences. 

After completing her PhD, she 
went to work as an assistant pro- 
fessor of French at the University 
of South Carolina (Coastal). Within 
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a year, she took on her first admin- 
istrative posting as Associate Dean 
responsible for the university’s 
academic affairs. 

By 1977, she moved to the 
University of Alberta. She spent 
the next 17 years in Edmonton, 
becoming a Canadian citizen in 
1984. 


Lawyer and Legal Scholar 


While teaching romance lang- 
uages in the University of Alberta’s 
Faculty of Arts, Dr. Penrod became 
a student in the Faculty of Law, 
where she earned her LLB (1980) 
and LLM (1986). She began prac- 
ticing law after being called to the 
Alberta bar in 1984, specializing in 
family mediation, divorce, child 
custody and adoption. By 1986, 
her teaching duties were extended 
to include lecturing in the Faculty 
of Law. 


“... Uf the president of 
SSHRC can continue 
to be a researcher,

“I’ve always been interested in 
law,” she notes. “And it was even 
more interesting for me, a fairly 
recent arrival in Canada, to study 
law and the legal system. I have a 
very pronounced preference in law 
for things that deal with people, 
with human beings and their 
problems. Family law interests me 
because even as in the area of 
literature, I am interested in 
relationships. I am interested 
in how things fit together. I’ve 
dealt quite a bit with adoption — 
private adoption, problems with 


adoption. I’m also very interested 
in children’s literature, the child 
narrator, the child in the family, 
the history of childhood. So there 
is actually a pretty close link 
between my two worlds, law 

and literature.” 

The intersections of law and 
literature is a subject she has 
written about with University of 
Alberta law professor C.R.B. 
Dunlop. She plans to publish some 
of her work in this area over the 
coming years. 

“T would hope that I’ll get an 
hour or so for myself every once 
in a while to plug away at my 
research interests, to continue in 
some small way to be a researcher. 
I think that’s important because if 
the president of SSHRC can con- 
tinue to be a researcher, she will 
be able to understand the prob- 
lems, the questions and the con- 
cerns of the research community 
much better.” 


University Administrator 


While working as a teacher 
and researcher at the University 
of Alberta, Professor Penrod again 
took on the role of administrator. 
She was the university’s Asso- 
ciate Dean for academic programs 
and undergraduate studies from 
1988-91 in the Faculty of Arts. 
That was followed by her appoint- 
ment as the Associate Vice- 
president (Academic). 

Dr. Penrod will be drawing on 
that administrative experience as 
she takes on her new duties as 
Chair and CEO of SSHRC. For 
example, the Council is preparing 
for the consolidation of its admin- 
istrative support services (finance, 
informatics, personnel, and records 
management) with those of its 
sister agency, the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council 
— an interesting challenge for any 
administrator. 

“Having been involved ina 
university setting where budget 
cuts and downsizing seem to be 
the order of the day, I’ve been 
very favourably impressed by 


initiatives to combine adminis- 
trative operations into common 
services. There are efficiencies to 
be gained, and obviously it is not 
painless, but I've been pleasantly 
surprised by the positive things 
that have come out of these kinds 
of initiatives.” 


Arriving at a Critical 
Moment in SSHRC’s 
History 


Dr. Penrod arrives at a critical 
juncture in the Council’s 17-year 
history. Not only are changes 
being made to the management of 
Council’s internal operations, 
SSHRC’s most recent five-year 
plan is reaching the end of its term. 

In place since 1990, the current 
plan, A Vision for the Future, em- 
phasizes training the next genera- 
tion of researchers, supporting the 
wide dissemination of research 
findings, developing research in- 
frastructures, and promoting 
innovative approaches to research, 
including greater collaborative 
work within and between scientific 
disciplines. Council will soon re- 
flect on those goals and priorities, 
assessing progress made to date, 
as it develops a strategy for the 
next five years. 

“T really look forward to gaug- 
ing where we are with the last 
plan,” says Dr. Penrod. “Of course 
we will have to embark on a new 
strategic plan but I don’t see a cut- 
off between one five-year plan and 
the next. I don’t see this exercise 
leading to the abandonment of 
Council’s past priorities in favour of 
a totally new direction. We have to 
see where we are now, re-examine 
what has or hasn’t been accom- 
plished, and what future steps 
should be taken to advance the 
research enterprise.” 


Raising the Profile 
of the Human Sciences 


A government-wide program 
review has been underway since 
last spring as Ottawa re-appraises 
the role and objectives of federal 
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spending in virtually every area. 
The government is also immersed 
in a national science and technolo- 
gy policy review to determine how 
it can invest in S&T to foster eco- 
nomic growth, create jobs, en- 
hance the quality of life, and ad- 
vance the discovery of knowledge. 
“I feel very strongly that the 
social sciences and humanities 
have needed to be full participants 
in these reviews,” says Dr. Penrod. 
“We especially need to articulate 
the role that our disciplines play 
in science and technology in this 
country. There is often a sort of 
received piece of wisdom that says 
science and technology are over 
there, and social sciences and hu- 
manities are over here, and there is 
a big gulf between us and we don’t 
speak well across the divide. We 
need to bridge that gap by encour- 
aging greater communication and 
collaboration between researchers 
in the human sciences and those in 
the natural sciences, engineering, 
and the health sciences.”

Like her predecessors, Dr. Penrod 
believes that SSHRC must play a 
very active part in articulating the 
critical role its disciplines have in 
scientific innovation and techno- 
logical development. The advance- 
ment of science and technology, 
she argues, cannot take place 
in isolation from the rest of the 
human experience. Technology 
without a conscience is a danger- 
ous thing. 

“It is simply not the case,” she 
explains, “that you can do scienti- 


fic and technological research that 
will somehow be totally divorced 
from people’s lives. For such 
research to be coherent, you need 
all of the pieces of the puzzle 
working together.” 

“If, for example, you’re engaged 
in medical research concerning a 
particular disease, you may con- 
clude that there’s a very pressing 
need to change the behaviour of 
people to bring that disease under 
control.” 

“Human behaviour, of course, 
is the domain of SSHRC research- 
ers. A more complete research plan 
would require the involvement of 
social scientists and humanists to 
help determine what it is about 
the human being that makes this 
piece of medical research impor- 
tant or relevant, what we could 
do to perhaps convince people to 
modify their behaviour. That’s 
just a small example, but I think 
it’s critical." 


Working with the 
Research Community 


Enhancing the role and profile 
of the human sciences within the 
larger scientific community is one 
of her key priorities, as is promot- 
ing wider communication about 
the social sciences and humanities 
outside of the academy. 

“We need to be very concerned 
about explaining the relevance, the 
importance, the necessity of the 
research we do,” she says. “It’s 
important for researchers them- 
selves to communicate beyond the 
traditional academic audience to 
help the public understand not 
only the social and human value 
of what they do, but to provide 
timely information to the people 
who use our research to help 
inform the policy- and decision- 
making process. There is also the 
issue of accountability. It is, after 
all, public money we spend to 
support our research. The public 
has a right to know how their 
money is being invested, and 
the outcomes of that invest- 
ment.” > 
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Dr. Penrod says she realizes 
that promoting the value and 
importance of the social sciences 
and humanities will require the 
support and collaboration of the 
research community in all parts of 
Canada. 

“I’m certainly looking to mem- 
bers of the research community to 
tell us, to advise Council, on the 
ways in which we can help facili- 
tate their work and improve our 
service. One of my jobs will be to 
encourage people to get together, 
to talk with one another across 
disciplinary lines, and to exchange 
ideas on how best to advance the 
research enterprise in our country.”

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SSHRC Academic Survey: 


How Researchers Communicate 


Their Findings 


How do researchers in the 
humanities and social sciences 
communicate the results of their 
research? Are their efforts concen- 
trated within the academic commu- 
nity, aS many perceive? To what 
extent do they communicate with 
other audiences, and what means 
do they feel have been successful 
in doing so? 

Up to now, little was known 
about the communications skills 
researchers have and even less 
was known about the interest 
researchers have in communi- 
cating their research to those 
outside the academic community. 

In an effort to answer such 
questions, and to establish 
what the Council could do to 
help researchers build effective 
communication linkages with a 
broad group of potential users of 
research, SSHRC wanted to find 
out more about how researchers 
think about communications. 

Last year, SSHRC commissioned 
a survey that was sent to re- 
searchers who had completed — 
or were very close to completing — 
a research project, and who con- 
sequently would have had the 
opportunity to deal with some of 
the problems associated with 
communicating their results. 

The survey was mailed out 
in both English and French to 
social sciences and humanities 
researchers from every region of 
Canada, who had applied to SSHRC 
for research grants at some time 
during the four years 1989 to 
1992. It had a response rate of 
35 per cent. 

The following summary 
presents the main findings of 
the survey with a focus on how 
researchers feel about commu- 
nicating outside the academic 
community. Where it is interesting, 
however, attitudes about com- 


municating within the academic 
community are compared.

SSHRC-funded researchers 
spend an average of 42 per cent of 
their working time on research. 

SSHRC-funded researchers 
spend, on average, 16 per cent of 
their research time communicating 
outside the academic community, 
and an average of 24 per cent of 
their research time communicating 
within the academic community. 

While almost a quarter of 
SSHRC-funded researchers do not 
spend any of their research time 
communicating outside the aca- 
demic community, more than half 
of those who do spend up to 25 
per cent of their research time com- 
municating to these audiences. 
This compares to 98 per cent 
who spend some of their research 
time communicating within the 
community, almost three-quarters 
of whom are spending up to 
25 per cent of their research time 
communicating their research 
results to colleagues. (See Chart A)

On the whole, while researchers 
seem clear about the importance 
of spending time and effort 
sharing their research findings 
with colleagues, they are less 
clear about the importance of 
communicating with those outside 
the academic community.

The survey results suggest 
that those researchers who have 
communicated their research 
results to those outside the 
academic community are giving 
some thought and establishing 
some priorities as to who they 
think their primary target 
audiences should be. 

The primary target audience 
identified is journalists and the 
media generally. 

The other most frequently 
targeted groups are: educational 


community/schools; general public/ 


lay audiences; and, politicians/ 
government policy makers/ 
administrators. 

The business and non-academic 
scientific community are targeted 
by fewer than one in five 
researchers. (See Chart C)

Generally, a wider variety of 
approaches are being used by 
SSHRC researchers to commu- 
nicate within the community, 
and those approaches are used 
more often by more researchers 
than in their communications 
with those outside the academic 
community. 

Whether communicating within 
or outside the academic commu- 
nity, verbal communication was 
the most favoured approach: con- 
ferences in the case of communi- 
cation within the community, and 
speeches or talks to those outside 
the community. (See Chart D) 

The principal ways researchers 
communicate outside the academic 
community are (in order of fre- 
quency): 

1. Speeches or talks. 

2. Participation in conferences. 

3. Seminars or workshops. 

4. Interviews with media.

Of the most widely used ap- 
proaches in communicating with 
those outside the academic commu- 
nity, those considered most effec- 
tive are: 

e seminars/workshops; 

e participation in conferences; 

e speeches/talks; 

e publication in popular non- 
academic journals/magazines; 

e book publication. 


Some of the least frequently 
used approaches (films, exhibi- 
tions, continuing education 
courses) were rated very highly 
for their effectiveness by those 
researchers who used them. 

‘Interviews with the media’, 
along with ‘news or press re- 
leases’, are ranked lowest of 
the 13 approaches used. 

In terms of how researchers 
communicate within the academic 
community, it was interesting to 
see that while 85 per cent of 
SSHRC-funded researchers report 
conferences as the principal way 
to communicate to their peers, 
those who use this approach 
do not regard conferences as 
the most effective technique of 
communicating research results. 
Instead, university presses (for 
books) and refereed academic 
journals are regarded as the 
most effective technique by 
those who use them.

Of the 13 reasons listed for not 
communicating research results 
outside the academic community, 
none are regarded as very applic- 
able.

Ai = 
Access to Resources 


Generally, researchers say 
that it is difficult to obtain the 
resources (financial, manpower, 
training, etc) they feel would help 
them to communicate their re- 
search results to non-academic 
audiences. The difficulty most 
frequently cited is access to 
adequate funding for commu- 
nications. 

Beyond that, half the researchers 
surveyed cited difficulty (very/ 
somewhat) in finding opportunities 
to work with the media.

Researchers surveyed feel the

Approximately three in 10 
researchers know that they are 
allowed to spend 10 per cent of 
their grant on communications. 
(Two in 10 think it is less than 
10 per cent). 

Almost four in 10 say they do 
not know how much of any grant 
can be spent on communications. 

Twenty-seven per cent of 
researchers surveyed think up 
to 10 per cent of the grant was 
what researchers should be 
allowed to spend, 41 per cent 
think it should be more, and 
11 per cent think it should be less.

Most communications planning 
takes place after the research is 
complete, except in the case of 
strategic grant recipients (where a 
communications plan is an integral 
part of the application for the 
grant). 

While most researchers say 
they spend time on communication 
planning to those within the aca- 
demic community, the majority say 
that they do no formal planning to 
communicate to those outside the 
academic community. >

Communications Support 


Researchers feel that they have 
the primary responsibility for com- 
municating their results (89 per 
cent), whether it is within or 
outside the academic community. 

As many as 80 per cent of the 
researchers surveyed feel it 
appropriate for SSHRC to provide 
additional funding and other 
support for the communication of 
research which has special 
significance for non-academic 
audiences. 


Putting the Survey 
Results to Use 


The Council’s commitment to 
communications is a fundamental 
and integral part of all its pro- 
grams. Strategic and Standard 
Research Grant programs place 
greater stress on the communi- 
cations activities carried out by its 
award holders. Under the Strategic 
Grant programs, for example, 
applicants are required to include 
as part of their research proposal a 
communications plan that demon- 
strates what will happen to the 
research results once the research 
is complete. Research Grant appli- 
cants, while not required to in- 
clude such communications plans, 
are strongly encouraged to make 
them part of their overall proposals. 
From the quality and approach of 
many of the communications plans 
submitted as part of a grant 
application, there is no doubt that 
the community clearly appreciates 
the vital role the communication of 
research results plays in the over- 
all research enterprise. One of the 
key elements of SSHRC’s communi- 
cations strategy is to build on this 
enthusiasm and accelerate the 
sharing of research results not 
only with those inside the aca- 
demic community, but to those 
outside the community as well. 
The objective is to keep Canadians 
informed, especially the policy- 
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and decision-makers, about 
specific human science research in 
areas related to their own 
mandates and spheres of interest. 
This broad audience includes the 
government and corporate sectors, 
non-governmental organizations, 
the media, the general public, and 
the research administrative wings 
of the academic community. 

There is no doubt that commu- 
nications is a fundamental part of 
research. But it can sometimes be 
difficult, and it can sometimes 
involve skills that all researchers 
may not have — particularly when 
it involves communicating with 
diverse and new audiences. With 
the clearer understanding this sur- 


vey has provided of how research- 
ers think about and approach the 
problems of communications both 
within and outside the academic 
community, the Council hopes to 
be able to play a much stronger 
role in helping researchers develop 
skills to effectively communicate 
their research results to as broad 
an audience as possible. 


Misconduct Investigations — 


Clarifying the Roles 


Earlier this year the three 
granting councils published 
Integrity in Research and 
Scholarship, a document that 
sets out the councils’ policy 
and process for dealing with 
allegations of misconduct. In 
implementing the policy, the 
councils have stated that, to be 
eligible to receive council funds, 
institutions must put in place 
by June 1995 a formal process 
for dealing with allegations. 
This condition ensures that all 
universities will have a mech- 
anism to deal with integrity 
issues. 

The policy calls for univer- 
sities to assume an active role 
in dealing with allegations of 
misconduct, and gives the 
councils the right to review such 
investigations and to refuse to 
accept their conclusions should 
the process be found to be in- 
adequate or unfair. A direct role 
for the councils was considered 
inappropriate, simply because, if 
the councils were to become part 
of the process, they would not be 
in a position to question or reject 
any conclusions reached. When 


the tri-council document was 
circulated widely, in draft form, 
there was no disagreement 

on this assignment of respon- 
sibilities. 

The tri-council document puts 
considerable emphasis on the 
promotion of ethical values and 
conduct to reinforce integrity in 
research and scholarship. To 
assist in furthering awareness of 
and sensitivity to issues relating 
to integrity, the councils recently 
sponsored a conference entitled 
Integrity in Research and 
Scholarship: A Collective 
Responsibility. 

The conference aimed at 
reinforcing the commitment of 
the councils, as well as research 
institutions and their partners to 
the promotion and reinforcement 
of high standards of integrity in 
research and scholarship. It 
examined the factors which 
promote or discourage integrity, 
outlined the responsibilities 
of the main stakeholders, 
and recommended principles, 
policies and mechanisms for 
the promotion of high standards 
of integrity. 
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Integrity in Research and Scholarship 


Subject of National Conference 


The Tri-Council policy state- 
ment on research integrity issued 
last February was followed up by 
a national conference called 
Integrity in Research and 
Scholarship: A Collective 
Responsibility. 

SSHRC, the Medical Research 
Council and the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Coun- 
cil organized the event in partner- 
ship with the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada. 

The conference focused on the 
commitment of the three federal 
research granting councils, re- 
search institutions and their 
partners to promoting and en- 
forcing high standards of integrity 
in Canadian research and 
scholarship. It was the first of a 
series of initiatives being planned 
by the three granting council 


presidents to address issues 
affecting the entire research 
community. 

The conference took place 
November 29-30 in Toronto. 
About 150 invited participants 
examined the factors which 
promote or discourage scientific 
integrity, defined the responsibil- 
ities of the main stakeholders, 
and recommended principles, 
policies and mechanisms to help 
foster the highest standards of 
integrity in research. 

A university advisory com- 
mittee helped to provide guidance 
on orientations, speakers and 
participants for the conference. 
Researchers, senior university 
administrators, experts in the field 
of scientific and scholarly integrity, 
graduate students, government 
and private sector representatives 


SSHRC and NSERC Combine 


Services 


SSHRC and the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council recently signed 
an agreement to combine their 
administrative services. The 
SSHRC’s Administration Branch 
and NSERC’s Corporate Systems 
and Services Branch have been | 
brought together in a new 
Common Services Unit. 

Directly responsible to the 
presidents of both councils, the 
new branch will provide 
services in the areas of finance, 
human resources, informatics, 
and administrative support 
(records, mail, etc.). 

This measure results from 
a desire for greater economy 
and efficiency, and was made 
possible when the two agencies 


moved into the same building 
toward the end of last year. 

The new unit aims to eliminate 
duplication and reduce admin- 
istrative costs in response to 
budget cuts. It will also help to 
increase the efficiency of certain 
services each council offers to 
its clientele. 

Louise Dandurand, acting 
director general of SSHRC’s 
Administration Branch, noted 
that “the new organizational 
structure could not have been 
developed without the full 
participation and cooperation 
of the employees in the two 
branches involved. The success 
of the operation in the climate 
of uncertainty it caused is 
entirely to their credit.” 


attended the event, which received 
national media coverage. The 
conference proceedings will be 
published early in the new year. 


NAFTA 
Researchers 
Explore 
Innovation and 
Competitiveness 


Close to 100 Canadian, 
American and Mexican re- 
searchers gathered this August 
in Whistler, B.C., to attend the 
first US-Canada-Mexico Summer 
Institute on Innovation, Com- 
petitiveness and Sustainability. 

SSHRC co-sponsored the In- 
stitute along with the Canadian 
International Development 
Research Centre, the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Re- 
search Council of Canada, the 
National Science Foundation 
(USA), and the Consejo National 
de Ciencia y Technologia (Mexico). 

The five research agencies 
financed this first tri-national 
venture to help foster closer links 
between Canadian, Mexican and 
American researchers. All parties 
agreed that the issues of inno- 
vation, competitiveness and sus- 
tainability are crucial to the North 
American community as the North 
American Free Trade Agreement 
(NAFTA) takes root. 

Following seven days of exten- 
sive debate, a consensus emerged 
(among lawyers, economists, 
scientists, and a wide range of 
other scholarly experts in atten- 
dance) that the divergent and 
asymmetrical economic, social 
and technological systems of 
North America pose a greater > 
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challenge to achieving the goal 
of sustainable economic growth 
than that faced by the European 
Community. New thinking, new 
research and policy partnerships, 
and a new research agenda are 
required. 

As one of the Mexican partici- 
pants, Dr. Kurt Unger, Director 
of the Centro de Investigacion y 
Docencia Economicas, observed: 
“Our leaders often talk about job 
creation, competitiveness and 
innovation. But they do not often 
link these questions to the prob- 
lems of sustainability. This first 
Institute has demonstrated that the 
interrelationships of these ques- 
tions present us with a fascinating 
challenge.” 

Researchers from the three 
countries agreed to search for ways 
to sustain the networking and 
cooperation begun in Whistler. 

The Institute released seven 
reports, with recommendations 
on NAFTA issues, to the three 
governments and stakeholders. 
Topics included the future of work, 
the need to assess and harmonize 
a wide range of regulations, 
managing innovation in business, 
how to link businesses and 
universities for education and 
training, the development of 
science and technology-based 
industries, common resource 
management challenges in energy, 
forestry and fisheries, and water 
and land management. 

The Institute’s proceedings 
were broadcast on the Cable 
Parliamentary Affairs Channel 
in September. Anyone interested

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“Shaping our Future” 


That’s the title of the national 
conference on graduate research 
and studies in the social sciences 
and humanities held November 5 
to 7 at the Chateau Laurier in 
Ottawa. 

Organized by SSHRC, the 
conference brought together key 
parties interested in graduate 
education — university teachers, 
researchers and students, as 
well as private and public sector 
employers. Some 150 invited 
participants from all regions of 
Canada, along with a number of 
distinguished guests from 
outside the country, gathered in 
Ottawa to: 


e review the current situation 
regarding graduate research 
and studies in the social 
sciences and humanities; 


identify priority issues to 
address with respect to 
graduate education, and 
clarify our understanding 
of those issues; 


explore innovative initiatives, 
promising models, and good 
practices; 


develop strategies to improve 
graduate education practices 
and policies in Canada. 


The conference included 
workshops and plenary sessions 
focusing on the following three 
themes: 


e the role of graduate education 
in the social sciences and 
humanities in today’s society, 
and current and future train- 
ing objectives in SSHRC 
disciplines; 


graduate education, the 
research experience, and 
supervisory practices; and 


graduate programs, today 
and tomorrow. 
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The extent to which graduate 
programs allow students to 
complete their degrees within 
a reasonable time, as well as 
different program models and 
trends emerging in Canada and 
other countries, were among the 
subjects explored. How graduate 
education should respond to the 
ongoing restructuring of the 
Canadian economy and society 
was also discussed. 

The Council is extremely 
pleased with the reaction of the 
university research community 
and Canadian industry, whose 
enthusiasm for the conference, 
along with that of the graduate 
student community, was matched 
only by their many excellent 
contributions to its planning. 
Discussion groups set up last 
autumn helped determine the 
key issues to be addressed. An 
advisory board consisting of 
representatives from various 
sectors (government, industry, 
and faculties of graduate studies) 
was then invited to help prepare 
the conference program. 

The results of the conference 
will assist SSHRC in developing 
its action plan and visions for 
the future in this important area. 
Copies of the conference high- 
lights, to be published early in 
1995, will be sent to all 
universities. 
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Federal Investment in Science and Technology 
Under Review 


Over the past few months, 


Industry Canada has been co- 
ordinating a major review of 

the federal government’s annual 
$7 billion investment in science 
and technology. The government 
announced the S & T review in its 
last budget. 


This national exercise aims to 


maximize the impact of research 
activities on economic recovery 
and job creation while promoting 
sustainable development, better 
quality of life and the advance- 
ment of scientific knowledge in 
Canada. 


The study is taking place in 


three stages: 


i, 


an internal and interdepart- 
mental assessment of federal 
expenditures and activities 
in science and technology 
(including those of the 
SSHRC); 


2. an independent study of the 
results of this assessment to 
be carried out by the National 
Advisory Board on Science 
and Technology; 


3. public consultations by means 
of local workshops held 
during the summer, followed 
by regional conferences in 
September and a national 
conference in October. 


SSHRC President Lynn Penrod 
attended the national conference, 
which took place in Ottawa. The 
Council’s Secretary General, Louise 
Dandurand, attended a regional 
conference in Montreal. 

Various participants from every 
community have stressed the 
crucial role played by the social 
sciences and humanities in the 
science and technology sector.

Annual Report Has a New Look 


The format of SSHRC’S 
annual report has been re- 
vamped in an effort to pro- 
vide readers with more options 
to meet their differing infor- 
mation requirements. The 
information contained in the 
previous format has been split 
into three separate publica- 
tions. 

The 1993-94 Annual Report 
contains a Message from the 
Interim President, the audited 
financial statements, and some 
general information about the 
Council’s governing structure 
and organization. This 
document is intended primarily 
to fulfill our obligations under 
the SSHRC Act to report to 
Parliament on our activities. 


There is a separate publica- 
tion listing all grants and fel- 
lowships awarded in 1993-94. 

A third, new publication has 
been created to showcase 
research projects. It is intended 
for audiences outside the 
academic community, including 
policy-makers, who are less 
familiar with the range of 
research Council supports in the 
social sciences and humanities. 
The publication highlights 
projects undertaken in the last 
several years, focusing on 
completed research from which 
conclusions or results can be 
drawn. The first edition is 
organized into the following 
theme areas: family, health, 
environment and learning. 
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have indicated that the vital impor- 
tance of the human sciences to 
Canadian research and develop- 
ment is one of the clear, unequi- 
vocal conclusions which emerged 
from the regional conferences. 
The government will use these 
conclusions and the data collected 
to develop a new strategy on 
science and technology which 
it intends to announce at the 
beginning of 1995. The results 
of the S & T review will also be 
incorporated into the compre- 
hensive, government-wide 
spending review announced in 
the February 1994 budget. 


Global Change 
Research Focus 
of International 
Meeting 


The International Group of 
Funding Agencies for Global 
Change Research (IGFA) has, 
for the first time, held its annual 
meeting in Canada. IGFA is an 
informal partnership of national 
agencies from 21 countries which 
fund global change research and 
other activites supporting such 
research. Its Secretariat is housed 
at the National Science Foundation 
in Arlington, Virginia. 

Alan Fox, Director of Policy, 
Planning and International Rela- 
tions at SSHRC, and Vice-Chair 
of IGFA, played a leading role in 
organizing the three-day meeting 
attended by representatives of 
various research and funding 
agencies from some 12 countries. 

“One of the main items of 
business,” he said, “was how > 
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to advance research on the human 

dimensions of global change, 

bringing the perspectives of the 
social sciences and humanities to 
our understanding of how people 
respond to and manage natural 
and technological change affecting 
the environment.” 

Two key issues were addressed 
by participants at the Vancouver 
meeting: 

e how to increase international 
collaboration in the social 
sciences and humanities on 
global change research, and 

e how to foster increased 
collaboration between the 
human and natural sciences 
in this field. 


Much of the discussion focused 
on how IGFA member agencies 
could encourage greater participa- 
tion of researchers from develop- 
ing countries in global change 
research. 

SSHRC’s president, Dr. Lynn 
Penrod, delivered the keynote 


speech which opened the assembly. 


She told delegates, “We need to 
encourage more social sciences 
and humanities research ona 
broad range of topics — from the 
very way our social and cultural 
institutions shape behaviour 
vis-a-vis the environment, to the 
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charge to inform the social sciences 
and humanities research com- 
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agenda-setting and decision- 
making processes of governments. 
But I think we also recognize more 
and more that the nature of the 
problems we face requires that we 
integrate the perspectives and 
contributions of both the human 
sciences and the natural sciences 
into global change research.” 

The Canadian tri-council Eco- 
Research program, housed at 
SSHRC, was showcased as an 
excellent example of how such 
collaboration can be encouraged.

Results (fom page 1) 


The following outlines the 
preliminary results of the 
1995-96 competitions. Not 
all grant decisions were final 
at press time. 


Research Grants 


Increased student funding 
and higher levels of support 
for successful applicants are 
among the more positive results 
of the 13th annual research 
grants competition. This year, 
on average, successful appli- 
cants received 71 percent of 
their total grant request, com- 
pared to last year’s funding 
rate of 57 percent. And close 
to 93 percent of all grants 
awarded include funds for 
hiring students. 

Salaries for student research 
assistants made up close to 
half of all funds requested by 
applicants in the 1995-96 re- 
search grants competition. The 
level of student participation in 
SSHRC-funded research has 
risen steadily since 1991 when 
the goal of training Canada’s 
future generation of researchers 
became a major objective of the 
Research Grants program. 

In 1991, for example, 35 per- 
cent of total funds requested 
were for students, while the 
proportion for students had 
jumped to 47 percent this year. 
This increase in demand has 
been pervasive across the 
social sciences and the 
humanities. 

While demand for student 
support is up, the number of 
applications for standard re- 
search grants is down. SSHRC 
received 1566 eligible submis- 
sions in this year’s grants com- 
petition compared to 1732 last 
year. Some 501 new grants, 
totaling just over $29.8 million, 
have been awarded. In the 
previous fiscal year 789 grants 
were issued.

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Thus the success rate based 
on the number of applications 
fell considerably from last year, 
when 45 percent of the appli- 
cants received a grant compared 
to 32 percent this year. How- 
ever, the success rate based on 
dollars requested and awarded 
remains about the same at 
24 percent. Moreover, the 
average award size was much 
larger this year ($59,495 
compared to $50,773 last year), 
despite a reduction in the 
average amount requested per 
applicant ($77,770 this year 
versus $85,170 last). 

At the same time, as noted 
above, the funding rate for suc- 
cessful applicants has jumped 
substantially — from 57 to 
71 percent of the total budget 
requested. A change in the pro- 
gram regulations may account 
for the fact that although the 
number of awards was reduced, 
SSHRC is providing higher levels 
of support to successful appli- 
cants. 

The new “50% rule” was one 
of the most significant changes 
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affecting the 1995-96 grants 
competition. Under this rule, 
applications are disqualified 
from funding if the adjudication 
committee recommends an 
award of less than 50 percent 
of the amount requested by the 
applicant. Alternatively, the 
committee may recommend the 
rule be waived to allow funding 
of an otherwise meritorious 
proposal. 

It seems the new regulation 
has resulted in less inflated bud- 
get proposals from researchers. 
Last year, 30 percent of the 
applications recommended for 
funding had their budgets cut 
by more than 50 percent. This 
year, only two percent of funded 
applications had their budgets 
reduced by that amount. 

The impact of the 50 percent 
rule on the size of awards is 
also evident in the historical 
pattern of average requests and 
awards (see charts). The gap 
between success rates based 
on application numbers and 
dollars requested had widened 
considerably in recent years. 
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Success Rate Averages 1988 - 1995 
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With the new rule in place, the 
difference between the two 
measures of success has been 
narrowed and the previous 
historical pattern appears to 
have been restored. 

A modification in the scor- 
ing of applications from new 
scholars was another significant 
rule. change introduced this 
year. Under the revised policy, 
when a new Scholar receives a 
more favourable assessment 
for his or her track record 


~ compared to the the proposed 


program of research, then 
the track record makes up 
60 percent of the total final 
score, with the other 40 per- 
cent coming from the proposed 
research. The reverse is applied 
when the program of research 
receives a higher score. Pre- 
viously, new scholars identified 
on their applications whether 
they wished to have the heaviest 
weighting applied to their pro- 
gram of research or track record 
before adjudication. 

Preliminary analysis suggests 
that new scholars benefited >

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from the revised weighting 
structure. Some 296 of the 449 
new scholars applying were 
awarded a higher score on their 
track records, which was then 
given the heavier weight in 
calculating their final score. 
For 16 of these new scholars, 
this flexibility resulted in the 
approval of a grant that would 
not have been awarded under 
the old regulations. 

The impact of these and 
other program reforms insti- 
tuted since 1991 will be the 
subject of a detailed evaluation 
of the Research Grants program 
scheduled for next year, after 
the current evaluation of the 
Strategic Grants program has 
been concluded. 


Strategic Grants 


As with research grants, 
the number of strategic grant 
applications also fell consider- 
ably, down from 216 last year 
to 160 this year. The level of 
demand had been fairly cons- 
tant in previous years, fluc- 
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tuating around 200 applications. 
Though the drop in funding 
requests is difficult to explain, 

it may be a symptom of a certain 
level of saturation within the 
theme programs. 

Council awarded 65 strategic 
research grants this year (com- 
pared to 90 last year), for a total 
of just over $4.8 million in new 
awards. Eight grants were 
awarded in two of the theme 
programs: Applied Ethics and 
Science & Technology Policy 
in Canada. Another 12 grants 
were awarded for research on 
Managing for Global Competi- 
tiveness; 13 for Education and 
Work; and 24 projects received 
funding under the Women and 
Change theme. 

Due to the recent budget 
reductions imposed on the 
Council, success rates in the 
five theme programs fell despite 
lower demand. The overall 
applicant success rate was 
40 percent, a slight drop from 
42.5 percent in the previous 
year. This represents a down- 
ward trend in relation to the 
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success rates of the early 1990s 
which hovered around 50 per- 
cent. 

Approximately $17.9 million 
in new (three-year) funding 
was requested, yielding a dollar 
success rate of 26.6 percent. 
This compares favourably to 
the past five years, when the 
ratio of dollars awarded to 
dollars requested stood at 25.8, 
20.4, 30, 29 and 29 percent 
respectively. 

This year for the first time, 
four of the five theme programs 
(all except Women and Change) 
were adjudicated by telecon- 
ference. Committee members 
expressed confidence that this 
format did not affect the 
integrity of the adjudication 
process. 

Committee members noted a 
few concerns about Council’s 
theme programs, however, 
including the ongoing lack of 
participation by researchers in 
the humanities. Only philosophy 
is represented to a significant 
extent, and this within a single 
theme, Applied Ethics. Even in 


the Women and Change theme, 
which was specifically designed 
to be welcoming to humanists, 
participation on the part of the 
humanities continues to be very 
low. On the other hand, social 
science disciplines such as 
economics, education, 
administrative studies and 
sociology continue to be well 
represented in the Strategic 
Grants program. 

Members also pointed out 
that while research funded 
under the strategic themes 
should be relevant for the 
development of public policy, 
SSHRC needs to provide a 
clearer definition of what it 
means by “policy development.” 
While the theme programs aim 
to bring about positive and 
constructive social change, 
“policy” also refers to the 
legislation and practices of 
public and private bodies 
holding power and authority 
in Canadian society. 

The impact of thematic 
research on policy development 
is a question to be addressed in 
the evaluation of the Strategic 
Grants program which began 
last January. Other issues to 
be considered include the appro- 
priateness of the program’s 
objectives, the effectiveness 
of the various funding modes 
(strategic research grants, 
research network grants, and 
partnership development 
grants), the extent to which 
research findings are being 
communicated to the user 
community, the value of 
partnerships, and the level 
of participation in the theme 
programs. The results of the 
evaluation are expected to 
be available later this fall. 


Postdoctoral Fellowships 


Council awarded 110 post- 
doctoral fellowships this year 
to some of Canada’s most 
promising new scholars em- 
barking on research careers.

A total of 689 applicants com- 
peted for this year’s awards, 
down considerably from last 
year when the Council received 
770 applications. This decline 
is in part due to a change in the 
program regulations. Applicants 
are now required to include 

a letter of support from their 
supervisor at the proposed place 
of tenure. In past, SSHRC found 
that too many applications were 
submitted without the support 
of, and in some cases the 
knowledge of, the institution 
where the candidate planned 

on doing his or her postdoctoral 
work. 


It is interesting to note that 
the number of applications in 
the humanities remained the 
same as last year, while appli- 
cations in the social sciences 
decreased by 18 percent. The 
drop in the total number of appl- 
ications this year was thus con- 
fined to the social sciences. At 
the same time, close to 51 per- 
cent of the candidates in this 
year’s competition were women 
— five percent more than the 
number who applied last year. 
With awards granted to 16 per- 
cent of all applicants, the overall 
success rate for the 1995-96 
competition is down slightly > 
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from last year, when one out 
of five candidates (160 in total) 
received a fellowship. 


Doctoral Fellowships 


A total of 526 new doctoral 
fellowships were awarded 
following this year’s national 
competition, a substantial drop 
from last year when the Council 
was able to grant 633 fellow- 
ships. This year’s awards total 
$7.6 million, compared to the $9 
million awarded in the 1994-95 
fiscal year. The effects of the 
federal government’s cuts to 
the SSHRC programs budget 
are thus being felt. 

This was the second year of 
a new process for evaluating 
doctoral fellowship applications. 
Universities now pre-screen

applications from their students 
to help ensure that only the best 
candidates are evaluated in the 
national competition held each 
year in Ottawa. Some 1580 
applicants were considered by 
the Council’s five adjudication 
committees. A review committee 
made final recommendations 
for applications that fell on the 
borderline between a successful 
and unsuccessful score. An 
additional 1655 applications 
were considered in the pre- 
screening stage, but did not 
make it into the final national 
competition. 

Thus a total of 3235 
Canadian graduate students 
applied for an SSHRC doctoral 
fellowship in 1995-96, down 
from last year when 3278 ap- 
plications were made. Appli-

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Budget Cuts Affect SSHRC’s Programs 


In line with the majority 
of government departments 
and agencies, SSHRC’s bud- 
get was trimmed in February. 
The finance minister announ- 
ced cuts of 14 per cent over 
the next three years, with 
the sharpest reductions to 
occur in years two and three. 
Thus the budget will be 
14 per cent lower in 1997-98 
than it would have been if 
these restraints had not been 
imposed. 


Difficult choices have been 


made to reduce or eliminate 
support to various program 


areas in order to absorb these 


decreases in funding. These 


decisions flow from the SSHRC 
Strategic Plan and were guided 


by a concern to protect direct 


support of research and training 


in the social sciences and 
humanities. 


In addition to direct grants 


to individuals or groups of 


researchers; the highest prior-

To maintain adequate levels 
of support among all three 

of these sectors, SSHRC has 
taken the following mea- 
sures: 


1. The budget for Research 
Grants was reduced by 
6.3 per cent for 1995-96. 


2. General Research Grants 
were reduced by 6.3 per cent 
in 1995-96. 


3. Support for Aid to Learned 
Journals, Scholarly Publica- 
tions and Conferences has 
been reduced in proportion 
with the overall cut faced by 
SSHRC. 


As infrastructure programs 
have a lower priority than direct 
funding of research, these pro- 
grams have been affected the 
most by the need to reduce 
funding, with the following 
changes being implemented: 


1. The Aid to Small Universities 
- program has been placed on a 
“ competitive basis and the bud- 
get reduced by 25 per cent. 


2. Support of Specialized Research 
Collections is being phased out. 


3. Core funding for the Federa- 
tions (SSFC and CFH) and for 
Scholarly Associations is being 
phased out over the next three 
years. (Funds which support 
the administration of the Aid 
to Scholarly Publications and 
Travel to Learned Societies’ 
meetings will be protected). 


The decision to phase out 
support for the Learned 
Societies and the Federations 
was preceded by lengthy 
deliberations within the Coun- 
cil, which took into account 
the following: a) core funding 
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of such organizations is most 
unusual among SSHRC counter- 
part organizations in the US 
and in Europe; b) the initial 
decision to support these or- 
ganizations financially was 
a recognition of the need to 
develop Canada’s social sciences 
and humanities research com- 
munity to an internationally 
competitive level; c) over the 
years these organizations have 
indeed matured to the point 
where they should be able to 
sustain support through their 
own membership, as is the 
practice in other countries; 
d) in a period of budgetary 
restraint, SSHRC must focus 
its resources on direct support 
of research and the develop- 
ment of new researchers. 
SSHRC is discussing alter- 
native approaches to support- 
ing some of these activities 
and structuring the phase-out 
of support in order to maximize 
the time available to explore 
such alternatives. @ 
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Program Changes 


A number of changes to 
SSHRC’s programs of support 
for research communication 
have been made over the past 
few months in an effort to 
enhance the scope, visibility 
and impact of dissemination 
activities in the social sciences 
and humanities. Reforms were 
instituted following a program 
evaluation, a consultative 
committee report, an admin- 
istrative review of current 
research communication 
grants, and reviews of sim- 
ilar programs run by other 
agencies. 


Aid to Occasional 
Research Conferences 
and International 
Congresses in Canada 


To improve opportunities 
for Canadian researchers and 
graduate students to link up 
with colleagues and potential 
research partners from around 
the world — among other goals 
— the former Aid to Occasional 
Scholarly Conferences and Aid 
to International Congresses 


SSHRC Secretary General Appointed

Dr. Louise Dandurand, 
Secretary General of SSHRC, 
was appointed in January 
to the Group on Science 
Systems of the Organization 
for Economic Cooperation 
and Development (OECD). 
The committee, which meets 
two to three times a year, 
focuses on providing advice 
and recommendations on a 
range of issues related to 
university-based research. 

While research in science 
and technology has long been 
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seen as key to economic dev- 
elopment and international 
competitiveness, there is 
increasing recognition of the 
role of the humanities and 
social sciences in the imple- 
mentation and management of 
scientific and technological 
progress. It is very timely, 
therefore, to have a human 
scientist represent Canada on 
the committee and take part in 
discussions directly related to 
university-based research. @ 


programs have been combined 
into a single new program. 
Application forms for the Aid 
to Research Conferences and 
International Congresses in 
Canada program were dis- 
tributed last February. May 1 
was the submission deadline 
for the first grants competition 
under the new program.

Aid to Research and 
Transfer Journals 


To help achieve the broadest 
dissemination of research 
findings, within and between 
disciplines, and the transfer 
of research knowledge to prac- 
titioners, the Aid to Learned 
Journals program has been 
reconstituted to include sup- 
port for transfer journals. As 
well as supporting high-quality 
journals in their efforts to 
attract a broad spectrum of 
both Canadian and interna- 
tional readers and contributors, 
the program encourages journals 
to follow efficient management 
practices and to optimize their 
financial strengths. Revised 
application materials for the 
new Aid to Research and 
Transfer Journals program 
were delivered to universities 
in mid-May. July 15, 1995, 
is the application deadline 
for the first triennial grants 
competition under the new 
program. 


Travel Grants for 
International 
Representation 


Travel Grants for Interna- 
tional Representation has been 
discontinued as a distinct 
program within the commu- 


nication programs cluster. 
However, travel by Canadian 
researchers to the business 
meetings of international 
scholarly organizations in 
which they hold office remains 
an eligible expenditure under 
the General Research Grants 
‘program. GRGs are administered 
directly by universities, which 
receive block funding from the 
Council to help create and 
| maintain a solid base of 
research and research- 
related activities in the 
| human sciences. 


Other Changes Coming 


Additional program reforms 
are anticipated as the Council 
deals with the impact of the last 
federal budget, while continuing 
efforts to improve its support of 
core research and development 
activities. In the months 
ahead, further announce- 
ments will be made affecting 
Aid and Attendance Grants to 
Scholarly Associations, Support 
for Specialized Research 
Collections, and Aid to Small

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Tracking Research Outcomes 


SSHRC has embarked ona 
Research Outcomes Pilot Project 
(ROPP) to assist the Council 
in evaluating the impact of 
its funding and in making 
the information available to 
researchers, policy-makers, 
decision-makers, and other 
interested parties. It will also 
help Council to assess the 
overall “state of health” of 
the Canadian social sciences 
and humanities research 
enterprise. 

“It’s a testimony to achieve- 
ment that meets a key require- 
ment for accountability,” says 
Robert Hanson, Director of 
SSHRC’s Evaluation and Sta- 
tistics Division, which is con- 
ducting the project. “We intend 
to build an archival database 
for users to find out more about 
what SSHRC has funded and 
what has been accomplished 
with that funding.” 

By extending the scope of 
its evaluation activities through 
the ROPP, the Council will also 
fulfill an integral part of its 
responsibility: to measure 
and report on program effective- 
ness. 

“Historically, we have been 
limited to analyzing expendi- 
tures and participation in SSHRC 
programs,” says Hanson. “But 
we need to report on the out- 
comes of our research grants 
and fellowship awards as much 
as we need to know about how 
the money was spent and who 
received it,” 


In a broad sense, outcomes 
include student training, various 
dissemination activities, as 
well as publications. Since last 
December, project workers have 
been busy gathering information 
on awards made between 1988 
and 1991 under the Strategic 
Grant, Research Grant and Post- 
doctoral Fellowship programs. 
This range of years provides a 
starting point for the datafile 
and allows the Council to 
identify the pattern of out- 
come activities. 

Any results achieved with 
SSHRC grants made in those 
years are in end-of-award 
reports which outline the 
activities and work accom- 
plished, clearly linking these 
to expenditures. For grants 
awarded since January 1993, 
the more structured Final 
Productivity Report requires 
grant holders to identify the 
outcomes of their work. These 
reports must be submitted 
within six months of the grant’s 
termination date. However, 
studies have shown that much 
productivity from a grant occurs 
well after this period. Hence, 
SSHRC intends to launch a sur- 
vey for updating any additional 
results since receiving the final 
productivity reports. Surveys 
will be mailed out this fall. 
SSHRC will advise award 
holders of the intended uses 
of the information they provide 
and request their consent to 
publicize it. 


Entering all survey findings 
into the SSHRC database will 
be the next step. The long-term 
goal is to have outcomes infor- 
mation available to interested 
users. Precisely how the data- 
base will be made accessible is 
still to be determined. So far, 
similar work done at the United 
Kingdom’s Economic and Social 
Research Council has been 
useful in providing SSHRC 
with formative models for the 
gathering of research outcomes 
information. 

Consultations with Council 
stakeholders will take place 
during the second stage of 
the project (updating grant 
information) later this fall. 
Input from researchers, policy 
makers and other interested 
parties will help identify the 
best ways of making the 
database accessible for various 
uses. ROPP operations will 
continue for at least one more 
year. 

The last step in the ROPP 
is the writing of a final report 
once the update surveys are 
completed and all information 
has been entered into the 
SSHRC database. When in- 
formation on applications, 
awards and, eventually, 
research outcomes is compiled 
and managed on a readily 
available network system, 
SSHRC will have a complete 
information loop. @

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Strategic Planning Underway 


The strategic planning 
exercise aimed at setting out 
SSHRC’s priorities and direc- 
tion for the years 1996-2000 
is now in its formative stage. 
With the current five-year 
plan — A Vision_for the Future, 
published in 1990 — coming 
to an end, the Council is pre- 
paring to embark on a Series 
of consultative meetings with 
representatives of the research 
community and other stake- 
holders to help shape the 
orientation and objectives 
of the next quinquennial 
strategy. 

In the first phase of this 
process, representatives from 
universities across Canada 
participated in three preliminary 
discussion group meetings 
this spring. Their feedback 
will be used to help develop a 
discussion paper for further 
consultations involving 
members of the research com- 
munity invited to participate 
in six regional focus groups 
convening this fall. Additional 
input will be sought from 
research users in the public 
and private sectors. 

Building on the principles 
established under A Vision for 
the Future, the new Strategic 
plan will further advance the 
Council’s goals of: 


e sustaining a vigorous, dynamic 
and diversified research and 
communications enterprise in 
the social sciences and 
humanities 


e fostering graduate student 
training to meet Canada’s 
ongoing needs for highly 
qualified personnel in the 
human sciences 


e promoting multidisciplinary 
and international research 
collaboration 


e encouraging research 
partnerships and knowledge 
transfer. 


Developing a support struc- 
ture that promotes research qual- 
ity, diversity and innovation is 
another important objective of 
the strategic plan. 

The Council will finalize its 
new five-year strategy follow- 
ing the consultations slated for 
autumn. SSHRC’s previous 
strategic plan was praised by 
the federal government for its 
clarity and helpfulness in guid- 
ing the recent science and tech- 
nology program review. The 
next plan should provide SSHRC 
with a new opportunity to show 
leadership in promoting research 
and scholarship in the social 
sciences and humanities. The 
Council expects to publish its 
new Strategic plan in the first 
part of 1996. @

As part of our cost- 
cutting measures, the 
Guide will be produced in 
separate English and 
French versions, rather 
than in bilingual format 
as in the past.

We’re also updating 
both the paper and 
electronic versions of the 
Application for a Standard 
Research Grant. The new 
design will allow applicants 
to use whatever word 
processor package they 
currently use to complete 
the straight text part of the 
form. The electronic form 
will make full use of the 
JetForm software’s 
intelligence by automa- 
tically adding budget 
items, carrying over 
repeating text, not 
accepting incorrect 
entries in fields, and 
so forth. @ 
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MCRI Program Enters Third Year 


In its strategic plan for 
1990-1995, SSHRC committed 
to fund major research initia- 
tives and focus on research 
collaboration, student involve- 
ment in research, and greater 
dissemination and use of 
research results. 

The Council reiterated that 
commitment in 1992 when it 
replaced the Major Research 
Grants program with the Major 
Collaborative Research Initia- 
tives program. The new pro- 
gram more closely reflects the 
objectives stated in the five- 
year plan: training the next 
generation of researchers, 
promoting multidisciplinary 


$4 million in support of three 
major collaborative research 
initiatives over the next five 
years. Here is a summary of 
what they are: 


e A multidisciplinary inves- 
tigation — centred at the 
Université de Montréal, with 
researchers from Laval, Con- 
cordia, McGill and Sherbrooke 
universities participating as 
well — into the psychological, 
sociological and biological 
factors affecting how children, 
from birth to adolescence, 
learn to adapt to and interact 
with the environment in which 
they grow up.

An international project

the MCRI program supports 
research conducted in a colla- 
borative environment. It funds 
special initiatives in terms of 
research quality and scholarly 
excellence, supporting large- 
scale projects which represent 
unique opportunities for inter- 
national cooperation covering 
several well-integrated discip- 
lines. 

The MCRI program is also 
based on economic realities 
and promotes the development 
of partnerships with the public 
and private sectors. Reflecting 
the focus placed by SSHRC 
on graduate training, initia- 
tives funded must include 
students and young research- 
ers as assistants and colla- 
borators, in order to further 
advance their research skills 
and experience. As for the 
relevancy of research dis- 
semination plans, it is viewed 
as paramount, which reflects 
the third objective of SSHRC’s 
strategy. 

Last March, the Council

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tion of researchers and for 
Canadian social scientists and 
humanists to work in a colla- 
borative, multidisciplinary 
environment. SSHRC recognizes 
that partnerships between 
universities, researchers in 
the private sector, and agencies 
like our Council help foster the 
kind of initiatives needed to 
advance Canadian innovation, 
research and development. 
Greater cross-fertilization and 
integration of knowledge are 
needed to address the complex 
challenges facing the research 
community not only in Canada 
but in other industrialized 
countries as we move toward 
a more knowledge-based 
society and as new technolo- 
gies revolutionize the ways 
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in which research is conducted 
and communicated.” 
Last year, SSHRC funded 


four major collaborative research 


initiatives following the first 
MCRI grants competition. The 
Council invested $6.2 million in 
those projects, which included: 


e An entrepreneurship research 
alliance, centred at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, to 
produce and disseminate 
knowledge about why some 
new business ventures in 
Canada succeed while others 
fail. 


e A Canadian-Russian colla- 
borative research program, 
based at the University of 
Toronto, examining politics 
and society in the former 


Soviet Union during the 
Stalin era. 


e The development of new 
resources for education and 
research on Canadian music 
through the Canadian Musical 
Heritage Series project housed 
at Carleton University. 


e The development of research 
tools and resources to advance 
Canadian scholarship and 
student training in French and 
English lexicography, with the 
University of Ottawa serving as 
host institution for the project.

New Technology Partnerships Program 


Getting university research 
into the marketplace quickly 
is the goal of a new federal 
program established earlier 
this year by SSHRC, the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering 
Research Council, the Medical 
Research Council, and Industry 
Canada. 

The Technology Partner- 
ships Program (TPP) enables 
researchers to demonstrate to 
companies, before they risk 
full-scale development, that 
an idea is technically and 
economically feasible. It also 
gives Canadian small- and 
medium-sized companies the 
opportunity to turn university- 
‘based R & D activities into 
new and improved products, 
processes and services. 

Some of the key R & D 
activities it will support, for 
example, include carrying out 
field studies and clinical trials, 
exploring market need, build- 

_ ing engineering prototypes, re- 


fining and implementing designs. 


Industry Canada and the 
three granting councils are 


providing $18 million for the 
TPP over the next three years. 
Private sector contributions 
will bring the total amount 
available for the program to at 
least $36 million. TPP grants 
may cover up to half of the 
university’s cost of a tech- 
nology transfer project, while 
the private-sector partner 
contributes the remainder in 
cash or in kind. The federal 
contribution to a project will 
not exceed $150,000 per 
year. 

Any university researcher 
or researchers can submit a 
grant proposal. They must first 
have in place an intellectual 
property agreement between 
an industrial partner and their 
participating university. The 
partner must be a Canadian- 
incorporated company with 
fewer than 500 employees. 
The agreement should detail 
the company’s right to exploit 
the invention or discovery 
and demonstrate that it is 
prepared to carry out the 
market research, product/ 


process development, engin- 
eering, sales and marketing. 
Proposals are judged on the 
quality of the technology and 
its potential for transfer, the 
business and work plans, the 
arrangements for project man- 
agement, and the expertise 
of the project team. Technical 
merits and the probability of 
commercial success are also 
taken into account. A commit- 
tee of technical and business 
experts makes the final selec- 
tion of projects to be funded. 
Applications for project 
funding may be submitted 
at any time. Researchers inter- 
ested in discussing whether a 
potential project fits the pro- 
gram, or for more detailed 
information on application 
and review procedures, can 
contact Margaret Caughey, 
Program Officer, TPP Secre- 
tariat, Research Partnerships 
Program, Natural Sciences and 
Engineering Research Council, 
Tel.

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University Policies on Research Integrity Due 


June 30 is the deadline for 
universities to submit copies 
of internal guidelines and pro- 
cedures for addressing integrity 
in research and scholarship 
within their institutions. 

Following the January 1994 
release of the Tri-Council Policy 
on Integrity in Research and 
Scholarship, all Canadian uni- 
versities administering funds 
on behalf of the three federal 
research granting councils 
(SSHRC, NSERC and the MRC) 
were asked to develop proced- 
ures for promoting integrity 
among researchers and for 
investigating allegations of 
scientific misconduct. 

Universities have been 
advised that the establishment 
of such procedures is a require- 
ment for remaining eligible 
to receive funding from the 
councils. Copies of internal 
university guidelines are to 
be deposited with NSERC by 
June 30. Institutions unable 
to do so should notify NSERC 
of any problems they may be 
encountering. The three coun- 
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cils will work together with uni- 
versities to facilitate develop- 
ment of their internal policies 
in a timely manner. 

Once all documentation has 
been received, the three councils 
will assess the policies provided 
by the universities against a 
standard to be determined by 
a working group consisting of 
senior staff from the councils, 
researchers and university 
administrators. Every effort 
will be made to respect the 
autonomy and varying cultures 
of the universities in the 
development of their internal 
policies. The findings of the 
tri-council working group will 
be conveyed to all universities 
within the next year. 


Tri-Council group reviewing 
ethics guidelines 


The three councils have 
already established another 
working group to address a 
related issue: ethics in research 
involving human subjects. The 
group is revising and updating 
existing council guidelines ad- 
dressing the ethical implications 
of such research. 

Currently, MRC and SSHRC 
have separate guidelines, while 
NSERC employs those developed 
by its two sister councils. The 
tri-council working group will 
produce an integrated set of 
guidelines for scientists in all 
fields to follow, recognizing 
that, for all their differences, a 
common ethos unites research 
across all disciplines. 

The tri-council group, com- 
posed of individuals from a wide 
range of disciplines, has pre- 
pared an Issues Paper which 
it distributed last November. 
Extensive feedback from the 
research community, including 
the establishment of a special 
Internet discussion group set up 


by Michael McDonald of the 
Centre for Applied Ethics at the 
University of British Columbia, 
has greatly enriched the group’s 
work. 

A complete draft of the new- 
ly integrated tri-council ethics 
guidelines for research involving 
human subjects is due in Decem- 
ber. Once approved by the coun- 
cils, the complete guidelines will 
be circulated once again to the 
research community for final 
discussion. @

SSHRC’s programs budget will 
fall for the second year in a row, as 
announced by the government last 
year, and confirmed in the new 
federal budget tabled March 6 in 
Parliament. 

The Council’s grants and fellow- 
ships budget will drop to just under 
$79 million in the coming fiscal 
year — a Steep decline from the 
$88.7 million SSHRC will have 
awarded for research and gra- 
duate student training in the 
social sciences and humanities 
during the current year (1995-96). 

The March 1996 federal budget

contains no further reductions to 
SSHRC program expenditures 
above those already announced for 
the next two years. However, in 
1998-99 the Council can expect to 
absorb an additional cut in the 
order of 3.5 per cent. “Most depart- 
ments will have their budgets cut 
by at least 3.5 per cent in 1998-99; 
‘some are cut much more,” said 
Finance Minister Paul Martin. 

The government decided in its 
previous budget (February 1995) 
to reduce SSHRC’s funding by 14 
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per cent 
within a three-year 
period. The programs 
budget of the Natural Sciences 

and Engineering Research Council 
was also hit with a 14 per cent cut, 
while the Medical Research Council 
saw its grants budget drop by 
approximately 10 per cent, over 
the same period.

general downsizing of the govern- 
ment’s activities, following a major 
review of all federal programs in 
1994. They represent deep cuts 
from the Council’s 1994-95 budget 
when program funding reached an 
all-time high of $92.4 million. 

The Council decided last year to 
impose selective rather than across 
the board cuts to the 1995-96 pro- 

grams budget. Guided by its Stra- 
tegic Plan, the Council was deter- 
mined to protect SSHRC’s core man- 
date of direct support for research 
and training in the social sciences 
and humanities. It agreed to slightly 
reduce the budget for the research 
grants program, and for scholarly 
publishing and conferences, and to 
gradually withdraw its support of 
some infrastructure programs. 

In planning the anticipated 
1996-97 budget, Council decided 
at its January 1996 meeting to:

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Human sciences strong 
component of new NCEs 


Research in the social sciences 
and humanities will play a strong 
role in the new Networks of 
Centres of Excellence (NCEs) 
announced over the summer by 
Industry Minister John Manley. 

Social scientists and humanists, 
working with researchers in the 
health, engineering and natural 
sciences, will bring their expertise 
to bear upon critical issues in 
health care management, forestry 
management and new learning 
technologies. The contributions of 
the human sciences will impact 
significantly on the work of three 
of the four new NCEs, namely: 


e The Telelearning Research 
Network, headed by Dr. Linda 
Harasim at Simon Fraser 
University, will help address 
some of the major challenges 
Canada faces in becoming a 
learning society with a 
knowledge-based economy. 
Telelearning is a multi-media 
approach to education and 
training based on powerful 
desktop computers, artificial 
intelligence, and high- 
performance networks linked 
by the information highway. 


e The HEALNet/RELAIS Network, 
led by Dr. George Browman of 
McMaster University, aims at 
improving productivity in the 
workplace, the health of 
Canadian workers and the 


efficiency of the health care 
system. The network’s research 
will lead to the development of 
information tools to help policy 
makers and health care provi- 
ders make better informed 
decisions and to allocate 
resources more effectively 

in the health care system. 


e The Sustainable Forest Manage- 


ment Network, headed by Dr. 
Ellie Prepas of the University of 
Alberta, will focus on preserving 
the ecological variability and 
bio-diversity of Canada’s forests 
while maintaining the nation’s 
forest-based economy. The 
network will develop new 
technologies, knowledge and 


strategies for the management 
and conservation of a valuable 
HONEY, TE resource. 


SSHRC will administer the 
grants awarded to these networks 
in partnership with the Natural 
Sciences and Engineering Research 
Council (NSERC) and the Medical 
Research Council (MRC). NSERC 
alone will administer the grants to 
the fourth newly established NCE: 
The Intelligence Sensing for 
Innovative Structures Network, 
led by Dr. Sami Rizkalla at the 
University of Manitoba. 

Added to the 10 existing 
networks, the four new ones mean 
that there are now 14 networks 
operating under the NCE program. 
On the whole, this program has 
proven to be an effective way to 
build teamwork, interdisciplinarity 
and partnerships into Canadian 
research. As SSHRC President 
Lynn Penrod noted at the signing 
ceremonies to launch the new 
networks, they represent a key 
avenue for achieving the kind of 
creative and intellectual synergy 
Canada requires to effectively 
address the complex social, 
economic and cultural changes 
science and technology is having 
on our society. @

New federal S&T strategy 


On March 11, the Minister of 
Industry released “Science and 
Technology for the New Century: 
A Federal Strategy” to the public. 

The new S&T strategy is based 
on the science and technology 
review that the federal government 
launched in June 1994 and that 
included consultations in commu- 
nities across Canada. 

With emphasis on the impor- 
tance of innovation, the document 
sets out the government’s objec- 
tives and priorities for science and 
technology and defines the frame- 
work for managing its investment 
in S&T. Although “innovation” in 
the strategy is more often than not 
understood as “technological 
innovation”, Council hopes the 
government will keep in mind one 
of the conclusions of the National 
Advisory Board on Science and 
Technology. In its April 1995 report 
to the Prime Minister, the Board 
stated that: 


advances in the quality of 
life depend on excellent 
research in the social 
sciences and humanities 
which interprets the 
impacts of social and 
technological change on 
the Canadian population. 


The new federal S&T strategy 
seems, in principle at least, to have 
taken stock of this advice: 


Departments will work with 
the Social Sciences and 
Humanities Research 
Council to identify research 


areas in the social sciences 
and humanities that will 
better inform policy devel- 
opment in priority areas 
[...] such as health, human 
resources development, 
immigration, economics 
and culture. (p. 25) 


The Minister of Industry also 
unveiled the Industry Portfolio’s 
Action Plan in response to the new 
federal S&T strategy. As outlined 
in the Action Plan, the portfolio, 
which is composed of SSHRC and 
some ten other science-based and 
economics-based organizations, 
has a special role to play in imple- 
menting the new strategy and 
fostering an integrated approach 
to Canadian innovation. 

As a complement to its regular 
activities, SSHRC will take part in 
the Portfolio Action Plan and the 
multi-organization partnership on 
which it is based. The basic idea 
behind the Action Plan is to facili- 
tate consultation and collaboration 
among Portfolio members in areas 
in which they share common inter- 
ests and to take advantage of the 
diverse and complementary aspects 
of their individual mandates.

Health Services 
Research Fund 


In his Budget Speech, the 
Minister of Finance mentioned the 
establishment of a Health Services 
Research Fund under the auspices 
of the Medical Research Council. 
The federal government will pro- 
vide some $65 million over five 
years. The goal is to stimulate re- 
search to identify what works in 
our health care system, what does 
not, and what can be done to im- 
prove its efficiency and effective- 
ness. 

This is a crucial area, one 
where the skills and expertise of 
researchers in the social sciences 
and humanities — especially in 
ethics, in the sociology and eco- 
nomics of health, in public admin- 
istration and in education — are 
clearly relevant and important. 
While we are pleased at the 
decision, in the midst of difficult 
economic times, to provide money 
for such research, Council has 
strongly expressed the hope to the 
government that SSHRC will be 
fully involved in planning and 
managing the Fund — particularly 
since the new S&T strategy 
expressly notes the importance 
of social sciences and humanities 
research in areas such as health. 
Further, that the key contribution 
to be made by human sciences 
researchers should be explicitly 
recognized. 
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Professor bequeaths 


estate to SSHRC 


A researcher renowned for her 
philanthropy and community 
service passed away last October 
at the age of 93, leaving behind a 
legacy of scholarship and genero- 
sity that will benefit Canadian 
social science for years to come. 

Dr. Aileen Ross, professor em- 
eritus at McGill University, in her 
last will and testament bequeathed 
her entire estate to the Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council. Her gift, valued at appro- 
ximately $175,000, is to be used 
for research on poverty issues. 

“This is an extraordinarily 
generous act by a devoted teacher 
and researcher,” said SSHRC 
President Lynn Penrod. “Our 
Council will do its utmost to 
fulfill the wishes of Dr. Ross, 
whose dedication to sociological 
research will continue to benefit 
Canada for many years.” 

This is not the first time Dr. Ross 
has made a substantial gift to 
SSHRC. In 1985 she donated 
$50,000 to establish two special 
postdoctoral fellowships for re- 
search on urban poverty in Canada. 
The fellowships were awarded in 
1986 following a national com- 
petition held by the Council. 

Eschewing publicity, she asked 
that SSHRC, in its call for applica- 


tions and in the announcement of 
the competition winners, simply 
refer to her as an “anonymous 
donor.” In keeping with her 
wishes, the Council has not 
revealed until now that Dr. Ross 
was the person responsible for 
funding the two special 
fellowships. 

A pioneering woman, Aileen 
Dansken Ross was born on June 3, 
1902, into a Montreal family that 
encouraged education at a time 
when education for women was 
not generally considered im- 
portant. She completed her MA 
(1941) and PhD (1950) at the 
University of Chicago after earning 
a BSc at the London School of 
Economics (1939). She joined the 
faculty of McGill University’s 
Department of Sociology in 1946, 
where she taught for more than 
two decades. 

Dr. Ross served on a number 
of international and national 
governing bodies, including 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Foundation, of which she was a 
founding member. She is the 
author of several scholarly works 
which earned her an international 
reputation. 

Her books include: The Hindu 
Family in an Urban Setting, which

she wrote after spending several 
years in India; The Lost and the 
Lonely, a study of prostitution and 
battered women; Student Unrest, 
which describes the turbulent 
sixties; and Some Social 
Implications of Multilingualism, 
on the sociology of language. 

Dr. Ross is remembered as a 
talented scholar whose devotion 
and concern for society stimulated 
important policy discussions ad- 
dressing poverty as well as the 
status of women and youth. In the 
coming months, the Council will 
determine how best to use her 
endowment for the purposes she 
intended. &

¢ transfer funds made available 
from those decreases in order to 
lessen the cuts which also had to 
be applied to the research grants 
program. 


In adopting these measures, 
Council members sought to balance 
the dollar success rates between 
research grants and strategic 
grants. Demand for research 
grants has risen considerably — 
7.5 per cent — since last year. 

Council also wished to protect its 
Capacity to provide direct support 


for graduate training through its 
doctoral and postdoctoral fellow- 
ship programs. Fellowship award 
success rates were already rela- 
tively low, and Council wanted to 
avoid cuts which could only 
weaken the crucial role of the 
fellowships programs in helping 
SSHRC to carry out its mandate. 
Another part of the funds 
needed to absorb the heavy cuts in 
1996-97 comes from the decision, 
following last year’s federal budget, 
to gradually phase out some non- 
core infrastructure programs. This 
included the Aid to Special Re- 
search Collections program, as well 


as funding for scholarly associa- 
tions and the two federations 
(SSFC and CFH). 

In setting out the budgets for 
the current and next fiscal years, 
Councils members have had to 
grapple with painful choices, 
choices made necessary by the 
difficult fiscal and economic 
context in which granting agencies 
must operate. However, Council 
believes the options it has chosen 
will allow SSHRC to offer its 
clientele the best service possible 
while remaining true to its 
essential mandate and strategic 
orientations. @ 
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SSHRC to sponsor three 
International Summer Institutes 


Three new awards have been 
made following the fifth annual 
grants competition for SSHRC’s 
International Summer Institutes 
program. Grants of $50,000 each 
have been awarded for three 
summer institutes to be held in 
1996 at York University, and at 
the universities of Prince Edward 
Island and Saskatchewan. 

Women’s rights, Aboriginal 
culture and the economic devel- 
opment of small North Atlantic 
islands are the subjects of the 
different institutes to be convened 
next June, July and August. 

Researchers, students and 
community leaders from various 
countries will participate in each 
summer session as follows: 


°¢ Women's Rights are Human 
Rights: Focus on Young Women 
is the title of the International 
Summer Institute co-sponsored 
by York University’s Centre for 
Feminist Research (CFR) and 
the University of Western 
Ontario’s Centre for Women’s 
Studies and Feminist Research. 
Taking place June 16-28 at 
York’s campus in Toronto, 
participants will analyse the 
factors affecting the ability of 
young women to participate 
fully and equally in traditional 
as well as new cultural and 
religious practices, employment, 
education, literacy and health 
care. Dr. Nancy Mandell, pro- 
fessor of women’s studies at 


York University and director of 
the CFR, is serving as chair of 
the institute’s organizing 
committee. 


e Cultural Restoration of 
Oppressed Indigenous Peoples 
in the Post-Colonial State is 
the theme of the Summer 
Institute being convened from 
July 4-16 at the University of 
Saskatchewan in Saskatoon. 
Involving Aboriginal and non- 
Aboriginal scholars from 
Canada, the United States, 
Europe, Africa, Australia, New

Expanded support for Canadian, German 
and US research cooperation 


The Transcoop Program for 
Transatlantic Research Coopera- 
tion in the Humanities and Social 
Sciences has recently been 
expanded to include Canada. 
Previously, only German and 
American scholars were eligible 
for funding under the interna- 
tional program. 

Funds are now available for 
joint research projects involving 
Canadian, American and German 
researchers in all fields of the 
social sciences and humanities. 

A project may receive up to 
$60,000 from Transcoop provided 
the amount applied for is matched 
by funds from US and/or Canadian 
sources. 

Ideally, joint projects in the 
social sciences and humanities 
supported under the program will 
relate to problems of the natural 
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sciences, including the engineer- 
ing and life sciences. However, 
other topics are also eligible for 
funding. 

The project’s potential for 
strengthening transatlantic 
cooperation is among the selec- 
tion criteria for funding. The 
Transcoop Program supports 
researchers from universities 
and non-university research 
institutions in Canada, the US 
and Germany. Support is offered 
every year in an annual grants 
competition. 

The Transcoop Program for 
Transatlantic Research Cooperation 
among German, US and Canadian 
Scholars in the Humanities and 
Social Sciences is sponsored by 
the German-American Academic 
Council Foundation and the 
Alexander von Humboldt 


Foundation, with funding from 
the German Federal Ministry of 
Education, Science, Research and 
Technology.

Paul Lovejoy, Professor of 
History at York University, 
Toronto, has been elected Vice- 
President of the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council. 
A council member from 1990- 
1992, Dr. Lovejoy was reappointed 
to the SSHRC Board of Directors in 
1994 for a three-year term, which 
he will complete as the Council’s 
sixth Vice-President.

Fellow in 1969-70, and has served 
as Guest Curator at the Merseyside 
Maritime Museum in Liverpool. 
He earned his Master of Science 
(1967) and PhD (1973) at the 
University of Wisconsin. He 
completed his Bachelor of Arts 
degree in 1965 at Clarkson 
University in New York. 

Dr. Lovejoy has served on the 
editorial boards of several learned 
journals and is a past-president 
of the Canadian Association of 
African Studies (1988-89). He is 
currently co-editor of the journal 


African Economic 
History. He has written, edited or 
co-edited more than a dozen 
books. 

Last year he received the 
Wallace K. Ferguson Prize from 
the Canadian Historical 
Association for Slow Death for 
Slavery: The Course of Abolition 
in Northern Nigeria, 1897-1936, 
which was published in 1993 by 
Cambridge University Press. His 
latest work, co-edited with Jordan 
Goodman and Andrew Sherratt, 
Consuming Habits: Drugs in 
History and Anthropology, was 
published earlier this year by 
Routledge in London. 

Having contributed chapters in 
several other books, Dr. Lovejoy 
is also the author of numerous 
scholarly articles. He is working 
to finish another book on slavery 
and production in the Sokoto 
Caliphate of Nigeria. He recently 
returned from Nigeria after 
spending the summer there on a 
major research project to catalogue 
and preserve a portion of the 
country’s National Archives at 
Kaduna.

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How well have SSHRC’s Strategic 
Grant programs been working over 
the past several years and what do 
they tell us about where we should 
go from here? 

It was with these and related 
questions in mind that SSHRC 
embarked, about a year ago, ona 
full policy review of its Strategic 
Grant Themes and Joint Initiatives 
programs. With three themes 


already in their sixth year (Applied 


Ethics, Science and Technology 
Policy in Canada and Managing 
Sor Global Competitiveness), 
another five-year strategic plan in 
the offing, and SSHRC’s practice of 
regularly evaluating its programs, 
it was clear that this was an area 
due for review. 

Phase I of the study was con- 
ducted from November 1994 to 
September 1995. It included an 
extensive interview process with 
university representatives, project 
partners, joint initiative partners, 
and selection committee members, 
as well as an in-depth review of 
Key records. Phase II will com- 
mence shortly to consider whether 
the three themes mentioned above 
should be retained, re-oriented or 
discontinued. 

The preliminary findings from 
Phase I show that many aspects 
of the programs are working well. 

The Strategic Grant programs 
are having a positive impact, for 
example, on the way research is 
done. They have enhanced the 
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levels of 
multidisci- 
plinarity and 
collaboration 
among appli- 
cants. They have 
also been success- 
ful in attracting 
partners from a wide 
range of economic 
sectors — from 
multinational resource 
extraction industries, 
communications and other 
high-tech industries, to non- 
governmental organizations 
(NGOs) and federal, provincial 
and municipal government 
departments. 

Nearly one-third of the partners 
interviewed had formed strong, 
active partnerships with scholars 
supported through the Strategic 
Grant programs. Features of 
strong partnerships include a 
shared interest in and commit- 
ment to the research, a clear 
definition of roles and respon- 
sibilities, the participation of an 
interlocutor able to work with both 
the researchers and the partners, 
a mutual openness to learning, 
and the earning of the partner’s 
trust by the researchers through 
their personal integrity and pro- 
fessionalism. 


However, the study also 
brought to light a number of 
important concerns. We need to 
achieve greater consensus on 
the overarching purpose of the 
Strategic Grant programs and 
provide greater clarity in the 
individual program objectives. 
We also need to counter misin- 
formation within the research 
community about the theme 
programs and promote broader 
appreciation of the work that 

is being accomplished with the 
help of SSHRC’s strategic grants. 

At the same time, while 
problem-oriented research is 
both needed and supported in the 
larger community — notably 
among NGOs — those outside the 
academic community generally 
know very little about SSHRC and 
its activities. There is also a lack 
of widespread awareness within 
the academic community about 
the Joint Initiative programs. 
Those who do know this funding 
model, however, tend to view it 
positively because it has leveraged 
new funding for research in the 
social sciences and humanities. 

A final report on Phase I 
findings will be available in late 
spring or early summer of 1996. 
In the meantime, we will be using 
the study outcomes as a source of © 
invaluable input to the preparation 
of our next five-year strategic plan 
(see page 12, Strategic planning 
on track). @ 


The Learning Society 


Identifying the links between 
learning and economic success, 
between training and Canada’s 
international competitiveness, 
and between education, innovation 
and the promotion of learning 
throughout Canadian society, are 
among the objectives of a new 
research program launched last 
fall by SSHRC. 

Up to five Strategic Research 
Networks in Education and Train- 
ing will be established under the 
new funding program, for which 
SSHRC will invest approximately 
$6 million over a five-year period. 

Each network will bring 

together individuals from the 
academic, public, private and non- 
profit sectors to pool knowledge 
and best practices in the areas of 
education and training. 

Through multisectoral inter- 
action, and a broad communication 
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strategy for transferring research 

findings to those who can put 

them into practice, the networks 

will also assist the process of 

integrating research findings with 

policy-making and socio-economic 

development. 
Each network will focus on one 

of five key research areas: 

e learning factors 

¢ providers of vocational and 
professional education and 
training 

e means of education and 
training delivery 

e education arid training 
outcomes 

e structure and processes of 
education and training 


Working partnerships involving 
researchers, educators, policy 
makers, and business and industry 


New program focuses

leaders will develop the research 
agendas of each network. They 
will also help to apply research to 
the development of strategies and 
policies needed to meet the educa- 
tional and training requirements 
of Canadians today and in the 
future. 

The new program replaces the 
former strategic grant theme Edu- 
cation and Work in a Changing 
Society, which, through eight 
years of competitions, supported 
more than 160 research projects. 

The new program will help to 
better focus Canadian research 
efforts in developing a learning 
society. 

The first stage of competition 
(letters of intent) closed at the end 
of January. Winners of the Strate- 
gic Research Networks in Educa- 
tion and Training awards will be 
announced next October. &

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$4.8 million awarded 
for major research initiatives 


The third annual competition 
for Major Collaborative Research 
Initiatives funding has yielded 
five new awards. SSHRC grants 
totaling just over $4.8 million will 
be paid over the next five years to 
the following projects: 


e Labour Market Institutions and 
Outcomes: A Cross-National 
Study brings together close to 
50 researchers from eight 
countries, in addition to Canada. 
Headed by Dr. Peter Kuhn, pro- 
fessor of economics at McMaster 
University, the project aims to 
produce a body of cross-national 
research data on the effects of 
labour institutions on the labour 
market. The experiences of 


countries in North America, 
Europe and Oceania concerning 
policies, such as the level and 
structure of wages, among 
others, will be documented 
and analysed. The project will 
also establish the Canadian 
International Labour Network, 
linking Canadian researchers 
and policy makers to inter- 
national expertise on labour 
policy. Researchers at 11 
Canadian universities are 
participating in this major 
international study.

Director of the Communications Division Pamela Wiggin returned to the 
position in October from family leave. Acting Communications Director 
Carolyn Masleck, following a two-year term with the Council, will resume 
private practice as an independent communications consultant. 

The Council wishes both Ms Masleck and Mr. Fox well as they head 


off for new horizons. @& 
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and Alberta will collaborate with 
scholars from France, Germany, 
Poland, Austria, the United 
States, Israel and Turkey. 

This international project will 
address a fundamental question 
in the study of human language: 
How are words represented 

and organized in the mind? 
Linguists, psychologists and 
neurologists have been 
grappling with the issue for 
close to two decades. Through 
research spanning 10 lan- 
guages, this project will produce 
a new model of the cognitive 
processes by which people 
create and use vocabularies. 

Dr. Gonia Jarema, professor 

of linguistics, Université de 
Montréal, is the project 

director. 


The Canadian Families Project, 
headed by Dr. Eric Sager, 
History Department, University 
of Victoria, combines the 
multidisciplinary expertise of 

11 scholars from five univer- 
sities (Victoria, York, Ottawa, 
Concordia, and Sherbrooke). 
The researchers plan to re- 
examine the Canadian family, 
not as an unchanging social unit 
rooted in a past ideal, but asa 
dynamic set of associations 
varying with time, region, class, 
gender and other historical 
conditions. By investigating the 
diverse experiences of Canadian 
families, the research team aims 
to help re-build the scholarly 
foundations of public debate on 
the family. 


¢ Rethinking Literary History — 


Comparatively, a project 
involving scholars from Canada, 
the US, Europe and South 
America, will re-examine the 
literary histories of Latin 
America and of central and 
eastern Europe. Their impact > 


on world literature will be 
studied from a variety of 
perspectives — geographical, 
anthropological, economic, 
political, and cultural. The 
project will expand the notion of 
literature to include everything 
from poetry, fiction and drama 
to histories, journalism and 
non-fiction, from canonical 
“high art” to vernacular and 
popular forms of both oral and 
written culture. Dr. Mario J. 
Valdés, professor of Spanish 
and Portugese, and Dr. Linda 
Hutcheon, professor of English, 
both at the University of 
Toronto, will head the project. 


e Le Corpus d’Editions Critiques 
aims to produce several critical 
editions of works from the 
canon of Quebec literature. 
With the University of Ottawa 
serving as host institution, the 
project involves approximately 
40 scholars from a dozen 
Canadian universities (in 
Quebec, Ontario and Alberta). 
Dr. Jean-Louis Major, professor 
of French literature, University 
of Ottawa, is chairing this 
major collaborative research 
project. The resulting critical 
editions will include the works 
of Quebec authors from differ- 
ent periods spanning the 
sixteenth to the twentieth 
centuries — making a sig- 
nificant contribution to a 
better appreciation of 
Canada’s cultural heritage. 


The various universities 
involved will contribute, collec- 
tively, almost $3 million to these 
projects, in addition to the fund- 
ing from SSHRC. Thus, approx- 
imately $8 million is the total 
investment from the Council and 
its university partners for these 
major research initiatives. Stra- 
tegies for the broad communi- 
cation of research findings are 
an integral part of each project’s 
design, as are opportunities for 
student training. 

SSHRC received 29 applications 
in the 1995 competition for Major

(MCRI) funding. The deadline for 
the first stage of grant proposals to 
the MCRI program is January 15 
every year.

It’s been a banner year for 
SSHRC’s Communications Division, 
having won three awards for 
excellence in communications. 

The Division’s six-person team 
has been honored by their peers 
in the communications profession 
for their work on two publications: 
SSHRC Granting Programs: 
Detailed Guide and Exploring the 
Human Dimension: Research in 
the Social Sciences and 
Humanities. 

Exploring the Human Dimen- 
sion, which profiles research 
funded by SSHRC, recently 
received two awards of merit 
from the International Association 
of Business Communicators 
(IABC). In the annual Canadian 
Silver Leaf awards competition 
held last summer, IABC recognized 
the publication as an example of 
excellence in communication 
tactics. This followed the Excel 
Award for Special Publications 
presented to the Division last May 
in Ottawa by the Capitale Chapter 
of IABC. 

The Division’s award-winning 
year began the previous September 
when the Information Services 
Institute (ISI) presented staff with 
a creative and technical award for 
production of the Detailed Guide 
for SSHRC grant applicants. The 
new Guide was cited for its user- 
friendly design and its easy-to- 
access information about Council 
programs. 

ISI and IABC are the leading

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Strategic planning on track 


Development of the Council’s 
new strategic plan is proceeding 
on target. Representatives from 
universities across Canada 
participated in a series of 
consultative meetings during 
November and December 1995 
to help SSHRC shape its strategic 
direction for the next five years. 

Focus group meetings invol- 
ving researchers from several 
different disciplines and insti- 
tutions, representing a wide 
range of research experience in 
the social sciences and humani- 
ties, were held in Vancouver, 
Edmonton, Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax. 

Participants at the six regional 
meetings considered a discussion 
paper on SSHRC’s proposed policy 
and program directions for the 
new five-year plan. The paper had 
been prepared over the summer 
following three preliminary con- 
sultations last spring involving 
small groups of university re- 
searchers. A final focus group 
meeting with research users and 
decision-makers is being planned 
to allow input from SSHRC’s other 
constituencies in the broader 
community. 

The Council’s goal through 
these discussions has been to 
ensure that its perception of 
SSHRC’s evolving mission is in 


harmony with the perceptions and 
needs of the social sciences and 
humanities research community 
and is in line with the evolution 
of the wider Canadian research 
enterprise. Taken together, these 
consultations will provide impor- 
tant and diversified perspectives 
to assist the Council in finalizing 
its next five-year strategy. 

Building on the current five- 
year plan — A Vision for the 
Future, published in 1990 — the 
new Strategic plan will further 
advance the goals of: 


¢ sustaining a vigorous, dynamic 
and diversified research and 
communications enterprise in 
the social sciences and 
humanities 


e fostering graduate student 
training to meet Canada’s 
ongoing needs for highly 
qualified personnel 


¢ promoting multidisciplinary and 
international research 
collaboration 


* encouraging research 
partnerships and knowledge 
transfer. 


Other priorities for the years 
1996-2000 include: encouraging 
and supporting the integration of 
knowledge and the development 
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of new intellectual trends, ap- 
proaches and expertise; improving 
the linkages between society and 
the research community; and 
increasing public awareness of the 
importance and impact of research 
in the human sciences. 

In view of the serious budget 
cuts that SSHRC must absorb over 
the next two years, the Council 
will focus on consolidating and 
strengthening the initiatives taken 
over the past five years and will 
maximize the effectiveness of its 
work so as to have a long-term 
structural impact on research. 

The Council’s strategic 
orientations will be the subject 
of further briefing sessions with 
the Canadian university research 
community in the months ahead 
once the focus group meetings 
have concluded. The Council 
expects to release the final plan 
sometime in late spring or early 
summer. &

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SSHRC has established five 
large-scale research networks in 
education and training. Involving 
universities and community 
partners in all provinces and 

several countries, each network 
will receive annual funding of 
$225,000 for the next five years. 
They were selected from 47 grant 
applications submitted in a two- 
stage national competition which 
concluded in October of this year. 
Each network brings together 
individuals from the academic, 
public, private and non-profit 
sectors to research and identify 
best practices for the promotion of 
learning throughout Canadian 
society. Key objectives include 
identifying the links between 
learning and economic success, 
_ between training and Canada’s 
_ international competitiveness, and 
_ between education, innovation and 
_ the evolving training needs of 
Canadians. 


The specific research agenda of 
each network is being developed 
through working partnerships of 
researchers, educators, policy 
makers, business and industry 
leaders. The network teams will 
examine strategies, programs and 
policies aimed at meeting the 
current and future educational 
requirements of Canadians in 
different walks of life. This 
collaboration among the various 
partners will help ensure that 
research findings are shared 
effectively with those responsible 
for policy-making and program 
development in order to improve 
the quality and responsiveness 
of education and training in 
Canada. 

The Education, Training and 
Employment Research Network 
focuses on the structures and 
processes of education and 
training. A team of researchers 
at several universities in Quebec, 


Council approves journals’ funding 


Results of the recent triennial competition for grants to research and 
transfer journals are now final. Council has approved three-year funding 
for 160 Canadian journals in the social sciences and humanities. All were 
recommended for support by the peer review committee which adjudicated 


the competition. 


General support grants totalling just under $5.9 million have been 
awarded for a three-year period ending in March 1999. One-time joint 
venture grants of up to $10,000 have also been awarded to three of the 
journals. Thus Council has approved 163 grants to journals. A total of 


198 applications were considered.

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working with a host of colleagues 
in other provinces, Europe and the 
United States, will study how 
effective partnerships in education 
and training are constructed. In 
addition, the network involves 
representatives from 35 organiza- 
tions, including leaders in policy 
planning and development, orga- 
nizations in the field of education, 
as well as community organiza- 
tions, unions and companies. 

The network’s research program 
covers curriculum evaluation, 
education governance, apprentice- 
ship models in Canada and abroad,

the changing role of the private 
sector in the public education 
system, and the assessment of 
training outcomes for learners and 
the labour market. Université du 
Québec a Montréal educational 
sciences professor Marcelle Hardy 
is leading the network. 

The Network for the Evaluation 
of Education and Training Tech- 
nologies (EvNet) is a multi- 
disciplinary, multisectoral research 
enterprise involving 33 academic 
researchers, 35 collaborators or 
practitioners, and representatives 
of 61 public, private and non-profit 
organizations. A key goal is to 
produce innovative courseware for 
distribution over the INTERNET 
and through more traditional 
forms of delivery. 

EvNet aims to produce three 
specialized multimedia training 
modules for use in the workplace, 
for instructors in higher educa- 
tion, and for the use of graduate 
research assistants. Network 
researchers will evaluate the 
strengths and weaknesses of 
existing and developing course- 
ware and instructional tech- 
nologies. This will assist edu- 
cators and trainers in selecting 
the technology aids they might 
use for their courses and pro- 
grams. McMaster University 
sociology professor Carl Cuneo is 
serving as the network’s director. 

The Western Education and 
Training Research Network focuses 
on the links between the provi- 
sion, processes and outcomes 
of education. Drawing on the 
knowledge of researchers, 
educators, employers and policy 
makers in Western Canada, the 
network will examine policy 
issues and initiatives in the area 
of education and training. Per- 
formance indicators, as well as 
educational and economic out- 
comes, will be assessed. 

The social processes which 
determine desired training out- 
comes, and how such processes 
are shaped by the experiences of 
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educators, will be considered 
through case studies. The effects 
of these processes will be docu- 
mented and monitored. Professor 
Jane Gaskell, Associate Dean, 
Faculty of Education, University 
of British Columbia, is leading the 
network. Its members include 
researchers from Europe, the 
United States and Australia. 

The Research Network for 
New Approaches to Lifelong 
Learning will document the

relations between informal learning 
and formal education. Network 
researchers aim to identify major 
social barriers to integrating self- 
directed, informal learning with 
formal (full-time and part-time) 
programs and certification. New 
program initiatives intended to 
overcome such barriers will also be 
examined. 

The network's research program 
has been developed by six teams 
of academics from a range of 
disciplines in the social sciences 
and humanities working with 
corporate, trade union and com- 
munity-based partners represent- 
ing various sectors of Canadian 
society. David Livingstone, a 


professor of sociology in education 
at the Ontario Institute for Studies 
in Education, is leading this 
network. Researchers from 

20 universities and community 
colleges, and representatives 

from 11 community groups and 
corporations, make up the net- 
work’s membership. 

The Labour Education and 
Training Research Network \inks 
academics from 14 universities 
and five community colleges 
together with representatives of 
20 community service groups, 
including a number of labour 
unions. European and Australian 
researchers specializing in labour 
market issues are also partici- 
pating. The network aims to 
analyse the training industry and 
propose policy for its future 
development. 

Practitioners who provide 
training in public schools, com- 
mercial enterprises and labour 
unions are a key focus of the 
network’s research program. 

The public policies which create, 
shape and limit the work of 
training providers, and their role 

in training successes or failures, 
will be investigated. The network’s 
director is professor Carla Lipsig- 
Mummé, founding director of the 
York University Centre for Research 
on Work and Society.

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Two International Summer Institutes for 1997 


SSHRC has awarded two grants 
of $50,000 each following the sixth 
annual grants competition for its 
International Summer Institutes 
program. The recipients are the 
University of Windsor, for an 
institute on AIDS research, and 
York University, for an institute 
on the deportation of slaves. 


¢ The Social Sciences and 
Humanities in AIDS Research 
is the title of the institute 
organized by Dr. Jacqueline 
Murray, Director of the 
Humanities Research Group 
of the University of Windsor, 
in cooperation with Dr. Barry 
Adam and Dr. Eleanor Maticka- 
Tyndale, both of the Sociology 
and Anthropology Department 
at the same university. 


The session is co-sponsored by 
the University of Toronto, the 
University of London (UK), 
and Macquarie University 
(Australia). It will build on the 
discussions of the 11th Interna- 
tional Conference on AIDS held 
in July 1996, which called for 
the development of method- 
ologies to investigate the socio- 
structural and cultural forces 
involved in the HIV/AIDS 
pandemic. Researchers in the 
social sciences and humanities 
from Canada, the United States, 
Australia, the United Kingdom, 
and Brazil will meet in Picton, 
Ontario from May 26 to June 5, 
1997, to look at this issue and 
at ways of ensuring that AIDS 
research benefits from the full 
contribution of both the social 
sciences and the humanities. 
They will be pooling their 
knowledge with policy-makers, 
graduate students, and repre- 


sentatives from community 
organizations. The institute 
will also investigate ways of 
developing and strengthening 
social sciences and humanities 
research networks on AIDS. 


¢ From July 14 to August 1, 
1997, York University will host 
an institute on /dentifying 
Enslaved Africans: the Nigerian 
Hinterland and the Creation of 
the African Diaspora. Pattici- 
pants from various Canadian, 
African, American and European 
universities will take a historical 
look at the fate of the people 
who were taken from the 
Nigerian hinterland and repre- 
sented approximately 40 per 
cent of all slaves brought to the 
Americas. Discussions will also 
touch on issues of social and 
cultural interest such as the 
roots of racism or the African 
influence on the development 
of New World cultures. The 
institute is being organized by 
Dr. Paul Lovejoy, professor of 
history at York University, 
with Queen’s University, the 
University of Stirling (UK), the 
University of York (UK), the 
Arewa House Centre for 
Research and Documentation 
(Nigeria), and the UNESCO 
Slave Route Project as co- 
sponsors. 

In awarding the grants to the 
two recipients, SSHRC considered 
a total of four applications in the 
1996 competition. 


The broad purpose of the 
Summer Institutes program is to 
strengthen the international 
research perspectives and capa- 
bilities of researchers in the social 
sciences and humanities through 
their participation in international 
collaborative endeavours. Compe- 
titions are held every year. Pro- 
posals to hold a summer institute 
in 1998 must be submitted by 
April 1, 1997. Only Canadian 
universities may apply for funding 
under the program.

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Vapour versus Paper: 
Electronic form survey results 


In an effort to streamline the 
grant application process, SSHRC 
has been working with MRC, 
NSERC and Fonds FCAR to develop 


an electronic system for completing 


and submitting grant applications. 
As the initial stage of this pro- 
cess, SSHRC has been offering 
researchers an electronic version 
of the Standard Research Grant 
application form for the past two 
years. 

Last year for the 1995-96 
competition, we designed a new, 
improved version of that form 
using JetForm software. Uni- 
versities were supplied with 
funds to be used toward the 
purchase of JetForm Filler, the 
software package required to use 
the electronic form. 

Although the numbers of 
researchers using the electronic 
form increased this year to 16% 
from 12%, the response rate has 
been slower than anticipated. 

To discover why, we conducted 
an e-mail survey of about 1100 
grant applicants and research 
grants administrators who had 
given us their e-mail address. 

Of the 174 researchers who 
completed the survey: 


¢ About half were aware that 
SSHRC offered an electronic 
version of the application form. 
(It seems that the flag “also 
available in electronic format” 
highlighted on the first page of 
the paper version of the form 
was of limited success in 
catching applicants’ attention.) 


¢ About nine per cent had used 
the electronic form to complete 
their application; of these, four 
rated it “easy to use.” How- 
ever, a majority of respondents 
indicated they had avoided 
trying the form because they 
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were under the impression that 


it was inefficient, difficult to 
use and entailed 
learning “a whole 
new” pro- 

gram. 

(Clearly,

¢ Approximately 
24% said they didn’t 
use the form because 
they didn’t have access or 
found it hard to obtain the 
required JetForm software. 


Many said they considered it too 


expensive for a one-time use. 


* 25% of respondents who knew 
about the form couldn't use it 


because there was no Macintosh 


version. (In the interim, we 
released a Mac version in time 
for this year’s competition.) 


The survey further indicated 
that there are a certain number of 
researchers who are leery of com- 
pletely entrusting the preparation 
of their grant submission to a 
computer. One researcher thought 
the form had too many “bugs,” 


another was afraid that “every- 
thing would simply vanish into 
ether.” Several researchers even 
admitted to preferring the feel of 
paper and ink. 

Despite the limited number of 


respondants, the survey has helped © 


give us a sense of users’ concerns 
and of where improvements are 
needed. We will keep members of 
the community posted on further 
developments in this and other

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Last chair in management of 
technological change awarded 


The University of New 
Brunswick has been awarded 
funding for a new Chair in the 
Management of Technological 
Change. This is the final chair 
established under a joint program 
of SSHRC and the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC). 

A total of 12 university chairs 
for research on managing tech- 
nological change have been created 
under the program since it was 
launched by the two councils 
seven years ago. 

The new chair award was an- 
nounced on Oct. 21 at a news con- 
ference in Fredericton. Dr. Charles 
Davis, a senior program specialist 
in science and technology man- 
agement and policy at the Inter- 
national Development Research 
Centre since 1992, is the chair- 
holder. He will work in the 
Faculty of Business during his 
term at UNB (St. John Campus) 
which begins this January. 

The NSERC/SSHRC/NB Power/ 
Xerox Chair in the Management 
of Human Resources, Technology 
Learning and Work in a Digital 
Economy will receive a $500,000 
grant to be paid over the next five 
_ years. New Brunswick Power and 
Xerox Canada, the private sector 
sponsors, are matching the 
councils’ funding, bringing the 
financing for this chair to a total 
of $1 million. 

The chair’s research program 
focuses on problems created by 
innovation in information and 
communication technologies, 
particularly in the areas of human 
resources, skills training and the 
organization of work. The long- 
term implications of changing 
information and communication 
technologies — especially as this 
affects management decision- 
making, the workplace and the 
marketplace — will be examined 
so as to help improve business 
planning and strategies. 


The new chair at UNB becomes 
part a network of 11 other research 
chairs funded by SSHRC and 
NSERC at the following Canadian 
universities: the Université du 
Québec a Montréal, Simon Fraser 
University, the University of 
Waterloo, Queen's University, the 
University of Toronto, Carleton 
University, Ecole Polytechnique, 
the University College of Cape 
Breton, the University of Calgary, 
the Université du Québec a Trois- 
Rivieres, and Ryerson Polytechnic 
University. @ 
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Council awards first 
William E. Taylor fellowship 


Cory Silverstein, a Ph.D. can- 
didate at McMaster University, 
is the first person to be awarded 
the new William E. Taylor 
Fellowship. 

SSHRC established the 
award last year in memory of 
William E. Taylor, the Council's 
president from 1983 to 1988. 

It is presented to the most 
outstanding graduate student 
in the annual SSHRC doctoral 
fellowships competition. 

The William E. Taylor Fellow 
receives a $5000 stipend, plus 
allowances to cover tuition and 
travel for research purposes, 
on top of the regular $14,400 
doctoral fellowship award. 

The winner is nominated by 
the selection committees which 
review the SSHRC doctoral 
fellowship applications and 
recommend which ones merit 
Council support. 

Ms Silverstein is completing 
a doctorate in anthropology. Her 
doctoral research is centred on 
the meanings, functions and

Report from the Joint Committee on 
Research and Transfer Journals 


Following are the key program 
recommendations from the Re- 
port of the Joint Committee on 
Research and Transfer Journals 
— accepted and adopted by 
SSHRC in October: 


Selection Criteria 


The current criteria for deter- 
mining whether a journal merits 
SSHRC funding should continue 
to apply. The scoring system 
should also remain the same, 
although journals should be 
required to meet a threshold 
of 75 per cent of the marks 
assigned to “quality” in order to 
be recommended for support. A 
journal’s quality (worth 50 per 
cent of its total score), manage- 
ment (25 per cent), dissemina- 
tion (15 per cent) and specificity 
(10 per cent) are the four 
selection criteria taken into 
account by the peer review com- 
mittee responsible for adjudi- 
cating the grants competition. 


Financial Need 


Journals should be required to 
make the case for the funding 
requested. The case made 
should be evaluated in terms of 
how the journal meets the 
objectives and selection criteria 
of the Aid to Research and 
Transfer Journals program. 
Resources available to a journal 
should also be taken into account 
when determining the support 
needed to run its operations. 


Funding Levels 


In order to provide incentives 
for revenue generation, cost con- 
trol and efficient management 
practices, the maximum grant 
calculation should be based on 
revenues from all sources indi- 
cative of the quality and signifi- 
cance of the journal. SSHRC 
funding should not exceed 50 per 
cent of a journal’s revenues from 
other sources. In addition, when 
the accumulated surplus of a 
journal exceeds one year’s 
operating costs, the excess amount 
should be deducted from the 
calculated grant. The maxi-mum 
grant available should continue to 
be $30,000 per year for up to three 
years. 


Financial Reporting/ 
Administration 


In their budgetary planning and 
reporting, journals should move 
as rapidy as possible to the SSHRC 
fiscal year, which runs from April 
1st to March 31st annually. A jour- 
nal operating as part of a scholarly 
association should be required to 
be separately cost accounted with 
verified annual statements of the 
journal’s revenues and expendi- 
tures. Journals normally should be 
administered by a university or 
incorporated body. 

The Annual Statement of Rev- 
enues and Expenditures form pro- 
vided by SSHRC should be used as 
the sole source of retrospective fi- 
nancial data for a journal applying 


for a Council grant. The form 
should require the signature of 
the financial officer of the uni- 
versity or incorporated body or 
by an officer of the journal who 

is not the person signing as the 
grant applicant. Completed state- 
ments should form the basis upon 
which the financial status of a 
journal is evaluated by the grants 
selection (peer review) committee. 


Special Initiative 
Grants 


Joint venture grants available 
under the Aid to Research and 
Transfer Journals program should 
be continued and expanded to 
become special initiative grants. 
This should include support for 
electronic publishing and other 
initiatives or improvements to a 
journal’s operations. The next 
deadline for Special Initiative 
Grant applications is June 30, 
1998. 


Guide to Best Practices 


To help journais manage their 
operations as efficiently as pos- 
sible, SSHRC will support the 
Humanities and Social Sciences 
Federation of Canada and the 
Canadian Association of Learned 
Journals in preparing a manual of 
best practices in journal publish- 
ing. The manual or guide will be 
designed for the managers and 
editors of Canadian research and _ 
transfer journals in the social 
sciences and humanities.

Implementation of previously 
announced changes to SSHRC’s 
program of support for scholarly 
journals resulted in an unanti- 
cipated drop in the overall funding 
initially awarded to journals — 

a total of $2.7 million in grants 
over three years instead of the 

$5.9 million budgeted. Inconsistent 
financial data for journals seeking 
support, and difficulties in applying 
the criterion of financial need, were 
at the heart of the problem. 

Based on the financial informa- 
tion submitted, a number of jour- 
nals recommended for funding by 
the selection committee were slated 
to receive only one-year terminal 
grants instead of three-year fund- 
ing. Others would have had the 
level of funding previously 
awarded by SSHRC cut by more 
than one-third or phased out 
completely within three years. 

It was feared that such a 
reduction in SSHRC’s support for 
journals would adversely affect the 
viability and vitality of scholarly 
publishing in Canada. 

Sharing these concerns, and 
following its long-standing tradi- 
tion of openness and responsive- 
ness to the Canadian research 
community, the Council established 
a special joint committee to review 
the situation and to make recom- 
mendations. 

The six-person committee 
included representatives from the 
Humanities and Social Sciences 
Federation of Canada and the 
Canadian Association of Learned 
Journals, as well as three SSHRC 
Council members. The committee’s 
report was submitted in September 
(see Report Highlights in box at 
left). All of its recommendations 
were adopted at a full meeting of 
the Council in October. 

Two key recommendations 
approved by Council resulted in 
substantial change to the grant 
amounts first announced to 
journals in April as well as a 
significant increase in the number 
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Former SSHRC president Paule 
Leduc has become the new rector 
of the Université du Québec a 
Montréal. 

She was appointed to the posi- 
tion last May following extensive 
consultations by a university 
search committee which polled 
UQAM professors, students, ad- 
ministrators and staff to deter- 
mine who would succeed 
outgoing rector Claude Corbo. 

Dr. Leduc received impressive 
support from all groups and 
individuals consulted during the 
university’s search for a new 
rector. 

“Support from all sectors of 
the university is needed,” said 
Dr. Leduc. “Otherwise it would 
be impossible to do the job.” 

Prior to her appointment as 
UQAM’s chief executive, she 
was vice-president (teaching 
and research) at the head offices 
of the Université du Québec in 
Québec City. She took up that 
position following a six-year 
term as president of SSHRC 
(1988-1994) and a two-year 
term (1992-1994) as the direc- 
tor of the Canada Council. 

Dr. Leduc held a number of 
senior administrative positions in 
both the university and govern- 


of grants awarded — from 130 
initially to 163 in total. 

It was decided for this compe- 
tition that determination of fi- 
nancial need would not include a 
journal’s equity or cash surpluses 
but would be based on 50 per cent 
of subscription revenues alone. 
Council also accepted the recom- 
mendation that no journal funded 
by SSHRC in the previous award 
period should have its grant cut 
by more than 33 per cent.

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Preparing winning 
grant proposals 


MCRI 


This year’s competition for Major 
Collaborative Research Initiatives 
(MCRI) funding is well into the 
final stage. Letters of Intent from 
22 research teams were received in 
the competition's first stage, six of 
which were invited to submit 
detailed proposals in the second 
and final stage. SSHRC expects to 
announce the successful grant 
applications early in the new year. 

The Council’s program staff have 
noted a number of comments and 
observations by this year’s grants 
selection committee on the quality 
of the research proposals they 
reviewed. SSHRC is pleased to 
pass these comments on to 
interested researchers to help 
improve the quality of future grant 
applications under this highly 
competitive program. 


Research Objectives 


The objectives of a proposed 
Major Collaborative Research 
Initiative must be clearly defined. 
As well as as showing how the 
proposed research will meet the 
stated objectives of the MCRI 
program, applicants need to outline 
the specific objectives of the 
research they wish to carry out. 
This means: 


* demonstrating how the re- 
search will contribute to new 
knowledge; 


* outlining the innovative nature 
of the research and how it will 
contribute to intellectual dev- 
elopment, as well as how it will 
advance collaborative research 
methods; 


* identifying the student training 
to be provided through the 
project and how it will contri- 
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bute to the development of new 
researchers. 


While these are not the only 
objectives to be considered, they 
are among those which selection 
committee members believe appli- 
cants must take greater care in 
addressing. 


Research Plan 


Similarly, the following is not 
an exhaustive list of points to be 
addressed in the proposed research 
plan. But applicants should be sure 
to: 
¢ provide a clear statement of the 

research questions/problems to 

be addressed, as well as a basic 
description of the methodology 
to be employed in addressing 
the issues or subject matter to 
be investigated (i.e. this should 
not be the first activity planned 
for the research program, but 
something considered in detail 
before the grant proposal is 
written); 


* complete a literature review 
prior to completing the grant 
proposal and use the results to 
situate and justify the proposed 
research plan; 


* propose a detailed plan for 
communicating the research 
findings to all potentially 
important audiences, not just 
to fellow academics; 


¢ demonstrate the collaborative 
nature of the research and 
indicate how the various 
components of the research 
plan will be pursued through 
collaboration; 


* provide clear information 
(objectives, methods, funding) 
about similar projects members 
of the research team have 
received grant money to 
complete, showing how past 
or current work relates to the 
proposed research plan, and 
how the proposed MCRI builds 
upon previous or ongoing 
activities. 


Research Team 


With the emphasis on colla- 
borative research of international 
calibre, membership on the re- 
search team should span several 
areas of expertise related to the 
research plan and objectives. The 
team should be composed of more 
than one Canadian researcher and 
less than every scholar working 
in the field in Canada. Building 
linkages with scholars from other 
countries is important. In addition, 
the team should be: 


¢ led by established researchers 
with previous research grant 
success; 


¢ directed by principal and co- 
investigators whose credentials 
demonstrate appropriate ex- 
perience to undertake a major- 
scale, international collaborative 
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project (related research acti- 
vities and accomplishments 
should be outlined briefly in 
the researcher's CV). 


Individual CVs for members of 
the research team must not exceed 
10 pages and should focus on past 
research activities most relevant to 
the project being proposed. Team 
members should not include “re- 
search projects yet to be designed 
and submitted” as items on a CV. 


Evaluation Criteria 


Application materials for MCRI 
proposals outline the evaluation 
criteria which guide selection 
committee members in the grants 
adjudication process (see SSHRC 
Granting Programs: Detailed 
Guide, revised August 1995 
edition, page 18). Applicants 
should carefully examine these and 
assess the extent to which their 
proposals meet the criteria. It can 
be useful to have colleagues not 
involved in the grant application 
review the research proposal and 
assess its applicability to the stated 
evaluation criteria. 


Applicants have continued to 
gain a better understanding of 
the type of projects which the 
MCRI program aims to support 
since its creation four years ago. 
The Council hopes the above 
information will help to further 
advance the excellence of research 
proposals submitted to the MCRI 
program. 


January 15, 1997, is the next 
Letters of Intent deadline for MCRI 
funding. 
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New research compendium published 


SSHRC has published the latest 
in its series of research compendia. 
Life in Canada and Our Canadian 
Heritage: Research in the Social 
Sciences and Humanities lists close 
to 2000 SSHRC-funded research 
projects which examine the 
economic, political, social, cultural 
and historical dimensions of what 
it is to be Canadian. 

The publication is a reference 
source for anyone interested in 
learning more about the contribu- 
tions of the social sciences and 
humanities to our understanding 
and knowledge of Canada’s 
heritage. 

It was published for “Canada — 
Take it to Heart” week 1996, an 
initiative of the Department of 
Canadian Heritage, Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada, and Human 
Resources Development Canada. 
The Take-it-to-Heart campaign 
celebrated National Citizenship 
Week (Feb. 12-19), the anniver- 
sary of the Canadian flag (Feb. 15) 
and Heritage Day (Feb. 19).

Research grants program 
under evaluation | 


The flagship of SSHRC’s funding programs — the Standard Research 
Grants program — will be the subject of a major evaluation study over 


This will be the first formal evaluation of the program — which 
accounts for approximately one-third of the Council's total annual 
grants and fellowships budget — since it was reformed in 1990. 

In the interests of accountability, and to better ensure the best use 

of its limited resources, SSHRC regularly evaluates its programs of sup- 
port for research in the social sciences and humanities. 

Evaluations are conducted to assess program performance — 
measuring the extent to which Council’s policy and programming 
objectives are being met or need to be reformed so as to improve the 


Objectives achievement and the impact of the program changes 
instituted six years ago will be key focal points of the research grants 
evaluation. Currently in the planning stages, the study will commence 
this fall and is scheduled for completion in late 1997. @

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New opportunities 
for international 


collaboration 
Canada and the European 
Union (EU) have reached an 
agreement which provides 
Canadian researchers with 
expanded opportunities to 
participate in leading-edge 
international research. 
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The Fourth Framework Programme — one of the EU’s Research 
and Technological Development (RTD) funding programs — is now 
open to Canadian researchers who join with at least two European 
partners working on a RTD project in one of nine research areas. 

One area of particular interest to researchers in the social 
sciences and humanities is for Targeted Socio-Economic Research. 
Support is targeted to research projects and networks which focus 
on education and training, social integration and social exclusion in 
Europe, or the evaluation of science and technology policy options. 

Although eligibility to participate does not mean Canadians can 
receive European funds — they must secure their own funding — 
there are several advantages under the Canada-EU agreement 
signed last year. 

Participating in EU research projects can increase the ability of 
Canadian researchers to leverage funding from domestic sources 
with an interest in international research developments. It also 
serves to expand Canada’s involvement in, and access to, new 
discoveries and knowledge. 

Access of the Canadian partners to intellectual property 
generated through such projects can serve to strengthen research 
efforts here. 

Researchers in the social sciences and humanities may use 
SSHRC’s programs to participate in Fourth Framework projects. 
Funding for the Canadian component of research projects or 
networks involving EU partners may be obtained under the 
Council’s Standard Research Grants, Major Collaborative Research 
Initiatives, Strategic Grants or Joint Initiatives programs.
